PUliLir  PRINTlNd. 

Tt  is  a  matter  for  general  congratnlHtion  that  the  quest iuns  at 
i.esuc  between  the  iState  and  the  eontnu  tr»r  for  the  public  j^riiitinj;.  » 
for  the  years  1S59  and  18G0,  have  been  liuiUly  hcttled.  A  detailed 
history  of  the  matter  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Secretur  7 
of  State,  by  whom,  acting  with  the  adviceof  the  Attorney  General, 
the  negotiations  for  a  settlement  were  conducted.  The  cost  of 
the  printing  for  tlic  two  year^  ha8  been  very  mneh  greater  than 
W9B  anticipated  at  tlie  time  of  letting  the  contract.  It  was  then 
thoBght  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  per  year  would  be  more  than 
sufficient  to  meet  the  pnymcnt^  under  the  contract ;  but  there  had 
been  aud!t«»d  by  tlie  lato  i^ecretary  ol'  »'^tate,  up  to  Deccmbrr  r.l, 
1850.  ilic  j«um  df  $77,104  07,  while  there  still  remained,  of  ac- 
counts not  yet.  pre>ciiteil  ;ii)d  adjuster!,  but  elfiimc'l  by  ilie  con- 
tractor, tlic  .sum  uf  v'12U,17ii  78;  and  the  whole  amount  claimed 
by  him,  from  November  30,  1858,  down  to  December  ol,  18uy, 
was  ^219,102  25  I  and  there  yet  remained  a  year  of  this  contract. 
By  the  settlement  with  the  State  Printer,  the  total  amount  paid 
to  him,  to  the  termination  of  his  contract,  January  1,  1861,  is 
$86,201  21,  of  which  $17,010  17  is  for  all  the  printing'  for  the 
year  1800.  The  printing  for  the  y  1801  and  1802  ha>  been 
let,  under  the  law  of  last  session,  to  Metsftrs.  E.  A.  Calkins  k  (Jo., 
of  Madison. 

SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  School  Fund,  owino^  to  the  forfei^nrc  of  very  btrLC  rjuan- 
titie.s  of  hxD'.U  (heretofore  sold  and  estimated  ;js  a  portion  of  the 
productive  fund,  bo.irinjj:  7  per  cent,  intcre^-t,)  exhibits  a  lar^c 
diminution  in  It.s  nominal  capital  and  aclual  levcnuc.  The  extent 
to  which  this  diminution  has  gone,  will  be  learned  by  an  exatui- 
nation  of  the  Koport  of  the  Superintendent  of  Pnblic  Instruction, 
in  which  the  condition  of  the  Fund  is  treated  Tcry  fully.  The 
number  of  acres  of  School  Lands,  thus  fhr  fbrfhited  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  and  yet  unsold,  October  1,  1800,  wn^^  IJ52,S40.  while 
the  proportion  of  loss  to  the  productive  ISchool  Fund,  by  the  for- 
feiture of  Swamp  Lands,  was,  to  that  date,  247,130  acres.  With 
{he  return  of  pro.sptrous  times,  in  the  course  of  tln^  Fucceeding 
ycfirs,  these  lands  will  ncr.nin  be  Bold  and  added  to  the  productive 
Fund.  The  Superintendent  estimates  the  prodnetive  School  Fund, 
October  1,  180U,  at  $2,331),G94;  and  supposing  the  lauds  at  pre- 
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sent  V'olongiuj^  that  Fund  to  oe  noUi  at  the  minlinnm  appraisal, 
he  e~ti mates  that  the  Fund  will  reach  $3,234,150  frum  existing 
rt^uu^ces ,  while  there  will  be  added  to  it,  in  the  future,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  dixteenth  section  luads  nut  yut  in  la.ukct,  one-fourth  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Swamp  Lauds  not  yet  offered,  besides 
the  ayails  of  lands  claimed  from  tne  Creneral  GoTernment,  and  the 
long-withheld  5  per  cent,  fund,  which  must  eventually  como  to 
the  State. 

The  Keport  of  the  Oonunissioners  of  School  and  Umversity 
Lands  will  be  laid  before  you,  oontaiuin;^  information  and  sugges- 
tions in  relation  to  the  business  entrusted  to  their  charge,  i  our 
careful  attention  to  the  subject  is  imperative!}'  needed,  in  order 
that,  by  judicious  legislation,  proper  safeguards  umy  bo  itiaeed 
around  theBe  important  fmid^,  which  have  beeu  much  diuiiuishcd 
by  careleiid  iuvestmcni  in  pa.st  years.

Thi:^  fund  shows  a  decrease  of  suiiie  $14,000  from  last  year 
owing  to  the  same  causes  which  produced  the  diminution  of  the 
pvodnetiTaBohool  Fimd. 

The  Beport  of  the  Board  of  Begents  of  the  State  UniTenity, 
uadfi  aoeording  to  requirement  of  law,  will  be  laid  before  yo«, 
exhibiting  the  condition  of  that  institution.  There  if  no  maxim 
more  sound  than  the  frequent  changCB  in  the  polioy  and  admin- 
istration of  ^uch  institutions  is  in  the  highest  dogree  detrimental. 
With  its  buildinp's  now  completed,  at  an  expense  of  not  less  than 
$100.fHM).  and  affording  ample  accommodations  for  years  to  come, 
what  the  University  mainly  requires,  is  to  be  lot  alone,  to  pursue 
a  quiet  and  even  course  of  usefulnesn  and  pru^rcss.  Earnest 
effort  on  the  part  of  its  Faculty,  under  the  judici(His  supervision 
of  its  Kegeuta,  with  an  established  policy,  steadily  pursued,  will 
wiiiiiwt  dovht  speedily  plaee  it  among  the  most  important  insti- 
^titationa  of  the  State.

have  been  iranFmittcd  to  the  General  Land  Office,  that  patents 
therefor  should  be  ]=^?nvd  to  the  State.  Thc^e  lands  are  a  part  of 
those  ebneeded  by  ihe  (iovcrnment  to  bt  loiiL'  tu  llie  State,  n.^  set- 
tlement of  the  «jucstious  long  at  i&sue  >Ytih  the  Department  hav- 
ing been  effected. 

CAPITAL  ENLArvliKSlENT. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  again  to  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
comttiencing  the  onlari^ement  of  the  Capitol.  The  foundation 
for  the  west  wing  or  Iront,  onght  to  have  been  laid  last  year,  so 
that  during  the  present  year  the  v:h)i  ennhl  have  been  completed. 
The  laiblic  neees-sities-  r^l.-irly  rviiulrr  that  this  work  shouM  bo 
Cimmicneed.  The  ^^upreme  Cein  i.  llu;  senate,  the  Bank  ('omp- 
truller,  and  the  Treasurer,  all  iie(  1  the  aeeommodations  of  the 
proposed  new  huildiii-,  for  the  convenient  ti ati.-actiou  of  the  pub- 
lic buhiue-  .  The  records,  the  moneys,  the  securities  and  the 
books  and  papers  belongin*;  to  the  School  Land  Department  are 
constantly  liable  to  be  destroyed.  Millions  of  Dollars  in  Talue, 
of  public  and  private  property,  arc  constantly  risked  and  periled 
for  want  of  the  outlay  of  a.  few  thousand  dollars,  in  a  necessary 
and  permanent  public  improvement.

The  aiiioiinr  of  taxe?  levied  upon  the  property  of  the  people 
for  State  expeu??es,  dnrintr  the  last  year,  was  one  mill  and^ three- 
tenths  on  the  dollar  valuation,  beinu  one-tenth  of  a  mill  less 
than  the  previous  year,  although,  owing  to  the  increased  return 
of  personal  property  and  new  improvements,  the  sum  realised 
was  over  $242,031  25,  being  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

CENSUS,  £TC. 

The  decennial  enumeration  of  the  population  and  the  collection 
of  Btatistics  by  the  United  States  Government,  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  State  of  Wisconsin  exhibits  a  won- 
.derfol  increase  in  number,  and  growth  in  every  material  element 
of  prosperity.

NOBMAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Normal  Schoola  will , 
be  laid  before  you.    The  fund  at  their  disposal,  arising  entirely 
from  the  sale  of  Swamp  Lands,  has'  been  very  mnoh  abridged  by 

the  decrease  in  the  amount  of  hinds  gold  from  year  to  year, 
while  the  amount  appropriated  directly  td  the  institutions  in 
which  normal  clatuiea  have  been  taught  has  been  lessened  by  the 
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payment  of  agencies  employed  by  the  Board  in  carrying  forward 
the  work  ol"  education;  so  that  the  t^um  distributed  the  lastjjrear 
was  only  or  §20  to  each  pupil  taught.    A  more  gti'ict  ex- 

amination, however,  has  so  lessened  the  number  of  licnefieiariea 
of  the  fund,  that  this  sum  excecdii  the  average  amount  diatribu- 
ted  the  preyious  year,  by  $2  to  each  pupil.

Tbe  amount  up]<ropriated  lant  year  seems  to  have  been  insufficient 
for  tbe  purposes  for  wbieh  it  wqh  intended,  and  a  small  iudebted- 
nes*  ha:*  been  left  over.  Tho  Trustees  ask  for  an  appropriation 
of  813,500  for  support  and  current  expenses;  and  for  additional 
buildings,  steam  heating  apparatus,  <^c.,  a  sufficient  amount  to 
make  tbe  wboie  amount  asked  for,  $20,450. 

BLIND  A8YLUX. 

The  Trustees  of  this  institution  report  the  amount  expended 
dnittg  the  past  year,  to  be  $13,405  94,  whieh  leaves  a  balance  of 

the  appropriation  yet  undrawn,  amounting  to  $3,^50,  of  which 
sboat  $750  will  be  needed  to  complete  existing  rnntracts.  They 
ask  the  sum  of  udO  for  fhc  year  1861,  <<{'  ^vhich  ?1 0,000  is 
estimated  for  the  support  oi*  the  institution.

000.  to.L'ether  wilh  the  sum  of  S:3.2rM)  24  paid  by  tlie  V.  S.  (rov- 
ornment  for  tlie  keej»ing  of  its  convicts,  and  a  balance  of?l,'>77  12 
piiid  over  to  the  present  Commiisioncr,  by  his  predecessor.  This 
sum,  in  the  aj^^gregate,  is  less  than  any  amount  devoted  to  State 
Prison  purposes  since  1853.  The  Commissioner  reports  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  Oct.  1st,  1860,  of  85,298  49,  besides  the  amount 
hie  Yrom  tlic  United  States  j  and  he  estimate.--  that  the  sum  of 
$25,000  will  b"  a  sufficient  appropriation  for  the  current  year.

'?2.45S  35  above  their  expenses.  A  large  amount  of  work, 
amounting  to  scvcrn!  t!)nn«find-  of  (b^llars  in  value,  in  the  I'triii 
of  prison  wall  :i\]<\  >lii'p-,  iVc,  has  been  done  by  tbo  convicts  dur- 
ing the  year,  'f  he  icj>ort  of  the  commissioner  abound:?  in  valu- 
able .suggestions,  to  which  your  attention  is  invited. 

INSANK  IIUSIMT.AI  .  STATE  T^EFoRM  SCHOOL,  ETC. 

MjM'isits  to  the  benevolent  and  pen^l  institutions  of  the  J^tato 
have  furnished  the  most  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  cconomyj 
efficiency  and  prudence  with  wliich  tiie  altairs  of  eaeli  iiavo  been 
conducted  dnrinn  the  past  year.  Both  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and 
Blind  Instituliuns  have  careful  Buurd.s  of  Trustees,  who  devote 
themselves  earnestly  to  the  welfare  of  the  institutions  themselves. 
They  are  men  of  sound  judgment  and  sagacity,  who  feel  the  im- 
portance of  their  sevoral  trusts.  The  omcers  and  teachers  are 
apt  and  accomplished  in  their  several  callings,  and  both  of  these 
great  charities  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  are  full  of  use- 
fulness to  the  unfortunate  pupils  committed  to  them.  The  reports 
are  very  full  and  complete,  and  show  their  actual  eondition  and 
their  necessities  for  the  current  year.  I  have  no  need  to  commend 
them  to  the  piod  will  of  tliis  Legislature. 

The  State  Kcform  »School  and  the  Insane  llo.^pit^il  bciiv^  com- 
paratively new,  will  require  more  care  and  attention  than  the  older 
in.stitution.->.  tliat  have  so  frequently  passed  under  the  bupervisioa 
of  the  committees  of  the  i^egialature. 

The  Insane  Asylum  has  come  up  out  of  some  financial  confosion. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  composed  of  substantial,  discreet  and  able 
men,  selected  from  different  portions  of  the  State,  and  entitled  to 
public  as  well  as  private  confidence,  have  spent  much  time  and 
earnest  labor  to  render  the  Asylum  what  the  Legislature  intended 
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it  RhoulJ  be,  a  refiiirc  Mini  (luior  Imiiic  lor  a  most  wretched  class 
of  our  fellow-Leiu<^h,  and  at  iha  nduia  lime  a  lic^pitul  lor  treat- 
BieDi  of  mental  cUteiMS.  The  yeiy  able  reparfe  of  the  Board 
giTM  a  complete,  conoifle  history  of  the  institution  in  all  its  de- 
partmoDta,  financial,  curatire  and  otherwise. 

The  State  Reform  Sehool  has  been  well  managed,  and  in  a  re< 
maikable  dcLrree  is  answering  to  the  most  sanguine  expectations 
of  il»  friends.  In  this,  os  in  ail  the  other  public  institutions, 
exj-ericnr  ed  and  well  tried  men  have  devoted  themsclvt  <  to  its 
welfare,  it  the  present  condition  of  the  i^chool,  under  a  .^aprr- 
iateadent  Tsho  is  ii  good  man,  ;h  well  as  n  ninu  of  reliable  judg- 
ment and  ability-,  is  any  evidenir  -d"  ii^  luiuio  u-«'iulue^»  to  the 
degTudc-d.  homeless,  houseless,  pa.rcntless  chiiJica  of  tlic  State, 
who  tUiuugh  niisrortune,  want  or  accident  drop  into  petty  crimes,, 
all  good  citizens,  everywhere,  may  take  a  just  pride  in  its  pros- 
perily.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  exhibits  fully  its 
eoaution  and  wants,  and  together  with  the  closing  report  of  the 
Building  Coinmi-  loners,  shows  the  economy  of  the  erection  and 
eompletion  of  the  buildings,  and  itn  management  since  it  has  been 
opened. 

The  State  Prison  has  been  ndniirably  managed  by  tlu^  (^onimis- 
eioner.  \  invite  your  attention  to  his  report.  >'ho>\iiiLi  the  condi- 
tion of  ihe  prison  and  of  the  jnisoners.  Uis  suggestious  are 
pnfccu*  al,  and  deserve  your  favoruble  consideration. 

ADJUTANT  UENERAL'8  REPORT. 

The  annua]  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  shows  that  fifty- 
tyo  uniformed  volunteer  conipniii.-^  aro  Mro-ani/.cd  nnd  armed,  and 
in  various  «tate«  of  efficiency,  nunili'  l  iijo  l^Olf^  run):  nnd  "file. 
Besides  these  companies,  twelve  odin^.  in  different  portiotis  of 
the  State,  have  applied  for  organization  antl  equipment.  .Should 
the  last  mentioned  companies  be  regularly  e<|uippcd  with  the  legal 
number  of  arms,  the  total  number  would  be  2,473.  But  the  State 
has  not  the  means  to  arm  more  than  three  or  four  of  the  compa- 
nies applying,  and  the  annual  quota,  to  which  the  State  is  entitled 
under  the  practice  of  the  Federal  Government  of  late  years,  will 
only  give  us  sufficient  for  about  three  companies  more. 

Efforts  have  been  made  during  tlie  past  year,  by  the  Adjutant, 
General,  to  britiL'  the  uniformed  militia  up  to  a  standard  of  greater 
effi(ii-ney,  and  with  some  degree  of  puccoss;  but  the  fact  is  never- 
theles.>^  apparent  that  the  orp-anization  <»t'  military  conqianie?  has 
been  too  often  the  result  of-  the  desire  of  locnlitic.-^  to  obtain  the 
means  ot  making  a  display  im  anniversary  occasious,  and  wlien 
the  arms  have  been  obtained  from  the  State,  the  object  oC  the  or- 
ganisation is  too  often  deemed  accomplished,  and  the  company 
seldom  meets  fbr  drill  thereafter ;  the  men  resign  after  a  time,  and 
the  company  maintains  but  a  nominal  existence.  It  is  for  the 
Legislature  to  consider  whether  this  state  of  thing.s  ought  to  con* 
tinae,  and  whether  there  is  anything  in  the  signs  of  the  timea 
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which  t>huul(l  cause  steps  to  bo  tukuu  to  place  the  Voluutcer 
31ilitia  upon  a  more  efficient  footing.  The  number  of  persons 
Babject  to  military  duty  in  the*  State  exceeds  130,000. 

A  brief  Report  by  the  Snpcrintendent  of  the  Geoiogioal  Survey, 
Prof.  Hall,  is  in  readiness  to  be  laid  before  yon,  exhibiting  tno 
condition  and  progress  of  the  work.  (Tniicr  the  law  of  last  winter, 
spcoi;i]  <  tiitnicts  were  iiiailc  with  Prof.  J.  I).  Wliitiiey  and  Prof. 
C.  T.  W  hittlesey ;  the  former  for  ilio  completion  of  Hectioi:  i1  maps 
of  the  lead-bearing  region  of  this  iState,  and  the  latter  for  the 
completion  and  report  of  his  work,  whifh  was  chiefly  carried  on 
in  the  extreme  north-eastr;  ii  um\  mu  t  li-wcHt*»rn  pnrtiwn  M'  the 
State.  The  Report  and  ninp:>  of  i,*ruf.  Whitney,  ^nd  thclieport 
of  Prof  ^Vhittle^•ey,  arc  coni|)leted,  and  will  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
pojjal  ot  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day.  Prof.  Hall  expects  to 
be  in  Madison  early  in  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  will 
present  the  condition  of  the  work  at  that  time. 

RAILUOAUS,  ETC. 

Stockholders,  and  individuals  whose  money  has  been  honestly 
invested  in  railroads,  have  a  right  to  some  further  protection  and 
security  by  law.  The  early  stockhoMcrs  and  jim  h  nf  coniparativoly 
small  means,  turnish  tlio  b:is!s  of  all  the  sub^^tMjucnt  credit  of  the 
company,  and  are  aiway-  llie  first  men  plundered,  and  the  last 
men  secured,  by  the  public  spirited,  self-devoted,  patriotc  rail 
road  operators.  If  the  acts  uf  iiicorpuratious  are  public  acta,  as 
they  declare 'themselves  to  bo,  and  if  the  proceedings  of  Boards 
of  pirectors  are  public,  and  their  records  publio,  as  to  all  per- 
sons dealing  with  the  company,  then  the  interests  and  rights  of 
the  original  stockholders  are  noticed  to  the  world  ;  and  any  trade 
or  contract  made,  or  fraud  committed,  by  the  directors  or  agents 
of  the  company,  cannot  divest  the  stockdoldcrs  of  their  rights  in 
the  road,  without  their  expressed  con>e!it.  Their  money  is  in  the 
roads,  and  they  ought  to  have  an  equitable  Hen  and  a  right  to 
fallow  their  money  into  the  roadi^  tliemselves.  The  railroads 
should  he  made  to  pay  the  money  that  built  them.  an<l  the  laws 
ought  to  create  in  all  corporations  a  iirst  lien  for  the  benefit  and 
iiccurity  of  the  original  stockholders.  While  the  Legislature  cau 
not  create,  an  equitable  rigut,  yet  where  such  a  right  exists  the 
Legislature  has  the  power  to  provide  a  process,  or  remedy,  Ly 
which  that  right  may  be  secured. 

A  large  and  resjic(  t;il)]o  (•la>s  (*!'  our  citizens  have  become  in- 
volved in  serious  difficulties,  which,  in  all  cases,  either  have  led 
or  will  lead,  to  great  losses,  and,  in  many  cases,  to  absolute  ruin. 
There  is  a  rlas^  of  Fceurities  called  Bailroad  Farm  Mortgages, 
which  arc  hanging  over  some  of  the  best  farms  and  ure  euibarafi- 
sing  a  great  many  of  the  host  men  in  the  State.  The  aggre- 
gate amount  of  these  mortgages  is  estimated  at  about  five  millioais 
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of  dollars.    They  cover  lauds  valued,  at  least,  at  fifteen  Tnillion^ 
of  <ioHars.    Between  five  ar.d  gix  thousand  men  are  invuived  in 
theie  pecnlur  liabilities.   They  were  executed  upon  the  pretence 
ihat  tbey  were  to  be  used  as  collateral  seearity  for  loans  of 
BOBey  made  by  the  railroad  oonpaniee.   They  were  eonceived  in 
temd.  executed  in  fraud,  and  sold  or  transi^rred  in  fVaud,  by  the 
^.'t€  tor^,  or  agents,  of  some  of  these  companies.    While  some 
of  the  directors  and  agentu  were  innocent  of  these  deceptions 
upon  the  farracr?.  the  men  who  rontrnllcfl  these  financial  opera- 
rinn?  vTi-ro  (]'.^}\une»t,  and  FouL^bt  ?'nt  a  pii])lic  hcnrfit.  bnt  their 
own  aggrandisement.    Tt  furni>h(Ml  a  sliort  and  eaf*y  nietliod  of 
getting  ni'*iify  without  earnini:  it,  and  yurividc  1  ample  means,  at 
the  expe^e^L•  of  laboring  citiztus,  of  livinj;  without  labor.  An 
anckni  nation  had  no  law  for  punishing  a  man  who  murdered  his 
mother.    The  reason  was,  that  it  had  never  been  conceived  that 
any  man  could  commit  such  a  crime.   In  the  history  of  tlie 
fiiMBcial  epeculations  of  this  country,  so  bold,  open,  nnblnshing 
fraud,  taking  in  a  large  body  of  men,  were  neyer  perpetrated. 
There  was,  and  is,  no  law  to  punish  them  ;  because  such  rascality 
eould  not  have  been  anticipated. 

ll  becomes  a  matter  of  State  inipfirtnnpc.  Tlie  State  cannot 
afford  to  lo«c  the  labor,  and  rin-vjw  ;iTid  cnterpri'-T!  of  five  thou- 
sand of  it-  hc?-t  citizens,  nor  can  the  Stnte  afl'ord  to  j^iiHer  fifteen 
millions  uf  d'dlars  ot  the  ejirninirs  of  these  inf  ii  to  iced  the  hun- 
gry maw  of  a  L'iirantic  swindle.  Kvcry  legitimate  means,  warrant- 
ed by  law  and  good  faith,  should  be  UBcd  for  their  relief.  The 
railroad  companies  ought  to  be  able  to  relieve  these  mortgagors. 

As  n  measure  of  relief,  a  new  disposition  of  a  portion  of  the 
Qnnt  of  Lands,  made  by  Congress  to  the  State,  in  trust  for  rail- 
road purposes,  and  turnc4  over  to  the  State,  by  the  La  Crosse  A 
Milwaukee  Railroad  Company,  might  be  made,  with  the  consent 
'f  ('ongresfl.  In  case  nil  that  portion  of  the  Grant  not  sold  to 
the  Si.  Croix  k  Lake  Superior  Hnilroad  Company,  ia  not  to  be 
^'iven  to  ;i  new-  Company,  to  carry  out  tlie  desiL'n  of  Congress, 
and  under  conditions  which  shall  beyond  continLieucv  snve  tbe 
farm  inurtgagurs,  I  sufrge^^t  for  your  consideraiion  a  memorial  to 
Congress,  asking  that  the  act  making  the  grant  to  the  State  be  bo 
changed  as  to  give  the  State  absolute  control  of  the  same,  .^o  far 
as  rights  of  priyate  parties  or  companies  have  not  become  legally, 
pMenantly  fixed.  That  relief  granted  by  Congress — ^whieh 
could  unquestionably  be  obtained  if  an  energetic  effort  should  be 
made  for  the  |turj)Ose — the  land.s  eoubl  be  sold  at  some  price,  the 
nuniBiutt  of  which  should  be  fixed  by  law,  and  the  prooeeds  used 
to  relieve  the  mortga<?or«.  directly,  or  to  aid  the  companicH  er 
their  representatives,  in  relieving  these  farmers  of  such  unoon* 
scionable  burdens. 

XXaHANQES. 

The  teeent  embairassmenis  under  whioh  merchants  and  busi- 
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ness  men  of  the  »Statc  have  labored  from  the  deraDgemeuts  in 

financial  affairs,  are  desorriiig  of  your  attention.  Tliesc  difficul- 
ties have  evjflcntly  nrisen  from  causes  quite  out  of  tlic  ordinary 
course  of  v.\i  ]\t>  .  uUliough,  in  tlieir  effecta  upon  us,  traceable  to 
peculiar  exii^<  in  ies  in  our  export  trade. 

The  law  of  cuiiiiiicicial  exchaniros  is  of  ( <.\ir.-e  sMbjcct  to  tlie 
law  of  tiatie:  that  of  .supply  and  dcuiauil.  la  ibrciu,u  irade,  e.\- 
porta-  aud  imports  being  nearly  equal,  money  i&  only  required  to 
adjust  balances ;  while  in  the  Internal  and  export  trade  of  thLi 
State,  largo  disburdcments  are  first  required  for  the  purchase  of 
products.  Time,  for  shipment  aud  sales  in  eastern  marts,  is  a 
very  important  element  in  the  grain  traiie,  and  has  necessarily  at 
all  times  a  controlling  influence  ujion  iltc  rales  of  financial  ex- 
change ;  and  this  was  especially  true  of  the  late  temporary  panic. 

The  surplus  wlie.it  crop  of  our  i'arniers,  for  sale  after  the*  last 
harvest,  was  full   twi  in y-iivc  nullionv  nf*  bushels.    To  pureliase 
aud  reiuuvc  this  irumcn-t    -urplu.-,,  or  even  a  consider, ililo  juirt  of 
it,  would  require  the  ui&Lardcnit.nt  of  >ovcr;tl  millions  uf  dollars. 
In  past  year.-,  gniiu  buyers  usually  brought  into  the  .State  eastern 
currency  to  effect  their  purchases;  but  our  local  baukfi  iiaving 
now  a  circulation  adequate  to  the  public  want«,  has  rendered  this 
•course  no  longer  necessary.   Accordingly,  tlie  purchases  of  the 
late  hardest  ,  so  far  as  made,  were  effected  mainly  by  eastern  ac- 
ceptances, or  by  drafts  drawn  again^i  the  grain  in  transit,  nego- 
tiated at  western  banks,  which  famished  buyers  the  currency  used 
in  the  traiic.    In  all  ordinary  conditions  of  the  money  market, 
no  difficulty  eouM  li-ivc  arisen  from  thr^o  nfeomniodations j  since 
the  maturity  of  acceptances  at  eastern  banks,  or  the  grain  sliipped 
and  suM.  Would  furrn^^h  an  adequate  aud  rclial)le  hn^y  for  the 
fuvni^liin.:  of  eastern  exchange   to  our  ujt n  Imnts  and  liU>iiiess 
men.    i>ut  suddenly,  in  the  midst  of  this  great  movement  oi'  uur 
principal  staple,  and  while  agriculturists  were  hopeful  aud  happy 
in  the  pru^pect  of  speedily  receiving  the  rewards  of  honest  and 
well  directed  industry,  the  commercial  world  was  startled  by  a 
panic.    One  of  the  chief  causes  of  this  seems  now  to  have  been 
the  felonious  abstraction  of  a  large  amount  of  State  stocks,  held 
as  Indian  Trust  Fundi*,  from  the  proper  department  at  Washing- 
ton, and  which  were  unexpectedly  and  strangely  thrown  into  mar- 
ket.   A  Fudden  depression  in  such  stocks  wab  tlic  consequence, 
followed  by  a  fall  in  the  price  of  grain. 

Acceptances  held  l)y  our  bankers  were,  in  some  cases,  dishon- 
ored; and  the  grain,  alter  reaching  the  seaboard  was  necessarily 
withheld  from  market,  awaiting  a  ri»e,  or  heavy  aud  ruinous  losses 
would  have  been  the  consequence.  The  result  waa,  of  course, 
that  the  basis  .of  exchange  of  western  bankers  was  suddenly, 
though  temporarily,  stricken  down ;  that  no  adequate  balances 
■remained  to  be  drawn  against,  and  hence  an  instant  and  unexam- 
pled rise  in  rates  of  exchange.  To  add  to  the  perplexity,  this 
happened  at  a  period  when  our  merchaiita  uaualiy  make  hefiry 
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and  large  sums  cd' interest  on  railroad  and  other  debts 

wCTe  to  be  met  in  the  Atlantic  cities  and  States. 

The  demand  for  exchange,  and  the  almost  entire  absence  of 

iupply,  placed  us,  for  a  season,  in  the  novel  position  of  having 

abundant  means,  but  totally  unavailable  to  meet  the  just  dues  of 

^%$i*t'rn  creditors. 

Inthit"  singular  oTih  i  crency,  a  confidence  in  our  people  in  the 
^•cuHty  of  their  banks,  and  a  forbearance  to  press  claims  upon 
theax,  added  to  the  prompf  and  j^dicio^^  nctinn  of  the  hankers 
*Lemi>elves,  «aved  the  commercial  and  jsirricuitural  iiit(  rp«t>:  from 
imminent  ]»<  ri!,  if  not  utter  ruin.  The  ntoek  jianie  euni!ii<'ii<  pd 
5uV.?:din^r  ri-  snon  ar?  it:5  causes  were  understood,  and  it  wa?»  a-cer- 
taiued  iLat  the  interest  to  become  due  on  stocks  at  the conimunce- 
ment  of  the  prescnt^ycar  would  be  promptly  paid.  Indebted 
States  made  speedy  arrangements  to  meet  their  interest,  leaving 
no  grounds  to  distrust  either  their  good  faith,  or  their  ability  to 
pay.  The  prices  of  produce,  with  every  other  article,  underwent 
a  favorable  chunge;  sales  were  made  at  a  fair  profit;  acceptances 
became  due,  and  were  duly  met,  aiid  already  rates  of  exchange 
hav(.-  fallen  sufficiently  to  enable  remittances  to  be  made,  and  bu- 
aine'S  of  every  kind  to  resume  its  wonted  frmY^>\ 

Indeed,  the  panic  and  its  effects  upon  ^Vif•con.si^  tra<le  have 
pnj\)"d\)\y  disappeared,  while  our  people  liave  still  on  hand,  ready 
for  improTcd  prices,  at  Ic.tst  sixteen  millions  of  bushels  oi'  their 
surpJus  crops.  When  this  shall  have  been  sold,  and  its  proceeds 
realized,  a  large  amount  of  indebtedness  will  be  wiped  out,  and  the 
community  left  in  a  condition  of  comparative  affluence. 

In  former  messages  I  have  repeatedly  adverted  to  what  I  regard 
aa  evils  in  our  Banking  system,  and  T  still  believe  the  nearer  our 
currencj  approaches  a  specie  standard  the  leas  liable  it  will  be  to 
sudden  spasmodic  fluctuations  in  exchanges  or  otherwise, 

Tn  the  isolated  position  of  the  8tate,  cut  nff,  as  it  is,  for  about 
three  rnontlis  every  year  from  thr  sea-board,  when  shipment'?  can- 
not be  uiudt*.  and  cMiisrijuciit  1  \-  the  basis  of  rxchanL;''  'viniiot  he 
readily  rcncwotl,  it  is  probable  that  rates  will  always  rule  higher 
in  winter  than  in  summer  months.  This  seems  a  necessity  of 
our  geographical  position.  At  the  .same  time  precautions  should, 
if  possible— (by  keeping  our  circulation  up  to  specie  value,  and 
by  preventing  combinations  among  bankers  and  brokers) — be 
taken  against  excessive  rates  which  arc  not  only  an  excessive  tax 
levied  upon  the  producing  classes,  but  may  amount  to  prohibition 
upon  common  business  transactions  among  citizens.  80  far  as 
these  evils  can  be  remedied  by  legislation,  they  require,  as  they 
doubtless  will  receive,  your  careful  attention. 

8PF/IAL  PRKMIT7M8. 

In  view  of  tin;  prubable  difilcultios  which  may  embroil  the  States 
of  the  Union,  but  more  especially  with  a  purpose  of  developing  new 
igricuUural  pruducto,  and  rendering  our  citizens  more  nearly  iudc. 
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pendent  by  reasoa  of  their  home  produc  tintis,  I  have  deened  it 
proper  to  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  i>ro- 
priety  of  special  premiums  on  one  or  two  products,  from  whose  dif- 
fusion important  and  valuablo  results  may  be  .'uiticipat^d. 

Tilt'  annual  expt'nditure  c!  ilio  jieople  of  the  State,  for  isupplie?  of 
hUgarts  and  >yi  nps.  leacho-  -uid  u  miliiua  uf  d^>11ar.'«.  KxporiL'tiee 
has  already  <-lt--inon-tratt.'(l  tliat  the  rooontly-actiuiicd  liapliie,  Sur- 
ghuni,  or  Chinese  iSu^ar  Cane  plaaL-.,  may  become  acclimated,  and 
opea  a  wide  field  for  the  eQterprii>e  of  agriculturists.  Thos  far,  the 
caltivation  has  only  been  experimental,  and  on  too  limited  a  scale  to 
be  regarded  as  a  fair  test.  But  these  experiments,  made  generally 
in  connection  with  other  pressing  labors  distracting  the  attention, 
with  limited  means  and  inadequate  apj  aratus,  have  afforded  very 
satisfactory  resnltd.  They  seem  to  render  it  certain,  that  every  acre 
of  good  cane  will  produce  from  one  hundreu  and  filly  to  three  huu- 
dred  pnllons  of  syrup,  equal  in  qna Hty  to  nny  import'^d,  and  that  tlia 
inanuiac  tni «'  nf  su  jar  is  alsoau  attainiibie  end,  at  but  moderate  ro»t. 

It  is  liiirK  ult  to  induce  a<;ri(-nlturistf*,  enL'';*ired  in  the  common 
farHi  pursuits,  to  dcvute  their  aUeiiliuu  to  a  ncsv  ero]-  i  n  u  sufTi*  iont- 
ly  large  scale,  uud  incur  the  necessary  outlay  of  ca]>iuil  ret^uireJ, 
without  some  special  inducement.  I  suggest,  therefore,  whether 
it  is  not  a  matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  the  State  to  offer  for 
one  or  two  years,  under  suitable  restrictions,  liberal  premium^  or 
rewards  to  the  producer  of  the  greatest  amount  of  cane,  and  the 
largest  yield  of  sugar  and  syrup  of  approved  quality.  Ten  premiuma 
could  be  so  graduated  as  to  call  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $o,.500in 
the  aggregate,  making  the  highest  one  thousand  and  the  lowest  one 
hundred,  and  would,  in  my  opinion,  invite  n  lively  competition, 
froni  ^vlliuil  the  State,  in  time,  would  reap  very  e^>ential  b(  netits. 

The  cultivation  of  flax,  also,  is  a  branch  of  n;^rieulture  entiiled  to 
special  encouragement,  lleccntseieaalic  discuveriea  have  rendered 
it  probable  that  a  material  can  be  fabricated  from  this  plant  under 
certain  chemical  processes,  similar  but  much  superior  to  cotton,  and 
at  a  cost,  not  mucn,  if  any  greater.  If  these  results  should  be  real- 
ixed,  the  cultivation  of  the  crop  in  increased  quantities  will  prove 
highly  important  in  an  economic  point  of  view,  and  would  add  one 
step  more  towards  freeing  \is  from  dependence  on  foreign  States 
for  articles  of  indispensable  necessity. 

There  may  be,  and  (^uite  likely  are  other  branches  of  agriculture, 
alar^er  th'vclopment  of  whieh  is  important,  aiid  whieb  should  receive 
State  eiicuuraL:cnient,  &huuld  the.-.c  rceiMiinicudulions  be  .adopted,  i 
urn  aware  that  the  policy  of  such  pn  niiuni»j  ha?  not  liithurto  been 
urged  in  Wisconsin,  although  commuu  enough  iu  main  ufthc  States 
of  the  Union.  Still,  as  the  cost  involved  is  but  a  trine — not  neces- 
sarily exceeding  85,000  in  the  whole,  the  xesultsmust  be  meagre  in- 
deed, not  to  confer  an  immeaaorably  greater  benefit  upon  the  people* 
For  want  of  some  such  encouragement,  many  products  of  importanoe 
languish  for  years  before  attracting  the  attention  they  deserve ;  and 
then,  not  unfrequently  owe  their  prominence  to  accident,  ^eadop- 
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tioQ  of  a  bj&tem  that  may  leadlu  new  diacoT«nM,  and  enlarge  and 
maeue  our  agricoUiiral  punuitB,  altogetW  tcweooftMedand  ezcln* 
rif«  ai  pveMBli  canoot  b«  regarded  ap  uniiuportoiii,.and  ia  aatitled 
to  jMor  •owidiamtioii  and  &Tor.  .

A  gTHi  ■ocaaaity^  ia  aay  judgnent,  to  the  weUkra  of  our  people, 

preseatand  proepectivc,  if  an  increased  development  of  mnnufactur- 
mi*  interests  in  Wisconsin.  Althnnfrli  niueh  hm  been  done  for  so 
sew  a  .State,  yet  tlie  ftift  is  apparent  tliatour  people  follow  too  ex- 
clusively a  singl*'  jmr.suit.  A  Bound  policy  require^  lliatniauy  ar- 
ticla  wbich  we  now  purckase  from  abroad,  .sliuuld  be  manufaetiired 
by  as  for  u&o  ami  fur  export.  The  money  tb^t  we  now  expend 
creataa  a  conttiraed  dram  upon  our  inatieial  resonroes,  while  it 
ni^l  by  a  proper  policy  be  kept  al  boma ;  and  whan  oaee  ao  di* 
lealad,  unririag  msaaliMliifiiig  rillagea  would  spring  up  all  over 
i]ia8late.  giving  an  ineraaaed  koiie  market  to  agHouhariata,  ataady 
a&d  ffoiaable  employment  to  mechanioal  genius  and  ingenuity,  and 
addiag ionDeaeely  to  the  development  of  our  internal  reaonrces. 

A?  a  people,  we  buy  toomncli,  and  what  is  more  to  onr  disad- 
vantage and  discredit,  we  purehatie  at  a  lar^rt'ly  enhniieed  prif  p, 
tlie  products  of  our  soil,  after  tkey  Imito  maUe  u  lengthy  voyage 
to  r»i\«l  from  the  Eastern  States. 

VV  lih  the  richesil  lead  mincH  in  the  I  niun,  if  not  in  the  world, 
we  bay  this  metal  in  ita  various  forms  from  manufacturing  estuh- 
HaluMiite  fiir  distent  from  onr  Vosdera. 

Our  Iron  nines  are,  aa  yet,  almoat  unopened,  althmtgh  it  ia 
weft  aaeertained  that  the  mineral  abennds  at  diffinent  points  in 
the  State  in  the  greatest  richnapa,  and  ahneat  inexhanstibla  abnn« 
danee.  All  our  Zine  and  Copper  ia  importad,  while  the  orea  of 
these  metals  are  found  in  immense  deposits,  ready  to  be  convert- 
ed into  use  at  the  touch  of  skill  and  capital.  A\'e  expend  large  • 
gums  for  Glaas  in  its  various  forms,  while  it  m  certain,  from  Geo- 
logical explorations,  that  the  materia]  of  which  glass  is  made,  m 
widely  distributed  over  the  State.  We  buy  most  of  our  }H>tterv 
and  ail  of  uur  crockery  from  abroad,  yet  no  fact  is  more  certain 
than  that  every  variety,  almost,  of  day  exists  in  plenty  in  our 
lijaitB,  even  to  the  ^ael^  from  wbioh  ohinA''Ware  \»  mannfketured. 
So  we  import  all  the  marble  used,  from  distant  points,  aa  also 
slates,  wule  deposits  of  thase  await  only  the  band  of  indnatry  to 
make  them  aveilnble.  80  we  expend  large  sums  every  year  for 
plaster,  hydraulic  oement,  mineral  paint,  and  other  similar  neces- 
sities, the  raw  material  of  which  is  abundant.  Nor  is  there  any 
lipparent  reason,  except  that  capitalists  have  not  undertaken  the 
work,  why  all  kinds  of  ni^ricnltural  imj>lements.  toob,  and  ma- 
'-iiinery,  wooden  and  willow  ware,  wagons  and  carriages,  leather, 
and  the  various  artieles  into  which  it  is  made  u]) ;  ca.stiug8, 
eagioes,  in  short,  uil  thai  wc  ubc  of  these  neeesbary  urticlea^  may 
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not  be  tupplied  almost  entirely  bj  tbe  labor  and  eldU  of  our  own 

people,  and  witbin  the  8tat«. 

It  Iti  equally  our  interest,  so  far  a«  it  is  in  our  po^cr,  to  tarn 
our  attention  to  the  mantifatturo  of  woolen,  cotton  and  linen 
fabrif"-',  tlic  purchase  of  wliich  iurik»'s  ap  so  Inrj-o  a  jtorlion  of  our 
auuuai  exjHfndituns.  KnoouraLremont  to  wool-growing  and  the 
cultivation  <»1"  tl;ix  is,  ami  .should  lie.  reirarded  as  cncourajrcniont 
to  the  looiua  we  so  great need — that  tJiesc  productions  ma^  not 
be  shipped  hundreds  of  miles  <atLd  then  brought  back  in  a  ehans- 
ed  form ;  b«t  Hioy  ahoidd  be  parohaaed  uid  worked  up  in  Wis- 
ooaBioy  and  by  Wlaoowio  indastr^  Jin^  akilK  Tbe  maoiifBeture 
of  eotton  gqo*hi,  itJajbeUoYMd,  miglit  also  bo  inArodaoad  iolo  tbe 
State  with  u  fair  proapect  of  Hucoesa.  Tbe  \a8t  weter-powoiB 
exiatiDgin  almo.st  all  parts  of  the  8tatc,  convaiiieiit  of  acoeiB  to 
onr  trreat  market  j»la(  i  s,  ohide  us  for  lack  of  improvement.  The 
great  currying  highway  <oi  our  west  iovitcs  the  raw  cotton  hither. 
Whv  niHv  it  not  »s  \vt  li  <  ome  and  answer  to  our  uecC'iHities  and 
couveuiejices*  wronp:]it  lu  our  own  cotton  milis.  instead  of  tra.vel- 
ing  three  or  four  tiioue»and  nule»  to  New  i-ugland.  and  then 
brought  West  in  new  shapes  by  W'e^teru  luerchants,  thus  increas- 
ing tbe  expeoM  and  cost  of  wlnt  we  are  compeUed  to  pvokaso  ? 

SSnrely  tho  eight  biwdred  tbowand  people  now  in  Wiaeonain, 
and  the  coming  eagbt  Inuidnd  tliovBand,  with  all  our  mana&ctar- 
log  facilities,  ought  to  afford  a  suffioiontly  wide  field  for  manor 
facturing  ontetpriae.  Aa  a  meani  of  encouragement  to  manu- 
factures enumerated,  or  unonumorat^d,  I  suggest  to  the  Legisla- 
ture the  propriety  of  a  law.  under,  proper  rcj^trictions,  exempting 
from  tiixation.  fur  a  limited  pcriud  of  live  ten  yeajs.  all  such 
cstaMislnncnt^s  ;t8  may  bo  erected  which  will  develop  or  work  up 
the  raw  or  crude  materials  so  plcniiiiil  in  the  State,  and  to  extend 
the  same  encouragement  to  existing  Chtahli.-'iiujcuts,  whcncTer 
proprietors  wi^l  enlarge  their  worka,  or  continue  to  aid  and 
extend  the  development  of  its  material  resourced.  Such  a  law 
would  not,  in  my  judgmeut,  diminish  ihe  asaeeaed  yaluation  of 
property  to  any  ^considerable  extent,  nor  inorease  the  rate  oi 
taxation  upon  tbe  people;  exempting,  generally,  only  pro}>erty 
that  would  not  otherwise  be  brought  and  inrested  here,  while  it 
would  tend  directly  to  greatly  increase  taxable  property,  from  the 
effectii  likelv  to  follow  the  permanent  e.-^tabli^^hmeiif  of  new  and 
extensive  maaufriftnres.  It  would  induce  the  iuvcsimcut  of 
foreign  capital  that  w(oild  t] ot  otherwise  litid  its  way  hither,  and 
in  a  lew  short  years  return  to  the  people  uu  uiiipie  reward  for  iog- 
islativc  induigeiice. 

IMTXRX8T. 

A  difficulty,  in  the  way  of  the  outlay  of  oapvtal  in  maftuftotures, 
has  existed  in  the  large  raites  of  interest  authorixed  by  law. 
WhiJo  ten  and  tweh«  per  cent,  ftr  the  use  of  money  ean  be  real- 
ised, money  will  be  constantly  mere  or  less  withdriwn  i^om  any 
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brineh  of  biwiness  that  produces  wealt  .    Monej  loaned  pro- 
daces  no  wealth — adds  nothing  to  the  coipmon  stpck.    It  simply 
dnwB  to  ilaalf  4iy  a  idmi  of  «eonl»ro  mmer. «  IDho  htmer  who  can 
oBiy  MaHie  tiro  ov  thm  ^  oent.,  after  «U  fak'loil  attd  Mor,  on 
theffthfto  of  kia  hxa^  mait  be  tettp4ed  to  lell  Ins  laM^^  aM  eto^ 
pTodueing,  when  he  discovers  ih»fe  oil  tho  HkOtiey  Ibv  wMoh  lie 
seVl^.  he  can  roaliM  without  kboTi  lea  or  twelvo  per  eeiit'  '  Oepi- 
taliitewiU  DOt  put  theirmonej  iato  nuiifafaoturoB,  while  ihej  can 
wlizc  without  risk  ten  or  twelve  per  ecnt.,  for  the  use  of  their 
money.    I  have  twice  butore  called  tlie  attcution  of  the  Legisla- 
tare  to  this  suhject,  ami  Ijcl'  lc:ivc  to  refer  again  to  the  vieWB  ex- 
pressed in  JfJ^  two  Last  mcssaL^c-  upon  it. 

The  CODilllvtioii  of  the  State  ought  to  be  amended  bo  as  to 
iMiMe  the  number  of  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  Ave, 

The  rtipid  increase  of  the  bii^inc^s  of  tliat  (^)^lrt.  kecpinj^  pace 
with  the  growth  uf  popnlntion,  and  bu.^inc.^s  development,  of  the 
eouDtry.  taxes  the  Jiult^cs  Avith  too  much,  and  too  severe  lubor. 
In  jo«tice  to  the  Judges  themselves,  and  to  the  bui^iness  constant- 
ly before  the  Court,  this  relief  out  to  be  provided. 

The  Constitution  aught  also  to  be  amended,  so  that,  alter  the 
eleee  of  my  Mtaeot  tern,  ray  smceessOFB  may  be  paid  a  higher 
salary  niat  trow  ailtheriaed  by  the  Gonatitotion,  of  elae  so 
that  DO  nan  bat  a  man  of  wealth  can  be  eligible  to  tiie  oftce. 
The  px«seB#^Mliafy  requiring  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  offi- 
cial incumbent,  ^o  givo  him  a  bare  livelihood ,  renders  the  position 
mo^  bamiiifiting,  when  occasions  require  the  commonest  conr- 
ieaiea  to  bo^o^tended  to  diatingoiBhed  strangers  from  abroad. 

•^K*.'         .         MILITARY  ORQANIZATION. 

I  have  before  tailed  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
neeesiiity  of  &ome  further  legislation  to  aid  in  a  more  efficient 
iiifi|flw|lll]|i  of  ike  militia  of  the  Stete.  While  there  is  a  mere 
skehtoft  of  an  orgamsatioii,  no  eftoieDt  use  ean  be  made  of  it  to 
snppreaa  inanrreetion  or  rebellion  from  within,  or  to  prevent 
aggreasiona  from  abroad..  The  militia  may  be  used,  under  the 
^tixeetion  of  the  Executive,  to  anstaiu  the  civil  arm  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  to  aid  in  the  execution  of  the  laws.  The  laws  are 
to  be  executed  only  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  laws  them- 
selves;, and  the  military  forces  can  only  be  used  to  ai«l  the  officers 
of  the  law  in  executins!:  the  process  of  a  court,  when  obstructions 
are  placed  in  the  way.  and  in  suppressing  riots.  No  provision 
whatever  has  ever  been  made  to  meet  the  expenses  which  would 
necessarily  be  incurred  in  the  use  of  a  military  force,  for  any 
purpose  whatever.  While,  iheiofore,  il  ia  the  duty  of  th^  Bzeen- 
tivo  to  see  that  the  laws  are  fidthfolly  ezeeated,  be  ia  left  oom- 
powarleae— ealled  upon  to  execute  withont  meaaa  of 
'^y  jsigaB  of  tbo  dmes  indioate  that  there  may  arise 
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a  oantiagMoy  ia  tbe  eon^taon  of  the  Government,  when  it  will 

become  necessary  to  respond  to  a  on)]  of  tlie  National  (rovem- 
ment  for  men  and  means  to  uuiintain  the  integrity  of  the  Union, 
and  to  thwart  the  designs  of  mew  Quiim^ed  in  an  orLaniaed  treason, 
"VVhiie  no  unnecessary  expense'  sliould  be  incurred,  yet  it  in  the 
part  of  wisdom,  both  for  individualj^  and  States,  in  revolutionary 
timetj,  to  be  prepared  to  defend  our  institutioufi  to  the  last 
eztreuity.  I  «OMiMiid  Hik  Bulfect  to  year  wMom  and  dm* 
eretioD. 

SLAVERY,  DISUNION,  ETC. 

By  the  original  articles  of  Confederation,  the  States  of  New 
Hampshire,  MaRsachusetts  Bay,  Hhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations,  Connecticut,  Kew  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  MaiyJand,  Yirginia,  Korik  Carolina,  South  OaroUna, 
and  Georgia^  seveiaUy  entered  into  a  firm  league  ef  iViendahip 
with  each  other  for  their  common  defence,  the  eeonrity  of  their 
liberties,  and  their  mutual  and  general  w^fare binding  them- 
selves to  assist  each  other  "  against  all  foree  offered  to,  or  attaofcn 
made  upon  them,  or  any  of  them,  on  account  of  religion,  sover- 
eignty, trade,  or  any  other  pretence  whit  over."  Each  State 
retained  its  sovereiguty,  freedom,  and  independence,  and  «^very 
power,  jurisdiction,  and  right  which  was  not  by  tlie  C'onledera- 
tion  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States,  in  Congress 
assembled. 

This  was  a  league  of  the  Btates,  and  not  a  government  of  the 
people  of  the.  UnSed  States. 
Experience  soon  proved  that  while  in  some  respects  that  apeoiei^ 

of  government  answered  the  purpose  for  wbioh  it  was  created 
yet  the  diversity  of  local  and  sectional  interests,  and  the  claims 

of  the  several  States  themselves,  to  the  right  to  exercise  powers 
not  too  well  defined,  and  the  dift'ereneea  gradually  growing  up  be- 
tween the  several  States,  from  a  variety  of  causes,  showed  the 
necessity  of  a  form  of  govern niunt  widely  different  in  principle, 
which  should  ac(|uire  and  maintain  a  lnr«rer  degree  of  permanent 
strength  and  eflicieucy,  by  ujaking  the  people  themselvets,  instead 
of  the  several  States,  directly  parties  to  it. 

The  Confederation  was  a  league  of  &iendship  between  the 
States,  having  in  view,  as  declarad,  the  common  defense  of  the 
States ;  the  security  of  the  liberty  of  the  States ;  themntual  gen* 
eral  welfare  of  the  States;  as  they  bound  themselves,  eaoh  sepa'- 
i  rately  speaking  for  itself  and  not  for  tlie  people,  to  assist  each 
other  ag^ainst  all  force  offered  to,  or  attacks  made  upon  them  on 
neeouHt  of  religion,  sovereignty,  trade,  or  any  otlun*  pretence 
whatever.  The  tL'thnical  obligation  was  that  the  Contederation 
should  make  common  cause  in  defending  any  State  :  in  securing 
the  liberty  of  any  Stati-.  and  its  general  wt^lfarc  ;  tliat  tlie  Hlates 
should  uaaist  each  other  ugaiiual  all  force  offered,  not  to  the  peo- 
ple, but  to  the  State;  against  all  attacks  made  upon  the  States,. 
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mod  not  against  attacks  made  upon  the  people,  on  account  of  roli- 
gioB,  sovereignty  of  the  States — not  sovereignty  of  the  people  ; 
trade  of  the  States — not  attacks  upon  the  trade  tf  the  people. 
Tke  league  was,  in  other  words,  to  protect  the  Statei  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  their  rights  a.«  such,  and  to  profect  State  sovereignty,  so 
farai*  the  States  were  sovereign,  without  regard  to  the  rights  of 
ih'i  people  themselves,  which  were  solely  to  be  determined,  except 
ii  a  few  enumerated  cases,  by  the  government  of  the  several 
States  themselves.    It  was  a  compact  between  several  sovereign 
powers,  virtually  distinct  from  each  other,  made  for  certain  speci- 
fied purposes,  and  to  aid  each  other  in  the  exercise  of  their  several 
prerogatives  as  independent  States.    The  people,  strictly,  did  not 
make  it.  .r  t    »,  .  r 

The  statesmen  of  that  day,  satisfied  that  that  species  of  govern- 
ment must  ultimately  prove  a  failure  to  a  very  great  degree,  devised 
a  new  system,  which,  while  it  retained  a  few  of  the  features  of  the 
Confederation,  so  far  as  the  limited  independence  of  the  States 
was  ooocerned,  was  materially  different,  particularly  in  that  the 
people  thenuelveis,  as  a  people,  instead  of  States,  became  parties  to 
it.  A  leoffue  of  States  was  turned  into  9,  government  oj  the  people. 
It  was  necessarily  made  to  embrace  a  great  variety  of  particulars, 
m  order  to  accommodate  the  interests,  or  opinions  of  interests,  of 
the  States  whose  several  peoples  became  parties  to  it,  and  it  in- 
volved the  necessity  of  a  spirit  of  accommodation  to  the  reasona- 
ble expectations  of  the  people,  and  of  moulding  and  arranging  the 
particulars  which  composed  the  whole  in  a  manner  to  satLsfy,  so 
&r  as  possible,  all  the  parties  to  it.  It  was  made,  not  for  the 
benefit  of  any  State  ;  to  gratify  any  whim,  caprice,  or  passion  ;  to 
pander  to  any  local  influence,  or  to  protect  or  foster  any  local 
interest. 

In  the  one  case,  the  States  made  the  articles  of  confederation 
for  the  States  themselves.  In  the  other  cage,  the  people  of  the 
United  States  ordained  and  established  our  present  Constitution, 
"for  the  UkUed  States  0/ Americu.^'  .  -i-   , 

In  the  one  case,  the  States  entered  into  a  league  of  friendship 
with  eaeh  other,  for  their  oommon  defense,  the  security  of  their 
liberties,  their  mutual  and  general  welfare ;  binding  themselves  to 
asnst  each  other  against  all  force  offered  to  or  attacks  made  upon 
ikem.  kc. 

In  the  other  case,  The  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order 
(0  form  a  more  perfect  Union,  establish  justice,  ensure  domestic 
tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defense,  promote  the  general 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  themselves  and  their 
posterity,  ordained  and  Ciitablished  this  Contititutiou, ior  the  United 
tutes  of  America."  ,,,,,-r. .-.  • 

Here  are  the  different  purposes  avowed  iu  the  organiaation  of 
the  two  systems  of  government.  One  looking  particnlarly  to  the  ben- 
efit and  interest  of  the  States,  and  the  other  more  to  the  protection  of 
the  rights  of  the  people.  Under  the  new  system,  the  people  delegat- 
ed certain  powers,  by  the  Constitution,  particularly  enumerated  to 
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be  Bolehfexereisedby  the  General  Govemmeiifif  the  Uniteil  States. 
At  the  ntae  time  they  declare  that  "  tho  etiumerfttion  in  the  Con- 
stitution, of  t'ertain  rights,  shonld  not  be  constrned  to  deny  ordis- 

parae:e  others  rotiiined  by  thp  people  ;"  nho  that  the  power?  nrit  M- 
egated  to  the  United  Stater^  by  the  CoiiHtitution,  nrir]irnhi))ite'l  Hrit, 
to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  State.-t  respectively  or  to  thepeopie. 

Here  are  absolute  slants  and  positive  reservations,  uith  theelear 
declaration  that  by  the  enumeration  of  certain  rights  in  tho  Ooiistitn- 
tion  conferred  upon  a  General  Gt>verniacat,  there  should  be  no  con- 
Btraeftioii  that  they  deDied  er  disparaged  &vrt>t  the  rights  not  ewm- 
eraledi  h«l  retaiiied  by  them.  While  they  give  up  certain  rights  and 
conferred  or  delegated  cert^dn  powers,  they  did  not  giie  np  all,  nor 
did  they  in  set  terms  rescrye  all  that  were  reserved,  bnt  in  their  dele- 
gation and  reservation  assumed  that  there  were  other  rights  than 
those  enumerated,  which  were  not  to  be  denied  or  disparaged,  the 
same  being  retained  by  tlio  people  themselves.  So  thepowcr>  held, 
and  to  he  exerei'^ed.  by  wli.-it  we  c;\ll  the  (ieneral Government  ;irc  only 
tho8o  expies>ly  delet^ati  d,  or  hucIi  implied  power?  ;is  become  abso- 
lutely nceessury  to  be  used  in  th^  exercise  oi'  deleiiuted  pow6r.<.  The 
government  takes  nothing  but  what  the  Constitution  gives  it  and 
the  Htates  respectively,  and  the  people  part  with  notliini^ — lose  noth- 
i  n g — ^hnt  what  they  hare  in  express  terms  given  away.  The  United 
States  are  sovereign  and  itidep<  adent  in  the  ezerei*«  of  delegated 

Sowers,  and  the  States  and  the  people  sovereign  aod  independent  in 
be  exercise  of  all  reserved  and  non-numerated  powers  of  govern- 
ment. The  government  each  State  belongs  to  the  people  of  that 
State.  The  gnvernment  of  the  United  States  belongs  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  I  'nited  Statci^.  The  people  of  erteli  Stri^-  niriy  mmild  and 
centred  the  civil  and  political  institutioni^  porraining  peeniiarly  to 
itself,  and  so  long  ha  they  do  not  act  in  coullict  with  tho  Con.stitu- 
tion  of  the  United  States,  may  change  their  syst<%m  a«  they  please, 
without  consulting  the  General  Governmont.  Tiie  people  of  the 
United  States  alone  can  change  the  character  off  the  Ueneral  Gov- 
ernment. The  General  GoTomment  cannot  chanji^  the  eharacter 
of  a  State  Oovemment,  or  nsnrp  or  exercise  any  power  over  it  not 
delegsted)  qpr  ean  any  State,  or  the  people  any  one  State,  change 
theehanrntfer  of  tho  United 'Statss  Govemmeirt,  abridge  its  pow- 
ers or  add  anything  to  them  ;  restrict  or  increase  its  jurisdiction 
or  authority,  impair  any  of  its  riLdit.<,  violate  its  constitutional 
laws,  or  di^mrb  itf<  integrity  and  wholeness. 

Each  State  has  tho  power,  witliin  its  own  jurisdiction,  as  it  is 
its  duty,  to  protect  the  riirhts  of  persons  and  property  of  its  citi- 
zens; and  the  citiKen  ot  any  one  State,  sojouroing  in  any  other 
State,  us  a  eitiaen  of  the  United  States,  has  a  right' to  be  protect- 
ed in  his  person  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
ezereiae  and  enjoy uwni  of  all  the  privileges  and  imnmntiea  which 
helong  to  him  tindmr  the  OodsttCationv  svhieh  b  thoi  common  ehar- 
ter  and  shield  of  the  whole  people.

Tho  geveroindnt^  both  of  the 
sewal  v^tiitOf^  find  the  United  States,  ai'O  inviolable  withiti  their 
di^tiDct  '^jtheren,    '!  be  p(M)|tle  act,  make  asd  uiiiunko  <;ui]stiitutioDS

By  virtue  oi'  it.**  complete  Bovereignf y  and 
ladipstMteito^  as  4^[lU»at  all  the  othor  JMtion^  of  the  .oarth,  and 
as  a  power  necessarily  incident  to  government,  it  may  acquire 
new  t<»rritory  by  treaty,  by  conquest  or  by  purohase.     U  has 
power  in  itself  to  ?^treri»^tUun  aod  confirm  the  g'^vcnimcnt,  making" 
it  greater,  richer,  ^^truIlge^ ;  but  uo  where  in  it  is  iuund  a  delegated 
power  10  aid  in  breaking  in  pieeeii  the  L  uion,iir  to  huUer  it  to  he

Tbo- powers  delegated  in  tho  Cooatitutlon  to  the 
Government  are  few  end  defined.  Those  which  remain  in  the 
State  governments  are  numerous  and  indefinite.  The  former  will 
be  exorcised  ])rlncipally  on  e^cternal  objecta,  as  war,  peace,  uego- 
tiaiion?  jsiua  loieign  eouimereej  wiUi  which  labL  the  puwer  of 
taxation  will,  ibr  the  most  part,  he  coiuiected.  The  powers  re- 
aerred  U)  the  sevcrul  ,statei  will  extend  to  all  ihe  ubjeets  whieh, 
in  the  ordinary  oourse  of  affair^  couceru  the  lives,  liberties  and 
propertMS  of  the  people;  a)wl  the  lat^rnal. oi^d^r,  impiroTaaoMt^ 
«iid  prosperity  of  tk«  Stata^  The  .operatfo<a  of  ^  Fedand 
«6overDiiiont  will  be  most  extenslTO  aad  imi^rtant  in  times  of  war 
ad  danger;  thoi»e  of  Hm  State  governments, ia^  tiqAea  of  peace 
and  security."  In  the  exaroiaa  of .  the :  vadoqa.  pewtfi  by  these 
difierent  governments,  p-reat  care  and  prudence  must  ever  be  ex- 
erciged.  The  reserved  rights  of  the  fcJtates  are  not  to  be  imposed 
upon  or  impaired  by  usurpations  of  the  National  Government,  or 
any  of  its  departments,  nor  is  a  single  delegated  power  to  be 
restricted  or  opposed  iu  its  exercise.  The  (Jeneral  (jovernment 
is  to  look  to  the  general  ■welfare,  uad  to  the  itiiegiily  and  perpet- 
aity  of  the  Unioa  for  the  grofl^t  purposes  for  whioh  it  was  estab- 
liihad ;  while  t)^  S^tes  imist  labe^oaiA  ef  the  Urreat  and  Uberti^a 
and  properti«i  of  tba  people^  nfi  th#  JAteraal  Of def,  impKO?eBie»]t 
and  frflspeii^  «f  iha  dtata. 
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This  GoTornment,  so  artfiill^r  oMioeived  and  skillfully  formadf 
with  its  legislative,  judicial  a»d  execnlive  departmente,  as  iMlnvMn 
State  and  National,  claiming  of  right,  a  double  allegiftn<»<*— sn 
allegiMiice  not  inconsintent  or  antagonistic — complicated  yot  sim- 
ple, i>;  to-(laj  involved  in  strange  difficulties,  and  perhaps  dangers. 
For  three  score  yearn  the  States  multipled  and  waxed  strong; 
the  nation  grew  groat  and  rich,  beloved  at  homo,  and  respected 
and  I'eared  abroad.  The  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in  any  part 
of  the  cmliied  trorM,  had  )i«t  to  declare  Ibeir  oonntry,  aad 
nations  Tespeeted  their  rights.  To-day,  citiieiM  of  independeiit 
States  and  of  the  United  States,  within  the  national  jnrisdietioii, 
upon  Ameriean  soil,  ate  mobbed  and  hnng  ipon  the  next  tiee,  fbt 
the  mere  expression  of  opinion  upon  questions  both  of  radical 
principle  and  of  pnhHc  policy,  and  somethoes  for  even  reteing  to 
express  an  opinion — Filcnce  being  enn^trued  into  crime. 

The  idea  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  tlint  Governments  derived  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  "governed — not  from  a  part,  but 
fVom  the  whole  governi^nl — run«  through  and  is  the  spirit  of  our 
common  Oondtitution.  Tlie  people  who  were  to  live  under  it  and 
to  be  protected  by  i^,  made  it  for  themseles  and  consented  to 
abide  by  it,  paying  it  their  obedienee  as  tiMy  olafimed  its  protec- 
tion. GavemmeiU  tt  the  exercue  of  the  power  of  mahSnff  and 
txecuHn^  law$*  Here  those  who  exercise  this  power  of  making 
and  executing  the  laws  are  not,  or  at  least  hliould  not  he,  self- 
ehoBCn.  The  people  choose  or  should  ehooee  whom  they  will  to 
exercise  this  power,  ior  their  own  purpose  and  benefit,  limited  in 
that  f xercipc  only  by  the  rule  of  that  fonstitution  which  the  peo- 
ple thcm^ielves  have  inaHc.  Tt  was  made  for  the  purpn«o  of  pro- 
tecting and  not  for  the  purpor^e  of  taking  away  inalienable  rights, 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  preserving  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  and  not  for  the  |»urpoBe  of  extending  liumau  nlavery. 
So  said  the  fathers  of  our  system,  who,  while  they  tolerated  slave- 
ry as  an  existing  institntion,  demned  that  ultimately  it  woild  be 
extinguished,  and  the  nation  become  in  hot  what  it  is  in  theory, 
the  home  of  untveraal  Liberty.  Interest,  and  passion,  and  amid* 
tion  have  startled  the  civilization  of  the  age  with  strange  idea«  of 
government,  and  of  the  eq^nality  of  mankind.  The  theory  that 
this  Government  is  a  machine  to  be  used  to  extend  Slavery  where- 
ever  its  power  and  juri^'diction  renrhcs,  and  wherever  our  national 
flag  floatH  ;  and  that  when  oxtciuied,  the  whole  power  of  the 
nation  should  be  used  to  sustain  the  institution  there,  through  the 
direct  declarations  or  implied  consent  of  the  head  of  the  gorern- 
nicnt,  and  the  chiefs  of  its  departments,  has  taken  so  strong  a 
hold  upon  the  people  of  large  sections  of  the  country,  that  a  wild 
ezoitement  rages  upon  the  subject. 

Withki  the  last*  year— 4Ui  is  a  legal  habit  onee  in'  four  yean — 
ihe  people,  in  the  vsual  constitutional  way,  witheut  force  Ct  vio- 
lence; witib  no  armed  bands;  with  no  hostile  or  wicked  intent; 
with  no  serried  ranks  or  glittering  bayonete,  eleeted  a  Preaideat 
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of  the  United  States.   Tlie  dibxM  «f  die  fe^opie,  as  Bhown  in  the 

ideetion  made  by  the  electors,  in  a  peaoealHe,  quiet. oitiaen,  unde- 
niibij  el%ible  to  the  office.  His  opinions  upon  questions  of  public 
noiiey  are  precisely  such  as  have  been  entertained  by  tbose  who 
nave  held  the  hicrb  office  and  discharged  its  duties  before  him. 
BeUering  that  human  shivery  is  in  antagonism  to  that  common 
\\\)€rty  songbt  to  be  established  and  maintained  under  our  common 
CoD.-:itution,  he  is  opposed  to  its  extension  into  the  Free  Terri- 
tories of  the  United  States.  While  be  conseots  to  the  fact  of  the 
oitfeence  of  thmrj  in  many  of  tiie  Stntes,  and  a>tows  that  there 
ii  no  right  in  the  Free  Statea,  or  in  the  General  GoTernuent,  to 
any  interferenee,  direetly  or  indirectly^  with  alaTery  in  the  Blaye 
States,  he  ia  opposed  to  its  extension  unauthorized  by  law.  The 
nraltitnde'of  people  by  whose  suffrages  be  has  been  elected,  en- 
tertain the  same  Tiews.  There  is  nothing  unconstituticnal  in  en- 
tertaining such  views,  or  in  expressing  or  avowing  such  opinions. 
There  is  no  pretence  by  any  considerable  number  of  people  any- 
where, that  there  can  be  any  leiiral  interference  with  slavery  in  the 
Slave  States,  except  by  the  people  of  the  States  themselves.  The 
right  or  power  of  interfering  by  force  is  almost  universally  denied. 

Yet,  on  account  of  the  result  of  such  an  electien,  interfering 
viA  tte  r^hte  of  no  people  or  ehas  of  people,  either  in  or  out  of 
Hhn  iHmMift^  i  teknig  sway  the  rights  <»  no  State  nor  of  die 
ptepie  if  tty  fHate;  and  on  aeeiovnt  of  opinions  and  prinoiples 
precifelj  guon  as  were  entertained  by  Wasnington  and  Jefferson 
and  Mi^ison,  and  all  the  early  Presidents  and  statesmen  both  in 
the  slaTeholding  and  non-slaveholding  States,  violence  is  invoked, 
and  armed  men,  making  actual  war  upon  the  nation,  threaten  a 
dissolution  of  this  Union,  and  the  destruction  uf  this  government. 
The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  makes  no  man  a  slave.  It 
makes  slaves  of  no  class  of  men.  The  great  leading  idea  of  the 
government,  that  underlies  all,  overshadows  all,  permeates  all,  is 
eittU  and  reUgioos  liberty.  The  idea  that  slavery  under  such  a 
^  '  SUi'^i^  trayeling  into  the  firee  territories,  without  any 
Ii  ibfi  territories  anthoriiing  or  tolera^ng  is  both 
aM^'f^Mltod.  Men  are  not  universally  recognized  as  prop- 
eiff^jilt  an  the  common  subjects  of  property.  The  fact  that  a 
ei&Myf  men  are  held  as  slares  under  the  laws  of  any  given  8tate, 
does  not  make  them  slaves  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  that  State 
unie-*  it  can  be  legally  and  legitimately  assumed  that  tho  laws  of 
a  fclave  State  follow  the  slave  outside  of  that  State,  and  are  in  ac- 
tual furee  beyond  its  limits.  Because  the  people  of  tho  free  States 
entertain  views  opposed  to  slavery  extension,  and  because  they 
have  elected  a  President  of  the  same  faith,  war  is  threatened,  and 
devastation  and  blood.  ' 

vnrleCy  of  ezensee  see  made  Ibr  the  threatening  attjitnde  as- 
iHtaed  towm  Ae  govermnent  and  Union.  The  extreme  Sonthern 
States  complain  of  the  Personal  Liberty  Bills,  and  demand  their 
Iwnediito  mod  nneonditional  repeal. 
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In  the  slave  States  farthest  Soutb,i  from  wkwh  a  plave  has 

scarcely  ever  escaped,  there  is  the  most  apparwit  excitement  on 
thia  8ubj<''  t  Further  coniplainti^  are  made  because  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  eutortiDg  the  fuuitivc;  slave  law  in  the  Xurtb.  Odious 
us  that  law  i.s,  it  has  beeu  eiilorced  iu  almobt  every  tiuiW-  where 
the  atteuipt  li;ir>  been  made.  Whether  ria^ht  or  wronsr.  thio  is  the 
fact.  Thut  people  jshuuld  ubjcct  tu  an  odiuua,  uuJ  iw  they  believe, 
uncDnstitatloval  law,  wluch  calb  upoa  them  to  alil  in  reducing  men 
to  Blaveiy,  is  not  remarkable.  A  cliauge  in  i|;8  uppressivo  f(Mi- 
tniea  wovld,  just  to  the  extent  of  tlio  change,, do  aw^y  with  hos- 
tility to  it.  . 

^  Personal  liberty  laws  are  found  or  should  found,  upon  the 
statutes  of  every  State.  They  ought  to  he  th<?re.  ^11  States 
have  tlienj.  both  North  aud  South,  varying  iu  their  character  aud 
provi.-^iuii.^,  yet  still  personal  liberty  laws,  Tho  higheiit  duty  of 
the  Ic^rislature  ui  uiiy  civilized  State,  is  to  provide  by  every  con- 
Btitutional  means  iVu-  the  piotei  iii'ii  of  tiie  rights  of  perftuu  uf  the 
citizcu,  Su  a  la,vv  fur  ibc  piuLectiuii  aud  prcservatiou  uf  the  liber- 
ty of  the  people  cannot  be  tuo  titiingent  ii'  it  id  within  the  Con- 
stitution. .  The  States  pcyer  surrendered  the  right  to  protect  the 
person  of  c^tiaens.  £very  liviug  human  hein^  has  a  ri<^ht  to  a 
test  of  the  question  of  whe^ier  he  is  a  free  man  or  a  slave. 
.WHiilc  i((  cannot  be  consented  that  law.s.  looking  to  the  protection 
of  liberty,  should  be  repealed,  yet  all  such  laws  should  eonform.to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  If  on  a  close  examination 
and  scrutiny,  you  arc  satisfied  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  our 
personal  liberty  law^  are  in  contiiet  witli  the  Constat utnon,  \i  will 
be  youT  duty,  ab  yaur  plcoi^ure.  te  su  change  them  that  they  bUall 
cuui'oiui  to  that  Constitution.  iJui  no  four,  no  favor,  no  hope  of 
reward,  no  demand,  no  threat,  slum j a  ever  induce  or  drive  a  free 
people  to  break  down  the  walls  of  their  protection.  We  love  the 
ConstLtution  and  the  Union  of,  these  States.  We  wiU  make  sacri- 
fices of  feeling  to  appease  and  conciliate  our  brethren,  but  tpe 
toiU  mahe  no  more  iocrifif^  <^  principle,  While  this  govemment 
stands,  and  we  consent  toliveiuder  it,  Liberty  may  pay  to  Slavery 
the  price  the  Fathers  agreed  tshould  be  paid,  but,  with  our  con  • 
sent,  it  shall  pay  no  more.  We  will  abide  by,  and  have  never  re- 
fused to  abide  by.  the  Coivpromises  of  our  common  Cuiistitution. 
But,  subject  to  that  Constitution,  the  civil  and  reli^inus  liberty, 
for  which  the  Hesh  of  tlie  martyrb  melted,  and  their  bouci*  crackled, 
iu  the  tlames  ;  for  wliieli  the  Pilgrims  became  Pil^^rims,  and  for 
which  our  fathers  fought,  shall  travel  down  to  other  generations 
as  they  came  careering  on  iu  the  midist  of  the  ages«  with  not  one 
right  impaired  or  one  attribute  lost 

!the  remedy  chosen  for  the  imaginary  evils  suffered  by  the 
South,  is  sSeciBuionf  and  a  total  ^disrt^tioa  of  the  States.  And 
here,  in  brave  words,  the  right  c£  recession  is  claimed.  One 
State  did  not  make  the  Union,  nor  did  tho  people  of  one  State 
make  it.   It  was  the  joint  work  of  all  the  people,  speaking  through 
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all  the  States,  and  only  the  power  that  made  it  can  destroy  it.  A 
disruption  of  a  part  is  a  disruption  of  the  whole. 

The  right  of  a  State  to  secede  from  the  Union  can  never  he 
admitted.   The  national  government  cannot  treat  with  a  State 
whfle  it  ifl  in  the  Union,  and  particularly  while  it  stands  in  an 
attitude  hostile  to  the  Union.   So  long  as  any  State  assnmes  a 
pomtioB,  foreign,  independent,  and  hostile  to  the  government, 
then  can  be  no  conciliation.    'Jlie  government  of  the  United 
State'  cannot  treat  with  one  of  its  own  States  as  a  foreign  power. 
The  constitutional  laws  of  the  rnited  States  extend  over  every 
State  alike.    They  are  to  bo  enforced  in  every  State  alike. 

A  State  cannot  conio  into  ^the  1  nion  as  it  pleui^cis,  and  jjo  out 
vrhen  it  pleases.  Once  in,  it  must  stay  until  the  Union  is  destroy- 
ed. There  is  no  coercion  of  a  State.  But  wliere  a  faction  ol'  a 
people  arrays  itself,  not  against  one  act,  but  against  all  laws,  and 
against  all  government,  there  is  bnt  one  answer  to  be  made :  The 
Gcvenmmt  must  be  mtstaiaed,  and  the  laws  shaU  he  enforced  r 

Secession  is  revolution;  revolution  is  war;  war  against  the 
government  of  the  United  States  is  treason. 

It  is  time,  now,  to  know  whether  we  have  any  government,  and 
if  so,  whether  it  has  any  strength.  Is  our  written  Constitution 
more  than  a  sheet  of  parchniout  ?  The  nation  niu>t  be  lo<t  or 
preserved  by  its  own  strength.  Its  strength  is  in  the  |)ntriotisui 
of  the  people.  It  is  time  now  that  polititions  [leconic  patriots, 
ihat  men  show  their  love  of  country  by  every  sacriticc  ]>nt  that  of 
principle,  and  by  unwavering  devotion  to  its  intercuts  and  in- 

^^^hdliopeB 'of  civilization  and  Christianity  are  suspended  now 
vfiOJk  the  answer  to  this  question  of  dissolution.  The  capacity  for, 
98  well  as  the  right  of  self-government  is  to  pass  its  ordeal,  and 
ipeculation  to  become  certainty.  Other  systems  have  been  tried 
and  have  failed,  and  all  along  the  skeletons  of  nations;  have  been 
strewn,  as  warnings  and  landmarks  upon  the  great  highway  of 
historic  government.  Wisconsin  is  true,  and  her  people  stead- 
fast. She  will  not  destroy  the  Union,  nor  consent  that  it  shall  be 
done.  Devised  by  great,  and  wise,  and  gofjd  men,  in  days  of  sore 
trial,  it  must  stand.  Like  some  bold  mountain,  at  whose  base  the 
great  seas  break  their  angry  floods,  and  around  whob«  summit  the 
tiraaders  of  a  thoxuand  nunricanes  have  rattled  strong,  unmoved, 
imaoTable— «o  may  our  Union  he,  while  treason  surges  at  its  hase, 
and  funana  rage  around  it,  unmoved,  immovable — ^here  let  it 
stUMforeyer.

At  di«  close  «f  ika  bft  anBHal  aenion  of  the  Legislatnro, 
WBik  m  pidden  emergenoy,  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  me  to 
respond    \k»  call  of  the  Prosideut  of  the  United  States,  for  "  aid 

in  maintainmsr  the  Union  and  the  suprf^mecy  of  flic  law*,  or  to 
suppress  rebellion  or  iosurrection,  or  to  repel  iuvaHion  within  the 
United  ^tntf^.'"  and  I  was  authorized,  and  it  was  made  my  diitr.  to 
take  such  mea.sure.s  in  my  judf?ment  should  provide  in  the  sjx  ed- 
ie«t  aod  most  efficient  maoQer,  for  responding  to  suoh  call  ;  and  to 
this  end  I  wha  authorised  to  accept  the  services  of  volunteers  for 
tetfiv  wrriot,  t»  h%  •uolM  In  <iompuniM  of  not  le»  than  seren* 
t^in  mmm  Mb,  rank  and  file,  and  in  ngimonta  of  ten  oompansea 
Mek  I  was  abo  aaHhoriaad  io  pmido  foi  naijlMrnihig  and  equip- 
ping wmik  aMfamea  aa  were  not  provided  iriih  nnifonns  and 
equipments. 

The  first  call  of  the  President  for  immediate  aetive  service,  was 
for  one  resriment  of  men. 

My  pToclaination,  issued  iiimiediately  after  the  pas.^ai?e  ot  the 
act  of  the  Leiri^lature,  wa?)  answered  within  less  than  ten  day^.  by 
companies  enuugh.  each  containin^^  the  requisite  nuiiiLt  r  of  men, 
I'j  make  up  at  least  five  regiments,  instead  of  one.  I  then  ia.<)ued 
aaothor  proolatnatien,  anmM&oing  the  offers  that  had  heen  made, 
•d  adwtig  duU  ihaiaaftar  eompanlea  might  he  enroUed  to  stand 
Miknta  mm,  vaadj  to  anaww  fiutlwr  eaUs,  aa  tlwy  might  )» 
mle,  hat  tritboni  expense  to  ^e  State,  axeept  aa  they  were  mva- 
tend  into  service.  In  less  than  one  month  from  the  date  of  my 
te  proeUmatieB,  at  kaat  five  ^ufiand  men,  eitiMras  individnala- 
or  in  enrolled  oompaniefl,  have  offered  their  services  &ff  the  war, 
ttd  iXi  appear  apuionfl^for  active  sernoe  in  the  held.

In  I  i  i'vidin_:^  for  the  Fir&t  llogimeut,  cmbarra.ssmeulti  have  re- 
sulted from  the  fact  that  there  has  never  been  an  efficient  military 
organization  in  this  State — no  Bjstem  or  discipline.  The  men 
who  had  seen  active  field  service  were  very  few,  or  were  almost 
entirely  unknown ;  and  the  order  and  manner  of  equipping  and 
uniforming  and  arming  soldiers  and  officers  for  rugged  war  were 
mysteries,  the  solution  of  which  could  only  he  found  hy  actual 
experiment. 

So  the  expenses  incurred  in  preparing  the  First  Regiment  have 
been  lirc  itor  to  some  extent  than  they  otherwise  would  have  been, 
or  than  tlii-'V  hcreal'lor  will  be. 

The  spirit  envuked  by  the  rebellion  a;_:Hinsfc  the  goverumeut  oi" 
the  United  .States  is  such  as  has  never  before  been  manifested 
since  its^osi^aiii^a^QU..  Tihc  gcoj^ki  mii^r^an<^liat  it  i^  thpir.gov- 
ernment  tliatnA  imsailed,  find  every wh^4'  thl'oii^^iit  the  North 
they  are  rising  up  to  rebuke  the  .tre^on  ^o  rife  in  some  portions 
of  the  land. 

The  deepening  aad  .widening  d4D<^rs  (haA  IhrottDii  rORir  intlfttt- 
tiona,  and  the  preeure  of  public  opinion  from  all  parts  of  the 
State,  with  the  n^rowing  certainty  that  further  caUs  woi^ld  be  made 

upon  this  State.  I'erced  me  to  form  nnother  eamp,  and  fo  bring 
together  another  reninient  of  men,  and  to  authorize  a  number  of 
isolated  <  nnipanios  whteh  liad  volunteered,  to  reinnin  tr-crether, 
and  to  learn  vso  fur  as  .was  pos-ibie  wniiout  suitable  ii  huh  the  disci- 
pline and  drilliui?  neeepsary  for  men  eoinffinto  actual  war.  Tt  is  a. 
matter  of  public  uocessity  aud  safety  not  only  for  the  Suie^  but 
for  the  UoYernmiat  Aat  an  outlet  he  found,  fer  the  sfink  that  is 
abiuad  amonfi;  the  iiberty4«Tiug  people  of  the  iand.  That  spirit 
is  driving  thnn  to-aotion,  a»d  -the  Qavenftment  does-  not  or  will 
not  poraiit  (Jiem  (oact  for  it,  titey  urili  act  far  tkemselve*.  It  is  hei^ 
ter  that  the  State  or  Federal  (a^overnmeut  should  diffeot  this  car- 
rent  than  to  suffer  it  to  run  wildly.  There  is  a  moral  element 
and  a  reasoninix  element  in  this  uprising  that  cannot  be  controlled 
in  the  ordinary  manner.  Tnerois  a  conviction  of  i,'reat  wrongs  to 
be  redressed,  and  that  the  Onvernment,  which  is  in  danger,  is  to 
bo  preserved  by  tht  willini:-  heart.^  and  .strfmjr  hands  oi'  those  to 
whom  it  belongs.  This  current  of  popular  teeiiug  mutit  be  direct- 
ed and  controUod,  or  there  will  come  of  it  sometlung  more  than  a 
war  to  put  down  rebellion ;  it  will  become  a  war  between  border 
States,  and  those  wheee  interests  are  connected  with  the  herder 
States,  and  in  such  a  war,  for  the  time  being,  the  Govemfloeot  ■ 
might  be  lost  sight  of.  If  it  was  absolutely  certain  that  the  sev- 
enty-three thousand  troops  first  called,  would  wipe  out  the  the  rebel* 
lion  in  three  weeks  from  to-day,  it  would  still  be  the  policy  of  the 
(lovcmmeot  and  for  its  best  interests,  in  view  of  what  ought  to  be 
the  future  of  this  crrcat  Nation,  to  call  into  the  field,  as  iastas 
they  could  be  armed,  at  least  three  hundred  thousand  men. 

The  majesty  and  power  of  this  government,  if  it  has  either, 
should  be  maiuiestod  uow,  so  that  the  world  may  see  it,  aud  so 
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that  for  all  ftiture  timo  in  if^  klilvrf'lhe'klea  of  -ieoMsioA  and  re- 
beition,  Bh»ll  be  br  idea  of  the  jftst  Wh«i»  the  people  sec  f^hat 
tkeiT  upri^Bs:  liflffi^at'dfnra  t)M  r^beMion,  IdMy  will  be'Sftti«ied^ 

and  not  before. 

The  difficulties  nf  the  prp^#»nf  crinif^  arc  ^rrowinL'^  jirat'  r  tni 
more     fro  mo  every  day.    Broad  and  more  extended  tiehib  are 
conRUintW  openinsf  by  the  •threatening  attitndf*  of  new  States, 
forced  by  treachery,  or  by  armed  mobs,  dignilied  by  the  names  of 
reWle,  into  eeeosaion;   One  8lftle  aftor  Motker,  wiUiog  #r  uowil- 
ling,  im  been  0t  fa  wm^bmg  plaoe^  in  an  atlitade  ot  liofUIHy  to 
Fidml  a«lli<»ritj,  natil'  wltk  one  lim  8eoediiig'StaM»  theM'Will 
he  fifteen  hundne^  miles •of  oottHgticnis  tenriitory'  aCanMng'vi  moat 
vicked  warlike  antegoaiBin. 

It  a  i!io9t  startUfig  consideration  that  the  people  of  the  Unit* 
ed  8t  'i  -  -h'nM  hr  nt  war  with  each  other,  and  tliat  the  ^ToTern- 
men:  ot  the  tnited  8tates  should  he  Inrffr]  to  thf  terrible  iieecas- 
ity  oi  uiaiDtaining  its  authority,  agnin?»r  intern.iiionni  di^Bcntion!^, 
by  force  of  arm.s.  The  nettled  de^iini  to  overtlirow  our  8yBtetn,go 
wisely  designed,  eoinplicated  yet  simple,  tlie  eompletest  fbr  work- 
ing out  the  greatefet  good  of  all  men  under  it,  ib  so  atrango,  unau- 
coootable,  maelew/fnexcnreeable,  that  war  had  aoMaliy  began, 
and  an  attack  upon  pablie  property  bad  aotaallybMD  isade,  bmre  - 
the  law  abidhig  people  of  the  eonatry  eoeld  be  Immglit  to  tealiie 
that  danger  existed.  Wo  had  noticed  for  along  time  apparent 
pre|Mralioiis fiirmiBliief,  and  bad  heard  throatB  of  a^ko^tile  diH- 
position  in  one  porUum  of  the  eotintry  against  another  portion,  but 
eighty  year«  of  «rrowth  nnd  prosperity  liftd  fa^iteiied  upon  the 
Kiind"5  if  the  people  tlie  idea  of  periiianancy  and  strenj^tli,  that  it 
viixii  iTIl^M^>»ible  toconceiYe  of  a  serious,  deliberate  intent  to  destroy 
the  I'nion. 

TLc  iceble  colonies  of  revolutionary  days  had  grown  into  great 
States,  many  of  whieh  in  population  equaled,  and  in  wealth  ex- 
ceeded the  population  and  wealth  of  the  whole  fifteen  at  the 
eloee  of  our  Ant  great  straggle.  An  Inorease  in  population  from 
about  three  to  thirty.-three  millions  of  men,  women,  and  children, 
and  ao  increase  in  wealth  of  thousands  apon  thousands  of  millions 
of  dollars,  shoald  be  eur  Bufficient  warrant,  fbr  assuming  that  the 
government  under  which  we  have  lived,  and  under  which  our 
fathers  lived,  and  nnder  whieh  the  pof5terity  of  thi'^  -jroat  people 
ought  to  live  in  pea(  e.  was.  and  is  of  some  value,  and  that  itought- 
not  for  !*Hght  oausies  to  he  digturbed. 

The  election  of  a  man  to  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States, 
aeeordiriir  to  the  usual  mode,  strictly  in  conloriuity  witii  the  Uon- 
i^titutiou  of  the  United  States,  without  foree  or  riolenoe,  is  the 
pretext  upoB  wloeh  what  is  etlMseoession  is  now  attetipted.  Just 
as  Pfumdsntf  but  one  hsfvei  heeo  deeled  to  the  highest  exeeutiTe 
ofiee  on  dds  Conttuent,  so  Ahrahan  Idseeilii  WM  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.  11  >  eve  is  no  pretence  anywhere  that 
Ihe  eleetioD  was  not  legal  and  eonstitutioBal*   His  installation 
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however,  was  the  occasion  of  resistance  to  the  constituted  authori- 
ties, and  8taUi  alter  St*te  hati  heen  madlj  prccipiiutttii  into  a  rev- 
olution. To  make  more  severe  the  tri«k  of  Uie  oountrj  in  this 
exigency,  some  high  in  position  as  cabinet  ministers,*  um  ss  ftd- 
mbistniikiTe  officers,  h«d  Men  eovertly  «n4  treae)iereiHljr  vfkf  the 
whole  power  intnuited  to  them,  to  destroy  the  force  and  eiioiency 
of  the  maehinery  of  the  government.  On  the  4th  of  Mavoh  hmt^ 
the  new  preeidential  incumbent  foind  the  treasury  of  the  nation 
empty,  and  its  credit  exhausted  ;  its  army  scattered  in  small  bands 
to  extreme  points,  bo  that  it  could  not  be  concentrated  within  any 
reasonable  time:  its  nhips  dismantled  and  disabled,  or  in  foreign 
and  far  distant  portH,  and  its  aruiH  doubly  secured  by  being  de- 
poflitcd  in  tbc  willinir  bands  of  traitors,  and  every  diurnal  revo- 
lution brought  tresii  auxieties,  as  the  trt^auhery  and  ikiLlii(^sne8S 
of  a  multitude  of  civil,  militarv  and  nayal  officers  became  mani- 
fest The  Tory  magaitvde  of  tlhs  eitmes  that  have  boon  oommit* 
ted  againet  thegorenuneBt,  i^kpaUed  the  stoutest,  sad  the  stealing 
of  me^ys  from  the  piibUo  treasnry,  the.^nnder  of  arms  from 
the  arsenals,  and  other  public  crimes,  were  so  majestic  and  impos* 
ing  in  their  extent,  that  by  their  side,  the  dignity  and  luster  of  the 
boldest  conspiracies  and  robberies  of  which  hi.<)tory  makes  record 
are  dim  and  shadowy  in  their  littleuess  and  meanness. 

It  is  easy  to  conceive,  at  such  a  time  and,  under  such  eiiil?arass- 
ment8  an  those,  how  much  labor  must  have  been  performed  to 
bring  back  the  government  even  to  the  point  it  has  now  reached, 
and  it  is  also  clearly  to  be  perceived  how  much  the  8tates  tiicm- 
seWee  must  be  ralasd  ^pea  to  fiirnish  efteient  aid  to  restore  tiie 
country  to  bealtli  and  strength  and  prosperity.  The  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, being  tbeoretieally  one  of  law  and  not  of  fbroe,  caanoi 
act  with  that  celerity  incident  to  a  despotic  one,  whose  strength  is 
in  great  armies,  ready  at  the  trumpet's  call  to  engsge  in  conflict. 
It  must  work  slowly,  but  it  will  move  with  power.  We  must  ap- 
prove of  whatever  it  has  done  and  be  prepared  for  further  exhibi- 
tions of  energy,  such  as  the  public  exiiiencic^  niay  demand.  But 
'  the  States  must  be  prepared  to  aid  the  (luverniiicnt  by  supplies  of 
men,  and  il'  necessary  by  the  loan  of  means.  Each  8tatc  can  nius- 
ter  itti  quota  of  soldiers  quicker  than  the  Government  can  muster 
the  (juota  of  each  StaUi,  and  bo  each  State  can  arm  and  uniform 
and  equip  its  quota  quicker  than  the  Croverament  can  arm,  equip 
and  uniform  tnem  all. 

There  is  necessity  of  giving  immediate  attention  to  the  oountry 
directly  contiguous  to  the  line  between  the  law-abidiDg  and  eceed- 
ing  States,  and  those  that  still  may  be  forced* into  secession.  The 
Union  men  of  the  seceding  States,  and  particularly  of  the  Vorder 
States  must  in  some  way  be  sustained.  The  fierceness  of  this 
wicked  rebellion  is  U*  exhibit  itself  thrc  uiih  the  kst  named  sec- 
tions of  country  moi  '  ihan  un  v  where  cltie, yet  ou  tho  law  and  erov- 
erument  fcide  of  tho  line  of  division  there  is  l«Ffl  prepstration  for 
defence  than  aimoi^t  any  where  else.    From  rittiburg  and  Cincin- 
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oati  to  the  moulh  of  the  Ohio,  on  the  Northern  side  of  the  river, 
tie  country  i?  almost  entirely  defenccles?;  against  an  armed  enemy. 

At  the  present  time  Cineinnati  and  nnmerons  smaller  tnwns  ou 
ihfe  T!v<'r  eouM  be  utterly  <Je<?trojrd  and  the  contiiruous  rountry 
Wd  waste  without  the  meann  of  rtsistaneo.  It  is  malter  ul'  abso- 
Ivie  necessity  not  only  lor  the  north  border  states  but  Cor  north- 
western states  to  be  able  to  control  the  business  and  eommerco  of 
tb  OMo  river,  and  the  upper  MissiBSippi,  in  order  to  reach  a  vital 
fu%  of  Hits  rebellioi).  They  must  be  able  to  cnt  olF  from  the  se- 
ceding States,  all  supplies  of  breadstuib,  and  also  to  stop  the  trans- 
it sod  transportation  of  arms  or  munitions  of  war.  An  enemy 
t)  OUT  common  country  cannot  he  permitted  to  hold  an  important 
poiat  like  Cairo.  The  Mississippi  and  Ohio  rivers  must  be  kept  at 
all  times  open  tn  the  legitimate  nnd  honest  commerce  and  business 
of  the  North -\^•es^.  St.  Louis  must  be  strengthened  in  the  hands 
of  ih'-  Tmion  men  of  Missouri,  not  only  beoaur-e  it  is  just  that 
it  should  be  so,  but  becau-c  the  iuterc-ts  of  the  iVcu  lerrilorien 
west  and  north  west  of  that  city,  denKnu!  it.  The  va>t  Inniber 
and  mineral  interests  of  Wisconsin,  independent  of  her  euiLUJuud- 
ing  produce  and  Btock  trade,  bind  her  "fast  to  the  North  border 
aad  Morih-iresteni  states,  and  demand^  like  them,  the  free  naviga- 
tion of  the  Missfssippi,  and  all  its  tnbutaries,  from  their  highest 
BSfMsbJe  waters  to  their  mouths. 

The  n^eesalties  I  have  named  being  granted,  we  must  look  to 
the  means  to  do  what  ought  to  be  done  in  the  lesst  j'o  >ible  time. 
It  needai  men,  arms,  and  nninitions  of  war.  One  hundred  and 
sixty  thousand  men,  if  it  were  ner^os^ary.  rnuld  be  enrolled  iu  a 
few  weeks  for  snch  purpose,  and  among  the  swarniin^r  millions  of 
border  and  North-western  iState.^,  there  is  but  one  pul<e  beating 
to-day.  and  but  one  purpose  :  to  hold  up  tiie  liund.^ — nut  of  Abra- 
hun  Lincoln — but  of  the  President  of  the  United  States;  main- 
(asa  the  integrity  of  the  GoTernment,  and  to  aid  in  executing  the 
laws  m  erery  State  alike.  The  north-west  needs  a  better  milita- 
ry organisation,  and  a  military  head,  under  Federal  eontro),  to 
whii^  these  States  can  look  for  orders,  and  to  which  thev  oaM 
eomuiieate  their  necessities  without  tedious  and  misehievoma 
delays. 

I  I-rmw  full  well  that  the  Federal  Government  will  act  for.  the 
west  and  for  the  border  States,  just  as  fn^t  as  it  srrmK  to  see  a 
necessity.  We  can  see  a  necessity  for  action  ji<jil\  not  only  for  the 
gafety  of  the  General  Government,  but  for  the  safety  of  the  Union 
men  of  the  south  border  States,  and  of  the  northern*  border  States 
and  also  for  our  own  interests  in  the  way  of  our  large  trade  and 
MHMroe  wpen  the  MisstBSippx  and  its  tributaries.  The  common 
iilmrts  af  all  the  ncMi-west,  must  have  a  common  protection, 
ad  in  amiliiiigoai  this  wiched  rebellion,  the  north-westera  Stateg 
must  make  common  causa  wi(2h  the  Federal  Qovernment. 

The  border  and  north-western  States  cannot  wait  to  see  theic 
torn  asd  aitiea,  vpoii  navigable  streams,  sacked  and  burned,  and 
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tlie  eontignous  cottntiy  wasted,  and  then  content  themseWes  sim- 
ply with  retaliation.  They  must  be  aupplied  with  Uie  mwoB  of 
preventing  disasters  of  the  kind. 

These  States  cannot  be  satisfied  with  ^m&W  call  after  small  call 
of  raw  (roojjs,  to  be  put  into  the  field  as  soon  as  mustered,  without 
discipline  or  drilling,  or  a  knowledge  of  the  use  of  arms.  They 
would  not  be  soldiers,  but  simply  marks  for  an  enemy  to  shoot  at. 
H«n  muBt  underatand  the  use  of  arms  to  be  effioienft  soldiers  ei- 
ther in  defendiu^^  our  States  or  in  aid  of  the  goyernment.  They 
eaanot  well  learn  the  use  of  them  until  they  get  them. 

There  should  he  an  authority  to  put  more  men  into  the  field, 
and  there  must  be  arms  furnished  for  the  men.  Soldiers  ought  to 
go  into  camp  and  learn  the  use  of  weapons  and  the  duties  of  sol- 
diers. If  the  government  cannot  at  once  furnish  amis  the  States 
must  do  it,  and  wait  upon  the  riuvernment.  The  Staf  ^  ^^hnild  be 
preparing  their  aid  ])otli  in  I'urnisliintr  men  and  providing  arms,  so 
that  when  nnistcrcd  into  service  the  army  may  be  efficient. 

Illinois:  liuii  but  a  trifle  over  double  the  population  of  Wi&eonsin, 
and  the  call  for  six  regiments  from  Illinois,  and  only  one  from 
Wisconsin,  is  so  disproportionate,  as  to  excite  extreme  dissatiste- 
tion.  Companies  enough  for  five  regiments,  almost,  are  enrolled 
and  drilling  without  arms,  and  two  regiments,  partially  armed  wiUi 
indifferent  weapons,  are  in  camp.  AVc  need,  for  the  proteotion. 
and  use,  and  benefit  of  our  citi/en  soldiery,  arms  vow,  war  or  no 
war.  It  as  yet  innnpoasiblc  to  a.scertain  to  what  extent  the 
States,  particularly  tills  State,  will  be  called  upon  to  furnish  forces,  or 
to  what  extent  the  forccB  called  for  ukust  he  armed,  equipped,  and 
unitbrmed  lor  service.  The  ]icoplc  of  the  State,  and  of  all  the 
States,  are  anxious  to  know  what  and  how  Uiuch  is  expected  of 
them,  and  are  ready  to  respond.  While  the  details  of  the  policy 
of  the  administration  shoald  not  be  made  public,  informa^on  of 
the  general  purposes  of  the  Government  should  be  lodged  some- 
where in  each  loyal  State,  so  that  there  can  be  an  authoritatlTe 
aasurance  of  what  is  intended  and  expected.  In  the  absence  of 
flueh  information,  the  judgement  of  this  Legislature  must  deter- 
mine for  Wisconsin,  what  aid  she  can  afford  to  extend  to  the  Fed- 
cral  Government  in  the  way  of  regiment?:  of  men,  and  in  the  way 
of  arming,  equipping  and  uniforming  its  own  citizens,  fur  military 
purposes,  and  how  far  it  will  make  its  military  forces  useful  and 
efficient  by  putting  them  in  the  shape  of  regiments  into  camp  to 
be  drilled,  inured  to  the  hardships  of  the  soldier  s  liib,  and  made 
skillful  in  the  use  of  arms,  before  being  called  upon  to  face  ei|ie* 
rieneed  armies  in  battle. 

In  my  judgment,  at  least  six  regiments  of  soldiers  ought  to  ho 
put  into  camp  to  learn  soldier*s  duties,  in  addition  to  the  one  firtt 
called  for.  They  shoald  be  armed  and  uniformed  and  equipped 
by  the  State  now,  and  when  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
8tatep  their  arms  and  uniforms  and  e<(uipments  accounted  for  to 
the  btate  by  the  National  Government.   The  men  sent  to  war 
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should  be  -oldiers  when  they  go,  or  there  will  be  few  of  themli?* 

ing  soldiers  ^rlicn  it  ip  tirne  for  them  to  return. 

An  appropriation  of  at  least  one  miiiion  of  dollars  will,  in  my 

judpnent,  be  necessary  fur  the  purpose  of  pnttiiie  into  the  field  a 

lebervcd  force,  and  lor  providing  tu  meet  the  demands  ot  tlie  Gov- 
«meat  as  Uiey  aie  made.  An  authority  ought  to  be  given  to 
por^aee  for  the  ttae  of  the  State,  in  addition  to  such  arms  as  are 
liqiired  for  the  nee  of  legiments  going  into  the  field,  six  rited 
eumon. 

And  now,  to  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature  I  commit  the  sub- 
jeetB  suggested,  invoking  a  calm,  firm,  deliberate,  unimpaaaionedi 

yet  bold  considorfttion  and  action. 

Tn  revolutionary  days  the  men  who  fought  our  battles,  the  men 
who  deliberated  and  who  made  or  laid  the  foundation  for  makine 
OUT  ii4«titutiuns,  jmt  at  hazard  life  and  fortune  and  honor,  count- 
icsr  ail  these  of  iiule  value  by  the  side  of  the  great  end  and  object 
to  U;  ikttained — Civil  and  Religious  Liberty.  Money  m  a  small 
ptiae  to  pay  for  tliese,  and  he  who  will  not  to-day  aid  in  nuuntain- 
kf  Una  Gorernment  by  every  possible  meani,  is  no  jtatriot,  and 
has  no  right,  etiher  for  his  pemon  or  property,  to  claim  the  pro- 
u  t  I  .  of  the  laws. 

The  value  of  the  property  of  Wi.^consin  is  two  hundred  millions 
of  dollars  at  least.  What  man  having  two  hundred  dollars  will 
refuse  to  '-ppnd  two  dollars  out  of  rh.it  sum,  that  he  may  quietly, 
in  hi*:  i  v-n  riLrht,  enjoy  the  othoT-  one  hundrrd  himI  nirietj-ei'j'ht  ? 

The  ii::ie  for  deliberation  must  give  way  to  ihc  tiino  for  action. 
The  OoiisULution  of  the  United  States  must  be  husiaincd  in  all  its 
first  intent  and  wholeness.  The  right  of  the  people  of  every  state 
to  go  into  every  other  state  and  engage  iu  any  lawful  pursuit,  with- 
ottt  milawliil  interfeienee  or  molestation ;  the  freedom  of  epeech 
and  of  the  press;  the  right  of  trial  by  jury ;  secnritj  from  unjus- 
tifiable ■eisnre  of  person  or  papera,  and  all  constitutional  priyi- 
legee  and  immunities,  must  receive  new  guarantees  of  iial^tj  jfirom 
tar  aad  feathers,  and  baiters  and  mobs.  There  can  be  no  more 
eoBpromises,  no  settlements,  no  treating  with  rebels,  no  conces* 
«ion?-.  nothine:  now  V>nt  absolute  submission  to  the  power  and  ju- 
ri^dictioD  and  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

The  people  will  never  consent  to  any  ees.sation  of  the  war,  forced 
so  wickedly  upon  us,  until  the  traitors  are  hunj:;  or  driven  into  ig- 
Qominious  exile.  This  war  begun  where  Charleston  U ;  it  should 
end  where  Charleston  wa$.  The  Supreme  Bnler  can  but  smile 
ipoB  the  efarti  of  the  law  loying,  goTernment  loving,  liberty  lov- 
ing people  of  this  land,  in  resisting  the  disruption  of  this  Union. 
These  gathering  armies  are  the  instmment.s  of  His  vengeance,  to 
eseevte  his  just  judgments;  they  are  His  fiails  wherewith  on 
6od*8  great  Soutbem  threshing  fioor,  He  will  pound  rebellion  for

XIV. — THE  WAR  FUND. 

By  section  1  of  chapter  307  of  the  General  Laws  passed  by  the 
Legislature  in  the  year  18frl,  at  the  regular  session,  it  is  provided 
that— 

''The  >iim  of  two  hundred  ihoiijsiind  dollars,  or  eo  much  thereof 
may  1  c  necessary,  is  hereliy  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in 
the  irca-ury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  or  out  of  any  money 
Ijmg  idle  in  the-  treasury  not  belons;iag  to  the  Sehuol  Fund  or 
j?chool  Fund  Ineome,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
provbions  of  this  act,  and  to  defray  the  expense  of  transporting 
troofB,  and  of  proottriog  and  transporting  arms  and  munitionfl  of 
irar ;  and  the  same  ahall  be  drawn  as  occasion  may  require,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  Goyernor ;  and  for  the  expenditure  of  the  same, 
he  ahail  file  roachera  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
make  a  report  to  the  next  Legislature.    And  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  the  Governor  of  this  State,  out  of  any  niouey  in  the 
tn*d?TiTy  not  otherwise  appropriated,  tlic  >inn  of  two  thonsand  five 
bundrc'd  dollars  for  his  eoutiugent  exju-n'^es  as  Commander-in- 
Chiet,  to  ue  drawn  IVoni  the  troa^ury  on  hia  warrant,  at*  occasion 
may  require,  at  hia  di.soretion." 

It  was  by  the  same  act  provided  that  the  moneys  thus  appropri- 
ated should  be  restored  to  the  treasury  by  the  sale  of  the  two 
Intadted  titousand  dollars  of  bonds  of  the  State,  authorized  by 
ch^Lpter  239  of  the  General  X^aws  of  1861,  as  amended  by  chapter 
307  above  mentioned. 

Chapter  13  of  the  laws  passed  at  the  extra  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  1861,  provides  lor  the  further  issue  of  bonds  of  the 
8tato  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  nfrgregatc  one  million 
dollars — all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  vrhich  hy  provision* 
of  section  ^  of  said  chapter  13,  "shall  }>e  paid  into  the  treasury 
>!  the  8t^te.  to  the  credit  of  the  IFa?*  Fund,  and  shall  be  drawn 
therefrom  on  the  w.niaut  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  sueh  man- 
ner att  provided  by  law."

WQOt  shall  bo  audited,  the  ansouDt  ollomti,  and  from  whatftiDd 
the  same  is  payable;  and  be  Bhall  report  to  the  IjCgisIatnrc,  an- 
nually, a  coniplofe  list  of  all  accounts  so  audited  and  certlGed  : 
provi(k<^,  tluit  lio  aecount  pbiU  be  ao  audited,  except  the  sime  be 
dlnly  verlfi'  d  by  the  oath,  affidavit,  or  afBrmation  of  the  claimant 
or  Lib  agcut.  to£*ctber  with  the  ccrtifieatie  of  the  officer  ordering  or 
making  the  claim. 

<'1(K  To  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  a  reeord 
of  aU  acoonnts  audited  by  him  and  certified  to  the  State  Tretanrer, 
nnnant  to  the  proceeding  sub-diYtaion  of  this  section,  ehowing 
ttiename  of  the  claimant^  the  amonot  claimed,  and  the  amount 
allowed  thereon,  certified  to  the  Treaevrer,  $peotfyiog  the  Aind 
from  which  the  same  is  to  be  paid." 

By  virtue  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  aceoinit^  cmhrn'cd 
in  the  foliowini!;  lietd  have  been  audited  and  certified  to  the  Treas- 
urer during  the  fiscal  year  closing  on  the  30lh  ultimo. 

These  lists  exhibit  the  nature  ofthecloims,  the  amouut  claimed, 
the  aum  allowed,  and  the  Beveral  funds  from  which  the  samo  are 
pyahle. 
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STATKMJgNT  OF  QUARTfiELY  EXAMINATIONS.

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tliere  be  roa£o&ably  anticipated  an  increase  of  revenue  beyond 
what  is  estimated,  except  possibly  from  the  tax  on  banl^a— ^nd 

considcriDg  tlie  recent  history  and  immediate  prospects  of  the 

banking  interest  of  the  State,  there  remains  no  reasonable  hope 
that  the  foregoing  calculation  of  the  bank  tax  will  be  exceeded 
— which     the  tnx  Tipnn  about  ?r>,')00.000  of  banking  capital. 

It  is  difhcult,  also,  to  see  on  what  itenih  the  foregoing  estimate 
for  expenditures  ean  be  reduced  to  any  considerable  amount. 
Indeed,  if  believed  that  in  all  the  ordinary  expenses  of  State 
GoveriuiiLHi,  and  in  the  management  of  the  public  institutions  of 
the  State,  that  degree  of  econouiy  ha.s  been  introduced  which  ren- 
ders any  wide  retrenchment,  within  the  present  scale  of  expeudi- 
tnre,  tmpraeticablc. 

Section  6  of  chapter  13  of  the  acts  passed  at  the  late  Extra 
Session,  **An  act  to  provide  for  borrowing  money  to  repel  invasion," 
etc.,  doubtless  authorises  the  levy  of  a  rarther  tax  suffieient  to  pay 
the  interest  for  the  ensuinir  year  on  the  whole  issue  of  bonds  for 
war  purposes.  But  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  2-5  mill  tax  direct- 
ed by  the  act*?  of  1857  and  1858,  originally  desi  jried  to  raise  only 
a  sum  Fuffieient  to  pay  the  interest  on  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$100,000.  authori/.ed  by  said  act,  now  yields  (and  has  for  Fevcral 
year?  past  yielded  i  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  inh  ro-t  on 
all  the  bonds  now  outstanding  against  the  State.  Deeming  that 
this  2-5  mill  tax  has  long  enough  served  as  a  covert  source  of  rev- 
enuti  to  the  General  L'uud,  I  deteiminej  to  make  no  provision  be- 
yond the  income  of  that  tax  for  the  purpose  of  paying  interest. 

The  Legislature  must  therefore  of  necessity  accept  and  take 
measures  to  provide  for  a  certain  deficiency  of  not  less  than 
$22^573  21 — to  which  should  be  added  for  unavailable  resouxees 
at  least  to  equal  the  present  amount  of  arrearages  due  from  coun- 
ties, viz :  183,880  2S-^making  a  total  of  $56,453  49— which  the 
probable  receipts  of  the  year  will  lack  of  meeting  the  anticipated 
ealls  upon  the  Treasury  for  the  same  period. 

The  most  obvious  courrcs  of  relief  are  :  1st,  a  loan  to  equal 
the  amount  of  l>oitd"«  d  itiirini!  in  1862;  or,  2d,  placing  to  account 
of  tlie  (icneral  Fund  the  proceeds  of  the  1-10  mill  tax,  now 
amounting  to  $53,366  70,  whieh  has  bten  k-vied  from  year  to 
year  for  the  object  of  providing  township  Hbraric* — a  project 
which  hah  not  hitherto  found  sufficient  favor  with  tin  Legislature 
to  induce  the  appropriation  of  the  money  therefor.  Heneealai^ 
and  yearly  inereasing  fund  has  remained  in  the  treisury  unem- 
ployed, except  as  the  aetion  of  the  last  Legislature  permittod  Hs 
temporary  use  for  war  purposes. 

In  esUmating  the  expenses  of  the  next  Legislature,  calculation 
is  made  for  a  session  of  only  sixty  days.  In  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  finances  of  the  State,  and  wi,th  the  great  burdens  of 
nnavnid.ible  tiixntlon  weighing  upon  the  people,  it  is  confidently 
hoped  that  the  patriotism  of  our  representatives  can  be  relied  up- 
on to  bring  about  this  coming  winter  that  long  desired  and  much 
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ofieded  refi>rm,  a  shorL  ewiumicalj  worMng  smion  of  the  Le^$- 
latwe. 

WAR  EXPENSHS  AN1>  LXABXLITI£8. 

The  expciiHCa  for  enlisting,  organizincr  and  fitting  out  the  never- 
al  legimcntd  iuruiBhed  by  Wiscoasiu  to  tho  defense  of  the  Gov- 
emneDt,  have  been  managlBd  hy  tbe  pxoper  military  officers,  aot- 
ins  bj  appointment  and  under  direotion  of  the  Gt>Teinor ;  and  all 
aeeouits  therefor  have  been  audited,  allowed  and  paid  by  and 
thnmeli  sneh  officers.  For  detailed  statements  of  transactions  in 
the  War  Fund,  and  fall  information  of  the  liability  of  the  State 
on  account  of  sucb  fund,  the  Legislature  is  referred  to  the  reports 
which  will  be  submitted  to  them  by  the  Governor,  and  by  the  Ad- 
jutant General.  Quarter  Master  General,  Paynaatec  General,  and 
Commifitiary  General  of  the  State. 

No  €*>timate  is  therefore  attempted  of  the  liabilities  existing 
again?t  the  State  far  expenses  arising  out  of  the  war.  Whatever 
may  l>c  the  amount  of  such  liabilities,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
govtfiimeni,  in  ai«l  ol"  whose  protection  and  defense  they  were 
ificurred,  will  promptly  reimburse  the  State  therefor. 

AID  OF  VQLUNTEfiBS. 

Bj  chapter  B  of  the  <  Jeiieral  Laws  passed  at  the  late  extra  sess- 
ion of  the  Let^'iclaturc.  it  was  provided  that — 

'  The  non-commiflpioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  mus- 
tered into  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  in 
poTBtiance  of  any  law  of  this  State,  shall  receive  from  the  time  of 
being  so  mustered,  in  addition  to  tne  pay  provided  for  like  non* 
eOBiinissionod  officers,  musicians  and  privates  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  month  to  all  volunteers 
having  families  dependent  upon  them  for  their  support." 

All  claims  for  aid,  as  provided  by  this  act,  are,  by  further  pro- 
risioos  of  the  same  aet^  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be 
Kim  examined  aud  audited,  and  warrants  drawn  upon  the  treas- 
ury ia  payment,  as  for  other  audited  aeeuunts.  The  duties  de- 
volved upon  this  office  in  eonseiiuencc  of  the  passage  of  this  aet, 
have  proved  exceedingly  laborious — while  with  all  the  watchful- 
ness and  care  it  ha^  been  found  practicable  to  exercise,  it  is  feared 
the  State  has  not  been  entirely  protected  against  abuse  of  its  mu- 
nificencc.  \'  ' 

In  passing  upon  claims  for  ud  under  dse  provisions  of  this  law, 
I  have  from  time  to  time  adopted  constructions  of  its  meaning 
aod  intent,  aA  follows : 

Itt.  Only  Tolunteers  in  the  infantry  service  are  included  by  the 
ienss  of  the  act.  Those  enlisting  in  cavalry  or  artillery  compa- 
re?, not  being  mastered  into  service  ^Hn  •pnnunnce  of  any  law 
0/  thU  State,'*  cannot  receive  the  extra  pay  without  farther  legis- 
Ution. 
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2d.  Tho  term  "voluuNM-rs  liavluc  fi^milies  (dependent  upon  them 
for  their  support/'  is  held  to  iucluao,  married  iiion.  and  Huch  otL- 
er?  as  have  indigent  and  aged  or  iuvalld  parents,  or  oqiban  and 
dependent  brothers  and  sistei'S  actually  relyiug  upon  them  f(lr^up- 
port.  But  the  dependence  must  bo  actual,  as  upon  the  head  of  a 
i'aiiiily. 

M.  But  one  ia^vidual  can  be  entitled  th  the  extra  pay  by  tea* 
Bon  of  the  ^iepeauUiioe  of  iko  same  fiimily. 

4t^.  Voluntem  eolifitiDg  in  companies-  or  regiinoiiti  of  othe 
Statefi  are  not  entitled- to  the  extra  pay  prOTldea  exclusively  fo 
Boldicrs  mastered  into  Dervice  under  tlie  provfaions  of*  the  law 
of  this  Stuto.'' 

5tli.  Volanteen  from  other  8tatoa  enlisting  in  tho  Wisconsin 
regimonis,  nro  not  entitled  to  extra  pay  for  dependent  ItoiHea 

residing  in  other  l^tatcs. 

By  the  first  day  of  Jaiiu  .r  •  TM  vr.  it  is  anticipated  that  Wis- 
consin will  hnvo  eighteen  lull  regiments  of  InfM?itry  mustered  into 
the  service  of  the  United  Htato«.  "  under  the  provi?<ions  of  the 
laws  of  tljii^  State."  K<|uiiy  and  justice  demand  that  provisions; 
made  by  law  for  the  aid  of  volunteers  in  tho  Infantry  seryice, 
when  Infantry  were  the  only  troops  called  for  by  governmenti 
should  be  extended  to  all  volunteers  from  this  State  who  have 
responded  to  the  subsequent  calls  of  tli'e  government  for  cavalry 
and  artillerymen.  This  demand  will»  without  doubt,  bo  cordially 
acceded  to  by  the  Legislature.  Thn  e  regiments  of  cavalry  and 
one  of  artillery  arc  now  being  organized  in  the  State.  Those  iu 
the  field,  tho  whole  number  of .  vohinteers  from  Wisconsin,  Herr- 
ing as  non-coiuniissio!ied  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  will  not 
be  IcsH  than  23,000.  It  is  snfo  to  estimate  that  not  le^H  that  Cyfi^)^ 
of  tlicrJc  wi!l  be  entitled  to  tlio  tive  dollars  per  inontli  •jxtrupi^y. 
by  reanon  of  having  families  doju  ndent  upon  them  for  (heir  sup- 
port. Thus  will  require  §30,0U0  00  per  month-wjr  ^GO,OOC  OO 
per  annum. 

It  i3  left  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  to  dcvi>:c  the  means 
for  continuing  the  aid  virtually  pledged  by  theStato  to  l|er  volun- 
teers who  leave  dependent  famOies  behind  them^  during  Uicir  con- 
tinuance in  ilie  service  of  the  country.  The  Legislatwro  must  aUo 
provide  the  means  for  defraying  other  expensea  constantly  accjtt- 
ing  for  services  not  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing the  military  service  of  the  Oeneral  Crovernmeut,  but  which 
have  grown  up  with  and  become  interwoven  with  all  our  military 
operations  in  this  8tate;  or  take  the  respon^bility  to  discontinue 
£uch  services  altogether. 

ARREARAGBS  DUE  FROM  C0UNTIB8. 

Tln  uuLrh  the  excollent  management  of  the  Stntc  Treasurer,  tL.c 
lialuin;c  of  arroarage.-i  due  from  counticis  haa  been  l.trgcly  reduced 
during  the  past  year,  and  it  now  stands  at  a  lower  figure  than  for  . 
many  years  past.   A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  accQUUt 
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mth  eacb  coanty  of  the  State  is  appended  to  this  report,  markod 
••A."  The  net  balance  due  the  State  from  all  the  counties  is 
shown  to  ]>c  S33.880  28.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  finances 
of  tli'^  State  it  is  important  that  tliis  amount  sliould  be  paid.  The 
attciuion  of  the  Legislatun-  is  rospectfnlly  invited  to  the  necessi- 
ty of  making  all  tlie  revenues  provided  by  law  to  defray  the  os« 
penses  of  jrovernment  available  to  the  Treasury.

NKGOTiAXION  OF  JCHE  STATK  LOAN. 

Chapter  13  of  the  Q-eneral  Laws,  passed  1>y  the  Legislature  of 
1861,  at  the  extra  session,  constitnted  a  Board  of  Loan  Commis- 
sioners, consisting  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  and  State 
Treasurer,  who  vrcrc  eharp:cd  with  the  duty  of  neg'otiatiug,  in  <;uch 
maiiiiLT  as  tbr^*  "Iv-'ilrl  dfcm  rn'oper,  and  **  on  the  mn«t  favorable 
icrtn-  v,-hieh  in  t  li  ir  judgment  could  bo  obtained,"'  a  loan  or  loans 
for  war  purpose.^,  liot  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  oi  one 
mijiion  of  dollars. 

Through  au  alleged  defect  in  the  law,  atd  owing  to  other  caus- 
es not  necessary  to  recite  in  this  report,  it  was  found  to  be  ioi* 
practicable  to  effect  a  negotiation  of  the  bonds  authorised  by  said 
chapter  13,  in  the  money  marts  of  the  Bast.  But  an  amag^aient 
was,  after  some  delay,  perfected  with  the  hankers  of  our  own 
State,  by  which  it  was  agreed  that  the  Loan  Commissioners  should 
sell  to  them,  and  the  said  bankers  should  purchase,  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  the  one  million  authorized  to  bo  issued,  at 
seventy  per  cent,  of  their  face,  cash  in  hand,  {  sixti/  per  cent,  there- 
of in  specie  or  New  Y  ork  ex^'haT:  jc,  and  forfi/  per  cent,  in  current 
bank  bills,  as  directed  by  section  8  of  tlie  l.nan  Act)  and  the  re- 
maining thirty  per  cent,  in  installments  t  l  otit  per  cent,  every  six 
iii'iuths  ;  the  eor]-oi  a've  bond  of  each  bank  purcbatjiug  bonds  to  be 
taken  for  thio  ihn  ty  puv  cciiuun. 

An  understanding  was  had  by  the  Loan  Commissioners  with 
the  leading  bankers  of  the  l^te,  that'  all  bonds  so  pnrohased 
tboald  4)6  plaM  with  Hie  -  Bank' Ootnptn^r,  fks  seenrHy  fer  Wis* 
eonsin  eniTendy  then  tn  cinmlatkte  ,*  ihat  the  notes  of  all  banks 
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ourrent  at  tlid  time  arraafdmettt  was  made,  (Jane  25tli|)  van 
^  fo  be  made  par  by  tiw  depoait  of  additianal  Baonritiaa  ▼Uh  the 
Bank  Comptroller,  and,  finally)  that  bonds  then  in  the  Depart- 
ment  aa  aeenrifyy  ehiefly  of  aoathern  States,  whose  rapid  depreci- 
ation was  staggering  all  coDfi^enoe  in  our  enrrency,  should  be  sold 
in  New  York  by  the  Bank  Comptroller,  sufficient  to  provide  the 
means  of  cffcctin  L'-  the  purohase  of  the  Wisconsin  Bonds  by  which 
thev  were  to  be  replaced. 

It  is  believed  that  the  seventy  per  cent,  tlius  realized  on  the 
bonds  sold,  iii  nearly,  if  not  quite  :ts  hiirh  a  rate  as  f^ould  have 
been  realized  from  their  sale  in  A\  all  street,  alter  the  expanse  and 
delay  of  another  extra  se^jsiou  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  objection 
to  the  legality  of  their  issue  had  been  removed.  On  the  other 
lumd,  the  diversion  of  the  entire  disoonnt  the  State  mnst  haye 
snfered  upon  a  sale  at  the  East,  to  strengthen  tho  ennency 
then  perishing  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  has  proved  an  inoalcn- 
lable  relief  and  protoetion  to  all  the  business  interssts  of  the 
State,  while  at  the  same  time  the  plan  of  sale  promises  the  return 
to  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  in  greater  part,  at  least)  the  discount 
thn«^  fjbated. 

But  whether  the  obligations  tnken  of  the  banks  lor  the  thirty 
per  cent,  remaining  unpaid  at  the  time  of  purchase,  are  all  of  them 
paid  or  not,  it  is  submitted  that  the  subbtantial  interests  of  the 
State  have  already  been  benefited  throu«rh  this  negotiation,  in  the 
manner  before  indicated,  far  more  than  to  equal  iu  value  tke  ea- 
tire  amount  for  which  credit  was  given  in  the  sale  of  the  bonds.

An  issue  oi'  two  hundred  thoxisand  of  State  bonds  for  war  pur- 
poses, was  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  regular  session  ol  tlie  Lec:- 
islature,  tiie  negotiation  of  whicli  wa.s  left  to  the  Governor  alone. 
Owing  to  a  restriction  in  the  law,  those  bonds  cannot  be  negotia- 
ted below  par,  and  consequently  all  but  twelve  remain  onnolcL 

CAPITOL  EXTENSION. 

By  chapter  66  of  the  laws  of  1861,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  State  Treasurer,  Attorney  General,  and  Bank  Comptroller, 
were  authorised  to  advertise  for  proposals  and  let  by  contract  to 
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dM  beefr  mod  lowest  Mddor,  ihe  ereoHon  »ad  ^omplelios  of  the 
irest  wing  of  the  State  Capitol,  in  eottfonsity  with  the  phui  oom- 
meneed,  with  suoh  lUtoratiofis  io  the  plan  and  speoifieatieiifl  as 
they  were  «uiheriied  to  adopt  prior  to  advertising  for  proposals. 

A  earn  not  ezoeeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  hy  said 
chapter  66  appropriated  for  the  entire  cost  of  the  work,  payable 
twenty  thoiisanfl  dollars  out  of  the  Genera!  Fund  for  the  year 
1S61.  fiiiy  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  lb62,  and  the  remaining^ 
balance  on  or  bolore  the  firHt  day  of  February  next  Rueceeding 
the  completion  of  the  contract  and  the  aceeptanue  of  the  work  by 
the  officers  i»elore  uaiiieJ. 

The  main  alterations  from  the  original  plan  adopted  by  the 
Building  Ck)mi«unioiien  we  m  foUows : 

let.  All  the  tlteattloiM  from  eeid  plan  introduced  iii't]ie  motion 
of  the  east  wing,  and  for  whioh  extra  aUowaneea  were  made  hy 
the  Legialatare,  were  incorporated  in  the  specifications  for  the 
west  wing,  and  all  foundations  for  outside  walls  direeled  to  he  kid 
one  foot  deeper  than  the  walls  of  the  east  wing. 

2d.  The  west  wing  is  to  be  built  ten  feet  longer  than  the  east 
wing.  * 

3d.  Two  laiL^c  fire-proof  vaults  are  to  be  constructed  in  the 
lirst  story,  with  double  iron  doors. 

4th.  The  hall  is  to  be  finished  for  the  use  of  the  Assembly 
instead  oi  the  Senate,  as  tirst  designed — the  gallery  to  be  extended 
around  the  hall — the  Speaker's  desk  to  stand  between  two  doors 
for  eutranoe,  and  ornamented  with  two  earred  statuea^the  oeHing 
to  he  arched  and  richly  ornamented,  and  finished  with  a  six  feet 
ventilator. 

6th.    All  ventilating  fines  to  have  cold  air  draft. 
6th.    The  outside  stairs  to  have  eight  additional  steps,  ancl  one 
additional  platform. 

These  chanj!;e«,  with  other  minor  details,  were  incorporated  in 
the  specifications,  and  tlic  work  advertised  in  ;i  number  of  papers 
in  different  sections  of  the  state,  to  he  let,  according  to  plans  and

day  of  May  l:i.>t.

Vreeattn,  Job>  N.  Jooob,  Stm*l 
Klftiiber,  H.  S.  Orton,  A.  dfaenrin,  Q«>i^  W.  Oilman,  Geo.  V. 
Ott,  Darwin  Clark,  WiUkm  Hut«hiiiBOii  and-  Philo  Dttoning, 
ha?e  become  obligated  as  sureties  ia  the  peaal  sam'^f  ftwentj-five 
thousand  dollars.

are  now  held,  have  united  to  reduce  the  amount  of  .sale^  t»»  a  very 
narrow  compass.

A  large  proportion  of  these  .several  ajuountr;  are  loans  back  to 
purcliaaers  who  have  patented  the  State  lauds.  Some  of  them  arc 
exchanges  of  securities. 
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A  full  statement  of  the  iudividuals  to  whom  loan>  wcm  Ln^antcd, 
with  a  description  of  the  premiae.H  niortf?!tired,  and  the  uuiouut  lenfc 
.upon  caeh,  is  hereto  uuuexed  and  marked — kSuheduIc  B." 

'  The  Cotnmifisionors  again  eall  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
rto  'dbG  pTCMnt  method  of  investing  tho  trust  tanda  of  the  State. 

^ThsBy  had  the  honor  of  of  Hubmitting  througli  the  Exeoutive, 
a. special  report  to  the  last  Legislature  upon  the  subject. 

They  liad  tsikcn  measures  to  nscertniu,  by  means  of  swoin  ap- 
praisalr^  of  fhc  mortgaged  premises,  the  amount  of  joss  to  the 
funds,  by  meaiib  of  the  loans  upon  luortgagOb  forfeited  in  1$58, 
1859  and  1860. 

They  stated  the  results  as  showing  a  io»H  of  S64,()4:i.  They 
«1bo  said :  "  It  must  not  he  foigotten,  that  under  the  present  sy.s- 
tern,  those  losses  oan  never  be  restored.  In  those  rare  eases  where 
forfeited  landn  are  worth  more  than  the  amount  due  upon  them, 
ijtnd  jiave  >olil.  or  will  sell  for  more,  the  laws  direct  the  commifmon* 
«rs  to  return  thn  surplus  to  the  borrower.  The  Cojnmissioners 
are  thus  compelled  to  sell  the  lew  valuable  lands  for  less  than 
their  value,  to  the  injury  of  the  fund  ;  and  they  arc  not  permitted 
to  sell  the  remainder  for  what  they  are  worth  :  thus  keeping  u 
large  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  Aind  idle,  and  locked  up  in 
lands  unsaleable  or  worthless. 

These  re  sults,  startling  as  they  are,  show  but  a  firaotiion  of  the 
tIrufiL  We  know  that  the  interest  is  now  annually  paid  upon  many 
loan^  upon  worthless  securities,  because  of  the  r^hamc  fhat  would 
follow  thf  exposure  incident  to  a  forfeiture.  One  iiKufp^u.'^o  in 
Milwaukee  is  secured  upon  two  lots,  that  are  mnv  apprai.-ed  at 
**  nothing."  The  Superintendent  states  tliat  ihcy  are  covertid  with 
water  so  deep  that  they  could  only  bo  filled  up  at  an  expense  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  Four  lo«ns  of  five  hundred  each  ($2,000  in 
all)  were  made  in  the  years  1857  and  1858,  to  the  wife,  son,  son-in- 
hnr,  and  another  relative  of  a  prominent  politician  of  La  Croess, 
and  security  taken  for  three  of  them  upon  ClifFwood"  out  lots 
near  that  city,  "which,  we  are  informed.  ;n  e  .situated  upon  the  side 
of  u  h/i;//  <0  steep  as  to  be  almost  inaccofeiMc  by  any  huiu:iii  agen- 
cy, and  wliich  are  about  worthlestf  except  as  a  pasture  ibr //Da/!*. 
The  fourth  is  secured  upon  wild  lands  in  Jaokson  county. 

The  full  extent  of  these  losses  will  not  be  asoertained  for  manj 
Tears;  and  any  estimate  which  can  now  be  made  will  only  approx- 
imate the  truth.  It  is,  however,  the  opinion  of  the  present  Com- 
missioners that  ficenh/-Jivc  per  cent,  of  that  portion  of  the  fund 
now  invested  In  mort-aLOs  is  irretrievably  lost.  A  considerable 
portion  ot"  tliis  lo»s  i.s.  undoubtedly,  chargeable  upon  the  careie^>- 
ncss,  and.  perhaps,  criminal  connivance  of  the  Commissioners  them- 
selves. The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  year  1860, 
shows  that  $1,500  of  this  fund  went  to  an  Attorne^jr  ^eneftl  of 
this  State,  and  to  his  near  relatives,  upon  '*lotB"  in  Eilboum  Oity, 
now  appraised  at  about  8250.  All  attempts  at  procuring  veetvtu* 
tion  have  thus  far  failed. 
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But  uiiother  and  toii^^idcrable  portion  of  tbU  loss  charge&ble 
upon  tlie  system  itecll*.  That  fiystcm  of  manaffcment  of  a  trast 
fnnd  i?  ntdically  <r}'^t'tv  tiv«'  if  not  criminally  wron jr.  which  provides 
for  investing  it  in  any  imninr^r  that  *"^pope?  the  fund  to  incvituijio 
los.-i,  without  any  pOfc.-^ibilit y  of  rrsforinrr  it..  In  loaniiii:  orif  mil- 
lion of  dollars  in  HUiall  sums  to  many  thousand  individuals,  some 
losses  are  inevitable.  A  deeent  of  honefltj  and  good  ftith 
would  re(|uire  that  some  method  should  he  provided,  by  irhtch, 
in  the  adminif>tration  of  the  ftiod,  these  losses  could  be  replaced. 
We  have  already  shown  that  onr  present  laws  ahtolvfrly  prevent 
mid  prohibit  this. 

AL'sin.  thr\t  -^y-teiH  of  niana'jf'ment  for  a  trust  fund  niu.'^t  be  in- 
exeusitbiy  wroiii;  which  <  '.inptlr*  those  who  administer  it  to  exe- 
cute the  trust  in  a  manner  that  no  court,  controlling  such  a  fund, 
would  ever  think  of  permitting,  or  that  no  priyate  citizen  would 
erer  think  of  resorting  to  for  the  investment  of  his  own  fortune. 
The  State  government,  having  assumed  the  management  of  a  trust 
fiind.  ought,  at  leasts  to  mana^^  it  as  prudently  and*oarefully  as  a 
man  of  ordinary  indpnent  and  dis^crction  ttouM  manaj^e  his  own 
affttir*^     Yet  would  nriy  prudent  capita!!- 1  Invest  his  own  Tnoney 
in  loan-  to  lueii  iie  did  not  know — tnkin-  soourity  upon  lands  he 
Tifver  Faw,  with  no  better  evidence  oi  their  value  than  the  apprais- 
laeut  of  two  mcu  of  whom  he  know  nothing?    Or,  if  a  capitalist 
should  ascertain  that  his  agent  was  investing  money  for  him  in 
bonds|and  mortgages,  after  this  manner  of  doing  business,  would 
]\e  not  at  once  put  a  stop  to  his  proeeedin«rs.  and  make  a  change 
in  hi*?  Fysteni  of  loaninj^,  or.  more  probably,  divest  the  agent  of  the 
trust  .'ilfou'rther,  as  wantint'  discretion  equal  to  the  reffponsibility  *!* 
The  people  of  Wisconsin  received  from  the  genernl  jovern- 
ment  a  mo^^t  nuiniticent  ifrant.  in  trust,  for  the  ednr»ation  of  the 
chlldreu  and  youth  of  the  State  for  ail  siuccecding  generations. 
It  was  a  generous  provision  for  the  wisest  and  noblest  of  purposes. 
The  State  is  bound  for  the  preservation  and  foithful  application  of 
thiH  trust  by  every  sentiment  of  gratitude  and  honor,  and  moreover 
by  the  promptings  of  interest  and  of  duty  to  the  people  of  the 
State  thc'TUr-elYc-'.  and  to  their  posterity.    Truth  fompeis  the  con- 
fession that  tlii.-^  tYuM  has  been,  and  h  now,  of  necessity,  most 
nnfaithfuUy  administered.     The  bc.'-t  of  the  school  lands  have 
been  disposed  of  with  eager  haste  and  in  disregard  of  the  interest 
of  the  funds  for  which  tney  were  dedicated.   Then  the  system 
adopted  for  the  investment  of  the  capital  which  has  been  realised 
to  ine  fbnds  ttom  the  sale  of  these  lands,  subjects  this  capital  to 
waste  and  loss  to  the  fearful  extent  instanced  in  the  preceding 
pages  of  this  repart 

The  commift^^ioner-  rf^  fmimended  that  alMaws  authorizing  loans 
upon  real  estat.  ^iMiulrl  be  repealed,  and  that  as  often  as  $1,000  of 
the  principal  oi  any  of  the  funds  sliould  accumulate,  it  should  be 
invested  in  the  bonds  of  the  Northern  States  of  the  Union,  or  of 
the  Federal  Government. 
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That  Legislature  declined  to  intcrfore  in  any  manner  with  the 
subject.  Failing  to  procuro  nny  nJJitidiial  legislative  |nntr  tioii  for 
thcKe  i'unds.  the  Commis-^ioDcrs  iHiojited  «0Tne  new  and  niurcHtrin- 
L'ent  rnU's  for  the  regulutiua  ol"  lli^^e  invest nicut.^.  Tlicy  now  re- 
(juire  tile  production  of  a  certificate  from  ihc  j»roper  officer,  show- 
ing the  last  two  assessments  of  the  property,  m  ^davit  ;froin  the^ 
borrower  that  he  heHeved  the  land  iairly  a|)prai8ed ;  and  when  the 
appraisal  shows  that  the  land  \>  uniiuproved,  the  ( 'Onimiasioners 
loan  but  one-third  of  the  apprai^^ed  value,  except  in  this  case,  when 
the  Commissioners  are  sntisfied  of  the  value  of  the  premises  l>y  ac- 
tual knowledge.  They  refuse  to  loan  any  money  on  unimproved 
city  out  lotfi. 

The  commissioners  believe  by  thi:  syhtem  they  have  adopted 
they  hare  reduced  the  danger  of  logs  to  small  limits.  In  loans 
amounting  to  880,508  50  made  by  the  present  commissioners  in 
1860,  but  S6/245  have  been  forfeited ;  of  this  amount  ^^.665 
were  redeemed  before  sale,  ieaviog  only  $1^,560  actually  fc»i  il  itcd 
to  the  Stat<e  ;  and  in  these  cases  t.ne  sworn  appraisals  were  three 
times  the  uiniiimt  loaned. 

But  at  the  hot.  il  is  but  adminisieiing  paliative.s  to  a  sys<teni  latal- 
ly  di.scaseiL  It  prolongs  the  life  of  the  fund  becauiie  the  process 
of  depletion  ^  slower.  Its  ultimate  loss  ib  none  tlie  less 
certain.  No  CommisKionera  can  loan  these  Trui^t  Funds 
with  safety,  upon  the  judgment  of  men  of  whom  they  know 
nothing.  The  present  t^ystem  does  not  permit  any  improvement  of 
the  Fund  by  an  advauee  in  the  value  of  forfeited  lands.  In  cases 
wbcrein  the  vtilui'  "f  the  property  exceed-  the  loan,  the  .»rr]'.}us 
upon  s;ilt^  is  ri  LuiiH'  l  to  the  borrower.  There  w  no  source  what- 
ever liuiu  wliieh  to  bU}»pi>  the  loss  to  the  Fund,  when  the  [roper- 
ty  is  worth  less  than  the  loan.  This  fact  alone  should  uttei'ly  con- 
demn the  f&yKtem.  This  State  has  now  outstanding  about  $1,300»* 
000  of  six  per  cent,  bonds.  Every  one  knows  that  while  the  State 
has  a  goveinuient,  the  interest  on  these  bonds  will  be  paid.  When 
our  KOvernmCDt  i»  gone  wc  t>\iuU  have  no  more  need  of  a  ^School 
Fund. 

The  Commissioners  earnestiy  reenmineud  tiiat  they  be  anlhi  rized 
to  invest  the  principal  of  the  JSehf)ol  Fund,  as  fa.st  as  it  ;t' <  nniulufos, 
in  the  bonds  oi"  ihi.s  State,  at  a  price  not  greater  than  their  par 
value,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  at  a  price  not  t^reater 
than  their  par  vnlue. 

Should  the  Legislature  ix  t  deem  it  advisable  to  ehanire  tho 
present  system}  the  ('(>uinii6t>ioners  recommend  that  the  existing 
laws  be  so  amended  as,  if  pos.sible, 

1st,  To  require  e.-ieb  person  <dit;H!Hnii  ;t  ]nun  to  exee\ite  .n-d  de- 
liver to  the  State,  in  addition  to  the  n(jte  and  inoi  tua-rc  now  icMiiircd, 
a  Warrant  of  Attorney  authorizing  the  immediate  enirv  of  judgment 
upon  such  note,  in  any  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  State  w£mev- 
er  a  default  should  occur^  and  making  it  the  duty  of  tibe  Attorney 
General  to  cause  such  judgment  to  be  entered,  and  execution  to 
issue  thereon. 
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24.  A  repeal  of  all  laws  exempting  property  from  forced  niU 
upon  such  excrutions. 

3<1.  Prohibit] nij;  all  loans  upon  unimproved  real  e^tato. 

Such  enactments  would  not  prevout  persons  ohtaiuing  loan-  upon 
ample  ^eeurity,  and  certainly  no  other  loans  ought  ever  to  be  ob- 
tained. 

They  would  tend  to  prevent  loans  from  being  granted  to  per- 
sons wno  never  intend  to  repay  them. 

NOTES  iLCCOMPANYING  FOBFXITEB  MORTQAGKB. 

There  are  now  many  notea  in  the  haadi  of  the  Commissioners 
given  with  mortgage  to  secure  loans,  upon  which  a  large  balance 
is  due  to  the  State,  the  mortgaged  premises  having  been  sold  to 
the  State  for  s  sum  less  than  the  loan. 

These  notes  should  all  be  put  into  judginont  The  C'oiumi>;sior- 
cr^  h  ive  not  caused  it  to  be  done  brenu^o  there  is  no  money  under 
their  control  with  wbidi  to  pny  the  costs  that  must  incvitablj  be 
made.    They  recommend  an  appropriation  tor  that  purpose. 

BCnOOL  LAND  PATINT0. 

All  the  land.-<  bv  the  State  in  trust  for  thu  .-^rverri!  f'uiiJ^j, 

which  had  been  ."-old  and  upon  which  tull  payments  had  boon 
made  have  from  the  first  organization  ol'  the  State  goveiumeut 
been  conveyed  to  nurchasen  by  patents  executed  by  the  Governor 
andoountersi^Viedby  the  Seoretaiyof  Stiate. 

The  Supreme  Court,  in  the  cases  of  Mc(^abc  v^.  Mazzuchelli, 
decided  that  all  such  patent.*)  for  School  and  University  Lands  were 
void,  n(»t  bavin'.'  been  cxcrnted  bv  the  Cominisvioners  of  School 
nnd  Uuivt'r,-ity  jjatuls.  in  accurdnn'^c  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
7  and  S  of  article  iO  oi"  Uie  Constitution, 

The  Legislature,  at  its  last  se??sion,  {chapter  281  of  Law^  of 
1861  j  havinir  given  the  commiBsioners  the  proper  authority,  they 
are  now  preparing  new  patents  for  all  School  and  UniTeT.''ity*  Land» 
which  had  Ijeen  proviouAly  patented  by  the  Qovernor,  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  themselves.  The  commissioners  are  eansin.r  this  to  bo 
done  without f  nny  increai^e  in  the  clerical  force  employed  in  the  de- 
partment, and  will  have  them  all  ready  for  distribution  by  the  31at 
day  of  December  next. 

TRESPAS.SKS  I  PUN  STATE  LANDS. 

The  law  of  13G0.  givinir  tlie  riimini?2'«ioners  increased  power  to 
i-v<^^ct  the  land^  of  t he  Sf Irom  trospassCF.  has  been  of  innnense 
vuiiu  to  the  tru.st  I'lnids  the  State.  Not  only  ha^  a  very  con- 
siderable amount  been  paid  direetly  into  the  treaeury  by  means  of 
the  clerks  employed  to  look  after  these  lands,  but  the  fact  that 
Uiere  has  been  in  each  lumbering  section  of  the  State  a  person 
whose  espeotal  duty  it  was  to  examine  all  pine  lands  belongin<:t  to 
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the  State,  hat  deterred  many  liom  commit  tin*,'  .-ueh  trcspa^iicsi. 
This  »  evident  from  the  greatly  decreased  treepu.^hing  ia  1661,  as 
compared  with  1860. 

The  Commissioners  expended  for  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  18()0,  in  payment  of  salary  uod  expenses  of  clerks,  and 
those  employed  by  them,  the  .«um  of  $1,907  'M  ;  f^r  the  year  end- 
ing September  3()lli,  1801,  the  sum  of  ^1  'il.')  ]s.  During  the 
last  yf  ar  the  Commisisiouers  have  appointed  experienced  woodmen 
as  clerks.  They  have  not  been  uuitormly  yueces.sful  in  their  selec- 
tions, but  with  enlarged  experience  arc  hopeful  for  the  future. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  statute  under  which  the  Com- 
missioners are  acting  reqiurea  amendment  in  certain  important  par- 
tienlars.  A  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thonsand  doUats,  wttb 
sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  a  responsible  officer,  should 
be  rp/^iuired  of  every  sueli  clerk  ennditioned  for  the  faithful  ac- 
counting for  and  prompt  payment  to  the  State  of  ail  moneys  coming 
to  hie  hands  belonging  to  it. 

Severe  penalties  should  aUo  be  enucied  punishing  any  embezzle- 
ment of  such  ftinds,  as  well  as  any  eoneealment  of  any  trespa8.«>, 
coming  in  any  way  to  their  knowledge. 

» 

RAriNE  CITY  M0RTUAOK8. 

Proeeedings  have  been  commenced  to  foioelose  a  large  number 
ot  mortgages  executed  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  unpaid  pur- 
chase money  upon  lot8  in  the  school  section  of  the  city  of  Raeine. 

In  some  eases  the  whole  amount  due  the  State  has  been  paid 
and  patents  issued  for  the  lands.  In  ten  L-am^.  final  judgments  of 
foreelosun'  nnd  «*Je  havt'  Ix'cii  rendered,  aioi  !lie  land:*  dei>cribed 
in  the  niorti^ages  ;idvertibeti  I'or  sale.  Uiiier  c-a>es  are  still  pend- 
ing undetermined.  The  Couiuii.*isioner.s  will  proceed  uulil  all  the 
mortgages  in  default  shall  have  been  foreclosed.  Many  of  the 
lots  are  subjeet  to  various  liens  for  unpaid  taxes — upon  many  tax 
deeds  are  already  outstanding.  In  evt  vv  cose  that  h:\<  eome  to 
the  anowledge  of  the  Commii^sioners,  the  holders  of  suelvtax  deeds 
are  willing  to  relinquish  their  lien**  upon  receipt  of  the  amount 
due  for  taxo^.  interest,  lepi!  charges  for  deed<.  record inir.  t^c. 
ri:<icr  existing  laws,  the  Couimissioners  have  no  authority  to  ap- 
propriate iiny  of  the  fund  to  extinguiah  such  liens  or  lemore  such 
incumbrances.  Under  the  late  decisionn  of  our  Supreme  Court,  a 
tax  tiHe,  accompanied  by  an  adverse  possession  of  three  years, 
would  seem  to  be  a  good  title.  The  Commiasioners  respettfully 
urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  importance  of  giving  them  authori- 
ty by  law  to  removf^  such  incumbrance!4  and  ]ien>«,  and  of  appro- 
priating  a  eum  .sufficient  therefor.

All  tiiese  lands  liav«'  l  otMi  in  market  ovor  onr  yofir,  nnd 

'••f^mc  of  them  more  than  three  yearn.  The  appended  tables  nhow 
liwvi  many  acres  have  been  sold.  The  enormous  amount  of  754,- 
596  acres  of  land^  besides  the  lurleited  mortgage  lands,  is  there- 
^re  now  held  by  the  State  for  sale  at  prices  exceeding  their  real 
value  and  which  pay  no  taxes.  $1,323,967  of  the  School  fund  is  ' 
lying  idle.  This  is  unjust  to  the  eitiaens  of  the  State,  whose  por- 
tion of  the  public  burthen  is  increaRed  by  it.  It  is  nnjnst  to  the 
children  of  tho  State,  whose  opportunities  for  instruction  are  da- 
creased  by  it. 

Such  mana<'ement  is  wanfini!'  in  i^ood  faith  to  the  United  States 
^  vcrnment,  by  whose  munificence  the  State  has  been  so  richly 
enduwed. 

The  cvidenee  on  tile  in  the  office  of  tlic  Auomey  (icncra!  is  • 
ample  uud  conclu.sive,  that  but  a  fraction  of  the  amount  due  upon 
the  forfeited  mortgage  lands  will  ever  be  received  from  their  sale. 
If  thesse  lands  are  neld  at  their  present  prices  they  never  can  be 
^old. 

The  .subject  is  surrounded  with  practical  difficnltu  s.  but  tho 
Commissioners  respectfully  recommend  that  the  ronnty  Superin- 
tendents of  (!ommon  School?,  recently  elected,  be  require  !  to  visit  • 
all  such  land.s  >\ithin  their  respective  counties  and  apprai.se  them 
uuder  oath  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Gominusioners,  at  thoir  piesent  cash  value,  and  that  after  such  ap* 
praisal  sliall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  such  lands  be  held 
tu|^6et  to  private  sale  at  the  amount  of  such  appraisal. 

Such  a  power  as  thi.<?  will  impose  very  great  responsibilities  up- 
on the  Superintendents — responsibilities  that  will  not  alwaya  be 
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pro}  1  rly  met.  But  ibis  duty  should  be  imposed  upon  some  one^ 
aud  the  Commi^sioucrs  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  power  will  be 
lees  likely  to  be  abused,  if  coufided  to  gentlemen  entrusted  by  the 

QithcuT-  of  the  fiovcral  countic-;  with  the  TiKinagcmcnt  of  their  <  tlii- 
eaiit.ual  iutercsfs.  flmn  if  rhe  Cummissioners  tbemselveii  f>hoald 
seleci  appraiser.-^  from  the  people  at  large. 

A  tmall  sum  per  tract  could  be  paid  to  these  Supcrintcnednt^> 
cr)upcnt:atioD,  and  the  amount  added  to  the  price  of  each  tract 
ttj^u  the  jMile. 

The  tollov,  iiiL-^  c  ninparative  statement  shows  the  annual  depreoi* 
ation  in  the  prineipal  available  capital  of  the  fund — the  amounia 
dop  on  ccrtilicates  of  sales  and  on  loans — eince  1857 ;

A  >iinilur  compurrJive  ii^tatement  of  the  amounts  due  i'rom  the 
hol(ler«i  of  swamp  lui'l  certificates  and  borrowers  from  the  drain- 
age i'und  (luring  the  same  period,  will  show  a  similar  falling  off. 
The  university  fund  has  been  similarly,  though  not  eijually  un- 
foriuiiatc.  This  dcprteiation  is  aecounted  for  by  the  faet  that 
every  year  a  large  proportion  of  the  lands  purchaecd  from  the 
State  on  credit,  »nd  lands  mortgaged  to  the  State  as  security  for 
loaiiij  h  forfeited,  ^^old  and  bid  in  by  the  State,  in  default  of  other 
bidder>.  The  above  depreciation,  of  eourse,  exceeds  the  ultimate 
lo^;-  to  the  fuiid^,  because  the  k^tate  will  doubtless  realize  some- 
thing from  these  forfeited  ItuuU.  But  the  ultimate  loss  must  b<* 
great,  for  the  fiet  that  these  lands  are  thus  abaii(h}ncd  to  tlic  State 
show<  that  they  are  not  worth  the  ;;niountH  for  which  the  6tate 
hold-  llieni,  or  for  which  they  were  pledged  to  the  State. 

Tfius.  while  the  nuiiil-cr  of  children  to  be  educiiod  grinv>  lar- 
ger, the  sum  provided  lor  their  education  grows  .«mailer  jcar  by 
year.  * 

Tncii  asing  publle  burthens  for  other  purpo.ses  will  make  the 
pcoph^  less  disposed  to  increase  the  fund  by  taxation. 

Thc.^e  facts  suggest  painful  reiHcctions,  which  the  <  'umini.s.sion- 
ors  have  no  space  to  elaborate.  They  must  content  themselTes 
with  saying,  in  conclusion,  that  not  even  in  this  supreme  crisis  of 
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hi«5  country's  hu»tory,  has  the  patriotic  legislator  a  higher  or  more 
Mored  datj  ihaa  the  conseryation  of  this  prociou3  fund.

The  great  rcbclliou  of  the  South,  which  was  initiated  soon  af- 
ter the  election  of  tlie  present  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  United 
States,  could  not  long  remain  without  disastrous  consequences -on 
the  value  of  the  circulating  medium  of  this  State,  based  as  it  was 
one  year  ago  for  more  than  two  tlih  d-;  on  stocks  of  States,  which 
cither  followed  directly  in  (he  wake  of  South  Carolina  peccaslon, 
or  whose  future  loyalty  seemed  ut  least  doubtful,  and  whose  finan* 
cial  abilities  were  likely  to  become  to  such  a  degree  crippled  by 
civil  w.nr,  that  pnyTncut  of  interest  on  thoir  State. debts  could 
scarcely  be  expccLed.  '         "         '  . 

Coming  events  were  foreshadowed  in  the .  downwasd  tendency  of 
ihe  stock-market  in  Missouri  and  Virginia  fimds,  sMi  hefofe  the 
November  election.  , 

On  the  15th  of  October,  1860,  it  became  nccctisary  for  this  De- 
partment to  i^snc  a  notice  of  depreciation  of  stocks,  and  tp  make 
call  for  two  per  cent,  additional  security  on  Missouri's,  and  about 
six  weeks  later,  viz.:  Nov.  25th,  the  dceliiio  during  the  p^-eced- 
ing  sixty  dayji  caused  a  six  per  ccut.  cull  on  Virginia's.  Both 
wm  more  or  less  promptly  responded  to ;  the  Bank  of  Eau  Claire 
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rtlone  flisrec^arJcd  if-  IjiwIh]  obll^^^jitioilB,  aftd  its  stocks  wm  eODr* 
»iK]uentiy  sold  February  L'.)th,  18til. 

When  the  prepervatimi  ol'  ycdva  and  {iDod  order  tbrougliout  the 
South  became  altogether  problematical,  the  dccliuo  in  the  above 
■*med  stocks  was  Allowed  up,  towards  tho  latter  part  of  Novem- 
to)  bj  tltat  of  Tennessee's  and  North  CaTolioa's,  and  a  ifaird  call, 
lieancr  thin  tlio  two  fbregoing,  including  again  the  Missouri  bonds, 
had  heco«ii9  necessary.  But  the  LegiMatnie  interpoaod.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  last  ordinary  sessioa,  it  wa.-^  appartjnt  that 
many  members  of  both  Houses,  then  fre!«li  from  the  people,  fear- 
ing diBa.strous  and  niinous  results  from  heavy  and  uninterrupted 
call?,  nforod  lenity  and  torborjrancc.  and  soon,  on  the  15th  of  Feb- 
ruaiy,  the  two  libu-ses  pa.s.sed,  with  great  unanimity,  the  following 

joint  resolntion : 

^  JUiohfedyhj  the  Senate,  the  'A^ssembly  cononrring,  That  the 
Bank  ComptroIleT  is  hereby  recommended  to  refrain  from  calling 
fSor  additional  securities  as  prescribed  in  section  40,  chapter  71, 

Kevi.sed  kStatutcs.  and  scetion  1 .  snbdivision  12  of  the  amendmeuts 
to  the  (icncral  BunkinL^  Law  of  1858.  nntii  the  Lci^i-^lature  now 
in  session  sliall  have  made  such  provi.sionii  as  will  meet  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  case."  • 

The  measure  seemed  wise  and  timely  ;  considerable  drain  had 
been  made  on  the  working  capital  of  the  banks,  two  calls  had  been 
respoiided  to,  no>  Jaanary  coupons,  retained  according  to  law  in 
ease  of  deficiency  by  this  Department,  hand  been  delivered  to 
many  banks,  and  the  State  tax  in  the  mean  time  had  become  due 
and  i;«'a>  paid.  Many  well  informed  citizens  hnd  declared  that  a 
srencral  faihire.  involving  three-fourths  of  nil  the  banks,  was  im- 
minent, unlcs.N  relief  in  soifie  shape  was  crranted  :  and  there  is 
scarcely  any  occatiion  for  doufct  but  at  leaot  eighty  out  of  (he  one 
hundred  and  nine  then  existing  banks  would  have  fiiiled,  entailing 
an  immense  loss  on  Uie  currency  and  probably  on  the  deposits  of 
the  people  of  this  State.  Xo  sale  could  have  taken  place  before 
the  latter  part  of  April,  when  t1i  principal  southern  bonds  held 
by  the  PopartmcMt  had  dropped  down-^  to  a  point  considerably 
lower  than  the  market  jiriees  at  the  present  time.  More  than 
tbiee  inilliuns  of  bouthein  bonds  (Mo.,  N.  C,  Tenu.  and  A'a.) 
forced  on  a  weak  and  sensitive  market  would  have  caused  a  stock 
panic  unprecedented  even  during  the  last  disastrous  twelve  months. 

The  Comptroller  obeyed  the  request  of  the  Legislature  and  no 
eatt  was  nia<ite  until  the- beginning  of  April,  wnen  the  legislature 
resdnding  the  fbregoing  resolution,  passed  the  following  in  both 
Houpes : 

'*  WiTFRKAB,  The  Legislature  by  joint  resolution  No.  Tl  (S.) 
did  recommend  to  the  Bank  Oomptroller  to  withhold  making  calls 
upon  the  banks  of  this  8tate  until  provisions  could  bo  made  for

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the  iheu  present  oxigeuciea,  and,  whereas,  the  banks  arc  now  in  a 
condition  to  respond  to  moderate  calk,  made  at  the  diaoretioB  of 
the  Bank  Comptroller,  tliereiore 

Resohidy  by  the  Senate,  the  ijaembly  eoBettrring,  Tbai^tiie 
Brak  Comptroller  is  hereby  reqnetted  to  mmke  meh  c»lle  and  al 
eiieh  timee  upon  the  banks  of  the  Stato  as  he  in  his  jiido^ment  may 
deem  proper,  utitil  the  whole  deficiencj  upon  the  depreciated 
stock  shall  be  made  up,  and  that  said  joint  reeohition  Now  ^  (8.1 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  r<»s(  indod  " 

About  that  time  the  stocks  ot  ^uuthern  »Statos  generally,  Ken- 
tucky  excepted,  had  sufferred  u  marked  decline,  aud  a  call  of  two 
per  cent,  was  made  on  all  of  them ;  Northern  §ecarities,  in  the 
mean  time,  maintaining  their  preTurae  prioes,  and  eeatoely  any 
bonds  of  that  clas^  appearing  in  the  market. 

The  following  thirteen  banke  failed  to  respond  to  the  notice  of 
depreciation  and  call  for  two  per  cent,  additional  security :

The  law  required  that  said  banks  should  bo  olosed  forthwith  and 
their  securities  sold.  In  the  month  of  ^lay  the  Comptroller  pro- 
ceeded advertising  their  stocks,  hni  was  soon  thereafter  prevented 
from  enforcing  the  law.  Court  Comnii.^sioner  ('uit,  of  Dane  county. 
Laving  granted  a  temporary  injunction  on  this  department  to  the 
parties  intereeted  in  the  Chippewa  Bank. 

The  appHoatton  for  injunction  alleged  that  there  was  no  pioof 
that  notice  had  been  served  according  to  law,  or,  rather,  that  no 
notice  whatever  had  been  served ;  tlut  the  call  Nva.s  not  made  at 
the  proper  time,  nor  for  the  proper  aaonnt;  further}  that  the  «wn- 
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era  by  the  action  of  th«  Comptroller  suffered  damages  to  the  amount 
of  910,000,  fto. 

Tbe  resolutions  of  the  Legislature,  tbe  first  requesting  the-Oomp- 
troUer  (o  abstain  from  falling  for  the  time  being,  the  other  to  call 
from  time  to  time  for  moderate  sums,  instead  of  eliciting  the  grati- 
tude of  these  parties,  sorv*Hl  them  as  a  hnnd!oto  obtain  an  injunc- 
tion and  as  a  means  to  cmbarass  the  lawful  action  of  the  Depart- 
ment: the  apparent  object  avowedly  bein^  to  gain  time  for  their 
dellnqueut  bank  to  withdraw  btock  witk  discredited  currencj,  uud 
eonssqneiitly  to  dininisli  their  liability  of  per  eent.  of  the  cap- 
ital on  the  personal  bond.  Any  proceeding  in  a  conrt  of  law, 
irh  ^  :uight  secure  that  object  was  to  be  resorted  to. 

The  Circuit  Court  of  Dane  eonnty  haTing  sustained  the  injunc- 
tion in  the  ca'^*'  ^'f  the  Phippewa  Bank,  appeal  was  bronirht  before 
the  Supreme  Court  ;  tlie  ol.tject,  however,  bcint!;  attninol  the  Chip- 
pewa Bank  withdrew  its  suit,  with  the  consent  of  the  Department 
they  paying  the  costs. 

After  repeated  eonsultation  with  the  Attorney  General,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  withdraw  all  the  advertisements  and  to  make- a 
new  call,  ^aid  officer  having  declared  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  noti- 
ces until  then  in  use  in  the  department  were  not  in  all  respects  in 
conformity  with  the  rcfiuiremcnts  of  the  law  and  miglit  cause 
many  iinncccs^arT  delays  and  cmbara««ments,  the  *^n!t  of  the  Chip- 
pewa Bank  huvinLC  been  shortly  thereafter  followe'l  n|>  by  two  .sim- 
ilar oues  of  the  Bank  of  Applcton  and  the  Clurk  County  Bank  ; 
that  the  case  then  pending  before  the  Supreme  Court  involved  only 
a  preliminary  decision  and  that  it  would  take  considerable  time  be* 
fore  the  matter  conld  be  finally  disposed  of. 

A  new  form  of  notice  in  strict  conformity  witli  tlio  law  was 
drawn  up  and  issued  from  this  Department  on  the  3d  of  June  ac-  ^  * 
I'ort^in^rto  the  purpose  an^l  intent  of  the  re'jobition^  of  April  5th, 
caUin<;  for  oii;lit  prr  eent.  additional  on  Southern  Bonds.  The  call 
on  the  thirtci  M  (lrlin«|uents  above  named  aiuotinted  to  ten  per  cent, 
including  the  two  per  cent  of  the  April  notice.  The  great  decliue 
in  the  stock  market  since  the  middle  of  April  made  an  eight  per 
eent.  call  a  comparatively  moderate  one.  tfissouri  bonds,  ibr  iii- 
Ktance,  whieh  ?old  April  5th  for  63,  had  declined  on  the  20th  of 
said  month  to  3^}r  a  nd  were  kept  at  about  the  same  figures  on  June  3d. 
The  same  relative  decline  had  takon  place  in  other  Southern  bonds 
The  case  of  many  of  the  country  banks  seemed  hopeli'ss  ;  fifty- 
eight  banks  failed  to  pay  the  deficiency  ealled  for  ;  niuro  than  forty 
did  not  even  deign  to  acknowledge  reecipt  of  the  notice  as  they  wero 
ttod^ted  to  do ;  an  agent  was  consequently  sent,  in  the  month  of 
.  Jiuy,  all  over 'the  State  to  serve  the  notices  personally  on  the  de- 
linaaei|t  banks  ;  bat  in  many  instances  no  bankinjg  nouses  could 
be  found  ;  in  other  eases  no  officers  known  to  the  law  were  found 
in  tbe  bank  ;  all  devices  were  resorted  to  to  evade  the  plain  iu- 
tentioui^  of  the  law.  A  few  of  the  affida vita  are  added  as  samples 
to  this  report  under  Appendix  H. 
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Many  notices  having  been  served  personally  at  the  place  of  loca- 
tion of  tlift  Banks  In  the  latter  pjirt  of  July,  it  was  not  before  the 
1st  day  of  September,  when  the  thirty  days  glTen  by  law  to  make 
up  deficiency,  had  elapsed. 

The  notices,  acknowledgments  of  receipt  and  nftldavits  wore 
then  handed  for  examination  to  the  Attorney  Gcuciul,  on  whose 
returii  of  the  same  to  the  Department,  in  the  latter  part  of  Sep- 
tember, adTortisements  of  the  sale  of  stocks  of  nineteen  (10) 
banka  were  aocording  to  his  advise  seu^  to  Kew  York,  where  the 
•sale  will  come  off,  unless  new  injunctions  he  granted,  in  the  course 
of  next  month* 

lu  the  case  of  the  deficient  Banks,  uii  VYhom  no  notice  could 
be  served  aeiordlnir  to  law,  the  Attorney  Ociienil  raine  to  tlie  con- 
clusion to  luL  the  iiiutiors  rest  iu  6lalu  ^wo,  unul  alter  December 
1st,  when  specie  payment  is  to  be  resum^,  and  their  case  maj 
be  disposed  of  by  means  of  protests,  to  which  purpose  it  Is  ex- 
peoted  all  business  doing  and  solvent  Banks  will  cordially  co-ope- 
rate with  the  department. 

A  call  of  three  per  cent,  on  Illinoi;-,  Michigan,  Ohio,  California 
and  Missauri  bonds  has  been  dotenuioed  upon,  and  will  he  issued 
within  a  lew  days. 

Of  the  Banks  whith  failed  to  leapuud  to  the  call  of  June  Sd, 
twenty -two  made  their  account  after  some  delay  good  by  selling 
all  or  neat  ly  all  of  their  depreciated  Southern,  ana  in  some  cases 
a  few  Northern  bonds,  and  py  substituting  for  the  same  the  Wat 
Bonds  of  this  State,  while  for  three  of  mm,  (Bank  of  Portage, 
Dodge  County  and  Waupun  Bank)  the  amount  of  the  call  was  sat 
i^fted^hy  the  Milwaukee  Committee  of  the  Solvent  Banks  of  the 
^tatc. 

The  Wirfconsiu  war  bonds  were  sold  by  the  Loan  Cuinmiysion- 
*  era  (Governor,  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Treasurer)  to  thG  pur- 
ebasers  at  par,  and  payment  was  requireH  as  follows :  Seventy  per 
cent,  oaah  down,  of  which  nxty  per  ceni,,  or  1420  per  bond  of 
$1000,  wa.s  paid  in  gold  or  New  x  ork  exchange,  and  the  remain, 
der,  $250,  in  Wisconsin  par  currency ;  while  for  the  thirty  per 
cent,  yet  unpaid^  a  bond  was  delivered  to  the  Loan  Commissioners, 
bindin«r  the  purchajscr  to  pay  semi-annually  one  per  cent,  to  the 
State  Treasurer  in  gold,  until  the  amount  due  bo  f»n(isfied.  The 
Treasurer,  it  in  understood,  being  empowered  by  tlie  parties  to 
deduct  semi-annually  one  per  cent  from  the  interest,  if  not  other- 
wiec  paid.  All  bonds  so  offered  by  the  Commissioners  have  been 
taken  and  are  now  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  as  security  for 
ontitanding  banking  circulation.  Tt  was  the  opinion  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, Secreterj  of  State,  and  State  Treasurer,  tnat  said  war  bonda 

*Stocks  are  adTcrtised  for  sale  of  the  Bank  of  Alhany,  Applcton,  Bea- 
ver Dam.  Fond  du  Lac,  Beloit  Savings,  Hnll  and  Brothers,  Mechanio's, 
Mercantile,  Oconto  County,  Osbom,  l*ortagc  County,  Readsburgh,  Southern, 
8t.  Gtoix  KiTcr,,  Tradesmen's,  Wauahara  County,  Winnebago  Couatj,  Wis* 
cosiin  Valley  and  Wood  County  Banks. 
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wer«  SQ.ld  l^ona  fide  at  par,  aud  that  it  was  the  uuaToid^ble  dut^ 
of  tlie  Comptrolier  to  tgke  snob  bonds  aocoidiogly  as  teounty  for 
eiroulatioa.  The  Comptroller  having  suBmittM-  tbe  question  tO' 
the  Attorney  General,  as  his  legal  adviser,  xeoeived  in  answer  biui 
liote  of  June  28,  ISCl,. containing  amoriLr  others  tbe  following: 

"  I  regard  the  above  question,  to  wit;  *  At  what  rate  ought  1  to 
receive  the  lomla  (>t  (Jtis  Skid:  as  a  hasU  fur  a  circulatiiiq  medium^ 
aa  purely  an  admini:?!  rutive  one,  or  ratber  a  question  oi"  fact,  witb 
which  I  have  uothiug  to  do.    You  uru  to  take  boud.^  as  becurity  at 

Uksir  madict  valve.   You,  together  :wiUi  tbe  Qovemor  and 

Seoretary  of  State,  are  tbe  sole  judges  of  tbeir  value.  At  tbe  same 
tinift^if  you  ask  my  opinion  as  a  priyato  citizen  and  not  as  Atior* 
:aej  i^eneral,  upon  this  matter,  I  say,  thai. under  all  tbe  cirenni" 
stances  of  this  ease,  T  should  accept  Wisconsin  bond.s  at  ]>ar  in  ex- 
change for  bondd  of  hlave  or  seceded  States,  as  security  for  their 
existing  circulation,  but  not  otlierwi^fc." 

Now,  in  view  of  Section  5  of  tbo  compiled  Banking  laws  ;  of  tlio 
opinion  of  tbe  (jrovernor  and  Secretary  of  State,  botli  holding  that 
the  bonds  were  sold  at  ])ar  and  bad  to  be  taken  as  Hueh  by  the 
Bank  department;  in  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  Treasurer  ugroe- 
iag  with  the  Goremor  and  Seoretary  of  Stbte,  and  of  the  Attorney 
General  as  expressed  above  ;  with  the  consideration  that  Wiscon- 
sin bonds  have  always  been  held  by  the  Department  at  par;  that 
they  have  been  at  no  time  sold  lower  in  tbe  New  York  market  or 
elsewhere  ;  that  bonds  of  neighboring  State?,  viz  :  of  Towa  and 
Minnesota,  which  heretofore  have  been  otlercd  iie(|uently  in  the 
market,  bad  never  until  that  tiuio  been  .sold  under  par,  (and  have 
not  even  until  tbi.s  date^, — the  Comptrolier  was  lorced  to  the  con- 
olnsion  that  duty  required  of  him  to  aceept  tbe  Wisconsin  bonds 
aa  pvopesed,  and  to  issue  oironlation  on  them  aoeordingly.  • 

It  appears  by  tbe  semi  annual  statciuentjtf  tbe  condition  of  the 
Banks  of  Wisconsin  of  July  1,  18G1,  that  at  that  time  thirty  banks 
failed  to  send  in  tbe  report  of  their  actual  condition.  As  every 
one  of  these  banks  had  allowed  its  circulation  to  become  discredi- 
ted and  depreciated  ;  bad  di>regarded  the  call  of  the  Bank  Comp- 
troller, aud  as  most  of  them  had  hopelessly  failed,  it  was  under 
ibhw  tttBaoidinary  oreumstaneea  &emed  most  prudent  not  to 
eommenoe  any  suits  for  payment  of  fines  under  tbe  statute,  it  being 
almost  oeMain  that  the  Department  would  loose  every  cent  on  the 
outlay  to  conduct  the  necessary  suits,  and  that  nothing  would  be 
joalized  by  suok  legal  proceedings. 

No  Southern  stock  of  any  description  has  been  received  during 
Hbe  year  1861,  as  security  for  outstanding  oii^etdation. 

^  Many  applications  for  substitution  of  new  personal  bonds,  in- 
stead of  those  now  held  by  the  Department,  have  been  made.  It 
has  been  deemed  most  prudent,  under  existing  circumstances,  not 
to  allow  any  alterations  of  that  kind,  unless  such  new  bonds  are 
proved  to  be  unexceptionable  and  of  unquestiopablc  safety.  No* 
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•ohaoges  whatever,  con?cqnently,  liave  taken  place  since  that  of  tfae 
Waukesha  County  Bank  in  the  month  of  March  last. 

Banks,  whose  currency  was  depreciated,  have  frequeiitly  endeav- 
ored to  take  up  their  best  state  stock  lor  the  amount  of  currency 
issued  over  such  stock,  on  the  plea  tliat  they  were  eutitled  to  the 
eame  under  section  8  of  tb^  compiled  banking  lavs.  The  Comp- 
trolfer  bas  nntformly  resisted  all  «acb  atdmpta.  Tbe  obvious  and 
expressed  intention  of  the  law  is,  to  protect  the  billbolders,  and 
no  banker,  therefore,  can  be  allowed  to  have  absolute  control  of 
his  ^tock.  unless  his  account  in  tbe  department  be  perfectly  satis- 
factory. 

To  illustrate  the  matter :  (  'nrrency  of  some  baukii  lia.^  been  .«old 
for  50  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  even  lower.  Such  banks  held 
along  with  their  scHitbern  depreciated  stock,  some  Illinois,  Mich* 
igan  or  California  bonds,  deposited  with  tbe  Treasurer,  aa  seeurity 
for  their  circulation.  The  law  sajs,  that  bonds  shall  be  returned 
on  tbe  surrender  of  the  eircuhiting  notes  issued  on  the  same.  Tbe 
owner  of  the  discredited  bank,  or  some  one  for  him.  came  to  the 
Comptroller  ^5  office,  offerinirto  retire  with  his  notes,  of  tlie  nominal 
value  of  $1000  (but  in  reality  bought  up  tor  ^500  or  les;^,)  a  bond, 
which  he  could  sell  in  New  York  city  for  $800  in  gold,  realizing 
by  this  little  operation,  $300  per  bond,  and  the  value  of  the  ex- 
change on  9800.  By  assenting  to  such  aehemevatid  oonstruotioM 
of  law,  tbe  currency  would  have  become  more  worthless  from  day 
to  day.  The  Comptroller  uniformly  ri  fu^ed  to  give  up  the  l)etter 
class  of  stock,  but  consented  to  give  the  depreciated,  viz  :  ol*  Mis- 
souri. Virrrinin.  Tennessee,  N.  Carolina,  &c.,  by  which  moans  the 
proportion  of  the  better  class  of  stock  increased,  and  the  value  of 
the  circulation  that  remained  ontstandincr.  improved,  h>  that  the 
loss  to  the  bill-holder  vras  lessened ;  while  by  allowing  their  own 
way  to  tbe  Chippewa  Bank  and  "  oMnie  id  ffom"  the  lota  to  the 
bfli-faolders  would  have  become  more  aggravated. 

The  Comptroller's  plan  succeeded,  however,  only  temporarily. 
Bankers  and  biil-hnhh  rs  generally,  learning  that  the  gtoek  in  the 
department  was  gradually  iniproviner.  held  on  to  their  discredited 
currency,  expecting  to  realize  nineh  >rreaterpro  rata  after  the  ulti- 
mate sale  tii  the  stock  in  the  Nt;w  York  market,  than  by  returning 
currency  for  the  least  valuable  southern  bonds,  it  was,  however, 
desirabler  that  as  much  as  possible  of  the  discredited  oumncy 
should  be  retired  and  deetroyed.  Finding  that  the  eurreoey 
was  entirely  withheld,  tbe  Comptroller  agreed  to  give  up,  wHh 
the  consent  of  the  owners  of  tbe  discredited  banks  or  their  agents, 
an  avcra«;e  of  the  stock,  on  the  return  of  the  amount  of  circulation 
i<>ucd  on  -ai  l  .<tocks.  li'.  for  instance,  a  discredited  buuk  held 
Tenuth.sec  and  Illinois  bonds  only,  and  both  in  equal  numbers,  by 
returning  \?850  eifculation,  the  amount  issued  on  the  TennesscQ, 
and  $1000  as  issued  on  the  Illiuois  bond,  he  w^  allowed  to  retire 
one  of  each  of  the  aboye  bonds,  the  outstanding  ciroulatiou  prfi- 
cerying  its  actual  proportionate  value,  without  depreoiaUng  or  im- 
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proving.  In  the  computation  of  tha  bonds  to  be  delivered,  it  wan 
agreed,  howeror,  that  the  advantage  shonld  be  always  on  the  side 
of  the  people,  or,  which  in  identical,  of  the  department.  ' 

This  meaBaro  raised  the  priee  of  dis<$roditdd  currency  from  7  to 
30  MBts  <m      dolUr  and  npwaid,  Md  enabled  tli6  Ooibj^Uer 
reduce  the  ontotanduig  oirenlati^  of  wovthlese  iMmlcs  Tery  coft^ 
aiderahlj.  '  • 

After  the  proceedin*^  under  which  the  Koshkonoug  Bank  was 
wound  Tip,  no  bank  notes  have  been  protested,  all  action  under 
fiection  2'>  of  the  Banking  Law  having  been  suspended  under  chap- 
ter 308,  ^L.-.'.ion  Laws  1861,  entitled  "An  act  to  protect  the  hold- 
ers of  the  circulating  notes  of  the  authorized  banks  of  the  State  of 
WiMonflio."  This  act  having  been  passed  for  temporary  purposes 
inerelj,  it  is  to  be  ezpeoted  that  most  of,  if  not  all  the  disoredited 
banks,  will  be  wound  up  under  protest  speedily  after  December  1,1861 

Scrnpnlous  inquiries  have  been  made,  before  any  new  bank  has 
been  started,  ns  to  the  responsibility  of  the  jpartles  oiTerincj;  their 
personal  bonds,  ami  when  no  satisfactory  iiifiirniation  could  be  ob- 
tained, the  establishment  of  new  bank.s  has  been  prevented. 

A  monthly  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  banks,  in  confor- 
mity with  the  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  May  23d  has  been 
publbhed  in  the  State  Journal  on  the  1st  of  each  month,  showing 
the  circulation  of  each  bank  and  the  stock  ffn  which  the  same  is 
based,  the  amount  of  circulation,  if  any,  retired  in  each  mouth 
and  a  description  of  the  Innuls  and  stocks  taken  up  by  the  banks, 
containiiiLr  also  a  statement  of  c-a]h  that  have  been  made,  the  num- 
ber of  banks  that  have  respondod,  and  such  other  information  as 
was  deemed  of  importance  to  the  public. 

The  amendments  to  ,the  General  Banking  Law  passed  by  the 
Legislature  at  its  late  session  will  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
people  at  the  next  November  election.  It  contains  important 
guarantees  of  safety  to  bill-holders,  and  is  added  as  appendix  A,  at 
8ie  end  of  this  report. 

After  the  severe  losse«  suffered  by  the  people  it  is  gratifyinix  to 
find  that  our  banking  securities  have  been  larij;ely  improved.  One 
year  ago  they  consisted  for  more  tlian  twu-third.s  in  securities  of 
Southern  States,  while  the  Department  now  holds  only  little  over 
one-fourth  of  this  class  of  bonds,  which  proportion  will  be  con- 
siderably imnroved  after  ihe  sale  of  the  stocks  of  the  discredited 
and  defunct  banks  in  November  and  after  December  next. 

The  Comptroller,  after  a  twelve  months'  struL^L-^le,  with  compar- 
ative success,  throuirh  a  period  of  unprecedented  politi<"nl  nnd 
financial  revulsions  ajid  disasters,  having  saved  by  care  aud  watch- 
fulness to  the  people  of  his  State  a  large  amount  of  treasure,  with 
a  correnc'v'  iu  the  main  restored  to  its  former  par  value,  submits 
with  conndenee  the  course  he  has  pursued  during  his  oftoial  ca- 
reer to  the  scrutiny  of  the  people,  who  two  years  ago  honored  him 
with  a  high  trust,  by  confiding  to  his  keeping  a  considerable  part 
of  their  material  interests. 


He  now  retires  to  private  life  with  the  hope  that  the  causes 
the  ixiuuj  emharrassmcnta  which  huiiouajcd  him  while  attendn 
to  liis  official  duties,  may  disappear ;  that  harmony  and  peace  ma  y 
lakB  the  pUuse  of  disoora  and  cWil  maty  mkd  that  (he  old  and  iin«> 
paralelled  prosperity  may  soon  be  restoxed  to  the  gkriooa  Union 
ihe  land  of  his  choioe  and  adoption. 
All  of  whioh  is  respect^ly  submitted.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Genevwl  Sftnking  Iaw»  and  IIm  seTenl  ftott  ameada- 

tory  thereof. 

The  People  of  the  Sfatr  of  Wiaconeiny  r^reiented  in  Senate  and 
Assembii/^  do  enact  us  follows  : 

Section  1.  vSection  22  of  chapter  71  of  the  Eovi^ed  Statutes, 
with  the  thereunto  belonging  amendment,  (see  chapter  90  of  the 
Geweral  Law.s  of  1858.)  is  hereby  amended  a.s  iollows :  by  Lnking 
out  the  following  words  :  "  Said  stouka  to  be  valued  at  a  rate  to  be 
estimatid  and  governed  by  ibe  average  rate  at  whieb  said  -atodc^ 
ha^e  been  sold  in  the  dty  df  New  Tork,  wilMa  the  neXI  t&t  montha 
preceediftg  the  time  when  such  stoeka  may  be  left  on  deposit  with 
the  Comptroller."  By  striking  out  the  words  <*eqnal  to,"  ui^l 
inserting  after  the  words  "  not  exceediiifr,"  the  words  "  in  value." 
By  striking  out  the  following  word.s :  "  But  such  public  stock.s 
shall  in  all  eases  be,  or  be  made  to  be  equal  to  a  stock  producing 
six  per  cent,  per  annum ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Bank 
Comptroller  to  take  such  stock  at  a  rate  above  its  par  value,  nor 
above  its  cnrreat  market  valtie  in  the  eil^  of  New  York  at  the  tlioe 
of  deposit,  by  snoh  person  or  assoeiation  of  persons  and  by  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  fbllowing:  *'md  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Bank  Comptroller  to  issue  for  public  stook  which  have  been 
ranging  at  or  above  pnr  during  the  last  six  raoTith«j,  and  up  to  the 
time  of  depof*it  in  the  >«ew  York  market,  circulating  notes  up  to 
the  par  value  of  said  ntocks ;  but  the  Comptroller  shall  not  i:?.sue 
for  public  btockg  ranging  below  par  iu  said  maiket,  more  circula- 
tkm  than  ninety  per  oent»  of  tne  enrrent  market  Talne  of  said 
sCeoks  at  the  time  of  deposit  nor  more  than  ninety  per  oent 
of  the  average  market  valne  during  the  last  bix  months ;  and 
for  such  stoeka  as  during  the  last  six  montha  have  been  at 
and  above  as  well  as  below  par,  the  Comptroller  shall  not 
issue  more  thnn  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  average  value  during 
the  last  fcix  months,  nor  in  any  event  more  than  ninety  per  cent, 
oi  lU  market  value  ou  the  da^'  ui'  deposit,  nur  mure  than  ninety  per 
eent  of  Uie  par  value  of  snoh  atoeks;"  so  that  the  said  section  shall 
heneeforth  read  as  follows:  "Whenever,  hereafter,  any  person  or 
association  of  persons^  formed  for  the  purpose  of  baising  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  duly  assign  and  tranrferin  tnist 
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to  tbe  treasurer  of  this  State,  any  portion  of  the  public  stocks  issued  or 
to  be  issuedbjthe  United  States,  or  any  State  stocks,  on  winch  full 
interest  is  annually  paid,  such  person  or  association  of  persons  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Bank  Comptroller  an  amount  ot 
Buch  circulating  notes  of  different  denominations,  registered  and 
countersigned,  and  no(;  exceeding  in  value  the  amount  oi  publio 
stocks  assigned  and  transferred  as  aforesaid ;  and  it  shall  bo  lawiul 
for  the  Bank  Comptroller  to  issue  for  public  stocks,  which  have 
been  ranging  at  or  above  par  during  the  last  six  months,  and  up  to 
the  time  of  deposit  in  the  New  York  market,  circulating  notes  up 
to  the  par  value  of  said  stocks,  but  the  Comptroller  shall  not  issue 
for  public  stocks  ranging  below  par  in  said  market,  more  circula- 
tion than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  current  market  value  of  said 
stocks  at  the  time  of  deposit,  nor  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the 
average  market  value  during  the  last  six  months ;  and  for  such 
stocks  as  during  the  last  six  months  have  been  at  and  above  as 
well  as  below  par,  the  Comptroller  shall  not  issue  more  than  nine- 
ty p.er  cent,  of  the  average  value  during  the  last  six  months,  nor 
in  any  event  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  its  market  value  on  the 
day  of  deposit,  nor  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  of 
such  stocks :  Provided,  that  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bank  Comp- 
troller, together  with  the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State,  any 
stocks  offered  shall  be  deemed  insecure,  they  shall  not  be  received 
as  such  securities  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  provided, 
further^  that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  December,  18C1,  the 
Bank  Comptroller  shall  not  receive  as  security  for  circulating  bank 
notes,  any  other  public  stocks  than  those  issued  by  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  and  the  United  States." 

Section  2.  Any  public  stocks  described  in  the  preceding  seo« 
tion,  and  issued  at  a  rate  of  interest  less  than  five  per  cent,  per 
aoDum,  to  be  receivable  by  the  Bank  Comptroller,  snaM  be  made 
to  be  equal  to  stocks  producing  five  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Section  3.  Section  40  of  chapter  71  of  the  Revised  Statutes^ 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  between  the  words  located  "  and 
"  to,"  in  the  19th  line  of  said  section,  the  words  "  or  to  the  judge 
at  chambers." 

Section  4.  Every  bank  and  banking  association  now  organized 
in  this  state,  and  all  banks  and  banking  associations  that  shall  be 
organized  before  the  first  day  of  December,  1861,  exceptsuch  banks 
and  banking  associations  as  are  or  may  hereailer  be  located  in  the 
cities  of  Milwaukee  and  Madison,  shall,  on  or  before  said  first  day 
of  December  next,  appoint  an  agent,  who  shall  keep  an  office  in  the 
city  of  Milwaukee,  or  in  the  city  of  Madison,  for  the  redemption  of 
all  circulating  notes  issued  by  such  .bank  or  banking  association, 
which  shall  be  presented  to  such  agent  for  payment  or  redemption. 

Section  5.  The  appointment  of  such  agent  shall  be  made  in 
writing,  and  such  written  appointment  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Bank  Comptroller  on  or  before  said  first  day  of  December  next, 
who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  office.    If  any  bank  or  banking  as- 
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sociatin  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appoint  such  aeent  within  the 
time  ftbote  mennone^,  fhe  Bittk  CoiD|>tH%Iler  s^all  appoint  such 
.agent  fbr  such*  bknk  or  bankfttg  fifflio6itt€lon.  ^  V  "         '  " 

Section  6.  The  Bank  Comptroller  sliall,  tiiAiledUtelj' 
•siiid  first  day  of  December  next,  during  stich  time  M  lieiDtydccm 
advsiable,  publish  a  list  of  such  accents  in  one  daily'iicwspaper  pub- 
lii-licd  in  the  city  of  MadiFon,  and  in  one  daily  newspaper  pnblsh- 
cd  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  the  expense  whereof  shall  be  equally 
divided  among  the  several  banks  or  banking  associations  so  pub- 
lished, and  be  paid  by  them  to  the  Comptroller  on  demand,  under 
penalty  of  finrfeitvre  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  eolleeled  and 
niit^lfil^iij' provided  in  respcet  to  the  iori^itiire  nam^d  in  seotion 
I^caiM^Tl.  of  the  RoTiscd  Statute}^.  •  -  "  '  ^  • 

Section  7.  Every  bank  or  banking  ai^soeiation  hereafter  organ- 
ized, shall,  before  rcccivin<r  any  circulMfiTiL'  notes  from  4he  bank  •  , 
comptroller.  a{)point  an  agent  for  the  purpf^ses  of  ^this  act  ;  and 
such  appointment  shall  be  immediately  published  in  /he  manner 
aforesaid,  at  the  expense  of  such  bank  or  banking  association,  to 
be  collected  in  the  manner  above  prorided^  '       /w.  n 

SxcnoN  8.   Appointments  of  agents  made  in  piirsnineef  ef  tiliA 
.sot,  may  be  revoked,  and  new  appointments  of  agents  made  from 
time  to  time,  by  delivering  such  revocation  and  appointment  tn 
the  Bank  Comptroller,  wbo  shall  cause  the  Same  tp  be  pul^lished

Sei  tion  0.  It  shall  1)0  lawful  for  anv  number  of  banks  or 
banking  associations,  authorized  by  thi^  act,  to  appoint  an  agent 
to  assodate  togeihcr  fbr  raising  a  joint  Aind,  to  be  plaoed  in  th^ 
hands  of  their  common  agent  for  the  redemption  of  their  circulat- 
ing notes,  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee  or  Madnon,  and  also  the  oir- 
calating  notes  of  other  banks,  in  such  manner,  and  under  sueh 
regulations  as  may  be  at^rced  upon,  and  to  employ  such  agents

Every  bank  or  banking  association,  #hdse  i(gonjt 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  redeem  its  notes  on  demand,  as  afore- 
'   said,  shall,  on  proof  being  made  to  the  Bank  Comptroller  of  such 
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neglect  or  refusal,  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person  who  presented' 
said  notes  for  redemption  or  payujent,  and  ou  depositing  in  his 
oflee  the  itoleB  so  presented,  be  sabjeot  to  the  ihmiB  penalties,  and 
be  proeeeded  tttahiet  in  the  aeme  manner,  as  U  now  provided  by 
Uw  for  cases  where  the  c  irculating  notes  of  any  bank  or  banking 
association  nre  protested  for  non-payment,  unless  the  Comptroller 
shall  be  satisfied  that  there  ie  a  good  and  legal  defense  against  the 
payment  of  such  notes, 

Skction  12.    P^very  bank  and  banking  a.^sociation  shall  redeem 
its  circulating  notes  as  now  provided  by  law,  but  in  case  of  ne- 
glect or  refusal  to  redeem  its  notes  on  presentation  at  its  counter;, 
aMtlf  protest  therefor,  snch  bank  or  banking  assoeiation,  if  not 
located  within  the  city  of  Milwaukee  or  the  city  of  Madison,  sludl* 
not  be  liable  to  the  holder  of  snch  notes  for  damages  :  Provided^, 
it  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  rcceivinj^  notice  from  the  Comp- 
troller to  pay  the  same,  redeem  said  notes  in  the  lawful  money  of 
the  United  States,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  tirtccn  per  cent, 
per  annum  ;  PrjciJcd,  that  the  officer  or  officers  of  such  bank  or 
banking  association  so  neglecting  or  refusing  to  redeem  its  notes 
on  demand,  may  endorse  upon  the  bills  or  package  of  bills  so  pre- 
sented, an  acknowledgment  of  such  'presentation  and  relheal,  and 
j^aiving  protest  iipt  ri  the  same;  and  such  endorsement  shall  be 
neld  lis  evidence  of  the  statement  therein  made. 

Section  V-)  Xo  bank  or  bancinir  association  shall  hereafter 
receive  upon  the  deposit  of  bonds,  circulating  notes  to  an  anmnnt 
exceeding  three  times  its  hona  f\(h'  cash  capital  actually  paid  in, 
and  the  Bank  Comptroller  is  herebv  authorized  and  required  to 
aaeertain  what  the  actual  cash  eapital  of  any  bank  or  banking  ae- 
sociation  a[>plying  for  circulation,  except  in  exchange  for  mutula- 
ted  bills,  may  be,  and  for  this  purpose  he  is  authorized  to  examine 
any  peraon  on  oat^,  and  to  compel  answers  under  oath,  Drom  any 
officer  or  stockholder  of  any  bank  or  banking  association  so  apply- 
ing, or  any  other  person. 

JSkction  14.  No  bank  or  banking  association  shall  hereafter 
be  organized  in  this  State,  nor  shall  any  more  circulating  notes  be 
issued  to  any  bank  or  banking  association  in  this  State,  unless 
aaid  bank  or  banking  association  shall  have  a  hona  fide  cash  capital 
of  at  Ie%st  fifteen  tnoosand  dollars  actually  paid  in,  which  shall 
remain  in  such  bank  or  banking  association  as  capital,  and  em- 
ployed in  legitimate  banking  at  the  place  where  the  bank  is  loca- 
ted ;  and  it  is  hereby  doolarod  that  the  bonds  deposited  with  the 
Bank  Comptrollpr  shall  not  be  considered  as  any  evidence  of  the 
existence  of  capital  in  any  such  bank  or  banking  association,  nor 
^  of  the  amount  and  extent  of  such  capital ;  and  it  is  hereby  made 
*  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller,  before  nsuin^  any  more  circulating 
BOteii  to  any  such  bank  or  banking  association  now  organized,  or

Ute,  or  to  pay  out  as  money,  any  hill,  note  or  other  evidence  of 
debt,  issued  or  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  any  bank,  bunking 
association,  company,  corporation  or  individual  located  or  rebiding 
out  of  tlii^  State,  unless  said  bill  or  note,  or  evidences  of  debt 
shall,  fur  the  lust  six  mouths  preceding  such  circulating  or  paying 
oat,  have  been  redeemable  in  the  city  of  New  York  or  Boston,  in 
enrrent  money  of  the  United  States,  at  a  rate  of  disoennt  not  ez> 
oeeding  three  fonfths  of  one  per  cent. ;  and  the  decision  of  the 
Sank  Comptroller  as  to  the  rate  of  saoh  discount  shall  be  final  and 
•eoBclusive.    Every  bank  or  bankiug  association,  banker  or  bro- 
ker, corporation  or  company,  offending  against  the  provisions  of 
thiB  section  shall  forfeit  for  each  and  every  offense  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  in  the  name  • 
and  for  the  use  of  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same  and  pros 
eeste  such  suit  to  judgment  in  any  court  having  cognisanoe  thereof. 

81OTIOK  16.  Each  and  every  person  owning  or  holding  stock 
in  anv  hank  or  banking  association,  who  shall  sell,  transfer  or  as- 
i^ga  bis  stock  or  any  portion  thereof,  in  any  such  bank  or  banking 
association,  shall  be  held,  and  remain  for  the  term  of  six  months 
from  and  after  such  sale,  transfer  or  assignment,  as  aforesaid,  per-

Section  19.  At  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
next  succcdiug  the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  1861, 
at  all  the  usual  places  of  holding  elections  in  this  State,  for  the 
dbotion  of  all  officers  required  by  law  then  to  beeleeted,  Ijie  ques-

By  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  but  five  towns  have  failed  to 
iDJiko' reports,  only  §  of  1  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number. 
' '  School  Districts. — The  number  of  districts  reported  last  3  oar 
was  3,399  and  1,827  parts  of  li  tricts,  making  a  fufal  (reckoniijir 
2^-  part<  n«  crtnal  to  ono  vIidIc  district)  of  4,211.    There  are  re- 
ported tills  year  3,7(V2  whole  ^li^-tricfs  and  1,702  jKirts.  of  districts 
— an  increase  ol' 303  ^vholo  di-^tricts  and  :i  dccrca^>c  of  35  parts  of 
districts,  making  the  whole  uumber  this  year  4,558 — an  absolute 
increase  over  last  year  of  347  districts.    The  increase  in  popula- 
tkht  woiddliecessarilj  iuTolve  an  increase  of  districtft;  Imt  this 
<ifiti&ot  be  made  to  account  for  the  whole  increase  as  reported^ 
since  the  former  is  but  6^  per  cent.,  while  the  latter  is  a  trifle  over 
8  per  cent.    Tf  is  much  to  be  regretted  tliat  districts  should  in- 
crease more  rapidly  than  population.  >int'C  every  division  cripples 
the  district  both      t-)  numbers  and  wealth.    To  this  general  a.«- 
scrtion  there  may  l.'c  execptinus.    There  art  .-^  aool  districts iu  the 
StatiBf^'iif''^0ae6eedinglj  ill  proportions,  extendioe  In  somfB  oases 
fbr  scoro^  of  miles  in  one  directidnii,  r-^ith  hard^  width  enough 
to  hold  them  together.      The    territory  comprised    in  such 
districts  is  mostly  unoccupied  as  yet.    Some  provision  should  be 
made  limiting  the  extent  of  school  districts,  in  justice  to  owners 
of  unoccupied  territory.      Tt  may  be  urged  that  the  effect  of 
schools  sustained  by  taxes  upon  unoccupied  lands  enhances  the 
Talue  of  that  laud.    This  plea  is  good,  but  such  influences  can 
bardly  vMl  tilie  HmitB  of  some  districts  that  might  he  named. 
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While  this  is  ed  eztaceoie  thftt  ihonld  be  at^dulamly  pf  oWtl,  Ihe 

greater  daogcr  lies  in  the  opposite  Extreme.    Local  prejudioes, 

neighborhood  jealousies  ainl  personal  animosities  tend,  in  many 
instances,  to  increase  the  expense  of  schools,  while  they  at  the 
name  lime  diniinish  their  efliciuncv.  It  is  a  lamentablo  fact  that 
innocent  children  are  thub  made  to  suffer  from  quarrels  in  vrhich 
they  can  hsve,  and  should  have,  no  interest.  The  most  fM^l 
cause  of  division  ol  distriets,  already  small  enongh  (and  generally 
those  smallest  arc  the  most  easily  affected)  may  be  found  in  troubles 
g^owin^'  out  of  the  location  of  school  Iioitfo  sites.  An  increase  of 
districts  is  more  immediately  connected  with  the  building  of  new 
school  liouscs  and  attendant  changes  of  site,  than  upon  the  actual 
necessities  of  the  people:  districts  arc  not  always  uniforndy  settled, 
and  when  the  question  of  site  is  left  to  the  votes  of  a  major- 
i^,  the  minority  will  be  subjected  to  greater  or  1^  in^.ny^iu^iioe. 
No  legislation  can  remedy  this  evil.  Tt  must  be  left  to..the  (^]^r 
judgment  of  educated  men — of  men  who  have  at  heart  other  than 
pecuniary  interests,  who  realize  that  their  own  interest  m:iy  be  best 
subserved  by  consulting  to  some  extent  the  interests  of  their  neigh- 
bors, f'elfishness  ever  turns  her  eyes  inward  and  sees  no  good 
except  in  that  which  ministerb  to  present  wants.  True  Benevo- 
lence looks  outward  and  finds  gratification  in  the  enjoyment  others 
derive  from  the  benefits  conferred  by  herself.  When  ^elfishneas 
shall  have  yieldedto  Benevolence,  many  evils,  bdsido  the  oqe  voi- 
der consideration,  will  be  cured. 

Joint  Dish'icts.  which  liave  1)ccn  in  (lie  ]<[\;'t  a  fruitful  source  of 
difficulty,  arc  gradually  diminishing  in  number.  We  have  but 
796  this  year,  against  812  last  year.  Peculiar  features  of  the 
country  may  in  some  oases  demand  the  formation  or  oontinuaaee 
of  joint  districts^  but  the  demand  for  such  formation  must  be  pres- 
sing to  overcome  the  hindcrances  in  the  way  of  their  success,  by 
reason  of  diverse  local  interests,  uneriual  assessments  and  local 
jealousies  of  different  tov.n^.  Even  with  tlie  greatest  paius-ta 
king,  the  reports  from  joint  districts  ari*  dftcn  erroneous,  and  ci- 
ther the  district  itself,  or  its  neighbors  must  suffer  from  unjuat 
apportionments. 

Upon  an  average  wc  have  one  district  for  every  66  scholan 

drawing  school  money.  Milwaukee  County  gives  an  average  of 
263  to  each  district,  or  exclusive  of  the  city,  which  comprises  but 
one  district,  an  average  of  about  05  to  each  district.  Jefferson 
county  averages  lOO.  Ashland  98.  Ozaukee  and  Washington  90, 
while  Clark  and  ^hawauaw  average  about  18  each.  By  examina- 
tion of  the  reports,  I  find  that  in  a  majority  of  cases,  the  counties 
having  the  largest  number  of  children  to  the  district,  have  increas- 
ed the  average  length  of  sohool  since  the  year  I860,  ai^d  those 
.having  the  least  number  t  o  the  district,  show  the  reverse.  This 
^Ifesnlt  would  be  anticipated  by  any  tliinking  mind.  Within  reas-

»•     The  number  of  districts  failing  to  report  is  larper  than  last 

'  yeat  by  more  than  fifty  per  cent.  This  shows  culpable  neglect 
on  the  part  of  school  district  clerks.  It  may  be  accounted  for  in 
part  by  the  fact,  that  many  who  have  held  the  office  of  district 

^  clerk  have,  during  the  summer,  and  at  or  near  the  proper  time  for 

'  making^  the  annual  reports,  entered  the  service  of  their  country 
and.  in  the  excitement  naturally  attendant  upon  such  action,  have 
forgotten  or  neglected  their  duty.  Under  these  circumstances  it 
should  perhaps  rather  be  wondered  at  that  so  few  have  failed  to 
discharge  their  duty  as  district  clerks,  the  whole  number  being 
but  177.  an  average  of  about  3  to  each  county  in  the  State.  The 
counties  in  which  no  such  failures  occur  are  Ashland,  Crawford, 
Douglas,  Green  Lake,  Kenosha,  La  Pointe,  Racine,  and  Rock. 
Some  other  counties  fail  only  in  parts  of  joint  districts.  These 
are  Brown,  Columbia,  Dodge,  Eau  Claire,  Jefferson,  Marciuette, 
Milwaukee,  Ozaukee,  Sauk,  Walworth,  and  Washington.  While 
we  may  not  with  reason  expect  that  every  organized  district  shall 
be  reported  in  any  one  year,  the  number  failing  to  do  so  should  be 
much  diminijshed.  and  to  this  subject  T  would  invite  the  careful 
attention  of  local  school  officers. 

School  GliUdrcn. — The  numl>cf  of  children  between  4  and  20 

'years  of  age  is  reported  at  200,133.  an  increase  since  1860  of  10,- 
149,  or  a  little  more  than  3]r  per  cent.  The  division  into  sexes  i.s 
"not  absolutely  correct,  since,  in  two  or  three  instances  the  reports 
have  given  only  the  aggregates.  Assuming,  however,  that  the 
sexes  in  the  towns  not  classified  as  to  sex,  bear  the  same  relative 
proportion  as  in  the  towns  that  report  the  sexes  separately — we 

,  nave  153,530  male«^  to  145,603  females — an  excess  of  males  over 
ifeniales,  of  7,027.    This  excess  is  S,265  less  than  for  1860.  The 

'increase  of  male  children  since  1800  is  3,442.  The  increase  of 
female  children  for  the  same  time  is  6,707.    This  would  indicate 

Hhat  in  the  later  years  of  school  age  the  males  largely  preponder- 
at«f  ^hile  in  the  earlier  years  females  are  in  larger  number.  By 
an  examination  of  the  school  census  of  different  States,  it  will  be 

'foxind  that  in  those  more  recently  settled  there  is  quite  a  large  ex- 
cess of  males.  This  excess  decreases  as  the  State  grows  older. 
There  are  but  six  counties  in  this  State  that  show  any  excess  of 
females  over  males  in  the  school  census.  These  counties  are,  with 
one  exception,  located  upon  the  lake  or  the  Mississippi.  The  ex- 
ception is  of  a  county  located  upon  one  of  the  navigable  tributa- 
ries of  the  Mississippi,  and  is  easily  accessible.  The  central  and 
agricultural  counties  show  the  largest  preponderance  of  males. 
In  the  counties  of  Brown,  Dodge,  Door,  Douglas,  Kenosha,  La- 
fayette, La  Pointe,  Milwaukee,  Pepin,  Racine  and  AValworth, 
there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  report- 
ed. In  all  other  counties  an  increase,  greater  or  less,  is  shown. 
Shawanaw  increases  62  per  cent.,  Marathon  55  per  cent.,  Ashland 
54  per  cent.,  Calumet  23  per  cent.,  Buffalo 20  percent,  and  others 
ranee  from  1-10  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent.   
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Sclwol  Attendance.— 0{  4h«  299,133  ohildren  oniiUed  to  school 
priyileges,  but  aro  registered  as   attending  the  public 

Bchools  any  part  of  the  time.  Tliirty-five  per  ceofc.  o£  ihA  wkole 
auiubor  have  not  entered  tlie  fauliuol  r^*  an  at  all.

For  the  .<akc  oi  relative  accuracy  1  have  ciiiculatcd  the  above 
peroeutagcs  upoo  the  reports  ]iij»de*iifler  the  dose  of  the  schools.  It 
would  be  more  nearly  correct  to  oase  the  oelculatioD  upon  the  eT- 
em^  of  the  report  immediatelj  preceding  tbc  commencement  of 
schools,  and  the  one  immrdiately  snnnficding  their  clo  c.  f^iich  an 
averac^c  would  irive  uh  ^^LDHSj  of  which  number  I91/J(i  t  would 
be  a  iiitlo  luore  than  tiU  per  cent.  A  fraction  over  onc-llurd  of 
all  our  Mjhoui  children  are  thus  pliown  to  be  destitute  of  all  public 
school  iustruction.  Aasamin«r  that  the  8,U0U  estimated  as  attend- 
ing prirate  schools  are  all  betweeB  4  and  20  yean  of  age,  and 
that  none  of  them  have  at  an  j  time  dnring  the  year  been  enrolled 
as  pupils  of  public  schools,  (which  nssnmption  mast  to  a  i^rcatcr 
or  los,<  degree  rxccod  the  facts  in  the  case,  j  wo  have  in  all  sL-booU*, 
both  public  and  private.  nn]j  2  )2,lJt>4  children,  or  nearly  G7  per 
cent.;  leaving  an  almo.-^t  iiuicili  bio  amount  of  abscnteci^>m.  To  be 
sure  this  i:i  not  greater  tiiua  in  p.i-t  years,  nor  in  tUiii  do  we  com- 
pare very  unfavorably  with  a  majurity  of  our  sister  States,  from 
Ihe  lost  reports  of  scTcral  Stotes»  I  derive  the  following  faots.as  to 
attendance  upon  public  schools :

In  the  calculation  made  above  I 'bate  seleote4  auch  States  as 
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come  uearest  our  own  in  number  of  years  ol*  school  age.  Wiscon- 
sin is  very  nearly  up  to  the  average  of  these  States.  Upon  the 
old  adage^  that  misery  loves  company,"'  this  may  furnish  us  lyith 
some  cold  comfort.  But  looking  ut  the  matter  in  the  light  of  en- 
lightened patriotism,  have  we  not  rather  occasion  for  sorrow,  that 
80  large  a  proportion  of  our  children  are  growing  up  without 
school  privileges.  Could  we  feel  assured  that^ull,  or  even  a  large 
proportion  of  these  absentees  were  pupils  in  the  school  of  the  me- 
chanic, the  manufacturer,  or  the  merchant,  we  might  have  less  oc- 
casion for  fear.  Absentees  are  not  employed  in  any  useful  call- 
ing. Apprentices  ore  generally  sought  from  those  who  are  school 
attendants,  ond  the  largo  majority  of  apprentices  are  allowed 
school  priviletros  for  a  part  of  the  year.  ISIaking  all  duo  allow- 
ance for  tho.sc  lictained  from  school  by  physical  disability,  either 
of  themselves  or  parents,  and  by  necessities  growing  out  of  ex- 
treme poverty,  or  some  sudden  misfortune,  and  those  very  few, 
who  by  the  nature  of  their  apprenticeship  are  in  possession  of  ad- 
vantages [equal  to  those  aitorded  by  the  schools,  wo  are  con- 
strained to  believe  that  more  than  one-fourth  of  our  children  of 
proper  age,  are  receiving  no  instruction,  except  that  furnished  by 
the  school  of  the  street,  a  school  in  which  every  lesson  is  at  war 
with  the  vital  interests  of  our  people,  in  which  pupils  make  rapid 
progress  in  disobedience  to  parents,  prevarication,  falsehood,  ob- 
scenity, profanity,  lewdness,  intemperance,  petty  thieving,  larceny, 
burglary,  robbery,  and  murder,  whose  graduates  become  a 
prey  upon  the  citizen  and  a  constnnt  tax  upon  his  pocket.  The 
mere  failure  on  the  part  of  these  absentees  to  secure  book  knowl- 
edge is  not  so  serious  an  evil,  (though  bad  enough)  a.^  the  corrupt- 
ing habits  which  the  apt  pupil  forms  all  the  more  readily  because 
of  mental  inactivity  and  imbecility.  Should  one-fourth  of  our 
State,  by  legislative  enactment,  be  deprived  of  all  school  privileges, 
a  perfect  storm  of  indignation  would  be  aroused  throughout  the 
three-fourths  that  might  be  the  better  accommodated  by  this  de- 
privation. All  would  cry  out  against  the  establishment  of  such 
a  school  of  barbarism  within  the  limits  ot  the  State.  Every  ef- 
fort would  be  put  furth  to  secure  the  repeal  of  such  an  odious 
act.  Is  there  any  less  occasion  for  effort  when  popular  apathy  has 
produced  as  great  a  result  as  the  most  carefully  executed  law  of 
the  character  named  above  could  produce  under  circumstanoes  the 
most  favorable  to  its  administration  ?  Is  there  really  any  less 
danger,  when  the  fourth  of  our  population  tending  rapidly  to  bar- 
barism are  uniformly  scattered  throughout  our  State,  instead  of 
being  confined  to  one  particular  part  of  it  ?  Will  the  leaven  of 
vice  and  profligacy  work  any  less  effectually  when  diffused  through- 
out the  mass,  than  when  occupying  its  own  space  in  a  corner  by 
itself?  Nay — is  not  greater  effort  demanded,  and  is  not  the  dan- 
ger more  imminent,  to-day  than  it  would  be  were  the  legislative 
enactment  suggested  actually  in  force?  Let  thinking  men  answer 
these  questions  for  themselves.  ^

an  errand  tramped  up  as  ao  excuse  for  abeaoce;  maay  are  minW' 
mring  to  reader  earnestly  jproffered  assistance  to  too  iaJnkprnt  pa* 
rents,  who  accept  offers  of  help  whvn  It  is  nut  needed,  rather  than 
eros^s  the  wi^^he8  of  their  ehildreu  ;  many  arc  roamin[r  the  streets 
in  Bcarch  oi  enjoyment  not  found  in  tludr  books;  while  .-^oiue  are 
skulking  about,  shunning  both  parents  and  teacher,  while  they 
play  tnumt.    To  all  these  forms  of  excuse  the  shildrea  anagieed, 
and  delight  in  them  often.   Bat  the  whole  tnith  is  not  yet  toid. 
Many,  who  wonld  l^IlkiIj  be  in  their  pJaoee,  arc  absent  because 
of  their  parents*  inditierenc  '   •  carelessness.    Avarice  lias  had  its 
influent  e  too  in  dnprivinc:  the  sl  IiooI  room  of  happy  foces,  and  will- 
ing minds,  and  ii»yon3  lieart«,    The  little  earnings  of  tlie  child  on 
the  ono  hand,  and  on  the  othtr  the  e-lighi  saving  in  Looks  and 
necessary  clothing,  to  make  the  child  comiortable  at  school,  haYe, 
through  the  father's  pocket,  made  a  more  fbroible  appeal,  than 
the  earnest  look  and  beseeching  tone  of  the  Uttle  ohild  thirsting 
for  knowledge,  combined  with  the  father's  conviction  of  diiVf  in 
regnrd  to  the  mental  i^nd  mornl  enltivation  of  bis  offspring,  many 
a  child  hn;^  been  saeriliced  morally,  mentally  and  phypically,  to 
the  peeuniaiy  interest  of  the  parent.    Society  has  a  claim  upon 
the  child  as  well  as  the  parent.    The  State  has  undertaken  to  ed- 
noatc  the  child.   The  applianoes  are  all  pfDvided.   They  must  bo 
i  kept  in  constant  operation,  whether  there  is  material  to  be  ope- 
rated on  or  not.    A  very  large  portion  of  the  means  neoesiary  to 
rnrry  forward  this  work  of  education  is  wasted  by  reason  of  irrega- 
iar  t^upply  of  materiab    The  State  should  secure  a  mure  efficient 
use  of  hor  means,  and  il'  nocos.'^ary.  iruard  herself  nc;ain.*t  the  in- 
roads that  avarice  or  carelessneshj  will  make  upon  her  prosperity. 
Just  what  course  should  be  pursued,  I  can  not  now  point  eiot.

Length  of  Schools. — Under  the  pocuHar  exoitonents  attendant 
upon  our  national  difHcultic.  nnd  peennijiry  embarrassments,  both 
pref^ent  and  prospective,  I  had  anticipated  a  great  decrease  in 
length  of  schools  taught,  for  a  majority  of  our  people  have  not  yet 
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learned  that  our  school  interests  should  be  the  last  to  suffer  from 
any  financial  deraugement.  The  decrease  has  not  been  as  great  as 
might  have  been  reasonably  expected.    In  this  fact  I  find  much 

^encoaragement.  Six  months  is  the  average  length  of  school  for 
the  State,  against  6  2-11  months  last  year,  a  decrease  of  only  3 
per  cent.  In  making  out  the  average,  the  counties  of  Eau  Claire, 
Jaoksoa,  Outagamie,  and  Pierce  have  been  omitted,  since  the  man- 
ifest errors  in  the  town  reports  could  not  be  eorreoted  here,  and 
we  had  not  time  to  return  the  reports  for  correction.  There  arc 
but  two  counties  in  the  State  that  fall  below  an  average  of  four 
months'  school.  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  counties  doing 
the  most,  in  proportion  to  their  population,  for  the  defence  of  the 
L  nion,  have  almo.st  uniformly  iuereaseU  the  average  length  of 
their  schools,  demonstrating  that  intelligence  and  real  patriotism 

■>,iu:e  mutually  commensurable.  Every  lover  of  his  country  should 
bear  this  lesson  in  mind,  and  act  accordingly. 

^  Number  of  Teachers. — The  exact  number  of  teachers  cannot  be 
ascertained  from  the  reportti.  From  data  furuished,  and  by  sev- 
eral different  processes  we  are  able  to  arrive  at  the  approximate 
uumber.  It  is  estimated  at  0,000  j  3,600  females,  and  2,400 
males.  During  the  ensuing  year,  the  relative  proportion  will  be 
somewhat  changed.  Many  male  teachers  have  enlisted  in  the  vol- 
unteer service,  and  in  a  large  part,  the  vacancies  will  be  supplied 
by  the  employment  of  females.  In  place  of  many  active  teachers 
of  large  experience  and  great  success,  in  our  midst,  we  have  new 
comers  of  great  promise,  and  more  than  average  success  thus  far. 
We  shall  hope  that  while  the  teachers  of  our  State  are  largely 
represented  in  the  conflict  with  traitors,  those  who  till  their  places 
here,  will  not  be  less  courageous  or  less  successful  in  the  contest  we 
arc  waging  with  ignorance,  the  principal  ally  of  treason,  and  with 
an  undue  love  of  power,  the  mother  of  traitors.

two  or  three  counUM  tbeie  must  have  been  errors  in  esti- 
mating tcaehcrs'  yfH<fe».  For  example,  for  one  town  in  Adams 
county,  the  averaL'o  is  L'iven  at  82  which  is  manifestly 
wrong,  but  can  not  be  corroeted  at  this  olfice.  Could  the<»<*  errors 
be  corrected,  the  decrease  iu  wui;es  would  not  be  as  great  asi  ii  ap- 
•  peara  from  the  aboTe  allowing.  Compared  with  other  pnrsaitB, 
there  is  really  lose  diffiMenoe  than  ooald  hare  boon  aatioipaled. 
In  many  localities  teachers  have  Tolnntarily  snrrenderod  part  of 
their  Hularies,  and  a  willingness  to  share  thn  .sacrifices  neOeesairy 
to  mfiintain  the  school,  has,  to  a  commeiidable  deg;rce,  been  mani- 
i'cdted  un  the  teacher's  part.  In  male  teachers*  wul'cs.  Kenosha 
county  Rhaws  the  highest  averaeo.  (I.?,  find  Kewaunee  (oiinty 
the  lowest,  §12  11.  In  tlic  wa;jc.^  i^iaid  iemale  teacherb.  La  Poiuto 
county  showB  the  highest  average  932  38,  and  Komranoe  Hio  low- 
est average,  $9,07.  The  ratio  of  female  teachers'  wages  to  those 
of  male  teachers,  is  63  per  cent.,  the  same  as  last  year.  Ono 
county,  Adams,  report5»  a  hitrher  average  of  female  teachers*  wages 
than  of  male  tcapherf:'  wn.'C-,  }nif.  n«  biTited  above,  there  niu«it  be 
an  error  in  tlic  estimate  made.  The  newer  counties  show  n^^arly 
the  same  average  iu  wages  of  males  and  females.  The  county 
in  which  the  greatest  disc  repancy  appears,  is  Walworth,  the  ratio 
there  beio^  49  per  cent.  KenoHha  comes  next,  with  a  little  leas 
than  50  percent.

I  have  taken  oar  own  report  for  1860  beoanse  I  could  not  ooia- 
pare  with  any  other  States  for  ISGl,  not  haTing  received  any  re. 
ports  from  other  States  since  those  for  18G0.  To  arrive  at  a  just 
comparison,  wc  must  calculate  not  only  the  average  wages  paid 
per  month,  but  the  number  of  iiionib^j  toaehcr-  me  employed. 
Steady  employment  will  ]>e  more  productive  to  tiie  teacher  eveu 
though  he  have  Icm  mouthly  wage»,  lhau  broken  or  irregular  em- 
ployment. In  this  view,  the  State  of  Wisoonain  does  better  than 
die  above  table  would  at  first  indioate.'  For  tnstaiiee}  Iowa  pays 
a  larger  monthly  salary,  hut  employs  her  teachers  hut  little  more 
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than  half  as  lonp:.    rennsjlvania,  with  about  the  same  wages,  cm- 
ploys  her  teacherd  but  a  little  more  than  5-ti  as  much  time  as  ; 
WisoonriiL  Obink^  tlibongk  a  larger  and  flnidi  matMn  State, 
BhowB  the  fame  eTemge  iMgth  ef  sBkool  witii  greeler  wagea.  All  ^ 

UiiogB  conddered,  our  t^ohen  a>e«  witkont  doubt,  as  well  paklaa  '> 
tiioaeof  aay  other  StRte.   lb  man^  plaees  (and  I  am  happy  to  i 

learn  the  number  is  rapidly  increasinir.^  the  teachers  arc  promptly 
paid.  To  all  departments  of  human  industry,  that  of  teachinpr 
forms  no  exception  in  the  fact  that  Nvaires  paid  are  not  always 
proportioned  to  services  rendered.  In  tliis  respect  there  shoukl  • 
WlA  narked  ehange.  With  fiur  too  many  ihci  nhne  of  teaoker  ia ' 
of  more  eeoseqvenoe  than  die  reality.  A  certifieate  of  qiudiflft^i. 
tion  in  the  pocket  is  made  to  take  the  place  of  real  qualificalioiia 
in  the  head.  Observation  has  taught  me  that  right  opiniona  are^ 
beginning  to  prevail,  and  we  may  hope  for  crood  results  as  tioM 
progresses,  tio  lonir.  however,  a.s  men  arc  careless  in  the  employ- 
ment of  teachers,  will  incompetent  and  unworthy  applicant.s  tind 
places  where  they  can  push  aside  the  more  deserving,  deceive  the 
people,  tidite  money  tlunr  kare  noTcr  earned,  and  tken  roam  in 
seerokof  otiier  prey.  Neraieaohool  oftcera  always  to  hiame- in 
ihia  liatter.  They  are  but  agenta  of  the  people,  and  are  very  of- 
ten compelled  by  re.strictioua  imposed  at  an  annual  or  special  dis- 
trict mcetinir,  to  act  against  their  own  better  judirmcnt.  A  major- 
ity may  be  found  who,  having  never  thought  intclliL'cntly  upon 
the  matter,  will  limit  the  wages  to  be  paid  so  as  absolutely  to  pre- 
clude the  possibility  of  securing  a  competent  teacher,  and  then 
will  find  Imk  with  the  offieen  for  giving  them  no  hotter  retom 
ibr  their  money. 

In  this  connection  I  wonld  refer  to  the  matter  of  tchool  taxm. 
It  will  be  seen  by  the  summary  that  the  whole  amount  of  taxej^ 
raised  is  8723,120  25,  of  which  SaSl,  422  1)8  was  voted  directly 
by  the  people  at  their  district  meetings.  This  large  fund  has  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  u  committee  of  three  from  each  school  dis- 
trict in  the  State.  In  many  instanoes  these  eommittees  kare 
been  left  witkoni  any  instraetion  aa  to  disposition  ,  of  funds,  and 
have  never  been  called  to  f^TO  an  account  of  tkeir  matoagemeot  of 
them.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  carelessness  wbick 
wonld  allow  tlio  expenditure  of  public  funds  by  district  officers, 
without  deniainliiii;  lull  and  explicit  statements  of  such  expendi- 
tures at  frequent  intervals,  wouM  :il  <>  prevail  in  the  selection  of 
these  officers,  and.  thus  the  danger  be  incurred  of  entrusting  these 
iNK^^i^portant  intereata  to  anl'  or  iiieompeteni  men.  On  tke 
iftkwffcwiil;  an  nnwillingaesa  to  leave  anytking  io  tke  judgment  of 
the  officer,  and  tke  karrassing  of  kim  by  minute  instructions  upon 
idi' jpolMI^  (of  many  of  which  he  may  be  by  far  a  betler  judge  than 
tnc  majority  instructing)  will  deter  those  best  qualiticd  from  as- 
suming the  offices,  and  thus  leave  them  to  incompetent  men. 
Sometimes  carelessness  in  the  election  of  officers  leads  to  the 
unpleasant  necessity  of  watching  them   ever  afterwards.  A 
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wiser  espeoditofe  of  rablic  fvnda  would  h%  made,  if  ikk  p9o-  ^ 
pie  ToUDg  time  ftmis  wonU  saleet  reBponiiUa  mea  to  flMiiag«  « 
thtnii  tbrmrHteTeBponsibility  of  their  aiMiag«a«Bi  eatiralj  upon 
Iftebr  officers,  Aod  then  require  of  them  a  strict  soooiiiit  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  exconto'l  their  trust.    Saving:  n  few  dollars 
in  ttjftchers'  wages  may  involve  a  loss  of  all  that  is  paid  the  person 
who  at  the  priee  voted,  pretends  to  teaoh.    False  er*otJomy  often 
prides  itself  upon  a  succe-isfui  olosiug  up  ol  all  holoH  in  the  l>at? 
tiroagli  wbica  peMMB  may  slip)  while  the  ea^eraM  with^wklin 
tbese  places  are  wa4aiiad,allow88kUHBgiito  alipoutatotot  {Nrf^ts 
tmofoserved.   In  all  things,  it  is  as  poor  -  ebtfaom j  to  bef  nlggcr^^f  • ' 
as  to  be  profli^te.    A  district  votes  a  tax  for  the  support  of  a 
school-    The  clerk  is  limited  in  the  wages  he  I-  sdlowed  to  pay. 
He  ii»  well  aware  that  for  the  wages  allowed  lie  can  not  secure  a 
competent  teacher.         Jiinonir  the  inennipetent,  there  can  be  but 
little  difference,  h^  will  uut  waste  his  time  in  nearch,  and  takes  the 
jSMTperaofn  offering  to  teaeh  for  the  wages  allowed.  ne'aidlfMA'' 
ia  a'failvrey  and  the  olerk  ia  blamed.   He  turns  to  tbe  veeoidif  md  • 
reads  to  the  complainants:    "Voted  to  have  5  months'  wliilaf 
sebool.    Voted  to  limit  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  teacher's  wage» 
and  bonr  ]  to  8100  for  the  term  of  5  niarith*'.    Voted  ro  employ  a 
male  teacher  for  the  winter  gehool."    The  clerk  lias  followed  hh  in- 
structions to  the  letter.    Whose  fault  is  it  that  the  $100  voted  hoft 
been  worse  than  wasted  ?       It  is  hot  denied  that  large  sums  are 
tbrown  away  upon  incompetent  teaebers,  when  olerloB  bave  not 
been  restricted  in  their  action.  These  are  enrila  of  an  opposite 
chj^acter,  and  yet  to  both  the  same  reroedlee  may  be  applied.   So^  ' 
lect  men  of  inte^rrity,  place  responsibility  upon  them,  and  then 
hold  them  to  -trict  account.    While  trcatifi::  upon  this  matter  of 
taxation  in  euniiectioa  with  teachers'  wa'jcs,  I  would  present  other 
facts,  and  urge  u  more  personal  motive  fur  care  in  selection  of  men 
as  district  officers.    The  taxes  raised  last  year  for  teachers'  war ' 
gcs,  averaged  $1  70  per  scholar,   fiaeh  man  having  a  famfly  o^-' 
sekool  age,  is  therefore  pecuniarily  interested  tOr  the  amount  of* 
$1  70  for  each  scholar.    For  this  amount  he  is  personally  iMpen- 
pible,  eitlier  to  his  own  property,  or  to  the  property  of  another  who 
is  being  taxed  for  liis  benefit.    If  a  poor  man,  without  ♦■txablo 
property,  it  is  a  <luty  he  owes  others  to  ^ec  that  themearir^  he  take.-* 
from  them  for  his  own  bene^tahall  be  properly  and  judieioualy  ap- 
plied. '  If  |»08aesBsd  of  property,  it  is  a  duty  he  owes  himself  4iPMie' 
to  it  that  m1  he  pays  fbr  bis  own  ehildren  be  wisely  expended^^Mfr 
tbat  for  all  he  pays  for  ottiers'  benefit,  he  receives  an  equivalent 
in  greater  security  to  hie  own  property,  tbxe«gb-  their  meatal  and^ 
moral  improveTncnt.

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One  county,  Douglas,  fails  to  report  UiU  year.    15  ooanties 
«  :inlj  raise  a  leas  average  tax  than  for  the  preeeding  year.   It  wUl 
He  obserTod  that  the  more  denselj  populated  conntiee  raise  lew  • 
tax  per  schoiar  than  the  new  counties.    This  must  not  be  taken - 

as  any  evidence  of  greater  interest  in  the  less  thickly  f^ettled 
•owntii  F.  for  .such  an  infcrencf*  ^onM  be  very  unjust  ;  but  mcre- 
!y  -sliuw.s  the  greater  expense  necessarily  attendant  upon 
sparsely  settled  di&tricts,  and  can  only  be  used  as  an  argumoiiL  in 
favor  of  populous  distrlctB.  As  regards  conatiAa  of  equal  extent 
and  population,  or  eountiee  of  equal  population  to  the  square  niUe, 
the  table  may  be  taken  as  eyidence  of  relative  interest. 

SbawanaW  with  a  population  of  Te--^  than  1  to  each  square  mile 
uf  territory  raises  a  tax  of  §11  1'2  while  Grant,  of  about  equal 
extent,  witli  :i  population  of  over  .'iO  to  the  square  mile  keeps  as 
good  schonl-*  if  not  better,  with  a  tax  of  $1  45  per  seholar. 

Taxf"^  f^>i'  School  Houses  on fJ  School  If  nno  Si''>'  have  decreased 
durinLT  llio  jvi^t  year  from  8i:J'J,887  05  to  $123,35(1  a  decrease 
of  nearly  14  per  cent.  This  does  not  necessarily  imply  any  de- 
crease in  amount  of  hnildhig  done.  Materials  and  labor  hare 
probably  deorcased  at  a 'larger  rate  por  cent.,  so  that  with  less 
money  more  improTementsS  may  have  been  made.  By  referenoe 
to  the  remarks  under  the  head  of  School  Houses,  it  will  be  seen 
that  tliero  hnvc  been  aettmlly  built  ninee  the  report?  of  the  previous 
year  214  new  housc«  — 1 of  thi^  nuuiher  lu  cn  nctn.il  inrrca-c. 
This  is  more  than  4  per  cent  iiicrca.^e,  M^tmewhat  .rre.iter  than  the 
iucroasc  of  school  population,  and  of  course  so  far  an  cvidouee  of 
healthy  improvement.  What  was  said  under  the  head  of  Taxes 
raised  for  Teachers*  wages  with-  reference  to  du^  of  the  people^ 
may  be  applied  with  greater  force  here.  If  possible^  there  is  more 
.  culpable  carelessness  in  this  particular  than  in  any  and  all  others. 
The  pchool  house  is  a  mighty  educ;i{ion;il  npreney.  Its  site,  its 
surroundinrr«.  it''  infornal  arrantr*  nieuta  and  its  external  appear- 
ance have  much  to  do  with  inouldinL''  the  body,  the  mind  and  the 
heart  of  our  children.  Upon  this  point  1  dwelt  somewhat  at 
length  in  my  last  report,  and  would  simply  urge  a  fsw  considera- 
tions in  favor  of  more  enli^tenad  attention  to  this  matter.  1. 
Much  money  is  wasted  upou  mere  outside  show,  which  is  rery 
often  in  bad  taste.  2.  Poor  economy  cramps  the  size  of  the  build- 
ing to  the  very  smnllest  possible  dimensions  find  renders  expensive 
additions  or  new  building-:  necessary  before  the  school  house  has 
fully  served  its  day.  3.  By  an  entire  ignoring  of  all  that  pertains  , 
to  the  physical  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  child,  his  health  Is 
often  injured  and  greater  or  -  lose  pecuniary  loss  attends  physioal 
diBability.  4.  Carelessness  or  neglect  oii  'tfae  part  of  distriot  offi- 
oers  becomes  a  covert  for  dishonest  contractors.  5.  Ignorance  of 
the  proper  cost  of  f^ueh  buildings  has  often  led  to  expensive  out- 
lays upon  in^Vrior  structures.  (>.  Improper  arrangement  of  dc^ks 
tesding  to  th^  du$comfort  of  pnpils,  and  lack  of  a  trifling  expen-

increased  expenditure  for  repairs.        u^m. ',     n  .   nur.) 

The  valins  of  School  Hottses  as  reported  is  $1,302,732,  a  decrease 
of  $11,654  09  since  last  year.  VV'ero  all  towns  reported,  this 
would  be  of  Houie  value,  but  it  can  not  now  be  relied  upon  as  abso- 
lutely correct.  In  number  of  school  houses  there  has  been  an 
absolute  increaieo  of  ICG.  We  have  now  reported  172  stone  school 
houses,  an  increase  of  G  since  last  year ;  204  brick,  increase  27 ; 
3,  47S  frame,  increase  181 ;  1,357  log,  decrease  48.  By  this  it 
will  bo  seen  that  tbo  log  school  houses  ajo  quite  rapidly  giving 
place  to  better  structures,  though  it  must  be  admitted  that  some 
log  school  houses  arc  better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  people 
and  comfort  of  pupils  than  some  frame  houses  that  might  be  found. 
I  have  visited  some  frame  buildings  used  for  school  purposes,  that 
naight  well  give  place  to  a  very  common  log  structure.  Nor  arc 
brick  and  stone  always  so  arranged  as  to  be  more  attractive  than 
rough-hewn  lo^s  laid  up,  chinked  and  daubed.  The  material  is  of 
conscqnence  ;  but  its  consequence  may  be  seriously  diminished  by 
the  manner  of  its  use.  ,  A  properly  constructed  log  house  in  the 
center  of  a  large  lot  well  inclosed,  with  suitable  out-buildings  and 
well  whitewashed  externally  and  internally,  with  comfortable  desks, 
good  black-boards  and  outline  maps,  is  a  far  better  educational 
agency  than  a  more  costly  brick  or  stone  structure  standing  as  if 
upheaved  by  some  mighty  internal  convulsion  in  the  midst  of  ascj^ 
of  mud  or  out  of  some  barren  plain.  ...  .    V  i^r-Lif  » 

In  the  times  when  speculation  was  rife  and  corner  Ibis  sold  at 
fabulous  prices  it  was  nearly  impossible  to  find  a  schoolhousc  site 
containing  an  acre  or  more  of  groimd.  With  Ic.^s  prosperous  times 
in  land  transactions,  greater  liberality  prevails  and  wo  have  now 
980  sites,  or  nearly  25  per  cent,  of  all,  that  contain  an  acre  or  more. 
With  this  change  for  the  better  in  size  of  school  grounds,  haai 
come  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  matter  of  enclosure  of 
school  grounds,  1,174  sites  or  more  than  25  per  cent  of  all  being 
reported  as  inclosed — nearly  double  the  number  so  reported  last 
year.  Internal  improvements  have  kept  pace  with  external,  and 
we  have  now  but  874  school  houses  without  blackboards,  while 
577  have  been  supplied  with  outline  maps,  more  than  doubling  the 
number  heretofore  reported.  The  counties  making  the  best  show 
in  respect  to  size  of  sites  are  as  follows  :  the  figures  following 
counties  show  percentage  of  sites  over  an  acre  :  Boor  70,  Buffalo 
60,  Trempealeau  55,  Polk  50,  3Iarquctte  49,  La  Crosse  44,  Calu- 
met 41,  (jrecn  Lake  40,  Grant  39,  Kewaunee  39.  With  regard 
to  sites  uninclosed,  figures  show  percentage  of  inclosed  sites  :  Cal- 
umet S3,  Kewaunee  G3,  Milwaukee  5G,  Marquette  46,  Outagamie 
45,  Buffalo  42,  Door  and  Marathon  ^?i.ch  41,  Trempcleau  30,  Fond  . 

du  Lac  37.   

The  following  counties  have  each  more  than  $20,000  invested 
in  school-houses :  Rock,  $128,413  ;  Milwaukee,  $90,585  :  Dane, 
$83,018  ;  Dodge,  874,148  ;  Grant,  ?G0,488  ;  Waukesha,  ?5S,495  ; 
*  2ss  _ 
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Racine,  $56,712;  Winnebago,  848,511 ;  Fond  du  Lac.  $43,609; 
Columbia,  842,800;  Walworth,  $41,375 ;  Jefferson,  $34,348;  Ke- 
nosha, $33,574  ;  Sank,  $32,93G  ;  Iowa,  $81,132  ;  Green,  $i8,342  ; 
Sheboygan,  $24,669 ;  La  Fayette,  $24,577  ;  La  Crosse,  $23,602. 
All  others  have  less  than  $20,000  each,  till  we  reach  La  Pointc, 
which  owns  no  school-house.  Janesvillc  reports  the  highest  val- 
uation of  any  one  house,  $33,000.  Empire,  F ond  du  Lac  county, 
boasts  one  house  worth  3  cents.    (This  is  evidently  a  joke.) 

The  average  valuation  is  $309  50,  some  $15  50  less  than  last 
year.  This  would  not  indicate  depreciation  in  value  hut  in  apprai- 
sal, and  corresponds  with  the  general  depression  in  all  property. 

The  following  table  will  show  at  a  glance  the  average  value  of 
school  houses  in  each  county  to  each  inhabitant,  as  also  the 
average  outlay  to  each  inhabitant  for  the  past  year  :

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The  apportionment  of  each  year  i-  iiiadc  u})oii  Iho  n  poi  t  oi  the 
previous  year,  leaving  the  year  IS-iU  without  au  apportionment. 
Following  previous  u^agc,  1860  would  have  bHowii  an  apportioa- 
of  50  cents  per  aoholar,  and  1861  of  46  eonts,  making  the  desoent 
move  eosj  and  nnifomi.  By  special  act,  however,  an  extra  appor- 
tionment waa  made  in  Deoember  18G0,  which  was  united  with  the 
March  apportionment  for  reasons  fully  Pot  forth  in  my  last  report. 
This  makp«:  a  more  meagre  showing  for  l.Stil  tli;iii  would  other- 
wise have  appeared.  Without  au  increase  in  the  fund  the  appor- 
tionment will  naturaJly  decrease  with  the  increase  of  children. 
The  decrease  is  however  greater  than  this  cause  would  produce. 
It  is  to  be  attributed  to  large  forfeitures  of  school  Unds,  whieh 
dimiui:^h  the  Productive  Fund.  These  forfeitures  are  nearly  aa 
large  for  ISGl  as  for  18G0. 

The  forfi  iturcs  of  1860  woro  iiiiiinly  from  the  ncw-  r  portions  of 
the  St;iic  The  wame  is  not  true  the  present  year.  3I;iny  of  the 
oldest  eoiniiicH  in  the  State  arc  dofioient.  Tlie  eau.-o-  of  the  for- 
feitures are  high  local  taxation,  uud  the  dcraQgcuieut  iu  our  our- 
rencj,  consequent  upon  the  rebellion  and  the  dapreoiation  of  smiAb- 
ern  stocks,  wnich  had  been  made  so  largely  the  , basis  of  our  bank- 
ing system.  Probably  uncertainty  as  to  the  future  has  more  to  do 
with  the  matter  than  any  present  embarrassments,  heavy  aa 
they  nre. 

The  !':iet  st^lre^  u-^  in  the  face  that  the  fund^  from  the  State,  up- 
on wliii-h  iiiurli  reliunre  has  been  placod.  will  not.  Tor  a  few  years 
at  lea^i,  iiicreafto  very  rapidly.    The  deticiciicy  mu^^t  be  supplied 

hy  more  liberal  efforts  in  the  towns  and  loeal  distriota. 

F^om  tax  levies  already  reported  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that 
thopeople  appreciate  the  la  >ossity  laid  upon  them. 

Whenever  a  public  fund  becomes  so  largo  as  to  obviate  the  no* 

cessity  of  much  local  taxation,  tho  people  relTing  upon  it  make 
no  exertion  in  their  own  behalf  and  do  not  appreciate  the  gift. 
What  costs  nothing  is  lightly  esteemed.  I  crrn  therefore,  see  very 
little  cause  for  regret  in  the  diajinutiou  of  our  school  fund,  except 
in  so  far  as  State  pride  is  wounded  thereby.

leoM  in  lien  thereof,  graiAed  by  an  act  of  Oongreet  approyed 
Sept.  28,  1850,''(one  kklf  of  which  b  set  apart  as  a  Normal  school

The  aboTe  estimate  does  not  fnolnde  the  IfSlh  section  lands  in 
part  of  the  State  not  yet  settled,  nor  the  swamp  lands  not  yet  ready 

for  market,  nor  the  140.000  aores  of  hnd  claimed  from  the  Gen- 
eral (xoveruuient,  nor  the  five  per  cent  of  proceeds  of  sale  of  public 
lands  ju-tly  due.  but  as  yet  withlield.  nor  the  amount  of  fines  nnd 
penalties,  vliirh,  tor  thr  pa-t  6  years,  have  averaged  about  ?2.00U 
per  annum.  These  may  increase  the  fund,  but  to  what  extent  can 
not  now  be  estimated.  It  in  doubtful  whether  for  20  years  to 
oome  the  prodaotive  faoA  will,  under  the  most  fkrorahle  oiroKm* 
stances,  reach  the  snm  of  $3,000,000.  I  take  pleasure  in  referring 
yon  to  the  report  of  the  School  Land  Commiasioners  for  finable 
suggestions  witli  reference  to  the  school  fund. 

The  torfcifeures  for  I'^fU  are  very  larco.  nnd  it  is  hoped  that 
some  provision  may  be  made,  which  will  secure  the  speedy  re-sule 
of  these  lands.  Tii  many  eas^ef*  the  land<<  are  not  worth  the 
amount  due  the  kState,  including  iaterehtj  taxes  and  penalty.  Such, 
lands  must  therefore  reniidn.  unsold,  and  fail  to  be  produetiye,  un- 
less some  system  of  graduation  bo  adopted,  and  the  lands  be  offered 
in  limited  quantities  to  actual  settlers.  The  importance  of  some 
action  upon  this  point  will  suggest  itself  to  your  honorable  body. 

Forfeitures  must  cmitinue  large,  so  long  n*'  excessive  taxation 
continues.  Upon  examination  of  the  forfeito  l  lists,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  taxes  due  upon  lands,  amoujit  in  some  cases  to  30 
per  cent,  of  the  State  appruibul.  To  soeuie  this,  there  mubt  be 
unjust  appraisal  by  the  local  officers.  In  one  county  where  the 
equalized  yaluation  is  leas  than  $3  per  acre,  the  taxes  due  for  1861, 
average  nearly  88  upon  a  tract  of  40  acres,  or  $8  upon  less  than 
$120.  admitting  the  wild  lands  to  be  of  average  appraisal.  "Well 
cultivated  lanrls  in  the  best  part  of  our  State  are  not  «ubjcct  to  60 
high  an  appraisal,  as  much  of  the  wild  land  in  some  counties. 

TOWNSHIP  LIBBABT  VCKD. 

I  regret  that  no  provision  has,  as  yet,  been  made  for  the  distri- 
bution of  this  fhnd.  I  deem  the  -  principle  a  good  one,  and  one 
well -calculated  to  advance  the  educational  interests  of  the  State. 
Owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  Into  which  we  have  been 
forced  by  the  southern  rebellion,  and  the  consequent  demands 
upon  our  State  for  means  te  prosecute  tho  war,  I  deem  it  my 
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tluty  to  advise  the  Buspcnsioo  of  the  operation  ot  the  l;i\v,  creating 
this  fund,  for  a  term  of  3  or  5  yearf.  I  would  also  lerDiiuuend 
that  «o  much  of  the  fuud,  a^>  has  arisen  from  the  diversion  of  the 
ten  per  eeni  of  the  school  fond  income,  be  restored  to  that  inoome 
for  apportionment ;  and  I  wonld  fiirtlier  recommend  that  00  mueh 
of  the  fund  as  has  been  prodneed  by  the  1X0  of  a  mill,  State  tax, 
be  set  aside  as  a  permanent  library  fund,  and  that  for  3  or  5 
vcfirs,  the  fund  so  set  aside  be  invested  in  State  bonds.  By  thi?? 
lucan-i.  the  State  will  find  a  slight  temporary  relief,  and  tlie  fund 
.so  cheerfully  paid  for  educational  purposes,  will  be  eveutuaily 
devoted  to  the  purpose  for  whitdi  it  was  raised.

Nearly  fifty  public  addresses  have  been  delivered  by  mvr^elf  or 
Assistant  in  twenty  diflfercnt  counties.  In  all  places  vinited,  we 
have  been  most  kindlv  received  and  hospitably  entertained.  Not- 
withstanding the  exciting  scenes  of  the  past  year,  there  has  been 
no  apparent  abatement  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  the 
educational  interests  of  the  State.  Ou  the  other  hand,  in  many 
parts  of  the  State,  there  is  a  marked  increase  of  interest.

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  of  this  department  has 
not  been  very  largely  increased  since  my  last  report.    The  amount 
appropriated  annually  is  too  small  to  warrant  making  purchases  at 
the  East  each  year.    More  than  half  the  appropriation  for  18C1 
remains  unexpended,  and  will  be  added  to  the  appropriation  for 
the  ensuing  year  in  the  purchase  of  books  much  needed.  The 
books  added  by  purchase  during  1B61  are  mainly  as  follows  :

n.— COUNTY  SUPKRINTENDENCY. 
During  the  session  of  18G1  an  act  was  paased  creating  the  office 
of  County  Superintendent  of  Schcols.  I  beg  leave  to  submit  to 
your  consideration  such  comments  as  were  made  by  myseli'  upon 
the  several  sections  of  the  law  soon  after  its  passage.  These  com- 
ments were  distributed  through  the  State  by  means  of  the  Journal 
of  Education.  The  several  counties  elecjted  their  Superintendents 
at  the  last  November  election.    They  have  not  yet  entered  upon 
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the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  of  course  nothing  is  known  of  the 
practical  workings  of  the  ajstem.    I  may  say  that  I  believe  its 
prospective  operation  has  had  a  healthiiil  el^t  upon  the  teaeheraof 
the  State.    An  increased  actirity  in  the  work  of  self-culture  is 
manifest,  and  warm  friends  of  our  educational  interests  ore  labor- 
ing zealously  to  prepare  the  way  for  its  {successful  introduction. 
In  Bome  lornlities  wo  must  look  for  ill  feucL-ess.    Tt  is  not  to  be 
attribiitud  to  the  pr(ivi>ioiis  of  the  law  itself,  so  miuh  as  to  care- 
lessness in  the  seluctiou  of  uieu  who  arc  to  uduiiuister  it.    It  is  my 
purpose  to  call  conTenUons  of  County  Superintendents  as  soon  as 
possible  aiiler  they  assume  the  diuties  of  their  office,  and  attem|>t 
the^by  to  secure  uniformity  of  actior,^  so  far  as  circumstances  will 
•peraut.    By  prudent  efforts,  I  doubt  not  the  change  may  be  read- 
ily and  easily  made.    The  introduction  of  any  new  system  must 
neeo-«nrily  be  nttonded  with  iiiore  or  loss  frictioD.    T  bespeak  for 
lliis.  j  iitit  nt  effort  aii'l  kind  forbearance.    T  am  eoavinced  that 
Lhose  who  Lave  doubted  tliu  proprict^-^  uf  ihc  change  are,  in  the 
exercise  of  a  liberal  spirit,  disposed  to  throw  no  obstacles  ia  its 
way.   The  most  scriotis  difficulties  it  will  have  to  encounter  are 
found  in  a  few  instances  of  disappointed  candidates,  and  a  Ibw 
others  wherein  success  has  rlr rated  the  man  who  has  not  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people.    AVlu  tlier  this  lack  of  eonfiflence  has  any 
grouml  or  not,  time  will  dttcnaine.    1  trust  that  all  party  animos- 
ity Tiiay  be  laid  aside,  and  kiud  assistance  be  shuwu  all  who  labor 
faitht'uUy  iu  their  work,  oven  though  the  past  may  have  given  rise 
to  misgiyingfi  as  to  the  future. 

But  to  the  comments.  My  epinion,  as  expressed  relative  to 
counties  having  two  Senate  Districts,  has  been  overruled  bT  the 
properly  constituted  legal  authority  of  the  State,  and  it  is  there- 
fore omitted  here :  i 

The  Ptoi^lc  o/  the  State  of  Wi9contin,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Attcmbly^  ilo  enact  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  There  shall  be  chosen, at  the eeneral  election,  held 
on  the- Tuesday  next  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  November,  of 

the  year  1801,  and  biennially  thereafter,  a  County  Superintendcntof 
Schools,  for  each  County  of  the  State,  who  shall  enter  upon  the 

duties  of  his  oflice  on  the  first  day  of  January  succcedinjr  his  elec- 
tion, and  shall  hold  the  same  for  two  years,  and  until  his  sueeessor 
is  elected  and  cjualificd.  In  each  c  ounty  of  the  kState,  having  over 
^  fifteen  thousaud  iiihabitauts,  according  to  the  last  prcetMiliirr  een- 
suB,  the  County  Board  of  Superrisors  may,  at  any  meeting  prior  to 
«n  election  of  Coun^  Superintendent,  in  any  year,  determine  by 

'  resolution,  to  remain  in  force  until  rescinded,  that  two  County 
Superintendents  shall  be  chosen  for  such  County ;  and  said  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  thereupon  divide  the  County  into  two  districts, 
to  enlled,  respectively.  Superintendent  District  mtn^'or  One, 
and  Superintendent  Diiitriet  number  Two.    While  such  resolution 

'  shall  remain  unrescindod,  each  such  distiict  shall  elect  a  County 
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Supcriiitoi»({ciit  for  .-ueh  district,  to  be  called  County  Superinten- 
dent of  iSchooLs  for  district  number  one,  or  two,  as  tlio  ca-e  may 
be.  Wheu  a  County  coutaius  more  than  one  Senate  district,  each 
ancb  Senate  diatrioi  shall  eonstitute  a  Superintendent  District,  to 
be  numbered  as  above  provided,  except  in  Senate  'Districts  lying 
wholly  within  incorporated  cities,  which  may  have  elected  as  pro-' 
vided  for  in  Bection  eleven  of  this  act.  Such  County  Superinten- 
dents of  Schools  for  di.stricts  shall,  within  tlie  limits  of  their  res- 
pective districts,  have  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  other  County 
Superintendents  ;  ihcir  term  of  offii',-  shall  be  the  same  and  their 
olectiou  shall  bo  conducted  and  canvassed  as  provided  in  this  act 
fiMCil^tt  eleotion  of  County  Superintenclfidits ;  and  all  ihe  provisions 
of  iliis  act^  or  of  any  other  law  of  this  State  in  relation  to  County 
Superintendents  of  Schools,  shall  apply  to  County  Saperintenden^ 
of  Schools  for  districts,  unless  the  latter  shall  be  expressly  exoeptr 
^  U^ereiroin." 

'  it  is  left  optional  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors -yyP  ftny  coun^ 
haying  more  than  15,000  inhabitants,  according  to  the  lastpreeed* 
ing  census?,  to  authorize  the  election  of  two  Superintendents  for  the 

county  instead  of  nn^.  Tf  it  is  determined  to  elect  ftro,  the  I^oard 
of  Supervisors  will  fix  the  boundaries  of  the  districts  to  be  occu- 
pied by  each,  and  number  the  districts,  calling  them  respectively 
Bujperinteudent  District  No.  One,  and  Superintendent  District,  No. 
TwoJfif  county.  When  a  county  comprises  two  complete  Sen- 
ale  :£ni^cts,  the  boundaries  of  the  Senate  Districts  will  be  the 
boundaries  of  the  S'uperintondent  Districts. 

Any  action  of  Uic  Board  upon  this  subject,  either  in  dividing 
the  county  or  in  ro  uniting  the  districts  once  separated,  or  in 
changing  the  boundaries  of  any  Superintendout  Districts,  should 
be  had  previous  to  issuing  the  notice  of  election,  so  that  the  limits 
of  the  Superintendent  districts  may  in  such  notice  be  clearly  de- 
fined. 

.  .  9!he  County  Superintendent  of  a  district  will  act  in  all  respects 

af.  though  hi-  distafict  were  an  entire  county.  His  labors  will  be 
confined  to  the  towns  comprising  his  district^  and  he  will  receive 
and  transmit  reports  from  the  towns  of  his  district  alone. 

^^'^SlOTiON  2.  The  election  of  County  Superintendent  of  Schools 
shall  be  conducted,  canvassed  and  certUled  in  all  respects  after  the 
manner  prescribed  for  election  of  other  county  officers/' 

^  'The  election  of  a  County  Superintendent  for  a  District  must  be 
conducted  and  canvassed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  a 
(j)iUpi|y  Su^intendent. 

'  '-^'^IS^iKati  8.  The  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall,  before 
enteriug*'4l^n  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  oatb 
of  office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  before  some 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  shall  deposit  the  same 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors." 
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The  datioB  of  the  office  mnat  be  entered  upon  the  first  dey  of 
January  next  sncceeding  the  election. 

Section  4.  In  oa»e  of  vaoanoy,  the  State  Supermtendevt  may, 

upon  oort'iiicate  thereof  from  the  cbrk  o£  (he  Board  of  Superri- 

sora,  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  who  shall  qualify  as 

proviflerl  in  tlio  third  section  of  tliis  act,  and  ^hall  hold  lii'^  office  * 
until  tlic  general  i  Km  tl  iii  next  .succeeding  huch  appointment.'' 

A  vaoanry  may  arise  from  rcfVisal  or  ne^lert  of  the  offi'  f^'  ol^r-t 
to  qualif  y,  or  trom  reflignation,  or  death,  or  removal  as  provided  in 
aection  f). 

Section  5.  The  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  he  re- 
moved from  office  by  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  t!ic  oouuty 
where  such  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  reside,  upon 
petition  and  mtisfact  ry  proof  of  incompetency  or  willful  neglect  of 
duty;  Firovidedf  That  no  such  removal  shall  be  ralid,  nnlem  the 
pemn  bo  remored  shall  have  had  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the 
charges  brought  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  to  be  hoard  in 
his  own  defori'^e  ;  and  firovidcd  further',  that  the  baid  Circuit  Judge 
shall,  in  qr<v,  el' removal,  certify  such  removal  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  lioard  uf  Super via;oxs."' 

''SFrrrON  0.  Any  pcr-on  or  persons  petitioning  for  tlie  removal 
from  otVice  of  nny  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  nhall  cause 
a  certllicd  copy  of  ?-arh  fnf\f\-)u^  together  with  a  full  statement  of 
all  charges  preferred  against  him,  to  be  served  upon  said  Super- 
intendent, at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  hearing  before  the  Judge 
of  the  Circuit  Court.*' 

SeelSons  5  and  6  proride  for  a  contingency  which  it  is  very  earn- 
estly hoped  may  never  arise.  If  it  should  ariFe,  provision  in 
made  for  an  impartial  hearing.  Whenever  the  necessity  for  such 
action  as  rontemplated  present;-^  it-  Tf,  it  i-  liopcd  that  the  lov- 
ers of  Foiiml  Icarnini:^  ^Till  act  kindly,  iniclli.oMfly.  yet  fcarlcf'sly 
in  the  liiaitcr.  Care  in  the  selection  of  men  to  iiil  the  place  of 
County  Superintendent,  will  save  the  necessity  of  removal.  Due 
regard  to  tno  dictates  of  enlightened  common  sense,  to  the  claims 
of  our  ehildren  and  to  the  wants  of  society  and  the  State,  will 
save  the  performance  of  a  disagreeable  task. 

When  through  carelessness,  or  mere  partisan  seal,  or  a  n.istaken 
idea  of  ability,  the  people  have  elevated  to  thi«  important  office  an 
incompetent  man,  there  should  be  heart  enough  on  the  part  of  the 
real  friends  of  schools  to  do  their  duty  in  this  respect,  unpleasant 
as  it  may  be. 

We  may  look  for  danger  also  in  another  quarter.  £tivy,  pet'- 
sonal  or  partisan  feeling  may  often  blind  our  eyes  to  the  real  mer- 
ili.of  a  snooesBful  rival  or  oppount^  and  seal  without  knowledge 

may  clamor  for  the  removal  of  a  competent  officer.  1  know  of  no 
better  way  to  <j:uard  nprain^t  such  abuses  than  by  thr<>w'r?  r  r:^ide 
ail  partisanship  in  the  selection  of  candidates  for  the  oihce,  and 
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cbnSning  ourselves  to  the  consideration  of  qualifications  mil^ie' 
requisite  by  the  duties  enjoined  upon  the  ofBcer  in  section  7. 

"Section  7.  It  shall  be  Ihc  duty  of  the  County  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  to  examine  and  license  teachers,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  to  visit  and  inspect  schools  ;  to  organize  and  conduct  at 
loa^t  ouc  Institute  lor  the  iustructiou  of  teachers,  iu  each  year ;  to 
entourage  Tetdliera' Alfoektioiiaj  toadyiae  in*  all  questions  aris- 
ing iiiider  the  operaiieB  of  the  aeho^  laws  in  hb  eounty ;  to  in- 
troduce to  the  notice  of  teachers  and  the  people,  the  best  modes  of 
instruction,  the  physiologiosl  laws  which  govern  the  health  and 
crrowtli  of  the  young,  the  inqst  approved  plans  of  building  and 
ventilating  school  houses,  aud  ornamenting  and  mlapting  school 
grounds  for  the  cultivation  ul'  the  taste  and  ilic  hcaltiiful  exercise 
of  the  children ;  to  report  from  time  to  time  the  couditiou  aud  pro»-  * 
pefln/Of  the  aohools  nnder  his  snpervisioa;  to  leosiyt  from  the 
taw^  eitjr,  and  village  olerks,  ahstn^ts  of  tibka  reports  of  the  sev- 
e^  district  clerks,  and  transmit  the  Banie,ijWitk  inch  other  infor- 
mation as  he  may  deem  advisable,  or  as  may  bo  required  Qfhini,.te 
the  State  Superintendent  oJL' Public  Instruction.'' 

The  duties  of  the  office  are  distinctly  eet  forth,  and  yet  a  word 

or  two  upon  each  may  not  be  ami^s- : 

1.  The  examination  and  licensing  of  teachers  will  be  treated  more 
fully  under  section  8. 

2.  The  Superintendent  is  required  to  visit  and  inspect  the 
sohools  of  his  county  or  distriet,  that  he  may  know  their  condi- 
tion and  wants,  and  that  he  may  gather  material  td  he  used  in  pub- 
lic addresses  to  the  people  of  the  several  localities,  when  he  may 
be  colled  upon,  or  find  it  convenient  to  speak.  From  this  visiting 
also,  ho  i<4  expc^^-tfv]  to  derive  much  information  tluit  will  nid  him 
in  the  examination  of  teaclicr*.  and  that  will  furnish  him  with 
topics  to  be  made  proniiiicnt  in  the  Institutes  ho  is  re{juircd  to 
hold.  By  personal  knowledge  of  the  schools  of  his  jcounty  he 
SMtti^t  ttdt^' himself  to  their  needs  in  his  addrcsMs,  his  instruc- 
Ckfl^  and  his  advice.  This  duty  then,  although  gjeneral,  and  show- 
ing but  Httlo  immediate  fruit  nom  its^  performance,  is  one -of  the 
most  important  assigned  him. 

3.  At  least  niio  Institute  must  be  held  ca  -h  vear  in  his  eonntv. 
It  would  be  well  to  hold  a  short  Institute  of  a  day  or  two  in  each 
inspection  district  at  the  time  of  the  examination  of  teacher?. 

4.  A  Teaohors'  Association  shotl^  be  organised  in  each  town. 
8uoh  arrangements  should  be  madc'lis  ir^diMi#i^tVi6 meeting  of 
lids  attsoetfiinn  in  each  school  distftfet  at  least  onc^  dnrin^  the 
winter^  term.  An  incalculable  amoniit  of  good  is  effected  by  these 
local  a.-soeiations,  when  properly  conducted.  The  meeting  of  the 
County  Association  could  be  held  at  th«  tiuM'  .,['  the  Annual  In- 
stitute. Tlio  local  Associations  should  convene  upon  Saturday. 
The  Bchool  of  the  district  with  wliich  the  Asssociation  meets 
should  be  kept  in  session  during  the  day.    A  part  of  the'  school 
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exercises  should  he  given  up  and  tlie  plftoe  supplied  with  sliort  ee- 
says  and  discussions.    Toachcrs  may  profit  more  from  witnessing 

the  practical  workings  of  an'  fhcr's  school,  ftir^n  from  nny  nTncnnt 
of  thcoretif^nl  0'>->n\'<  ;ind  It-L-ture-.  Tl-.o  ti-uclior  confiiM  'l  to  the 
walls  of  his  owu  fechuul  rooui  for  a  term,  couteiveH  his  plan  to  be 
the  best  devised,  and,  in  total  ignorance  of  what  others  ai'e  doing, 
settles  himself  upon  it  without  effort  to  improve.  A  slight  ao* 
quaintanoe  with  others'  plans  may  hantsh  eouceit  and  beoefit 
himself.  Associations  oondneted  with  proper  spirit  eatinot  fail  to 
he  hcnofioial. 

5.  ^Ifiny  fjiiesfinTi«  of  a  lor-i!  i  h;ir;io{»-'r  inny  be  more  easily  Fet- 
tled by  ;i  Inrnl  ♦'lli'-or  than  1»y  the  i^inia  ^Superintendent.  While 
the  law  dot'a  not  pvc  nnthoriiy  to  the  County  Superintendent  to 
decide  questions  arising  iinder  the  school  law,  it  does  give  him 
advisory  powers,  which  he  may  esersise  hi  the  settlement  of  is- 
cipiest  diifiealties,  thereby  saving  much  bitterness  of  feeling  which 
IS  often  engeudered  before  any  appeal  ie  made  to  the  State  8upcr- 
tnteadeiit.  Many  troubles  whi  1  '  oeome  involved  and  really  seri- 
on?.  spring:  at  first  from  soinc  -li  triit  uiT«;undor.»:fanding  of  tlir  .-f^hool 
law.  'j  hi-oiiL'h  the  County  vSuperiutcnHcnt.  <>r  by  his  intervon* 
tion,  mucli  may  be  done  toward  dimiui. this  evil. 

U.  Public  addresses  upon  matters  pcrtaiuiiig  tu  the  g«ucial  good 
of  the  schools,  are  required  of  the  County  Superintendent.  The 
people  may  be  reached  very  readily  and  very  effectually  by  plain, 
practical  addresses  upon  matters  affecting  their  dearest  interests. 
Topics  of  particular  application  should  be  selected  for  such  ad- 
drc<=:^c'^.  rather  than  siieh  tieneral  subjfcts  n."  crive  an  opportunity 
ior  display  of  rhetorical  jMiwt  r,  but  do  no  uitcution. 

7.  The  report  of  couditiun  and  progress  of  schools  under  his 
supervision  includes;  1.  Official  reports  made  to  the  State  Super- 
intendent whenever  requested,  and :  2.  Sueh  reports  as  he  may 
sec  fit  to  make  to  the  County  Board  of  Supervisora,  or  through 
the  county  newspapers  to  the  people.  The  interests  of  the  schools 
would  be  greatly  sub.servcd  if  the  County  Board  would  require  aa 
annual  report  of  thf^  eonditinn  of  schools  in  eaoli  town  of  the  coun- 
ty, and  would  also  make  provi>ion  for  tlio  ])ublieation  of  iho  same. 

8.  Blanks  will  be  furnished  for  the  regular  Statistical  Keporta. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  all  the  reports  tar- 
nishod  him  by  the  several  Town  and  City  Clerks  are  correct.  He 
Fh  uld  keep  the  original  reports  on  file  in  his  office,  and  transmit  to 
the  State  TV  partmcnt  such  abstracts  of  them  a?  may  be  required. 

0.  The  law  designed  the  County  Superintendent  as  an  auxiliary 
to  the  Stnte  ^^ujicrintendent,  in  ascertaining  the  want.«i  of  our 
schoolfi,  niid  iu  curryinir  out  such  jdans  as  may  be  devised  for  the 
beneiit  of  the  cause  of  popular  education. 

The  law  does  not,  in  form,  prescribe  the  qualifications  rcquiske 
fbr  eligibility  to  this  office,  and  in  this  respect  it  may  be  faulty. 
No  one,  however,  can  be  so  obtuse  as  not  to  find  in  the  Jiffi'H  en- 
joined upon  the  oflicer,  a  sure  indication  of  the  qualifieaiioms  which 
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wore  considered  essential  by  the  law-makers^  and  whicli  to  them' 
selTes  appearoi]  so  patent  as  to  obyiate  the  necessity  of  an  enumer- 
ation.   For  each  duty  assigned  a  peculiar  qualification  i»  de- 
manded. 

The  Snpt  riiitendent  is  jmlere  of  the  moral  character  and  the  in- 
tellectual and  executive  ability  of  the  teacher.    Upon  Iiis  Judg- 
ment in  these  matters  very  much  of  the  efficiency  of  the  hchoul- 
depends.   The  people  are  relying  upon  him  to  select  Ibr  them,  a 
person  who  shall,  for  the  time  being,  assume  the  place  of  parent, 
and  take  charge  of  the  physical,  mental,  and  moral  training  of  tho' 
child.    If  in  this  respect  tlie  mani/  arc  careless,  the  few  (and  the.^e- 
few  are  the  ones  to  whom  the  school-  arc  mn^t  indcl<t^d)  will  r-o- 
operat«  uiorit  cordially  with  the  man  whn.-o  judL^in''?!*  tLey  know  to' 
be  correct.    Personal  ae<|^uaintauce  with  the  Huhjcut.s  upon  which 
judgment  is  passed,  is  essential  to  correctness  of  judgment.  The 
Superintendent  should  be  ihorouijkltf  ariwiinted  with  all  the 
branches  taught  in  our  PuMic  Schools.    Tiiis  acquaintance  should 
not  bo  of  the  stereotype  kind  which  ha-s  hecome  rusty  throui^h  in- 
activity; hut  progre.ssivo,  keepincr  pnrn  with  advances  made  in  lit- 
erature and  science,  ever  fresh  and  present.    To  judj^e  of  tlic  ex- 
ecutive ahility  of  an  applicant  will  require  a  f'lcar  in.sicrhl  into  char- 
acter, and  a  correct  reading  of  human  nature.    Good  practical, 
hard-fisted  common  sense,  must  be  in  the  ascendant.   What  ha» 
ihua  been  stated  must  be  con»idercd  absolutely  essential.  The 
higher  the  attainments  the  1'  t(  r  the  officer,  so  long  as  the  citi- 
zen and  tho  man  arc  not  lo.-t  in  the  mere  scholar. 

Tliron;3h  no  one  channel  doe-  tlie  teacher  Tnorc  fi'ieibly  im- 
press himseli'  upon  the  school  than  throu-jli  liis  iiioimI  IntlueDce, 
and  this  onihraccs  all  that  power  sjiringiii;^^  IVoin  personal  hahit?? 
oi  thought,  word  and  action.  That  ih'S  moral  influence  be  of  the 
rigjit  stamp  is  of  vital  importance.  7ho  Superintendent  has  by 
law  control  of  these  streams  of  influence.  He  can  not  too  carelbf- 
'  ly  test  their  qualities.  A  full  appreciation  of  the  responsibility 
resting  upon  him  in  this  regard  can  be  felt  only  by  one  who  has 
witliin  hiiii.«clf  a  sincere  love  of  right  conduct  and  of  virt-ic. 

Terrible  indeed  must  be  the  consot juences,  if  he,  who  stands 
sentinel  at  the  fountain.  hini«olf  jioisnn^  tlie  stream?  ji(»wini?;  from 
it.  Scarcely  less  terrible  if  throuuh  ne^li'^enee  or  carelea.snesH,  ho 
*Uows  othef.  to  cormpt  them. 

Ue,  who*  would  snccessfnlly  conduct  an  Iniltttute,  mast  possew  a 
large  stock  of  knowledge;  complete  command  of  what  he  knows ; 
case  and  facility  of  expression,  and  readiness  of  illustration.  He 
should  Tim  e  ability  to  instruct  teacher^'  even  in  the  hi^Ihe^t  branch- 
es taught  in  our  best  schools,  and  should  po^pcss  th;it  ealni  self- 
reliance^  which  will  ensur«  correctness,  and  that  modesty  and  grace 
of  manner  that  will  secure  the  confidence  and  respect  of  those 
li^hdb'tie  Caches.  Bis  duty,  as  a  Public  Lecturer,  will  req^e 
command  of  language  and  some  experience  as  a  publto  speaker. 
More  especially  should  he  possess  the  happy  faeuUy  of  interestlttg 
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,  4iiid  instructing;  oHildron,  f<»^''iti  VUfilns  scliooli  ho  will  ofken  he' 
Hsallcd  upon  to  address  thorn.   Good'  Dosincss  qualities  are  also 
Toquisite.   Prominent  among  the  necessary  qnalittcations,  I  would' 

place  enerij}'  and  well  directed  activity  ;  such  a  spirit  as  will  com- 
pel the  officer  to  keep  up  with  the  time?,  and  as  will  chide  him,  if 
he  he  found  content  with  <kiinq  just  enough  to  satisfy  the  Law. 

'■SEi'TiON  8.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  ^superintendent 
•of  schools,  in  each  county,  to  divide  his  county  into  inspection 
difltrici^,  to  be  bouudcd  by  tuwa  liuc^,  aud  nut  to  contain  more 
thxa  four  towBS  each,  and  to  hold|  |ii  and  for  each  ^ach] inspection 
diatriot,  at  least  two  meetings  in  each  year  for  the  czaminfitioii  '6f 
teachers,]of  which  meetiugs  at  least  thirty  days'  notice^  in  wnung^' 
shall  be  given  to  each  school  disti  l  t    Icrk  in  the  insp^eiioii  dis-' 
trict  for  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  by  him  posted  in 
some  conspicuous  place  in  his  district.    Such  notice  shall  contain 
the  names  of  the  towns  embraced  in  the  in>pection  district,  an^ 
the  time,  place  aud  objects  of  the  proposed  meeting.    The  exam- 
ination of  teachers  thus  held  shall  be  public,,  and  shall  Wcbn^uot-^ 
ed  by  vritten  and  oral  questions  and  answers.   They  sliatlbe  upi^^ 
form  for  the  county  in  which  they  are  held,  and  no  certificate  of 
qualification  shall  be  given  except  in  accordance  with  tbeproTis- 
ions  of  law  respecting  teachers'  certificate.<," 

This  section  limits  the  number  of  towns  that  may  be  included 
in  any  one  inspection  district  to  fm/r.  It  doe<  not  prevent  the 
Superintendent  s  making  each  town  an  iuspecLiuu  district  if  he  so 
wishes.  In  small  cooutics,  and  especially  when  the  towns  embrace 
mofe  than  one  township  each,  and  in  cases  where  no  point  ean  be 
found  convenient  of  access  for  two  or  more  towns,  it  will  1)^  bet- 
to  make  each  town  an  Inspection  District. 

The  form  of  examination  is  to  be  by  written  and  oral  (questions 
and  an.-wcr.s.    The  Superintendent  slouild  jaepare  carefull}*  a  list 
of  ((ue->tions  covering  the  leading  poini.-?  in  the  branches  upon 
which  he  dcdircb  to  ciLaminc  applicanis.    These  t|Uestion.s  should 
be  such  as  will  test  the  knowledge  of  the  applicant  upon  funda- 
mental principle!*.   Special  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  all  am- 
biguous or  pci  j^loxing  questions,  or  m  h  ;i>  may  be  designed 
rather  to  puxzlc,  than  to  draw  out  the  knowledge  of  the  persons 
examined.    To  these  written  <|uestions,  time  enough  should  be  a.^i- 
signed  to  allow  of  written  answers  to  each  and  all.    And  that  the 
examination  may  be  faithfully  conducted,  a  definite  time  should 
be  as.sigaed  jLo  each  branch.    The  oral  examination  should  be  had 
np«n  the  same  subject  as  the  written,  and  should  modify  somewhat 
ih«  deeasion  of  the  Superintendent,  which  should  after  all  be  made 
mninly  upon  the  writtnn  answers.   Each  form  of  examination  has 
its  use,  and  neither  is  complete  of  itself    JOach  may  be  made  to 
supplemeBt  the  other.    Still,  less  complaint  will  be  likely  to  arise, 
if  the  derision  of  the  Superintendent  is  made  upon  the  written 
oxaminalion,  i'oc  the  examination  in  this  form  ruuiaii^^  to.sp^a^ 
for  itself  to  any  who  will  examine  the  papers.  >  i  '  ^ 
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.  The  publicity  of  the  mmiDatioiiwUI  give  employerna  good  op- 
portvnilj  to  become eeqaainted  with  ike  qualifioetions  of  those  who 
seek  enqkloymeni.  The  law  contemplates  that  all  eandidutcB  for 
licensure  as  teachers  shall  be  examined  at  the  time  and  place 
fixed  by  tli(!  County  ^Superintendent.  Tf  not  convenient  to  attend 
the  examination  held  i'or  the  town  in  which  they  are  to  teach,  they 
may  ))c  prcstsnt  ut  any  other  place  in  the  county,  where  3ucU  an 
exauiiiialion  i.s  held. 

'*8ErTTnN  9.  The  compensation  of  the  County  SHpcrintendcnt 
of  Schools  Khali  be  fixed  by  the  couiity  board  of  supervisors,  and 
shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  cash,  by  the  county  ;  provided,  that  for 
counties  containing  more  than  fifteen  thovsand  inhabitants,  ac- 
cording to  the  laet  preeedinff  eensuB,  the  oompenaMtion  ehali  not 
be  leae  thui  six  hundred  dollsrs  per  annum,  and  for  countiet)  eon- 
taintng  moi-e  than  eight  thonsMid  inhabitants,  it  shall  not  be  less 
than  four  hundred  dollar?  per  annnm/' 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  compensation  named  in  this  .section 
is  the  viinhnum  salary  in  the  cafes  given.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will 
not  be  taken  as  the  wa.rhnum.  Kach  county  should  give  a  good 
salary,  and  then  demand  that  the  oflicer  receiving  it. should  earn  it. 
While  it  is  not  always  true  that  tbo."5e  receiving  the  largest  sala-  ' 
riee  are  the  most  deserving,  it  may  be  .safely  asserted,  as  a  general 
rule,  that  small  salaries  are  most  eagerly  sought  ]  j  those  who  are 
not  competent  to  flll\he  places  to  which  the  salaries  are  atta<Jicd. 
Parsinionioasness  often  foils  it.-clf  It  may  co.st  more  to  repair  a 
wrong  done  throi!2^]2  if.  than  it  would  have  cost  to  avoid  the  wrong. 
It  is  admitted  thut,  with  large  salaries,  come  large  temptations,  and 
unwortliy  rtieii  ni'\vu  serine  place  by  reason  of  the  facilities  afford- 
ed by  the  balaries  they  draw.  A  golden  mean  should  be  observed. 
On'Uie  one  hattd,  all  stinginess  should  be  aroided  j  and  ou  the 
other,  all  extravagance.  Pay  enough  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
man  who  will  worthily  fill  the  office,  and  no  more  need  be  paid. 
The  work,  if  properly  performed,  will  require  the  full  time  of  the 
ofScer.  What  would  be  considered  a  fair  salaiiQr  for  the  time  and 
abilili^  demanded,  hi  all  that  can  bo  asked. 

Since  writing  the  above,  some  counties  have  fixed  the  salary  of 
the  County  Superintendent.  Some  have  plared  thcm.sclves*  in  a 
very  good  position  to  demami  the  full  time  and  ]>est  .-crviccs  of  the 
ofiicer  elected.  Others,  it  is  to  be  feared,  will  suffer  from  their 
oM'  thdrKlrightedneflB,  unless  the  officer  eleet  allows  all  pecuniary 
wdMk^A^m  to  yield  to  his  love  of  the  cause  in  whieh  be  labors. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  salary  is  fixed  for  but  one  year,  aild 
a  fhithfiil  discharge  of  duty  may,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
term  for  which  lh(>  f^uperintcn<b'!it  is  elected,  secure  a  fair  rertin- 
neration  for  services  so  poorly  paid  for  the  first  year.  I  would 
TiTgc  upon  the  officcrss  elect  that  s^pirit  of  sclf-sacriticc  which  is  so 
commonly  found  among  real  friends  of  education.       '     '  ' 

"Section  10.    The  term  of  office  of  the  several  Town  Superin- 
3ss 
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tendentd  who  sluill  be  elected  at  the  town  elections  for  the  year 
1861,  shall  terminate  upon  the  thirty-first  day  of  December.  A.  D. 
18til,  and  all  the  duties  now  devolving  upon  the  Town  Superinten- 
dents, and  not  herein  enumerated  among  the  duties  of  the  Conninf 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  shall  thereafter  he  performed  aa  fol- 
lows : 

1.  The  board  of  euperTison  of  each  town,  the  board  of  trustees 

of  cadi  villaire.  or  the  r-MTriTnon  connr-il  nf  each  city,  not  working 
under  a  special  achool  charter,  .shall  perl'orni  all  oi'  said  duUos  re- 
lative to  the  formation  and  alteration  uf  .school  di-Stricls. 

l2.  The  rtchool  district  board  of  each  school  district,  ahali  vi;>it 

and  inspect  schools  and«r  their  charge,  as  Town  SuperintendMite 
are  now  required  to  do. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  each  town,  city  or  village,  as  the  Case  may 

be,  shall  apply  for,  hold  and  pay  over,  upon  the  apportionment  of 
the  clerk  of  his  town,  city  or  viilaue.  to  the  school  districL'i  enti- 
tied  to  draw  the  same,  ail  school  moueys  belonging  to  his  town, 
city  or  village. 

4.  The  clerk  of  the  town,  city  or  village,  as  the  ease  may  Lc, 
shall  make  and  return  to  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools  haying  jurisdiction  over  his  town,  city  or  village, 
abstracts  of  the  teports  of  the  K-huol  di.strict  clerks  in  his 
town,  city  or  village  as  the  Town  Superintendent  is  now  re- 
quired to  make  and  return  such  alt-tr;u-ts  to  the  clerk  of  the 
eounty  board  of  .'^upervisor.-i  ;  and  sueli  '  eii.irts  shall  be  made 
to  him  for  that  purpose  as  they  arc  ikav'  rcfiuiied  to  be 
made  to  the  Town  ISLuperiiiteudcnt.  lie  shall  also  apportion  all 
the  school  fun^s  certified  to  him  by  the  town,  city  or  village 
treasurer  as  subject  to  apportionment  among  thc§everal  dit»trict6  in 
his  town,  city  or  village,  entitled  to  receive  the  same  ;  and  shall 
perform  all  other  duties  now  re<(uircd  of  Town  Sii]»criiitcndents, 
not  abnyc  enumerated,  and  not  herein  enumerated  amoD^  the  du- 
ties of  the  County  Superintendent  of  School.^." 

The  certificates  granted  by  Town  Superintendents  will  he  valid 
till  one  yeor  from  the  date  thereof.  This  may  somewhat  intevlcre 
with  the  operation  nt  tlie  eninjfy  '^ystrni.  I  would  advi.'^e  some  le- 
ijii'lntivo  action  wiiieli  >hall  uiinul  all  hUch  certificate}?*  on  (»r  before 
the  l.jtii  uuy  ol  April.  18U2.  Thia  will  bring  ull  the  tumnier 
jMshoola  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Countv  Sn^eriii' 
-tendent,  and  fully  inaugurate  the  system.  It  will  worh  no  njus- 
4ice  in  any  case.  All  |;ood  Teaehers  will  be  perfectly  willing  to 
submit  to  the  re- examination  required,  and  if  any  objection  be 
urfrcd.  it  will  be  by  those  for  whose  re-exanination  the  Schools 
would  have  rea^ion  to  be  j^ratefiil. 

Little  farther  n«od  be  said  upon  this  section,  except  to  call  par- 
ticular attention  to  its  provisions.  ^Some  of  the  more  important 
duties  of  the  Town  Superintendent,  so  far  as  finsooial  mstten  are 
^qneemed,  m  here  specially  assigned  to  the  town  officers.  Sehool 
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moneys  ruined  by  the  townH,  and  the  public  moneys  which  he 
receives  from  the  county  trea»urer|  will  not,  under  the  new  law, 

Sass  out  of  the  hands  of  the  town  treasurer  until  called  for  by  the 
iBtriet  treasttrerg,  dter  proper  appordonmetit  made  by  the  town 
clerks.  This  apportionment  is  made  upon  the  basis  of  reports  of 
the  year  next  preceding,  and  will  be  subject  to  the  conditions 
specified  in  section  45,  sub-section  4,  and  section  47  of  chapter  23, 
Revised  Statutes,  1858.  '  : 

^  SlonON  11.  The  board  of  education  of  any  incorporated  citj 
of  this  State,  may,  on  or  before  the  fifteen  day  of  August,  in  any 
year,  elect,  hy  order  or  resolution,  that  such  city  shall,  for  the 
nextensuin;^  ya^r,  he.  exempt  frora  the  provisions  oftlils  act,  ex- 
cept in  the  matter  ol'  makin;^  reports  to  the  County  Superintendent 
of  the  county  in  which  ssueh  city  situated,  and  wiihiu  ten  days 
thereafter,  cause  a  copy  of  suck  order  or  resolution  to  be  filed 
with  ^ho  clerk  of  the  board  of  the  county  {^uperYisors,  in  and  for 
Sti^h  (Mtinty,  in  which  case  the  duties  of  the  County  Superintendent 
of  schools,  for  that  county,  shall  not,  during  the  year,  extend  into 
such  city,  except  for  the  purposes  of  reoeiviog  reports  therefrom, 
and  the  electors  of  such  city  shall  have  no  voice  in  electinsr  a 
County  Superintendent,  if  one  be  elected  in  such  eount\' that  year, 
nor  shall  the  mem  her  ur  members  of  the  county  board  ofsupervi- 
sorsj  £rpin  such  city,  hare  any  voice  in  determining  or  providing 
for  t1)e  fcompensation  of  such  County  Superintendent,  nor  in  any 
Qtker  matter  relating  to  such  officer,  nor  shall  any  tax,  levied  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  forthatyear,  be  levied  upon  such  city,  oi 
any  part  thereof.  Tn  all  cases  where  an  incorporated  city  shall 
not  elect  as  provided  in  this  section,  tlic  duties  of  supervising  and 
inspecting  sdiuois,  and  examininir  and  t-crtifyin.!]^  to  the  (|ualifica- 
tions  of  teachers  in  and  for  .such  city,  >hali  devolve  upon  the 
County  Superintendent  ezclusivsly,  any  act  or  part  of  an  act  of 
this  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding/' 

Tt  is  necessary  for  each  city  desiring;  to  be  exempt  Irom  the 
provisipns  of  this  act,  except  in  case  therein  named,  to  settle  the 
queB^6n.aiiinimUi/  by  order  or  resolution.  The  election  thus  made 
is  good  only  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

"Section  12.  The  board  ol  supervisors  of  each  county  shall, 
when  they  levy  the  county  school  tax  for  each  year,  add  thereto 
and  apportion  among  the  towns,  cities  and  villages  in  such  county, 
tmMtmm%  ^o&ewni  to  pay  the  compensation  of  the  County  Super- 
intmn^mi'ii  Schools  in  and  for  such  county,  and  all  necessary  ex- 
pesses  of  printing  for  the  use  of  schools  in  such  county  for  that 
year,  which  amount  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  cash,  as  a  part 
of  the  county  school  tax  for  such  county,  and  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  county  treasurer  of  such  county,  with  the  county  tax,  by 
the  several  town,  city  and  village  treasurers  ;  Provided^  That  no 
part  of  said  amount  shall  be  apportioned  to  ox  levied  upon  any 
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inoorpohitad  citv,  wkoM  Board  of  EdiuntlDQ  sliAll  1i»T6  eleclted  as 
provided  (br  in  ihe  last  pnooding^  seotton.  '   ^  ^     f  i  j  t  -  t:  v- 

The  tax  levied  to  pay  the  .-^ulary  ol'  the  County  Superiuteudcut 
and  all  necessarj  oxpeubeji  lor  printing,  must  be  assessed  in 
addition  to  the  Ux  levied  aonuallj  for  school  purposes,  and  must 
be  ooUeoted  together  with  it.  Inasmuch  as  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision  requiring  a  tax  to  be  levied,  at  least  half  the  amount  ap* 
portioned  to  the  several  towns  the  preceding  year,  is  not  affected  * 
by  this  law,  the  Board  of  J'tipervisnrf  will,  as  heretofore,  levy  the 
required  tax  and  report  it  to  the  8tate  iSuperintnndcnt.  After 
thiB  levy  in  made  separate  and  distinct,  the  amount  necdssary  for 
all  the  expenses  growing  out  of  the  County  Superintency.  will  be 
apportioned  among  the  several  towns,  preoiselv  as  the  usual  school 
tax  has  been,  and  the  share  of  each  town  will  be  added  to  the 
regular  tax,  and  with  it  certified  to  the  several  towns. 

''Section  13.  All  acih  and  parts  uf  act<i  incqu^iefcent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.  ' 

Sbctiom  14.   Ihia  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  foree  from 
end  alter  its  passage  and  publication." 

It  is  my  purpose  to  meet,  as  far  as  practicable,  all  the  County 
Superintendents  of  the  State  during  the  early  part  of  the  next  year, 
to  advise  with  them,  and  through  them  strive  to  secure  a  uniformity 
of  examination  of  teachers,  so  far  as  it  can  be  done,  with  a  view 
to  the  different  ciioumstaoces  snd  educational  condition  of  the 
several  counties. 

It  can  not  be  exj  ef'trd  that  all  the  t^ood  re^iih^^.  we  hope  to  wit- 
no^ri  from  the  chauj^c  made,  will  appear  at  once.  Things  niuht  Itc 
taken  as  they  are.  Prejudices  must  be  overcome.  Fears  iiin>t 
be  allayed.  Step  by  step  must  the  advance  be  ifaadc.  In  some 
localities,  perhaps  in  the  larger  part  of  the  counties,  the  people 
are  ready  for  a  rapid  movement;  while  in  other  less  fkvored 
counties,  the  movement  must  be  at  first  slow,  so  slow  as  to  be  scareO' 
ly  perceptible.  1  would,  therefore,  caution  carnciit  friends,  as 
well  as  enemies,  o!' tiie  nit  a-nre, again-t  iiul^in;<  too  hastily  by  first 
fruits.  It  would  not  be  strange  if  the  lir«t  movement  seemed  a 
movement  backward  rather  than  forward.  In  some  cases  thi.s 
would  be  more  conduoive  to  ultimate  suooess,  and  what  at  first  ap- 
pears an  unfavorable  symptom,  may  be  the  most  favovable;-  fro

This  agency  hns  heon  of  <jroat  service  to  this  Department,  as  a 
ready  and  cheap  means  of  communication  with  All  the  school  oih- 
eera  of  the  State.  During  the  past  vear  it  has  been  ably  oondnei- 
ed  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Pradt,  who  has  aided  me  very  awterikUy  in  my 
work  by  his  pen  and  personal  effoite. 
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iV.— WISCONSIN  STATE  TEACUEBS'  ASSOCIATION.j.  v 

The  annual  meeting  of  mis  Association  was  held  at  l^'ond'^^ri 
Lac,  commencing  July  30th,  and  closing  its  sessions  upon  August 
2d.  It  was  the  most  largely  attended,  and  in  many  respects  the 
most  successful  meeting  since  its  organization.  The  citizens  of 
Fond  du  Lac  were  untiring  in  their  cflfortg  to  promote  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  those  in  attendance.  The  preliminary  arrange- 
ments were  so  perfectly  made  that  not  a  single  cajic  of  failure  on 
the  part  of  thoso  who  were  advertised  to  address  the  Association, 
or  to  lead  in  any  of  its  exercises,  occurred.  The  Association  was 
fortunate  in  securing  the  .services  of  such  men  as  A.  S.  Welch, 
Principal  of  State  Normal  School  of  Michigan;  W.  IT.' Wells, 
Superintendent  of  schools  of  Chicago  ;  Hon.  H.  C.  llickok,  lute 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  Pennsylvania  ;  and  Hon. 
Horatio  Seymour,  Ex-Grovernor  of  New  York.  \ 

The  peculiar  feature,  which  distinguished  this  from  former 
meeting:s  of  the  Association,  was  the  intermingling  of  Normal 
School  exercises  with  lectures  and  discussions.  Class  exercises 
were  held  each  day.  These  were  regularly  attended  by  a  body  of 
earnest  teachers,  who  came  together  for  no  child's  play,  but  to 
make  the  very  best  use  of  time,  and  a  profitable  employment  of 
privileges.  No  single  agency  has  been  of  so  great  service  to  the 
State  as  this.  It  has  awakened  a  spirit  of  improvement  among 
our  own  teachers.  It  has  added  to  the  ranks  a  large  number  of 
permanent  teachers,  who,  without  the  sympathy  therein  found. 
wouJd  have  left  the  work,  or  would  have  sought  employment  in 
other  States.  It  has  given  to  our  State  a  high  position  in  the  es- 
timation of  other  States,  through  their  representatives,  who  have 
been  in  attendance,  in  larger  or  bmaller  numbers,  upon  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  our  Association  since  its  organization.  •

,|.  .  f>  STATE  UNIVERSITY. 

•■"This  Institution  is  confessedly  a  public  interest.  It  should 
be  intimately  connected  with  the  Common  Schools  of  the  State, 
and  furnish  free  instruction  in  all  that  pertains  to  mere  profession- 
al training,  as  well  as  afford  the  moans  of  obtaining  that  practical 
knowledge  in  the  arts  and  sciences  which  is  essential  to  those  who 
become  masters  in  any  of  our  various  industrial  callings.  In  this 
way  it  may  be  made  to  operate  indirectly  upon  our  public  school 
interests,  by  increasing  the  stock  of  knowledge  held  by  the  labor- 
ing masMs  and  thus  securing  a  deeper  and  more  intelligent  inter- 
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est  in  tlie  work  of  Popular  Ednoatioo,  wliiU  aft  ihii  Mknftii  tu&€  it 
may  furnisli  direedj  loaders  and  teachers,  throagh  whose  higher 
and  better  qualifications  the  schools  may  be  macfe  more  efficient 

and  prosperous. 

The  State  Univcrf^ity  is  under  tlic  immediate  control  of  a  lioard 
of  fifteen  Kcgents.  Three  of  thin  number  hi)ld  tlieir  otiiccs  ex 
officii,  viz :  The  Secretary  of  State,  Superiuteudcnt  of  Tublic  In- 
struction and  the  Chancellor  of  the  University^  who  by  virtue  of 
his  office  is  President  of  the  Board.  The  remaining  twelve  are 
chosen  by  the  two  houses  of  the  Legislature  in  joint  convention, 
four  eaeh  two  years,  making  six  years  the  term  of  office  for  whioh 
they  are  elected. 

.    By  a  wise  selection  of  lands  granted  by  Congress  for  the  pur* 

pose  of  a  University,  and  by  prudent  management  of  tlic  Universi- 
ty Fund,  arisinq  suloly  from  the  sale  of  these  iands,  the  fund  has 
reached  in  more  prosperous  times  the  sum  of  a  little  over  $i>UO,- 
000.  By  forfeiturea  of  Univertiity  lands,  and  by  forfeiture  of 
lands  mortgaged  to  secure  loans  from  the  University  Fund,  tho 
productive  fund  has  been  decreased  so  that  it  does  not  now  amount 
to  more  than  S250,000.  This  fund  has  not  suffered  as  much  xela- 
tivoly  a.*'  tlic  School  Fund  proper,  owing  to  the  general  character 
''f  the  lands  selected.  The  institution  is  unfortunate  in  havinor  to 
carry  a  heavy  debt  incurred  in  the  erection  of  bnildinL^n  supposed 
to  be  needed,  but  really  noi  inJ:-}tonsabIc  to  its  existence  or  success, 
as  time  Ixub  shown.  Nutwithstauding  this  debt,  it  haa  been  strug- 
gling manfully,  and  is  in  bej^r  condition^  except  pecuniarily^  |hMi 
ever  before. 

For  the  following  facts  conneoted  with  tiie  past  and  present  of 
the  Intlitation  I  am  indthted  to  Prof.  SrsBLmo,  Aoting  Chan- 
cellor, who  has  been  connected  with  the  Univenity  Itom  ita  first 
organisation. 

The  Preparatory  Department  of  this  institution  was  opened 

Pebruarv  5  th,  1849. 

The  fir.st  clasF    t'>vo  in  number — was  graduated  in  July, ,18^, 

In  the  last  graduatini^  class  there  were  ninr  membeip^,., 
.    The  whole  number  of  graduates  is  no\v  ^/(ir/'y-fim^. 

From  the  beginning,  the  number  of  atudents  belonging  Lo  the 
University  proper,  has  steadily  increased. 

During  the  two  terms  of  the  year  whieh  closed  June  26, 1861, 
there  were  in  the  Prepnratory  and  College  olawtSy  119  students. 
Of  these,  these  were  in  the  Clasaicid  Course  43 ;  in  th^  Scf^ntifio 
Course,  34  ;  and  in  the  Preparatory  Department,  42. 

Having  returned,  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  academic  year, 
to  the  three  term  system — after  trying  the  two  term  arrangement 
,f9r  dighteeu  muuthii — during  tiic  iirst  term,  wiiich  eio&ed  Nov.  20, 
there  were  in  attendance^  notinthBtandiii|g  the  war  ajteUflpont,  97 

The  Faeull^  concur  in  the  atntemsnt  that  thn  elumbv  of  th^ 
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students  of  the  State  Univenity,  in  deportment  and  attention  to 
Btndy,  lias,  dnHng  the  ])a>t  ye.ir,  heen  of  the  highest  order.

The  Classical  course  is  about  the  same  as  in  Eastern  Colleges* 

A  knowledge  of  the  French  and  German  languages  is  required  for 
graduation.  In  Chemistry  and  Natural  History  there  are  about 
200  lectures,  and  as  many  cla.ss  exercises  every  year  ;  and  the  sani« 
number  of  exercises  in  Natural  Philosophy  and  Astronomy. 

In  addition  to  usual  requiremontii  fur  admi.s^ion  to  the  Freshmen 
class,  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  Plane  Geometry  is  required. 

The  UnlTersitT  of  Wisconsin  was  endowed  by  a  donation  of  lands 
from  the  General  GoTernment.  About  $300,000  has  been  realised 
by  sale  of  these  lands,  of  which  nearlv  $100,000  has  heen  expen- 
ded in  the  procuring  of  grounds  and  buildings. 

There  arc  three  buildings— a  very  large  one  for  public  rooms, 
and  two  dormitory  buildings,  furnishing  accommodations  for  about 
140  students. 

The  location  is  most  beautiful  and  healthful  ^  the  Inatitutfon  is 
ifk  a  flourishing  condition,  and  its  prospect  of  usefulness  promising. 

NO&MAL  SUHOOL  AQBNOT. 

One-fourth  of  the  proceeds  arising  irom  the  sale  of  Swamp 
and  Overflowed  Lands  is  set  apart  as  a  Normal  School  Fund,  the 
inr-ojac  of  whiL-h  is  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Eleven  Re- 
gents, two  of  whom,  the  Governor  and  the  ^Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Tn«*truction,  are  members  c.r  officio  ;  the  remaining  nine  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate, 
three  each  two  years,  muling  the  term  of  offioe  six  yean. 

The  Board  of  Regents  have  used  the  funds  at  thmr  disposal  m 
asfiisting  such  colleges,  academies  and  high  schools  as  establish  a 

^  Normal  Department  under  the  control  of  the  Board,  and  in  car- 
rying out  a  system  of  Teachers'  InRtitutes.  In  the  furthernneo  of 
their  object,  they  have  employed  during  the  year  1861  an  agent, 

^Mr.  Charlefj  H.  Allen,  from  whose  report  I  am  kindly  furnished 
with  the  following  facts  :  There  have  been  held  during  the  year 
twenty'Seren  Institutes,  varying  in  length  from  three  days  to  two* 
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wccts.  Nearly  1,G00  tcacluM-s  have  been  onrnlkd  as  members  of 
these  Tn^^titutc^  ;  118  public  uJdrcs.ses  have  been  delivered.  In 
accordance  witli  a  demand  for  longer  .sessions,  four  Institutes  of 
two  weeks  each  liavcbeen  held.  These  longer  Institutes  have  been 
oonduoted,  as  far  as  circumstances  would  permit,  after  tlie  oian* 
ner  of  a  normal  school.  The  interest  manifested  in  them  hm  ex- 
ceeded expectation,  ^fr.  Allen  very  pro|)orly  recommends  that 
still  longer  sessions  be  held  in  parts  of  the  State  not  eonvcnient  to 
normal  elnssoB  in  high  schools  or  academies,  and  thus  prepare  the 
way  for  a  normal  school. 

The  l  iaises  conueetcd  wiik  the  fourteen  lasiitutious  aided  by  the 
Normal  Fund,  have  numbered  342  members.  These  have  all  been 
subjected  to  strict  examination  conducted  upon  a  unifbrm  hasis, 
and  of  the  whole  nnmher  eighty-six  only  stood  the  test  It  may 
he  remarked  that  the  standard  to  be  reached  before  passinc  the 
tCFt  required  by  the  Board,  through  their  agent,  was  very  nigh, 
and  it  wns*  ( vidcnce  of  ir^od  in^tnif'tion  that  twenty-five  per  cent, 
of  tlic  rnnuboi- examined  were  founil  to  have  attained  it.  For  the 
past  year,  since  a  firm  and  settled  policy  has  been  pursued,  the 
work  of  these  institutions  has  commended  itself  to  general  favor 
by  its  goodresulte.  Thirty- three  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
passing  examination  were  connected  with  our  Puhlic  High  Schools. 

VI0CON5IN  INSTITUTK  FOR  THE  EDr CATION  OF  THE  BLIim. 

This  liistiiulion  is  under  the  control  of  six  Trustees.  It  is 
located  at  Janesville.  Dr.  W.  II.  Churchman  was  for  five  years  pre- 
viojis  to  October  1,  18C1,  its  rrincipal.  During  the  past  yeur 
forfy-five  persons  have  received  instruction  in  the  Asylum.  This 
is  but  a  small  Bart  of  the  whole  number  of  blind  in  the  State. 
According  to  Ukc  reports  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the 
several  Assessors,  there  are  at  present  111  blind  persons  in  the 
State.  These  reports  are  known  to  be  very  imperfect,  and  the 
number  of  this  class  of  nntortunates  must  be  very  much  larger 
than  these  reports  would  show. 

Pupils  arc  received  in  this  Institute  between  the  ages  of  8  and 
^  years,  and  in  some  exceptional  cases  at  an  age  greater  than  the 
last  named.  Those  f^om  the  State  are  admittea  yVee  ofirAar^* 
Suitable  clothing  must  be  provided  by  the  parents  or  mends  of 
the  pupil.  The  term 'of  instruction  is  limited  only  by  the  capacity 
of  the  pupil  and  his  degree  of  advancement  at  time  of  entering  the 
Institute.  Many  parents,  through  mistaken  kindness,  and  fear  of 
entrusting  their  unfortunate  children  to  the  hands  of  strangers, 
allow  the  better  vcars  for  instruction  to  pass  unimproved.  By 
this  neglect  the  child  loses  verv  much  of  happiness.  Those  niho 
aie  shut  out  from  the  outer  world  by  loss  of  one  of  the  most  importabt 
means  of  communication  with  it,  the  eye,  must  seek  for  happiness 
from  within,  and  from  tlic  eiiltiv;ifion  of  tho.'^c  incultie??  which  are 
best  addressed  through  other  senses.   For  ail  unfortunates  of  this 
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class,  titers  is  provided  by  publio  xnailifioGiiee  the  means  of  sucb 

ouHnrc.  Those  parents  wKo  arc  nnmlliDg  to  allow  their  children 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  means  thus  provided,  arc  themselves 
blind  to  their  l>o>t  interests.  Thonjrh  it  must  cost  a  stniL'gle  to 
leave  to  flic  hands  of  others,  children  to  whom  the  parent  clings 
so  tenderly,  and  all  the  more  tenderly  heeaupe  of  their  misfortune, 
gtill  the  good  ut'  the  child  demands  a  kind  of  care  and  instruction 
irbicb  the  parent  can  not  give,  and  without  whioh  its  future  hap- 
piness must  be  sacrifioed. 

These  general  remarks  are  also  applicable  in  the  case  of  another 
class  of  unfortunates — ^the  Jkaf  Mutes. 

WISCONSIN  INHTITLTE  FOR  THK  EDUCATION  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB 

This  Institute  is  located  at  DelaTan,  Walworth  county,  on  the 
line  of  the  Racine  and  Miss'iJ^sippi  railroad.  It  is  under  the  con- 
trol of  nine  Tnihtees.  Eighty-seven  pupih  wore  in  attendance 
during  the  year  ISGO.  Tnpils  are  received  between  the  a^es  of  10 
and  30  years.  Thofee  belonging  to  thio  State  are  received  without 
ehAr^  fov  board  oi  tuition.  For  indigent  pupils,  a  small  fond  is 
provided  to  aid  in  defira3riDg  expenses  for  clothing  and  tray  el.  The 
lull  course  of  instruction  in  completed  in  five  years,  though  an  ad- 
ditional year's  instruction  is  urged  as  desirable.  The  annual 
sesfions  continue  ten  month?,  commencing  upon  the  firs^t  Wedncs^- 
day  of  ^September.  No  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  circum- 
fttanees,  will  be  received  at  any  other  time  than  the  beginning  of 
the  sebiiion.  In  Hha,  h6  in  the  Intititute  for  the  Blind,  pupils  are 
required  to  labor  during  a  certain  pari  of  the  day.  It  is  specially 
impoTlant  ^t  deaf.  lautcB  slmuld  be  instructed  in  some  branch  of 
mechasical  indnstrj,*  since  they  will  in  great  part  be  confined  nec- 
eesarily  to  such  means  of  support. 

Teachers  can  render  very  important  service  in  seeking  out  such 
ae  arc  blind,  or  deaf  and  dumb,  and  setting  before  them  the  ad- 
vantatres  of  the  Institute  for  such  unfortunate  youth.  It  is  hoped 
that  uil  who  are  entitled  to  the  privileges  thu^  freely  bestowed  by 
tike  Sl»ie  will  enjoy  thitll. 

8TATB  BSFORH  SOHOaL. 

Ko  intelligent  -  man  will  deny  the  right  of  the  State  to  goard 
against  the  preTulence  at  crime  in  her  midst.   With  eyery  rigkt 

comes  a  corresponding  obligation.  Wisconsin  has  aeknowledged 
this  obligat^c^  in  the  establishment  of  penal  Institutions.  To  none 
of  the!?e  may  she  look  with  bright^^r  hope  of  success  than  to  the 
iSUUe  Reform  ^SrJiool.  This  Institution  is  rather  edvadonal  than 
-penal,  and  for  thi.^  reason  it  deserves  a  brief  notice  at  my  hands. 
It  is  designed  to  prevent  crime  rather  than  to  reforiu  criminals. 
It  fakes  those,  who,  through  parental  neglect,  or  through  an  entire 
want  of  proper^instruction  and  discipline,  haTc  ei&tered  the  street 
school  and  ^  in  a  fair  way  toward  the  commission  of  serious  of- 
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fences.  Around  them  it  throws  henlthful  home  influences,  while 
at  the  same  time  it  furnishes  the  means  of  mental  and  moral  cul- 
ture. In  the  family  of  the  Principal  of  s^uch  an  Institution  the 
youth,  sent  to  its  halls,  (should  find  firmness  combined  with  con- 
siderate kindness;  a  high  order  of  intellect;  refinement  of  man- 
ners ;  firm  moral  principle,  and  that  suavity  of  manner  which  will 
win  the  hearts  of  all  brought  within  its  reach.  The  Trustees  of 
the  Reform  School  have  appreciated  this  need  as  shown  in  the 
selection  of  the  present  worthy  Principal.  I  urge  favorable  action 
with  respect  to  this  Institution  on  the  part  of  your  honorable  body 
on  account  of  it^  direct  influence  upon  our  social  and  civil  inter- 
ests. The  direct  object  of  our  Public  School  system  is  to  furnish 
to  each  child  such  means  of  mental  and  moral  culture  as  shall  tend 
to  diminish  vice  and  to  encourage  right  and  virtuous  action. 
With  all  its  eflr)rts  to  attract  to  the  feast  the  children  of  our  State, 
many  utterly  refuse  to  come,  and'  many  others  are  kept  away  by 
those  who  should  be  their  protectors  and  guardians.  The  proprie- 
ty of  compelling  attendance  upon  our  Schools  is  questionable. 
But  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  State  to  select 
from  those,  whose  early  career  forebodes  danger  to  her  interests, 
some,  who  shall  be  subjected  to  physical,  mental  and  moral  disci- 
pline. To  change  the  whole  current  of  the  life  and  inflaence  of 
one  such  being  is  a  matter  of  very  great  importance.  The  means 
necessary  to  such  a  change  should  not  be  grudgingly  bestowed. 
From  the  poor  outcasts  may  come  many,  who,  with  proper  train- 
ing, will  bless  the  State,  and  will  return  for  her  kind  care  measure 
for  measure — yea,  good  measure,  pressed  doWn,  shaken  together, 
and  running  over.  *  ^''^'^  ^  r^'iui' 

The  Reform  School  is  located  at  Waukesha.  Its  Board  of  Man- 
ageres  consist.s  of  9  members,  three  of  whom  go  out  of  office  each 
year.  The  school  was  opened  in  July,  18G0.  During  the  first 
year  39  were  admitted,  and  during  the  past  year  a  larger  number 
have  been  connected  with  the  school.  The  order  of  daily  exor- 
cises is  copied  from  the  Annual  Report  for  1860  : 
^  "The  whole  time  of  each  inmate  is  occupied  by  a  judicious  di- 
vision of  study,  labor,  and  recreation.    The  following  is  our  daily

/  For  most  of  the  pupils  steady  and  regular  employment  is  fur- 
m«h<<d.  The  life  of  thp.  inmate  is  in  pleasing  contrast  to, his  form- 
er life,  cm  not  fail  to  exert  a  powerful  influence  lor  jrood. 
There  should  bo  no  limit  to  time  of  commitment,  except  such  as 
is  dictated  by  the  evident  reformation  of  the  pupil. 

VI.— TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 


The  Teachers'  Institote  is  an  important  edooefcional  agency,  de- 
signed rather  to  awnkon  interest,  and  to  encourage  self- culture  on 
the  part  of  teachers,  thau  to  furnish  instruction  upon  any  branch- 
es taught  in  our  public  schools.  When  properly  conducted  tliey 
impart  muoh  usei'ul  iiiformatiou,  start  trains  of  thought,  and  sng- 
gMt  imprcfrenento  in  modes  of  inetraction  and  dlMipiine,  that 
will  he  made  good  use  of  by  dionghtfbl  teaohera.  It  is  not  de- 
nied that  many  extravagant  claims  have  been  set  up  in  belialf  of 
the  Institute,  which  results  will  not  warrant.  By  these  claims  it 
should  not  be  judged,  but  by  its  fruits,  and  bj*  them  condemned 
if  found  wanting.  Nor  is  it  denied  that  an  almost  entire  failure 
has  attended  a  very  few  of  the  Institutes  of  the  State.  By  this 
minority,  however,  the  whole  should  not  be  judged.  The  large 
majority  of  attendants  npon  the  Institntes,  held  in  this  State  for 
tiro  jaafs  past  have  been  earnest  teaohen.  Nor  have  they  gono 
away  vipfofited,  as  their  sohools  will  most  abundantly  show.  Up* 
on  this  point  I  speak  from  observation  and  not  from  mere  surmise 
or  rumor.  While  they  have  been  ^■Tl!'^•e.s^^ful  with  the  many,  who 
possessed  tolerable  qualifications  and  a  gooil  share  of  common 
sense,  some  have  failed  to  derive  any  benefit  from  them,  while  a  few 
may  have  been  positively  injured.  Injury  may  have  come  throagh 
feeding  the  oonoelt  .of  shiUlow  minds,  who  ha?e  erowded  them- 
selves forward,  and  have  imagined  that  a  patient  ettduranoe  of 
iMr  hobby  rkUag,  wu  a  hearty  endorsement  of  the  same.  This 

can  not  he  obnrq-fd  an  c«scntinl  element  of  tbe  fv«teni.  The 
failure  to  receive  benefit  from  the  Institute  iie^  in  the  lack  of 
previous  instruction.  The  Instituto  is  not  expected  to  furnish  ca- 
pacity to  comprehend  the  simple  principles  that  lie  at  the  founda- 
tion of  the  hra»Ae8  tanght  m  ma  elementary  adiool;  aor  ean  it 
,  bo  neowlnd  in  ii  weak  or  two  to  do  ihe  work  tliatshovld  haye  been 
dOM  mg  bofore  m  the  sehool  room.  From  its  Tory  nature,  it  mmt 
modUy  rather  than  cr^te ;  It  mast  brighten  that  which  has  be- 
come tarnished  by  time :  it  mwt  excite  to  new  effort  the  fwuigi 
teacher  rather  than  breathe  into  the  nostrils  of  the  dead  teacher 
the  spirit  of  life. 

The  Institutes  have  been  weloomed  to  almost  every  county  of 
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the  State.  The  hospitality  of  the  people  ha$  been  freely  eitended, 
and  while  in  a  few  instances  it  may  haTe  beea  abused,  it  has 
brovght  its  reward  in  the  conscionaness  of  benefits  conferred  np> 
on  o&ere,  and  in  iucreased  interest  upon  the  part  of  those  who 

have  so  freely  bestowed  it. 

The  Irij^titutc  should  be  encouraged.  Viulcr  the  County  Super- 
intciuK  in  V  it  will  be  continiiod.  The  time  has  come,  howcTer, 
for  the  State  to  make  home  provi:jiuu  i'ur  more  permanent  normal  iu' 
sirtfclicm.  There  are  many  who  are  longing  for  instenotion  both 
in  the  tcunee  and  art  of  teaehins.  The  State  should  take  some 
steps  towards  the  establishment  m 

NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

While  we  work  irradvirilly  iu  that  direction,  it  would  bo  well  to 
supply  immediate  wants  . by  aidiriL^  u  few  private  institutions  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State,  which  are  willing  to  furnish  suitable 
buildings  and  aceommodatiou.-*,  and  free  tuition  to  tiueh  as  are 
prepared  to  enter  upon  a  proper  normal  cause.  It  would  be  well 
tf  the  present  plan  of  the  Konnal  Begents,  so  far  as  aid  to  institn* 
tions  is  concerned,  should  be  eontbued,  and  if  instead  of  many 
institutes  of  short  duration,  the  fund  directed  to  that  object  should 
be  confined  to  four  or  five  diflferent  Institutes  of  at  least  three  months' 
Icncrth.  This  will  make  hut  little  chnnirein  the  present  system, 
and  yet  it  will  prepare  the  way  for  a  dii^tinet  '  ^  '

Since  important  amendments  have  been  itaade  to  the  ^hool  law 

during  the  lant  two  or  three  yeaVBi  it  haft  become  almost  a  necessi- 
ty that  n  Ticw  School  Code  be  prepared.  Our  School  law  has  been 
subjci  t  to  iimeiidment  and  additions  almost  innumerable.  Under 
such  a  state  of  faot>5  it  is  diffifult  to  unders^tand  the  law  as  it  now 
blauds.  There  arc  ma.uy  confiicting  provisions,  many  superfluovui 
seotftons,  many  important  omissions.  For '  wh  leaaon  I  wovld 
urg^e  a  eomplete  leTiaaoii  and  BunpKfiealien  of  IIm  code,  fhxh  a 
VOTbien  has  been  prepared  to  be  submitted  to  your  honorable  body  ^ 
for  yonr  action  daring  the  session  of  1862.  No  ehimge  has  been 
made,  except  when  a  necessity  of  chnn^rc  has  arisen  from  amend- 
ments already  made  and  in  a  lew  particulars  wherein  the  necessity 
of  chjinge  has  been  made  apparent  by  experience  and  obaiirvation, 
and  expressed  in  the  wishes  and  counsel  o^  our  best  educationists. 
The  main  ftatum  of  the  amendments  proposed  are  ais  follows:

'  show  the  branches  in  whi^  the  holder  has  b^n  examined,  and 
lut  sianding  in  each  branch  with  reference  to  some  standard,  ss* 
sumed  by  the  Superintendent,  and  marked  upon  the  certificate. 
The  apptioant  for  a  certificate  of  this  grade  should  pass  a  satisfiu* 
tory  examination  in  all  the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in  our 
Common  Schools,  as  specified  in  the  section  relating  to  the  same. 
A  certificate  of  this  grad«!  shoulil  be  good  tor  the  town  lor  wliich 
it  wa8  granted  for  ouc  year  from  its  date,  unless  booner  aunuUed. 

The  examination  for  a  certificate  of  the  next  higher  grade  should 
be  in  Cbamniatical  Analysis,  Physiology,  Physical  Geography, 
Elementary  Algebra,  and  Theory  and  Practice  of  Tea(  lung,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  branches  required  for  the  lowest  grade.  This  certifi* 
cate  should  be  in  force  for  one  year  and  be  good  for  any  town  in 
the  county. 

In  addition  to  the  vc^uireuitMt.s  for  tcriiticatcs  of  the  second 
and  third  grades,  applicants  i'or  a  yradv  ccrtiJlcaU'.  should  pass 
a  satiifkctory  examination  in  Algc])ra,  Natural  Philosophy,  Mensu- 
ration and  Mental  Philosophy.  The  certificate  should  be  good  for 
two  years  fVom  date  and  for  any  town  in  the  county,  rertificates 
of  first  and  second  grades  .should  show  the  branches  in  which  the 
holder  has  been  examined  arid  liis  relative  attainment  in  each. 

The  advantages  of  such  a  -y-lcni  are  briefly  these: 

1.  It  stimulates  teachers  and  rewards  the  deserving, 

2.  It  furnished  to  employers  important  help  iu  the  employment 
of  teaohers. 

'.  •:8.  It  aids  very  materially  in  adapting  teachers  to  schools. 

i4.  It  may  servo  a  very  important  end  in  determining  the  proper 
wages  to  be  paid.    Wages  should  be  in  proportion  to  ability  and 

experience.  ' 

It  can  work  no  injury  >'inco  it  leavt.'s  oui;  grade  ol"  certificate  in 
a  pobitiou  to  be  reached  by  any  who  under  the  preseut  system  de- 
serre  a  certificate. 

3.  It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  change  the  time  of  holding 
the  annual  meeting.  Many  of  our  schools  commence  early  in 
ip^tember.  The  annual  district  meeting  should  for  many  and  im- 
pHytyit  reasons  precede  the  commencement  of  the  school  year. 
The  I)ia trie t  Clerk  iu  making  his  annual  report  would  fin<l  in  the 
reports  of  different  officers  to  the  annual  meeting  many  facts  of 
service  and  without  which  his  report  to  this  department  is  neces- 

inco^^ple^.   Many  districtSj^  whose  term  of  school  does  not 

« 
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conimeiice  till  November,  fail  to  secure  the  serriees  of  a  good 
teacher,  because  the  officers  do  not  feel  empowered  to  act  before 
the  annnal  meeting.  Most  of  our  best  teacBers  are  engaged  be- 
fore the  last  of  September.  The  annual  meeting  can  as  well  be 
held  upon  the  last  Monday  of  August.  Snoh  a  change  I  h»T« 
recommended. 

4.  A  limiting  of  the  size  of  school  distriets  to  he  herealter 

formed. 

In  some  of  the  more  sparsely  nettled  eountieSj  districts  hare 
been  formed  extending  the  whole  width  of  the  county,  thns  sub-* 
jecting  territory  to  taxation,  while  the  owners  and  ocenpaBts 
thereof  arc  prevented  from  receiving  any  of  the  benefits  resniting 

from  such  taxation.  Several  iic^t  incoH  uaTO  been  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  this  Department  iti  which  rtTO^n  injustiec  has  been 
done,  not  only  to  non-re;>idciit  land  owners,  but  to  actual  settlers. 
A  limit  of  !5iiino  kind  is  neede  l  and  it  iri  believed  that  the  one  es- 
tablished by  the  revision,  will  commend  itself  to  your  good  judg- 
ment. 

5.  Sncli  provisions  with  refbrenee  to  remedies,  penalties  and 
forfeitares  as  shall  make  more  sure  and  simple  the  enforeement  of 

the  law. 

0.  A  or  n  era  I  re-arranL'ir>'2r  of  section?.  f=o  af  fo  briri!*  into  their 
nppropriate  place  thn-f  that  have  been  added  to  the  law  sinee  the 
eodti  of  185U  was  prepared. 

These  amcudmcnt.s  do  not  affect  an^  material  pnuciple,  tiiat 
has  not  been  affected  by  enaetments  of  previous  years.  In  eon- 
nection  with  this  matter,  I  purpose  making  a  special  report  to  the 
Legislature,  submittinir.  in  detail,  the  amendments  desired  and 
songht  by  the  bill  that  will  be  submitted  for  your  eonsideration 
And  action. 

In  several  city  cliartcrM,  there  are  provisions  relutinu:  to  sichooli^, 
that  conflict  with  the  general  school  law  in  Rome  unimportant  par- 
ticulars. A  change  in  these  particulars  would  improve  the  reports 
made  to  this  department.  All  the  cities  should  be  required  to 
make  their  reports  through  the  County  Superintendent,  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  ^ame  form  as  is  required  of  towns,  or  the 
cities  should  make  special  and  separate  reports  directed  to  this 
office.  Hilt  two  point-  orcur  to  me  as  crivinir  ni«  anv  trmible  ; 
-  1,  ns  to  the  time  of  ma k  in report,  and  2,  n»  to  reporting  in  sep- 
arate cuiumna,  the  number  of  male  and  female  children  of  school 
age. 

IX.— TBXT  BOOKS. 

I  would  repeat  the  recommendations  of  my  last  report,  relative 

to  text  bookR.  One  thing  only  deserves  additional  notice.  Upon 
the  subject  of  Oeography,  I  would  urge  the  general  introduction 

of  i%'rihiifr\^  Sfdtf  M<ip  Drairivg  Cards.  They^ccm  well  adapted 
to  meet  a  want  that  has  heretofore  remained  unsuppliod.  The 
htudy  of  Geography  has  been  much  neglected,  notwithstanding  its 
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intrini^ic  importanpe.  Author.^  have  failed  to  present  the  subject 
in  ita  most  attractive  form.  Outline  maps  have  been  a  great  im- 
provement, and  have  served  as  an  incentive  to  a  proper  study  of  the 
seienoe.  But  notliing  I  liave  yet  seen,  seems  to  be  better  calcu- 
lated to  excite  interest  in  the  study  of  Geography  than  the  Slate 
Map  Dramng  Cards.  They  are  brought  within  the  pecuniary 
means  of  most  of  our  pupils. 

X^GBNSRAL  BEMABKS. 

tTuder  the  excitement  incident  to  the  ciui  litir-n  of  onr  counrv, 
and  under  the  pecuniary  pressure  consc(|Uciit  thercujM>n,  some  arc 
prone  to  forget  the  school,  and  others  to  plead  for  restriction  of 
its  privileges  by  cutting  down  cxpenditurGH.  Many  are  calling  for 
retrenchment,  and  on  account  of  Bhort'Sightcdncss,  find  the  public 
school  the  oiost  convenient  channel  through  which  such  retrench- ' 
meut  can  be  made.  Without  spending  time  in  showing  other  and 
far  more  accessible  fbann^ls  for  succr-sfnl  retrcnchmcnf.  such  as 
iu  the  use  of  alcoholic  drinks,  which  cubtn  the  State  directly  and 
indirectly  more  than  ten  times  as  much  as  all  her  school  interests  ; 
or  tobacco,  which,  in  the  form  of  scgars  alone,  costs  four  times  as 
much  as  schools ;  or  in  the  luxuricis  of  table  and  dress,  the  excess 
of  which,  would  far  aurp:»;^s  all  school  expen.^os;  or  in  many 
other  things  which  we  could  better  do  wiib  ut  I  would  urge  the 
following  considerations  in  favor  of  renewed  effort  and  increased 
liberality,  in  support  of  our  school  system. 

Our  forefathers  were  hardy,  i?itelligcnt  and  virtuous.  The  iosti- 
tutions  they  founded,  demand  in  their  supporters,  the  same  (juali- 
tics  of  hand,  head,  and  heart,  as  the  founders  themselves  possessed. 

Institutions  which  have  their  foundation  in  the  popular  will  can 
have  no  security  except  in  the  firmness  and  consistency  of  tl^t  will. 
A  will  subject  only  to  caprice  or  passion,  ungovcrncd  by  sound 
reason  and  an  rii!i<:bt'  nod  consfM(»?v'\  f^-an  never  be  eon'^isi t-nt  with 
itself.  The  general  diiTusion  ot"  knowledge  :ind  of  corrc  <  t  Tiinr;il 
principles,  arc  therefore  absolutely  r--cntial  to  the  {jcrpttuity  of 
j)opular  institutions.  The  ignorant  c;ia  not  appreciate  the  bless- 
ings of  civil  liberty,  and  of  course  fail  to  realize  the  obligations 
growing  out  of  their  possession.  The  vicious  seek  only  present 
gratification,  and  will  sacrifice  future  good  for  iunn ^  h'afr  thonA 
it  be  a  temporary  pleasure.  Those  who  hnuxc  not  the  value  of  lib- 
erty, and  those  who  rare  not  for  its  possession,  if  b}'  its  forfeiture 
they  can  secure  momentary  sensual  gratitication,  become  willing 
lO'ds  in  the  hands  of  designing  demagogues.  Such  tools  tyrants 
will  ever  keep  in  Htore.  If,  as  a  people,  we  would  cscaj/c  ihu  grasp 
of  tyranny,  or  would  preserve  ourselves  from  political  corruption 
and  rottenness,  we  must  foster  every  interest  that  will  tend  to  the 
promotion  of  sound  learning,  practical  industry,  and  correctmoral 
principle.  Among  the  agencies  having  such  a  tendency,  none  is 
more  powerful  (hnn  the  PuhUc  Srhool.  This  agency  meets  with 
universal  favor  on  the  part  of  those  who  love  counhy  more  than 
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9€\f,  It  spnng  from  the  same  soil  as  tkat  whieli  prodneed  the 
priaciple  of  self  ^venimeiit.  As  an  Amerioan  institiitloii,  and 
as  an  Amerioanismg  institution,  it  appeals  to  every  American 
heart.  When  properly  sustained  and  carefully  guarded,  the  Pub- 
lic School  develops  those  qualities  which  serve  best  in  the  culti- 
vation of  those  arts  of  peace  by  which  true  prosperity  is  most 
certainly  secured.  Those  who  discard  the  idea  of  popular  educa- 
tion, and  scout  at  all  free  schools,  are  ever  rife  for  rebellion. 
Whenever  such  rebellion  dares  to  assert  itself,  the  arts  of  war 
must  be  cnltiTated.  The  physical  energy,  the  inyentiye  power,  the 
mental  capabilities,  and  the  moral  faculties  that  have  been  called 
into  exercise  and  cultivated  by  the  pursuit  of  the  peaceful  arts, 
are  needed  when  the  stern  necessities  of  war  are  forced  upon  us. 
A  few  short  months  since,  and  we  were  startled  by  the  outbreak  of 
•a  well  concerted  couspiracy  against  the  integrity  of  our  govern- 
ment. Men  and  means  were  called  for  to  aid  ii^  the  suppression  of 
diis  conspiracy.  Men  sprang  to  arms  from  every  quarter  nOt  in 
the  bands  of  the  conspirators.  Money  flowed  freely  into  the 
national  treasury.  Among  loyal  people  but  one  feeling  existed^ 
It  found  expression  in  the  words  *'  Tlit  Union  can  and  ahall  he 
prdfrvedV^  As  tlie  fonnitlable  proportions  of  this  monster  rebel- 
lion havcsliown  tlu;ln^elves.  tlie  sinews  of  war  have  been  developed, 
liut  mere  sinew  is  useless,  without  a  living  soul,  and  may  be  worse 
than  useless,  if  under  the  control  of  a  depraved  soul.  Brain  and 
heari  have  been  needed,  as  well  as  muMcle  and  money.  Under  Gk>d| 
we  are  indebted  to  our  free  sohools,  and  all  kindred  institut^ns 
that  have  had  their  origin  in  the  love  of  hinu.inity  and  of  human 
rights,  for  the  ready  supply  of  this  nof  1.  Blood  and  tfiMsuro  nre 
fiowinp  freely  in  sup])ort  of  our  civil  institutions,  that  we  may 
hand  down  to  our  eliildren  iniinipairoil  the  inlieritani  e  we  have 
thus  faf  enjoyed  as  the  fruit  of  our  fathers'  toil  and  sufferings. 
The  hope  that  our  children  will  prize  this  inheritance  and  oherish 
it  with  patriotic  devotion,  nerves  us  to  the  sacrifice  we  make  in  its 
defence.  Let  us  not  forget  that  our  liop.  s  may  be  disappointed, 
if  wc  neglect  those  measures  which  will  make  of  our  ehildrWl  in- 
tolliirent  and  virtuous  citizens.  While  we  guard  sedulously  ac^ainst 
the  attacks  of  rebels,  we  should  not  sleep  upon  our  posts  and 
allow  the  hosts  of  ignorance  and  vice  to  surprise  and  overpower 
us.  We  should  rather  double  our  watch,  and  gird  ourselves  anew 
to  the  contest.  , 

From  present  indications,  the  people  of  Wisconsin.  und^Tsttuid 
well  the  importance  of  watehf'ulness.  Tn  spite  of  depreciated  cur- 
rency, diminished  school  fuud,  and  general  commercial  depression, 
school  interests  have  not  so  far  materially  suflfercd.  Local  taxation 
bids  fair  to  supply  other  deficleneies,  and  on  the  part  of  teachers 
there  seems  to  be  an  instinctive  moYcment  toward  better  culture 
and  more  earnest  labor.  Our  schools  are  full.  lastitutes^hav^ 
been  unnsuall^^  prosperous.  I  beg  leave  to  submit eztraotol^o^c^^r.^

Dbar  Sir  : — Very  often  am  I  asked  concerniDg  the  effect  of  the 
war  cxcitcTucut  upon  school  interests  in  this  State.  It  is  natural 
that  this  inquiry  should  be  made,  and  I  have  been  happy  in 
being  able  to  answer  it  in  a  way  highly  satisfactory  to  those  who 
desire  the  prosperity  of  our  educational  enterprises.  Our  State 
levy  for  school  purposes  has  not  been  diniiui.^hed.  and  so  far  as  I 
am  informed  local  levies  for  this  purpose  arc,  with  few  exei  ptions, 
as  high  as  in  former  years.  A  good  many  of  our  teachers  have 
resigned  their  pasition  and  entered  the  army,  but  their  places  have 
been  acceptably  filled,  and  no  serious  inconvenience  or  injury  to 
our  schools  has  resulted  from  this  fact.  Our  people,  particularly 
our  school  Directors,  have  seemed  to  appreciate  the  very  great  im- 
portance of  rendering  our  educational  forces  efficient  at  such  a 
time  as  this,  when  the  tendency  is  to  social  and.  moral  degeneracy. 
I  believe  that  the  schools  of  Ohio  arc  quite  as  well  attended  as 
they  were  one  year  ago.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  REGEFDS. 


To  the  Uomrahh^  the  LtgMaiure  of  the  JSttUe  of  Wiscojisin  : 

The  undersigned,  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Eegeats 

at  the  .Tune  session,  to  prepare  and  present  the  Annual  Eeport  re- 
quire'l  by  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  tlir  T'lnversity  of  Wis- 
€on?«iii.  liavc  the  honor  to  tfubmit^the  Fot  h  i  p  rNTU  Annual  Re- 
pOtRT  of  said  jjuard  of  liegenU,  being  ior  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30th,  186L.  ,  ^ 

l>eBpite  the  finaneial  embarrwments  and  the  distractiu^  politi- 
cal eTente  of  the  year,  the  Wisoonain  UniTeraity  haa  well  main* 
tained'itft  numhera  and  its  nsAfiilness. 

The  anniuJ'oatalogue  herewith  presented  (Appendix  ''E  con-  • 
tainp  the  name«  of  180  students  wno  have  born  connected  with  the 
University,  in  some  one  or  more  of  its  departments,  durini;  the 
colK^gidte  year  endinL'  June  27th,  1861.  Of  this  number  .'*4  pur- 
bued  the  classical  and  43  the  8cientifi<:  course  prescribed  by  the 
Begents  for  the  regular  college  classes,  and  42  were  eonnectea  with 
the  preparatory  depaTtment.  Of  these  119  (all  who  are  strietly 
flpeaung  students  at  the  UnlTersity.)  27  are  residents  of  Madison  ; 
83  came  from  other  places  within  the  State,  and  9  are  residents  of 
other  States.  These  facti;  of  the  residence  of  the  pupils  afford 
cheering  evidence  that  the  Univer'^ity  i«  errudually  exten'ling  the 
area  of  its  iniluence  and  wideniti«r  the  sphere  of  its  n-^f  f  ulness. 

A  communication  from  the  Faculty  is  here'.rith  submitted,  pre- 
.senting  interesting  statemcnti^  uf  the  iuterual  condition  of  the 
University,  and  of  the  conduct  of  the  students.  Also,  an  earnest 
appeal  for  the  establishment  of  a  Military  Peparlment  in  oonnee- 
tion  with  the  UniTereity. 

We  invite  the  particular  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this 
communication,  which  is  Dooument  ♦*  A  "  appended  to  this  Report. 

The  Report  of  the  Exnminlnn'  rommittee  selected  by  tbe  Regents 
to  attend  the  last  Annual  Examination  of  the  l^iuversity  classes, 
is  also  appended  (  marked  B  ")  ;  and  we  beg  leave  to  tall  espe- 
cial attention  to  the  testimony  so  cordially  volunteered  therein,  to 
the  fidelity  and  ability  of  the  gentlemen  to  whom  this  Board  have 
oonfided  the  several  chairs  of  instmetion,  as  evinced  by  the  thorough 
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elementary  traiDing.aod  mature  Bcliolarsliip  of  the  respective  olasi* 
ea  paseing  under  examinatioD  bi^fore  the  eommittee.

Subtracting  the  annual  interest  on  the  indebtedness  of  the  Uni- 
versity from  the  net  income  of  its  productive  capital,  leaves  but 
$10,201  16.  But  even  this  remainder  is  charged  by  the  several 
acts  authorizing  the  University  to  contract  loans,  with  providing 
a  sinking  fund  of  $2,500  00  per  annum  from  and  after  the  year 
1860;  to  be  increased  .to  $4,000  60  per  year  from  and  after  the 
year  1864.  This  leaves  only  $7,701  16  applicable  to  the  current 
expenses  of  thepresentyear,  and  but  $6,201 16  from  and  after  1864. 
Even  this  remainder  is  liable  to  further  reduction  from  forfeitures 
on  loans  and  certificates  at  the  sales  this  fall,  and  thus  again  at 
every  succeeding  sale  until  a  return  of  prosperous  times. 

The  eaypentei  of  conducting  the  University,  as  at  present,  with- 
out a  Chancellor,  with  an  inadequate  instructional  force,  and  trans- 
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acting  everything  on  a  scale  of  the  most  rigid  economy,  are  not 
leas  than  $10,500  per  annum ;  of  which  perhaps  81,500  may  b« 
anticipated  from  fees  of  students.  It  will  hence  appear  at  a  glance 
that  the  University  of  "Wisconsin  has  not  the  means  to  run  at  even 
the  present  limited  scale  of  expenditure  ;  and  that  the  result  of 
every  year's  attempt  to  continue  as  now,  must  result,  as  the  past 
year,  in  an  increase  of  indebtedness,  either  to  the  members  of  the 
Faculty  on  their  salaries,  or  to  other  creditors. 

The  facts  submitted  show  in  ugly  contrast  to  the  roseate  antici- 
pations elaborated  liberally  in  former  reports  by  this  Board  to  the 
Legislature.  As  late  as  1858  the  revenues  of  the  University  wero 
estimated  ample  to  pay  the  interest  on  it^  indebtedness,  provide 
the  sinking  fund  demanded  by  the  tirst  loan  act,  and  from  and 
after  the  year  IfclOU,  afiord  814,250  00  a  year  to  meet  current  ex- 
|i0BSMw'  <This  prospect  is  stated  as  certain  to  be  realized  for  years 
to  come,  and  the  given  income  calculated  as  only  liable  to  tn- 
create  from  coutiugencies  more  or  le^s  remote/' — (Bepojt  of  1^68, 
page  16.)  >r  - 

It  is  submitted  that  th«  policy — adopted  by  the  early  movers  in  * 
the  organization  of  the  University,  and  enjoined  by  the  provisions 
of  its  charter — of  providing  grounds,  buildings,  and  the  entire 
outlay  of  preparation  for  a  University  from  the  income  of  its  en- 
dowment, has  ii^iuiUi/  failed.  It  might  have  heen  successful  with 
a  practice  of  that  sensible  patience  and  prudent  economy  which 
invest  ifo  faster  than  the  accumulation  of  raeafis  in  hand.  In  this 
way,  some  years  §5,000,  other  years  as  high  as  810,000,  and  even 
this  year  over  87,000  could  have  been  invested  annually  in  build- 
ings, without  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  institution.  On  this 
plan,  buildintrs  nearly  or  quite  equal  to  those  now  provided  would 
by  this  timo  belong  to  the  University,  without  the  incumbrance  of 
owing  for  their  cost ;  and  the  institution  could  at  any  time  apply 
its  entire  income  for  current  expenses,  by  suspending  its  operations 
in  building.  But  as  the  case  now  stands,  the  University  owes  just 
about  the  amount  that  its  buildings  and  grounds  have  cost ;  and 
its  income,  diminished  through  losses  and  forfeitures,  does  not 
yield  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  its  indebtedne.ss ;  provide 
the  annual  sinking  fund  required  by  law  for  extinguishing  its  lia- 
bilities, and  at  the  same  time  meet  the  current  expenses  of  an 
institution  at  all  proportionate  to  its  preparations. 
*  The  sensible  way  of  extricating  the  University  from  its  present 
embarrassments,  is  for  the  Legislature  to  direct  that  the  cost  of 
buildings  and  grounds  be  paid  from  the  capital  of  the  fund,  and 
thus  leave  the  annual  income  of  its  not  resources  unencumbered. 
As  the  fund  now  stands,  the  appropriation  of  8100,000  to  paying 
off  existing  indebtedness  and  putting  the  buildings  in  complete 
repair,  with  much  needed  preparations  for  receiving  the  collections 
by  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  Stat«,  would  leave  a  productive 
endowment  of  8164,255  27 ;  the  annual  interest  of  which,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  cost  of  its  management  by  the  State,  could  be  de- 
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voted  to  the  curifiit  expenses  of  the  Univer?.itj.  This  would 
afford  the  present  year  $10,457  78.  This,  with  the  income  derived 
iioiu  students'  fees,  would  enable  lIic  University  to  proceed  at  its 
prcsexit  outlay  of  expense,  and  provide  a  moderate  salary  for  a 
Chancellor — on  officer  indispensable  k»  tbe  success  and  effieient 
management  of  the  institution, 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD.. 

Two  scd^ious  of  the  Board  of  Regents  have  been  held  during 
the  year  covered  by  this  report. 
At  the  first  session,  commencing  on  the  16lh  day  of  Jaauarj, 

(and  continuing  for  three  days,)  besides  tibetrauBaction  of  ordinary 
business,  the  resignation  of  Ohancellor  Barnard,  which  had  bewa 
tendered  to  the  Board  at  their  annual  meeting  in  June,  1860,  was 
formally  accepted. 

The  followintr  preamble  and  resolutions,  reported  by  ReL^ents 
McMynn,  Hobuii  and  Pickard,  committee  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, were  adopted  a&  expressing  the  aceej)tanee  bv  the  Board  of 
the  Chancellor's  resignation,  and  the  sentimentB  of  the  Board  m 
respect  thereto : 

Whxeeas,  Br.  Barnard,  iu  July  last,  tendered  to  this  Board 
his  resignation  as  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and, 
the  Board,  cherishing  the  hope  that  his  health,  after  afbw  months 

of  rest,  might  be  so'  far  restored,  as  to  permit  him  to  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  declined  to  accept  the  same,  and  requested 
that  it  be  withdrawn  ;  and.  whereas,  it  has  been  n^icorfninod.  that 
the  state  oi'Ki^  hcaltli  is  such  as  preclude.s  tliB  pro1i:ibility  of  his 
bcin^  able  to  rcbume  his  position  as  (Mianccllor ;  and,  whereas, 
the  interests  of  the  University  imperatively  demand  the  presence 
of  a  presiding  officer  ;  therefore 

Rcmlval,  That  while  wo  feel  it  duo  to  the  Interests  intrusted  to 
our  care,  to  accede  to  Dr.  Barnard's  re^^ue^t,  and  to  accept  hiss  resig* 
nation,  we  deeply  regret  the  necessity  thai  compels  us  to  iOTer 
those  relations  from  whieh  we  had  aatieipated  the  greatest  benefits 
to  the  University,  and  to  the  other  edue«tional  intereste  of  our 
State. 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  Chancellor  Barnard 
in  the  disappointment  consequent  upon  his  inability  from  impaired 
health,  to  carry  out  those  plans  of  usefulness  to  our  State,  which 
he  BO  wisely  laid,  and  which  he  labored  so  unscltighly  to  realize, 
and  tiiut  we  cherish  a  deep  Bense  of  the  obligations  under  which, 
he  has  placed  us,  by  his  devotion  to  the  work  in  .which  he  mot 
with  such  distinguished  suoeess,  during  the  time  he  was  able  to  be 
among  us. 

At  this  session,  Messrs.  M.  M.  Davis,  of  Portage,  J.  G.  McMynn, 
of  Racine,  0.  il.  Conover,  of  Madison,  F.  H.  Head,  of  Kenosha, 
J.  J.  Ouppy,  of  Portage,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  N.  C.  Chapin  of  La 
Crosse,  and  M.  P.  Kinney,  of  Janesviile,  were  selected  and  request- 
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cd  to  act  as  exnmiuing  comouttee  at  the  aanaal  ezayQunation  of  iV 
classes  in  the  University.

While  tho  Univerfiity  iias  thus  sent  Ibrth  a  score  of  recruits,  the 
number  ol  .-students  wiilnii  its  nates  during'-  tlie  last  term  has  been 
ninety-seven;  more  than  at  any  uiue  ior  at  leadt.two  yearji.  Not 
only  have  many  left  the  Inatfttniicm  to  eoliBt)  bat  more  than  one 
in  the  oamp  just  weat  of  it^  has  faaen  hemd  toiaay  tluit  )b##aa  sulh 
ing  arrangements  to  become  a  student  thoiorwhen  iitempted  by 
the  war.  On  the  whole,  it  may  be  lafisly  said  tluit,r  luid  peace  con- 
tinued, the  University  would  wfiw  enfoll  a  Ulrger  eorpa  of  stadents 
than  at  any  previous  period. 

The  preparatory  Hchool.  wliich  is  the  nursery  of  the  higher  de- 
partmeutfi,  has  been  doubly  efficient  .>inee  its  re?»toration  within 
the  walld  of  the  University ;  but  it  eun  never  do  its  perfect  work 
without  some  increase  of  its  instructional  force  ]  nor,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  faculty,  is  any  officer  more  needed  than  an  additional 
tutor. 

CALL  FOR  A  UILITARY  ELKHENT. 

Ali  purticji  u^ree  that  the  kMuU-  University  ought  to  be  from 
time  to  time  so  modified  as  best  to  meet  the  varying  exigencies  of 
the  commonwealth  whoso  name  it  bears.  Nor  are  Milton's  words 
now  less  true  than  in  the  midst  of  that  great  English  rehellion^ 
when  he  declared  that,  education,  if  completo  and  generous,  must 
fit  a  man  to  perform,  jmstly,  skillfully,  and  magnanimously,  all 
the  offices  of  WAR  no  less  than  of  peaee."  Indeed,  no  State  has 
ever  for  a  long  period  neglected  military  culture.    It  is  well  known 
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that  in  continontfil  Europe  most  able-bodied  men  are  obliged  to 
serve  as  soldir:  but  how  pervasive  the  military  clement  is  in 
transatlantic  schoolS;  is  a  fact  less  generally  understood  in  Ameri- 
ca. Bishop  Uenni,  of  Milwaukee,  educated  at  St.  Gall,  in  a  school 
not  difitinctiVcly  military,  states  that  he  was  drilled  for  four  years. 
Tndeedj,  ti6t  only  in' Switzerland,  but  throui^hout  Italy,  Germany, 
as  well  as  the  roya)  and  commercial  colleges  of  France,  every  tourist 
nofr"-'  that  all  signals  are  given  by  drum-beats,  that  the  pup^s 
dress  in  uniform,  and  spend  from  three  to  six  hours  a  week  in  mili- 
tary eXfet<?isos. 

A  similar  element  is  now  rapidly  leavening  English  schoohs  from 
highest  to  t6west.  A'$ide  fi'om  the  importance  of  such  an  element 
as  h  training  fur  war,  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  Oxford  has  lately 
testified  that  the  institution  of  the  volunteer  drill  in  that  college, 
had  Idccu  .ittcnded  by  an  impr6vement  of  the  mental  labors,  and 
of  the  whole  order  and  discipline,  as  well  a.«i  of  the  health  of  the 
University  ;  and  that,  encouraged  by  thfese  first  fruits,  he  was 
about  to  make  provisions  for  cavalry  exercises.  Testimonies 
might  be  multiplied,  were  it  not  needless,  that  besides  their  doub- 
ling physical  vigor,  military  tactics  innuring  to  habits  of  order, 
obedience,  self-restraint,  must  be  a  help  to  educational  discipline. 

A  military  feature  is  not  unknown  in  the  schools  of  our  own 
country.  The  fame  of  West  Point  is  world-wide.  When  Captain 
Patridge  retired  from  the  superintendency  of  that  school  in  1817, 
he  organized  a  Military  Academy  in  Norwich,  Vermont,  which 
has  been  in  operation  ever  since,  and  is  now  crowded.  To  the 
same  officer,  similar  academies  in  Middlctown,  Connecticut,  and  in 
at  [least  a  dozen  other  places,  owed  their  establishment.  These 
academies  initiated  in  military  science  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
officers  who  shared  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  and  who  now  lead  the 
armies  of  the  Union.  While  several  of  these  schools  survive,  like 
most  educational  establishments  which  are  endowed  neither  by  the 
State  nor  by  any  religious  denomination,  they  have  had  but  a 
languishing  existence,  though  they  are  now  waking  to  newness  of 
life. 

At  the  South  they  have  ordered  this  matter  otherwise.  Accord- 
ing to  Col.  Scott's  Militiiry  Dictionary,  military  academies  mod- 
elled on  West  Point,  have  been  long  supported  within  the  respect- 
ive limits,  by  the  States  of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Car- 
olina, Alabama,  Kentucky,  and  perhaps  others."  Nor  is  it  im- 
probable that  these  schools  of  the  officer,,  have  greatly  controlled 
the  fortunes  of  the  last  campain. 

In  view  of  facts  iike  these,  the  Regents  of  Michigan  University, 
on  the  26th  of  June  last,  with  entire  unanimity,  established  a 
Military  Chair,  entitled  the  Professorship  of  Military  Engineering 
and  Tactics.  They  also  contemplate  a  further  development  of 
their  University  in  this  direction,  as  soon  as  they  can  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  State. 

The  students  in  the  Wisconsin  l^niversity  near  the  beginning  of 
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the  Autumn  term,  organized  a  military  company  among  them- 
seWes.  Through  the  kindness  of  General  Utley,  arms  were  grant- 
ed them,  one  of  the  Professors. becoming  responsible  for  the  safe 
return  of  the  same.  These  University  volunteers  kept  up  their 
exercises,  one  hour  each  afternoon,  till  the  last  week  in  the  term 
with  unflagging  spirit,  and  made  such  progress  in  the  manuel  and 
marching  manoeuvres,  that  they  would  compare  favorably  with  any 
company  in  Camp  Randall.  Much  of  their  proficiency  is  no  doubt 
due  to  their  Captain,  E.  G.  Miller,  a  volunteer  in  the  first  regiment 
who,  after  serving  out  his  time  on  both  sides  of  the  Potamac,  re- 
turned to  the  still  air  of  delightful  studies. 

.  If  any  thing  shall  be  done  by  our  Legislature  for  military  edu- 
cation, that  element  may  be  most  economically  engrafted  upon 
some  existing  institution.  Such  a  department  befits  the  State 
University  rather  than  any  denominational  college  ;  and  nowhere 
are  the  location,  the  grounds,  and  the  buildings  so  favorable  as  at 
the  University,  for  such  an  experiment. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EXAMINING  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Univer$ity  of  Wisconsin: 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointd  by  your  body  to  at- 
tend the  annual  examination  of  the  University  classes  for  the  year 
1^(61.  would  rciipcftfully  report 

Tliut  the  examination  of  the  classes  commenced  on  Wednesday 
the  li*th  inst.,  but  through  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  time, 
your  committee  did  not  arrive  until  the  following  day,  and  others 
failed  to  attend  upon  the  examination  of  the  classes  in  Political 
Economy,  Moral  Philosophy,  Analytical  Geometry  and  the  Calcu- 
lus :  That  they  have  attended  the  examination  of  nearly  all  the 
other  clat^sex;  which  examinations  were  conducted  by  the  several 
professors,  the  committee  proposing  from  time  to  time  such  ques- 
tions as  they  deemed  advisable.      ^  ,. 

1. — MODERN  LANOrAOKS. 

The  sudeuts  in  thig  department  under  the  charge  of  Professor 
Fuchs,  gave  evidence  of  most  thorough  training  in  the  elementary 
principles  of  the  French  and  German  languagea.  The  instructor 
evidently  deemed  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  principles  of 
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the  gmmnftr  of  llieie  languages  of  man  mfwrlnM  than  mi  ap- 
parent glibenesfi  in  trttfasbaon,  and  by  IralBiiig  hb  eiaiiaa  in  pnr- 
guance  f  tlii^  idea,  Uyi  tbe  foundation  fn  a  compute  maata^  of 

the  difficulties  of  a  language. 

The  committee  were  especially  pleased  with  the  ulmoHt  tiniform- 
ly  correct  proaunciation  of  the  members  of  the  French  aud  Uer- 
man  classes.  Were  they  to  make  any  tjugge^ition  m  the  premises, 
it  would  be  that  greater  care  be  taken  to  translate  the  French  and 
German  authors  into  pure,  idiomatic  English.  They  obserYed, 
ihongh  rarely,  a  literal  translation  of  an  idiomatio  Frendk  or  Ger- 
man phrase,  whicb,  espeeially  amon^  the  more  advanoad  elaatea, 
aliould  be  eavefnlly  avoided.  The  translation  of  foreign  anchors 
is  one  of  the  most  advantageous  methods  of  formiag  a  ooneet 
English  style,  if  care  be  thus  taken  to  free  the  ideas  of  snoh  an* 
thorp  from  all  trnfcs  of  their  foreign  dress. 

The  committee  were,  however,  highly  please«l  with  the  progress 
of  the  claiises  iu  this  department ;  a  correct  prouuuciatiuii  being 
by  far  the  most  important  and  difficult  portion  of  their  Ubors. 

Yonr  committee  are  adTised  that  the  study  of  the  Freneh  and 
German  lan^paffes,  by  those  students  desiring  a  degiae  from-  the 
University,  is  eleetiTe.  Tho  exceeding  xiohness  of  the  Freneh  and 
German  literature  as  well  as  the  great  praotioal  value  in  our  own 
State  of  a  1  •  ^  1_,  of  those  languacjcs  would  seem  to  your  com- 
mittee to  warrant  the  adoption  of  a  rule  making  the  f^tiidy  of  those 
languages  imperative  ;  and  they  would  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your 
honorable  body  the  propriety  of  requiring  at  least  one  year's  study 
of  those  languages  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  obtuiumeiit  of  a  degree. 

'  2. — ^MATUIMATIOa. 

The  UniTersity  rules  require  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
Glass  a  knowledge  of  Algebra  and  Geometry ;  which  two  studies 
usually  occupy  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Freshman  year,  in  other 
similar  institutions. 

Your  committee  deem  this  change  a  most  desirable  one,  lcavin<i^ 
as  it  does  a  large  amount  of  time  to  be  appropriated  to  oth*^*- 
fltudie.«.  and  tho  principlea  of  Algebra  and  (Jeometry  being  usual- 
ly taught  wall  tlioroughness  aud  acquired  with  facility  in  the  pre- 
paratory schools.  The  classes  in  Trigonometry,  Surveying  and 
Narigation,  the  only  classes  in  mathematics  renewed  after  the  ar- 
rival of  TOur  committee,  passed  a  highly  creditable  examination. 
The  method  of  Professor  Sterling,  combining  as  it  does  the  out- 
of-door,  practical  application  of  the  principles  of  surreying  and 
mensuration  with  tlic  clsss-room  recitations  upon  the  same,  is  well 
calculatcr!  to  relieve  the  study  of  mathematics  from  so  mneli  of  its 
dryness  as  is  not  innate  and  inseparable  from  the  su}>ject  itself. 
The  young  gentlemen  of  tho  class  seemed  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  principles  of  land  surveying  aud  their  application,  and  with 
the  use  of  the  compass  and  theodolite. 

There  has  been  for  several  years  past  much  enquiry  for  well 
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tiuaed  dvil  engineers,  oad  tbifl  demand  mast  of  neoaaaity  b% 
grestly  ineteased  by  the  present  military  m^vomanta  throughout 

the  nation.  Your  commit  tec  wnre  therofbre  especially  pleased  to 
observe  fh•^t  the  thorotiL'H  training  in  rlie  IJniversity  in  th© 
grouudwnric  of  the  ^eieaee  oi  Jii)Dgineeriu^  was  ia  aoc^^^l-^^,^)^ 
the, demand  of  the  times.  .  .i  i,  .,  r  .  jj;.  ,       'ft-st^Ti-y,  <{>. 

In  depwrtmeat  joitf  oommittee  attended  the  ezaminatiom 
of  the  olassca  undar  the  Miiiom  qf  Prof.  Cftf Fj^  in  Ueology,  Botany 

and  Chemistry. 

The  method  pursued  by  Professor  Oarr,  in  this  department,  waa 
to  your  committ4^c.  Bumewhat  auv^^l,  but  imprc>.-L(l  ihem  a>  in  the 
highcibt  degree  advantui:oous.  The  Profesgur  i«»  accuatuine«l  to 
lecture  upon  home  brauch  ol'  ibw  apeciul  .^tudy  before  the  class— 
the  obwa  taking  iu  writi^  noles  of,  his  lecture,, ,  Ob^)|)|m  following 
day,  having  in  i|ie  v^eanttnA  been  ^requiced  tfi  exftpine  Tarioiia  an* 
thorities  by  the.  iaatnijctor  beting  apo%  the  anbiect  discussed, 
eertaa  Mmbets  eif  the  cIa^B,  in  ^uriiYtxepeat  tha  lecture  of  the 
previous  day,  or  so  much  thereof  us  they  can  retain  in  niemorj^ 
others  criticiHe  aud  supply  any  points  omitted,  S:q. 

The  exalni^atj()u^J  of  Pruf.  Curr  were  conducted  in  tUr  .^ame 
manner,  each  student  beiiiir  required  to  give  a  brief  oral  Icriuro 
upon  a  topic  a&si^nud  jiim  u  icw  hoi^rs  previouii.  By  ilxio  m«::tbod 
the  stadent  acquirer  at'ooee  a,kiu>wledge  of  the  subject  and  facili* 
ty  and  leomeiiHNM  in  >  ihe  imparting  of  aueh  knewLedge.  The 
oiaMft  laaght  by  Proifeaaor  Ourr,  evinced  a  thorough  theoretical 
and  a  good  degree  of  practical  knowledge  of  the  subjects  dtsctiased. 

The  conveniences  for  the  study  of  Chemistry  are  somewhat 
iiniited.  Tliere  is  but  one  small  room  for  the  apparatus,  chemi- 
cals, etc.,  and  this  is  mm  li  of  the  time  net  es^aril y  occupied  by  Dr. 
Carrin  liis  preparations  ibr  the  VArioui  experiments  performed  be- 
fore the  class.  "  ■  ,  ,  ,I4  '  *  ■ 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  ina.smuch  as  a'  practfcal 
knowledge  ^f  Chen^aatry  ia  indispensable  in  eonnection  with  a 
theoeetieal.knowledge,  8oi](ie  convenient  room  be  set  apart  as  a  lab^ 
oratory  for  the  use  of  the  students  engaged  in  the  study  of  chem- 
istry, fitted  up  with  a  few  tables,  &c.,  and  open  at  all  times  to  such 
students  for  the  purpose  of  practical  experimenting.  The  f  xpe7i?e 
would  lie  but  trilling  and  the  advantages  manifold.  Some  few 
additional  books  of  reference  upon  the  various  natural  scieoces  are 
also  desirable.  . '.^ 

In  this  department,  with  but  few  exceptions,  tiie  students 
alieiwed  a  good  degree  of  pfo&neiiey.  M«ah  eate  waa  evident^ 
beatowed  upon  tibe  eleaatnlny  pniunplea  the  Greek  and  Latia 
languages ;  the  grammar  waa  by  the  most  advanced  elaaaea  never 
<ya%grown.  Your  ootnnittee  have  rasaly  heard  etoaeea  of  yonng 
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men  subjected  to  such  Bearcbing  examinations  as  were  the  pu- 
pils of  Professor  Butler,  where  occurred  so  few  errors  of  pronun- 
ciation, analysis  and  translation.  ProfessorButler  is  evidently  an 
enthusiastic  admirer  of  the  ancient  classics,Aud  has  succeeded  in 
imparting  to  his  classes  the  same  spirit. 

In  the  preparatory  department,  under  the  chargie  of  Tutor 
Parkinson,  so  far  as  the  examinations  were  heard  by  your  commit- 
tee, the  students  seemed  to  be  progressing  in  a  satisfactory  and 
thorough  manner. 

As  before  stated,  the  regular  classes  in  the  special  department 
of  Professor  Reed,  were  examined  before  the  arrival  of  your

During  the  whole  exercises,  your  committee  were  favorably  im- 
pressed with  the  evident  fairness  of  the  examinations,  no  attempts 
being  made  for  undue  display. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  respectfully  state  that 
prior  to  their  present  visit  they  were  wholly  unaequainted  with 
the  University,  its  Professors,  and  the  course  of  study  therein 
^pursued.    They  showed  the  prejudice  common  with  Eastern  men 
against  Western  colleges.    But  they  are  free  to  admit  that  their 
views  have  been  entirely  changed.    In  point  of  thorough  elemen- 
.tary  training  and  correct,  mature  scholarship,  even  now,  the  grad- 
uates of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  contending  as  the  institu- 
tion does,  and  as  every  new  institution  must,  with  numberless  dis- 
advantages, will  compare  favorably   with  the  graduates  of  the 
older  institutions  of  the  Eastern  States.    And  your  committee  do 
not  doubt  but  that  under  the  fostering  care  of  your  honorable  body 
Animated  as  it  is  by  a  firm  determination  that  no  stepsshall  be  taken 
backward,  and  vigilant  in  all  things  to  promote  the  highest  inter- 
est of  the  institution  and  thereby  of  all  the  people  of  the  State, 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  shall  ultimately  become  to  the  State 
of  Wisconsin  what  the  University  of  Michigan  is  to  that  State — 
tbe-.ehiefest  glory  of  the  rommonwcalth.

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ETHICAL  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE 


[Chur  vaoant<— Inatnietioii  giTMi  by  Prof.  RxAD.] 

The  instructions  of  this  chair  are  rendered  in  course,  to  subgra- 
duatefl  of  the  fourth  year,  and  to  Kuch  other  ftudcntf*  of  the  Uni- 
versity  as  elect  to  attend.  The  subjects  of  instruction  are  eminent- 
ly adapted  to  prepare  the  Btudent  to  become  a  good  and  vaeliil 
dtiien  of  the  Blepublie,  and  to  fit  him  for  oItU  lerriee  in  the  lame. 
The  eourfle  oecnpiee  a  year,  one  exereise  each  day,  as  followi : 

Ethics— Moral  Obligation;  Deyelopment  of  Moral  Law;  Saaetions 
of  Moral  Law ;  rractical  application  of  the  Soienee. 
The  text  book,  Wayland's  Elements  of  Moral  Science,  is  used, 
merely  as  suggesting  a  conyenient  series  of  topioe  for  oral  leetnrt, 
and  for  familiar  discussion  in  class. 

GiYIIi  POLITT — Political  Ethics  ]  Science  of  Government ;  The 
American  Constitatioa  i  International  Lawj  History  of  Civili- 
zation. 

This  class  of  subjects  is  taught  wholly  by  lecture,  with  interme- 
diate examination  and  discussion.  The  student  is  required  to  write 
out  his  views  on  each  topic,  uud  at  stated  periods,  to  read  his  re- 
sults befbre  the  elase. 

FoLiXJCAL  Economy — Production  of  Material  Wealth;  Distribu- 
tion; Bzohan^e  and  Consumption;  Applications  of  the 
Seience ;  Relations  to  Oivilintioii. 
The  discussion  of  this  subject  in  elass,  is  in  the  order  of  topies 

suggested  by  Say  in  his  Treatise  on  the  Prodnetioa  and  Consnmp* 

tion  of  Wealth. 


MENTAL  PHILOSOPHT,  LOGIC,  RHETOEIC,  AND 

LITERATUBB. 

Dani£L  Read,  LL.  B.,  Professor. 

The  instructions  of  this  chair  arc  rendered  to  sub^raduatcs  of  the 
first,  third  and  fourth  years.  An  extra  course  on  English  Litera- 
ture will  be  given  annually  to  students  not  of  the  regular  classes. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  Intellectual  Philosophy^  embraces 
an  analysis  of  the  powers  of  the  human  mind,  active  and  mora/,  as 
well  as  those  denominated  inieUectual,  the  examination  of  those 
*  powers  in  reference  to  eritioism,  to  teaching,  to  the  improvement 
of  the  individval  and  the  progress  of  society.  It  inelndes,  also,  a 
eritieal  review  of  the  systems  of  philosophy,  whieh  have  prevailed 
among  men. 

Logic  is  taught  as  to  its  principles  and  application  j  an  outline 
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of  the  laws  of  evidence  and  human  belief  is  given  ;  and  in  connec- 
tion witb  this  part  of  tke  subject,  the  eYidonces  of  Christianity 
are  cxauiiued. 

Khctorlc,  so  far  us  ilrelutcb  to  the  subject  of  iuitHtion  uud  dis- 
poniion,  is  taught  by  lectures,  upon  the  basis  of  Quintiliaa  and 
Cicero ;  and  as  regards  ttyU  and  m'lioMm,  upon  that  of  modern 

writers. 

In  th*^  f  onrsc  nf  Enj;;lifih  Literature  are  included  the  history  of 

the  English  language,  an  examination  of  it-  olcment?^,  powers  and 
<^TrnTiniar,  and  the  history  of  £nglish  Literature  in  its  various  de- 
partments. 

In  7iiV/)n/,  Webber's  outlines  will  be  used  as  a  text-book,  nnd  a 
course  of  lectures  will  be  given  ou  the  civil  historj  of  the  United 

States. 

The  course  in  this  department  fbr  the  term  beginning  Fcftyruary 
deh,  will  be  the  following : 

I.  Mental  Philosophy — ^Embracing  analysis  of  the  faculties  of 

the  human  mind,  active  and  mor<U,  as  well  as  those  denomin^ 

ated  intelhrtval ;  examinations  of  these  powers  in  reference  to 
criticism,  to  teaching,  to  the  improTement  of  the  indiyidual 
nnd  tbo  prna-reys  of  sor  ietv. 
The  course  cinbrar« -^i  a  critic-jil  review  of  the  systems  of  Philoso* 
phy  which  bave  prevailed  among  men. 

The  instruction  oi  the  department  i.s  conducted  by  means  of  text- 
books (Haven)  and  leotures.  The  student  is  required  to  giro  orally 
or  upon  the  blackboard,  an  analjaia  of  etrery  subject,  as  well  as  to 
prepare  carefully  written  abstracts  and  daascrtataons  upon  assigned 
topics.   Hour  from  10 — 11  A.  M, 

II.  — Class  iw  English — ^History  of  Enjglish  Language ;  its  com- 

position, grammar  structure  of  sentenceB,'punctuatioa.  His- 
tory of  the  progress  of  English  Literature  in  its  various  de- 
partments.  Hour  11 — 12  A.  M.

Throughout  the  curricQ- 
lum,  the  study  will  be  an  exercise,  not  of  mere  verbal  memory, 
but  of  philosophical  memory,  of  discrimination,  of  rendering  rea- 
sons, and  of  research  concerning  thingb,  no  less  than  wordii.

Experience  in  thit<  rniver>iry,  as  in  our  Western  Universities 
generally,  has  Ucmuustratod  the  necessity  of  proTision  for  iuatruc- 
tiou  in  branches:  which  ure  properly  preparatory  to  the  dififerent 
Uiiimsity  ooiUMt,  Young  nMO  of  aifttare  ftg»  oftea  flone  to  the 
VniTenity  for  in^tniotion  iii  some  of  tto  appropriaW  flvbjeotB,  who 
wmIi  ako  to  perfect  tboni^olvi  s  in  siore  elementary  braaohoB.  To 
filose  the  doors  of  the  University  upon  this  oImb  of  youag  BOB,  or 
not  to  afford  thctu  the  racilltic^  of  instruction  which  they  need, 
"vrould  be  greatly  to  limit  the  aphoro  of  its  ufiefulnoas  as  a  State 
Institution. 

Provision  is  therefore  made  for  full  preparatory  instruetion,  at 
the  University  liuildingei.  Thii>  iuistrucLion,  under  the  direction 
and  snperriaioA  of  the  F acnlty,  vill  be  re/idc|-ed  by  a  oompetent 
Tutor.  Tbose  wishiDg  preparation  for  the  regular  olasBes,  merely 
ft  business  edncatioil,  or  improvement  in  preparatory  studies,  with 
reference  to  teaohing,  will  find  within  the  University  instruetion 
adapted  to  their  especial  wants.

Inntf  id  of  tlicfte  particular  works  in  Latin  and  Greek,  any  equiv- 
alent will  be  accepted. 

For  admission  to  the  first  years  of  the  JSeienHfie  Omrse,  the  re- 
qttirement  is  the  sane  as  for  the  Classical  Course,  omitting  the 
Attdent  Languages. 

.  Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  also  eiamined  in  the  stu- 
ties  to  which  the  class  they  propose  to  enter  have  attended. 

» 8och  ns  desire  to  pursue  a  Srf<  r(  Omrs^  will  be  admitted  to  any 
of  the  rceitations  for  which  they  may  bo  prepared. 

A|)plicants  for  admission  must  profent  tC'^tiraonialB  of  good 
moral  character.    Students  are  received  from  other  States. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Each  term  is  closed  by  a  pnblie  ezaminatton  of  «!1  the  classes, 
at  which  every  member  of  each  ctassl  is  required  to  be  present. 
At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  members  of  the  regular  classes  will 
be  examined  in  all  the  studies  pnisned  daring  the  year ;  and  none 
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will  be  allowed  to  advance  whose  ezaminatioiia  are  not  aatiaftotorj. 

These  ezaminatioDs  will  be  both  oral  and  written,  and  sveli  aa 
to  fnrnish  a  thorongh'test  of  the  student'a  aoqniremente.

The  year  new  closing  has  baen  Rtronglj  characterised  on  the 
part  of  the  convicts,  by  quiet  industry  and  cheerful  obedienco. 

The  commou  Father  of  all  <mr  mercies  has  favored  the  imitatea 
with  general  health,  and  among  the  245  convicts  confined  here 
during  the  year,  Dot  oue  case  of  mortuliiy  has  oocurred,  and  the 
officers  charged  with  their  oversight,  have  been  equally  favored. 
The  xeavlt  ezhiblti  a  atate  of  health  seldom  equalled  ia  llie  most 
favored  looalities  of  the  earth. 

•  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  the  transit  of  another  year 
over  this  institution,  without  insurrection,  violence  or  efieotual 
escape.  The  convu't  who  was  at  large  at  the  dato  of  my  last  report, 
was  soon,  alter  recaptured  and  held  in  custody  untU  duly  disohaiged 
by  law. 

'The  iugenious  escape  of  one  of  the  lifu  members  of  the  institu- 
tion during  the  night  of  the  —  of  October,  was  followed  by  hia 
reoapture  by  the  oi&oers  of  the  prison  after  an  absence  ef  tto 
weeka»  dnring  whieh  time  he  had  been  ooneealed  by  hia  friteds. 
Bzperience  has  confirmed  my  conviction  that  a  mild  and  mevoi* 
.  fo]  application  of  the  rules  of  discipline  is  Sufficient  in  all  oases  lo 
reduce  the  most  hardened  offender  to  obedienco — that  however 
deeply  steeped  in  in<juity  and  hardened  in  sin,  there  is  ntill  a  ten- 
der point  in  the  human  heart  which  can  be  reached  by  proper 
management,  and  the  chriistian  principles  of  kindne.^s  so  wisely 
and  successfully  applied  by  Idr.  Barey  in  taming  vicious  animals, 
jamj  be  equally  appUenble  and  sneoeiml  vheft  applied  lo  vietoos 

The  oiviliEed  world  has  already  aeknowledue  l  that  prisonsare  not 
established  simply  for  the  punishment  of  offenders,  but  thai  as 
hr  as  possible  they  should  be  made  to  reclaim  the  wandering  and 
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save  the  lost;  measures  which  will  tead  mo&t  effectually  to  produce 
tliu  riflult  is  undoubtedly  th«  tm-  eoumf  tiTbe  adopted. 

The  penalty  of  the  law  is  jaatly  dne  to  ite  transgreasor,  but  in 
the  midst  of  deserved  wrath,  it  is  God-like  to  he  mereifiil.  I  be- 
lioTe  vwk  jbflictioa^  aUI(t  l^rbiddeo  by  sound  philoaqplij  and 

pure  reKcrion  ;  that  m  nl1  c-ices  they  tend  to  make  a  prood  man 
bad,  and  a  bad  uian  worse — while  nothing  will  nronse  tbo  virtuous 
aspiratious  of  a  fallen  man  so  powerfully  as  the  conviction  that  it 
still  lies  in  his  power  to  regain  the  rights  he  has  forfeited,  and 
that  he  yet  can  be  respected  by  society  as  a  fellow  man — that 
though  nllen,  aoeiety  needs  hb  virtiioiis  labors,  and  seeka  his 
res^Ciatioa  bj  holding  out  indnoenents  as  a  ladder  open  which 
he  may  ascend  to  usefulness  and  respeotabilitj. 

The  effect  of  the  law  wliicli  diniirn>lies  the  term  of  a  conTict's 
imprisonment  for  his  iro'  I  1  eliuvior  has  fully  equalled  the  Tno?t 
«anp'uinP'  rxppft-itinnt^  of  it,"  friends.  Vndor  it?  benign  intluenrc. 
more  and  better  work  will  be  accomplished  in  ten  months  than  in 
twelve,  without  it,  and  at  far  less  expense  of  waste  and  watching, 
while  corporeal  punishment  will  seldom,  if  ever,  need  be  resorted 
to.  While  the  law  as  it  is  may  not  be  as  pcfrfoet  as  ni^ht  be  de- 
aired,  the  principle  it  establishes  is  jnst  and  right^  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  same  spirit  which  promj^d  its  enaetmont,  will 
continue  to  develope  itself  in  ench  changes  as  experience  sh^t 
teach  to  1m»  rS'j-bt  and  proper. 

A  sorry  feature  in  the  nimfirrenient  of  onr  State  Prison,  is  the 
fre({uent  change  in  its  adnunistration  ;  while  the  discipline  and 
inij)rovement  of  the  convicts  are  seriously  retarded,  the  interest 
of  the  State,  in  a  pecuniary  point,  is  apt  to  be  as  seriously  felt  by 
the  inexperience  of  new  men  every  two  yean.  I  am  firmlj  of 
the  opinioB  that  the  State  Prison  nev«r  can  be  well  managed  nor 
self-Mntaining  under  the  present  ajatem  of  ehan^ng  its  officers. 
The  term  of  two  years  barely  qualities  a  man  to  discharge  the 
foinplicated  duties  of  thif  office,  and  to  know  the  character  of  the 
men  under  his  eh:iri]:e.  A  more  proper  nttd  judicinn^!  |,lan  would 
be  to  elect  or  appoint  the  officers  of  this  institution  at  the  s.-ime 
time,  and  for  the  sauic  term  that  the  judges  of  your  courkis  are 
chosen. 

Ihnrittg  the  Aast  year  the  iwnlts  of  labor  has  been  aalisfaotory 
-^lly  equalling  my  anticipations ;  the  work  shops  have  been 
completed,  and  several  of  the  apartments  are  now  occupied      Ta-  ■ 
riouB  mechanieal  purposes.    A  sewer  or  drain  bn^  V  om  excavated 

from  the  prison  yard  to  the  river,  a  distfin<^e  of  2.800  feet,  and  a 
tile  tube  ten  inches  in  dianiator  laid  at  a  depth  sut^ieient  to  protect 
it  from  the  influence  of  frost.  The  front  wall,  a  series  of  stone 
pillars  and  arches  filled  with  iron  net-work,  a  distance  of  575  feet, 
is  nearly  completed,  and  for  its  combination  of  strength,  beauty 
and  nsenilness,  will  compare  IkVorably  with  any  atmotaie  of  ili 
kind  in  the  United  Stateey-tnd  Up  a  monument  of  praiio  to  the 
gonhii  and  taste  of  ite  desigMr.

A  lurge  number  of  the  convict* 
have  been  employed  upon  these  und  other  improvements  in  and 
about  the  prison  and  yard,  while  thohe  whu  could  be  advantageous- 
ly engaged  in  the  several  ^tech^nical  shups,  hfu'c  been  thus  ei^*

twenty- four  cents  ($6,2^)0  24)  lees  than  ibr  the  year  1860,  twejOH-; 
ty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  (322.780) 
lcs8  than  for  the  year  1859.  and  twenty  thousand  eleveu  hundred 
and  nine  dollars  and  thirty-one  cunt.^  (>^20,liy  13)  less  than  lor 
the  year  1858.  Of  the  apprupiiatiun  tor  tlii.-^  year  there  id  still 
due  from  the  State  treasury  the  buni  oX  lour  thousand  live  hundred 
dollars,  (^^,500)  which  amount  will  besu^oient  te  leave  the  State 
Prison  fri^  f^om  indebtedness  at  tho  end  of  the  year  i  ! 

!  I  have  made  no  estimate  of  the  permanent  improvemnetS  thiit 
have  been  made  about  the  prison  and  yard  during  this  seasott^  of 
which  tho  st'wer  and  front  wall  are  the  two  most  pro  in  inept  items.  • 
The  labor  upnn  tbo^c  ha.^  boeu  performed  by  the  convicts. 

While  the  taijltv<  herewith  niiuoxcd  will  .-Imw  that  a  ronsiderable 
part  uf  the  money  appropiialcd  by  the  State  to  the  prison,  has 
been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  material,  etc.,  for  ihese  im- 
proyem^nts,  it  has  also  been  necessary  to  employ  extra  guards  and 
OYerseers  ia  workioff  eonyicta  outside  the  prison  enolesure. 

Bunng  the  time  I  hfive  had  this  institution  under  my  charge^  I 
have  endeaTorcd  to  i)ro8ccute  such  improvements  as  seemed  to  mo 
to  be  mostly  needed. 

The  walls  around  the  pririon  yard,  as  well  u^s  the  workt:]iops  and 
sewer  were  anion^  the  impi ovementi^  absolutely  nece.'^sary;  and 
while  the  institution  h  far  from  beinj?  (  omjilute,  T  believe  there 
are  no  improvements  now  so  urj^ently  demanded  but  wliab  they 
may  De  gradnslW  made  by  the  work  of  such  convtoto  as  pan  not  i 
he  employed  in  the  workshops. 

•  The  old  prison  building  is  still  the  only  quarters  for  the  female 
department  and  de^pty  warden's  residence.  For  this  purpose  it  is 
extremely  inconvenient,  being  a  dilapidated  monument  of  old  age, 
and  occupying;  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  centre  of  the  yard  :  it 
obscures  and  destroys  the  beauty  and  usefuUness  of  the  enclosure, 
and  calls  for  speedy  removal.  ^ 

A  foundation  has  been  commenced  for  the  construetieu  of  a 
stone  building  in  an  appropriate  location  on  the  north  side  of  the 
front  yard,  wliieh  ought  to  be  built  of  proper  dimensions  for  the  * 
female  department  and  residence  of  the  i)ep!ity  Warden. 

The  enrrent  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year  including  the  build- 
ing above  alluded  to  will  require  an  appropriation  of  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  thousand  dollars. 
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For  whatever  pnerof^s  may  have  attcndcf!  my  In^nr?  m  the  ad- 
miniptration  of  tho  affairs  of  this  institudon,  I  am  much  indebted 
to  tlitj  enerjry  and  fidelity  of  the  officers  who  have  assisted  me  in 
its  nrdnous  duties  with  untiring  zeal  and  devotion;  to  all  of  whom 
i  teuder  may  grateful  ackuowledgcmonts. 

Viko  hmm  departmeiii,  Ibmerlj  a  source  of  eonddenble  an- 
noyanoe,  has,  nndtr  (be  eliargt  of  the  preteftt  wofUij  Maintay 
Mn.  Martin  Mitohell,  been  marked  with  industry  and  quiet. 
inflnenoe  of  moral  examples  and  christian  teaching  has  shown  its 
jrood  result  in  the  qniet  and  peaceililc  hohavior  of  the  inmates, 
and  the  avowed  determinatinn  nf  maiiy  ou  their  diaohaige,  to  lead 
henceforth  a  respectable  and  honorable  life. 

There  has  l)een  confined  during  the  year  nine  prisonertl  which 
were  sentenced  by  the  United  States  District  Court.  Of  this 
ntnaber  two  were  received  dnrins  the  year  and  four  diaeharged  j 
two  on  expiration  of  term,  and  two  weio  diaeharged  by  p*)^o>L 
teoUk  tbe  Preaident,  leaving  five  here  at  the  present  time. 

I  bave  received  from  the  State  Treasurer  the  sum  of  one  th  u 
sand  five  hundred  and  four  dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  ($1,50413) 
which  had  been  prtid  to  him  by  the  Uuito  1  States  Marshal  on  bill 
rendered  for  the  maintenance  of  United  States  convicts  up  to  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1861. 

There  is  still  due  from  the  General  Government  the  sum  of  six 
bofldred  and  Bixij>two  dollars  and  eighty  seven  cents.  r|SG62  87) 
for  Hs  convicts  np  to  Jnly  Ist,  1861^  for  which  a  bill  Wb  been 
piMented,  andn  now  in  the  handa  of  the  proper  auditing  officer. 

There  \^  dne  to  the  Priaon  on  ontstanding  accounts,  and  bills 
receivable,  inchid in l;  the  amount  due  from  the  United  States,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  i n  1  nniety-scveii  dollars  and  sCTcnty  -four 
cents  ($1,097  74j,  and  an  indebtedness  against  the  prison  to  eitiiens 
for*  upplitisi  of  fjeven  hundred  and  eighty  seven  dollars  and  fifty 
<;ents,  also  to  cauvicts  oadopobii.^  iifty-uiue  dollars  and  eightj-two 
«cnt8)  82). 

For  the  reeeipts  and  disbnrsements,  together  wkb  the  proceeds 
of  labor  in  the  workabops,  stock  and  property  on  band,  atatiaties, 
etc.,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  tablea  kereto  annexed.  . 

A  detailed  account  of  all  disbursments.  together  with  vouchers  - 
for  the  Hann%  are  on  fila  in  my  nffice,  vnl^icct  to  the  inspection  of 
Hucli  eommittee  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  visii 
the  prison.

I  looi 
onM  tflithe  (;oiicliuion  that  the  same  okuia  of  truths  and  lacts  that 

wete  adapted  to  the  wants  of  out.side  sinners,  were  appropriate  to 
those  within  the  prison  ws!!h:  nor  have  I  been  able  to  discoTer 
the  tridr.  difference  between  the  two  classes  which  is  generally  sup- 
por=t'd  to  exiat.  The  ])riHoner  loooi'teu  judged  .severely  and  un- 
chariLably  \  many  Ibrget  that  ciycuni&tancts  and  ussotialsom  haru 
muoli'to  do  with  teon^  YiooAs  a  ohdatian  cdueatioa,  good  society, 
and  freedom  from  temptations  do  much  to  preserve  our  yirtaes : 
were  these  religions  and  social  checks  removed,  and  strong  temp- 
tations presented,  bow  ^nany  ^h^tai^  now  deemed  virtuous,  would 
plunge  into  vice  and  find  tlicir  way  to  tlio  State  1\  iiitentiary  ? 

We  should  not  jndc-o  the  fallen  uncharitably,  but  rememher  the 
words  of  Christ — •  judge  not  according  to  the  appearance,  but 
jude:**  riorhtcon«  judj^nicnt.'* 

With  few  c.\ceptiou8  'fche  convicts  are  inclined  to  deapoudency ; 
thie  in  some  oaaos  degsieintea  into  nuanifaropy.  The  policy  of 
the  present  administration,  >  tf  I  haTO  not  luisappreheBded  it,  has 
been  to  encourage  and  reform  the  convict  by  all  proper  metoods, 
ssd  to  inspire  them  with  hopow  VN'^iile  the  discipline  has  besa 
firm  it  hag  been  mild  and  humnnr.  The  inmates  of  the  prison 
have  I'fon  tr*"ifi'>l  men  and  women.  en'low'^;l  witli  reason  and 
the  common  «ympathicrf  of  our  race.  The  bunetit^j  resultinij  from 
this  policy  are  ^een  in  the  general  good  order  which  prevails  in  the 
Institution,  and  tho  fact  that  punishments  have  been  seldom  in- 
fliotdd* 

The  new  law  placing  it  within  the  reeoh  of  the  eonyiet  to  shorts 
en  the  term  of  his  seatenoe,  by  good  behaner,  was  a  move  in  ^ 

right  direction,  and  demanded  by  the  advant^ement  of  the  age. 
The  wisdom  of  that  ennrtinenb  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  its  prac- 
tical workings.  Whatever  iinprf»ves  the  Ttiorals  and  habits  of  the 
convicts  is  of  tho  greatest  iuipurtanco  to  the  state  I  deem  the 
reformation  of  the  prisoners  of  paramount  important  o,  aa  most  of 
them  are  sooner  or  later  to  mingle  again  with  society  at  large  j 
and«8ide  from  all  hsmaae  eoMideratftims»  a  eonnd  policy  wonld 
dictate  thai  aUrrhMOnaUe  neam-to  reform  and  eleyate  the  eon* 
yiela  ahould  he  employed. 

In  my  intercourse  with  the  prisoners  I  hare  gsneraliy  fbnad 
them  affable,  and  communicative,  and  most  of  them  expTos-^  a  de- 
sire for  mental  and  moral  inijirovement.  I  have  thonirbt  it  inicrht 
be  well  for  the  State,  in  addiliou  U^.tiie  .religioiia,  instruction  given 
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by  the  chaplain  mi  the  sabbath,  to  raqwire  him  also  to  act  aa 
moral  instructor,  duriii^^  the  week  days,  and  thus  render  his  efforts 
to  reform  and  elevate  tne  convicts  more  constant  and  effective. 

1  have  been  gratified  with  the  good  order  and  tlose  attention  of 
the  convicts  during  our  religious  exercises  ;  and  especially  happy 
to  learn  thr«mgh  the  Commissioner  that  there  is  now  no  need  of 
<»ompuKsion  to  ^iccurea  full  attendance  upon  the  Chapel  Berrices. 
1  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  my  labors  have  not  boon  entire- 
ly in  vain  in  the  Lord,"  but  that  some  of  these  fallen  ones  have 
reformed  and  arc  endeavoring  to  live  christian  lives;  and  when 
restored  to  liberty,  will  become  useful  citiiens  as  well  as  "  living 
^istles,  known  and  read  of  all  men,"  demonstrating  the  power  of 
Gt)d^8  grace  to  restore  those  fallen  ones  to  virtue  and  happiness*

In  presenting  my  annual  report  of  the  irt mates  of  the  Wisconsin 
State  Prison,  I  would  state  that  the  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  unusually  good  for  the  past  year.  There  has  not  a  death 
occurred  during  the  time.  At  the  commencoment  of  the  year  there 
were  four  sick  in  the  hospital,  two  were  discharged  and  two  recov- 
ered. For  four  months  the  hospital  was  unoccupied.  There  is  at 
present  but  one  patient  in  that  department.      Doi»irsi  -  i 

There  were  during  the  summer  ten  ca.scs  of  dysentery,  all  re- 
covered. We  have  also  had  a  few  cases  of  minor  surgery  result- 
ing from  injuries  received  at  work. 

The  female  department  has  been  signally  blessed,  not  only  in 
health,  but  in  an  accession  to  their  number — independent  of  the 

cotrts.  on  the  19th  of  July,  gave  birth  to  a  bright 

boy,  who  is  new  quite  a  pet  among  them.  ' 

The  long  needed  sewer  is  completed.  Its  beneficial  effects  will 
be  felt  not  only  by  the  institution,  but  by  our  village.  The  food 
for  the  past  year  has  been  of  good  quality,  and  is  served  up  in 
good  order.  The  fine  cooking  range  purchased  by  Mr.  Heg  has 
been  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  apamtus. 

I  cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  xeal  and  energy  mani- 
fested by  the  present  administration  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
those  under  their  care,  every  suggestion  for  sanitary  improvement 
having  met  with  prompt  and  immediate  attention. 

The  cheerfulness  and  good  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  together 
with  the  alacrity  with  which  their  labor  is  performed,  is  sufficient 
evidence  that  they  are  well  cared  fo»J  i  i  m'  •!<

Tho  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wisconsin  Institute  for  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  BliQd,  respectfully  present  thefoUowiog  aa  the  twelilh. 
annual  report  of  their  Board. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Institute  will  bo 
fonod  in  the  Snpertntendeni's  report, — appendix    G.'*  herewith. 
The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Semtary — appendices  "  A.'* 
*'  B." — exhibit  fully  the  financial  affiiira  of  the  Institute. 

The  approprietion  of  the  last  Legislature  for  Uie  benefit  of  this 
Institute  was  much  below  the  amount  believed  necessary  for  the 
true  interests  of  the  t^ehool,  but  ieeling  bound  by  the  action  of 
the  Legislature,  the  Trustees  have  strictly  confined  their  c.x [len- 
ditures  to  the  matter  of  current  support,  and  are  enabled  again  to 
present  the  Institute  to  the  Legislature  free  from  all  indebtedness. 

By  reference  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Traas«ier  it 
will  appear  that  there  have  been  subject  to  the  order  of  Uie  Trus- 
tees the  following  suittS,  via :  <  -  .

There  remains  of  tho  apprupiiatiuu  of  1861,  undrawn  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Treasurer,  the  sam  of  $2,250.00,  which,  with  the 
amount  of  cash  in  our  Treasurer's  hands,  makes  the  sum  of  $3,478.* 
32  as  the  sum  available  for  the  expenses  of  the  los^tnte  to  Feb.  1, 
1862 ;  which  the  Trustees  believe  to  be  sufficient  for  its  require- 
menta. 

The  Trustees  take  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
as  the  advantages  of  the  In-titute  become  from  year  to  year  more 
widely  known,  a  larger  number  of  pupils  assemble  to  receive  ita 
,  instructions  and  blea^ings.    By  reie  euce  to  the  Superintendent's 
report  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  jear  past  there  have  been 
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forty- five  pupils  in  atienaancc — a  number  larger  by  twenty-fiye 

per  cent,  than  the  attendance  of  any  previous  year. 

Still  the  attendance  at  the  Institute  is  but  a  mere  fraction  of 
the  number  of  blind  persona  in  the  State  ;  the  Trustees  can  but 
express  the  confident  hope  that  the  number  of  pupils  will  be  in- 
creased rapidly,  as  the  school  becomes  more  widely  known.  The 
improvements  in  the  building,  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  will 
afford  ample  room  for  the  reception  of  a  considerably  larger  num- 
ber than  are  yet  it  attendance,  so  far  as  dormatory  and  school  ac- 
commodations are  concerned.  But  the  Trustees  feel  they  would 
be  remiss  in  their  ofiiciul  duty,  did  they  fail  to  remind  the  Legisla- 
ture that  the  Institute  still  lacks  the  means  of  educating  the  male  pu- 
puls  for  self-support  after  leaving  the  Institute.  It  is  of  but  lit- 
tle use  to  give  a  blind  boy  a  knowledge  of  bDoks,  of  music,  and 
the  power  to  exercise  independent  thought,  unless  at  the  same  time 
he  be  taught  some  trade  or  profession,  by  which  his  own  industry 
will  render  him  self  supporting  and  independent,  when  he  leaves 
the  Institute.  Hence  the  mechanical  department  of  the  Institute 
must  be  regarded  one  of  its  most  important.  Hence  in  the  two 
last  reports  of  this  Board  to  your  Excellency,  the  Trustees  were 
induced  to  urge  the  erection  of  a  suitable  work  shop  for  these  un- 
fortunate boys.  Another  year's  experience  but  deepens  the  con- 
viction of  this  Board,  that  such  a  building  is  an  imperative  neces- 
sity, to  give  that  full  usefulness  to  the  school,  which  the  people  of 
the  State  have  a  right  to  expect. 

The  building  at  present  used  for  a  work  shop  is  totally  unfit  and 
wholly  inadequate.  The  Trustees  trust  your  Excellency  will  re- 
new his  recomiuendatious  of  last  year  to  the  Legial.iture,  in  ref- 
erence to  th'i:*  matter. 

The  Trustees  last  year  urged  upon  the  Legislature  the  impor- 
tance of  making  provision  for  lighting  the  Institute  building  by 
gaj}.  The  same  reasons  exist  why  this  should  be  done  now  as 
then  ;  but  recollecting  the  expense  unexpectedly  thrown  upon  the 
State  since  the  date  of  their  last  report,  in  prosecuting  the  present 
war,  the  Trustees  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  economize  in  all 
respects  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  to  postpone  this  matter 
till  the  State  may  be  better  able  to  render  this  aid. 

The  Trustees  pvchcnt  the  iollowing  estimate  of  moneys  to  be 
appropriated  by  the  next  Legislature,  for  the  support  and  benfit 
of  the  Institute,  viz  : 

For  the  erection  of  a  bric^  work  shop   $3,500 

For  current  expenses  till  February  1,  18G3   10,000 

S13,500 

Mr.  W.  H.  Churchman,  who  for  five  years  has  filled  the  oflSce  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Institute,  with  marked  credit  to  himself 
and  benefit  to  the  Institute,  on  the  10th  of  August  last  tendered 
to  this  Board  his  resignation,  to  enable  him  to  accept  the  position 
of  Superintendent  of  the  Indiana  Inatitute  for  the  education  of

t 

tho  blind.  In  accepting  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Charcbmau,  this 
Board  took  occasion  to  express  their  appreciation  of  his  labors 
and  character  by  resolutions,  which  are  hereto  appended. 

The  Trustees  have  selected  as  the  successor  to  Mr.  Churchman. 
Thomas  H.  Little,  M.  A.,  late  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  has  had 
much  experience  in  instructing  the  blind,  and  who,  tho  Board  ful- 
ly believe,  will  make  a  most  able  Superintendent.  Mr.  Little  hah 
been  in  charge  of  the  school  since  J^eptcmber  Ist,  18C1. 

In  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institute,  it  has  been  the  con- 
stant study  of  this  Board  at  once  to  husband  its  resources,  and  to 
promote  its  cflBciency.  The  Trustees  flatter  themselves  that  in 
some  respects  their  efforts  have  been  puccessful. 

For  three  years  in  succession  they  Tiave  presented  the  Institute 
to  the  Legislature  free  from  every  indebtedness,  and  the  increase  of 
pupils  in  the  school  indicates  an  interest  in  the  aflairs  of  the  In- 
stitue  at  once  creditable  and  inciting.  The  Trustees  beg  to  renew 
to  your  Excellency,  and  t:)  the  Legislature,  their  invitation  to  vis- 
it the  Institute,  and  examine  its  condition  and  its  workings.

3^0  the  Board  of  JhuUei : 

Qentlkmen — Another  year  in  the  history  of  our  inCeroBtiiig 
ehargie  has  closed  upon  us,  and,  above  all  its  predecesgors,  it  his 
been  in  cacli  department  of  the  Instittttiott  one  of  progrew  and 

increasing  prosperity. 

i'or  almost  complete  iniiuunity  t'rom  illness,  even  of  the  most 
casual  nature,  on  the  part  of  our  entire  hou^^cliold.  \vc  owe  a  debt 
of  gnUitudc  to  the  Supreme  Kulcr  of  the  L  nivcisc  ,  while  ihe  con- 
tinued fidelity  of  the  assisting  officers  and  employees  in  the  dts- 
charge  of  their  raried  and  onerous  duties,  as  well  as  the  dilegence 
of  the  pupils  in  the  pursuit  of  their  several  branches  of  insinic- 
don,  and  their  clteerfAl  eubmission  to  the  whoscsoM.e  discipline  of 
the  Institution  will  warrant  me  in  bespeaking  for  them  all  the 
unqualified  approbation  and  conndeiiee  of  your  Board. 

The  corps  ot"  int^tructorH  for  the  current  Fossion  remains,  with  a 
single  exception,  the  8Hme  as*  that  rf  {i<»rl(  d  In^t  year.  The  change 
alluded  to  consists  iu  the  uppoiniincut  oi  Mi&s  S.  F.  Oowles,  A. 
B.,  as  Principal  Teacher  in  the  Xriterary  Department,  in  place  df 
Misft  M.  S.  Larned,  who  declined  a  re-appointment  at  the  close  of 
the  last  session,  mainly  on  account  of  failing  health  and  conse- 
quent inability  to  withstand  tlie  rigors  of  our  winter  climate. 

Miss  fjarned  filled  her  respousibre  position  with  us  very  ac- 
ceptably fnr  a  term  of  two  yonr?,  and  proved  hereself  to  be  pos- 
BOBsed  of  rare  nualiiicutiutis  for  a  snceessful  teacher  of  the  blind. 
Her  loss  will,  therefore,  be  deeply  lelt  by  our  pehnol  for  a  time, 
at  least.  I>ut  strong  cuiiliUence  is  felt  that  she  will  have  a  worthy 
sueeesBOT  in  Miss  Oowles,  who  bears  a  high  reputation  as  a  skill- 
ful teacher  of  the  seeing,  and  who  has  entered  with  ardor  upon 
the  duties  of  her  new  position. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  report,  the  number  of  the  pupils  up6n 
ihe  roll  was  thirty-three.  Adding  to  tins  number  nine  new  pu- 
pils received  pinee  that  date,  we  lo^e  furty-two  as  the  total  num- 
ber connected  with  the  Institute  during  the  year  just  closed.  A 
catalogue  of  their  names  and  reaideuces  will  be  found  appended 
hereto. 

Of  the  number  just  mentioned,  three  have  been  honorably  dis- 
charged, at  their  own  request^  after  a  sitfficlent  Etay  with  ns  for 
the  accomplishment  of  their  several  aims  ;  and  the  names  of  three 
others  have  been  stricken  from  the  roll  on  aeoount  of  prolonged 
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absence  and  a  supposed  intention  not  to  return  to  complete  their 
course.  This  leaves  thirty-six  na  the  number  on  our  roll  at  thtt 
present  time  ;  all  but  one  of  whom  arc  in  actual  attendance. 

Oi  those  who  were  regularly  discharged  as  above  stated,  one 
August  Cale,  from  Milw&nkeo  eonatj^,  is  engaged  in  th»  prdfdssioft 
of  nmstc,  but  witb  what  svccssa  we  ave  not  mferaaed.  Aoelber; 
John  Rasmvssen,  from  Baotne  county,  has  established  himself  im 
the  broom-making  buBincss,  and  makes  a  favorable  Mpprt  aa  to 
his  puccess.  The  third,  Oliver  H.  Van  Zant,  from  Walworth 
county,  left  ug  with  tljf  expectation  of  enterinj*  the  State  Univer- 
gitj.  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session  of  thar  institu- 
tion, the  ficulty  having  kindly  c•fln^o^ted.  through  my  solieitHtion, 
to  adiijLL  hiui  to  their  classes  without  charge.  He  is  ayoungujua  ^ 
of  good  parts,  aod  will,  withovt  doabt,  sustain  himself  erediubly 
iB^ailj  elaas  with  which  he  itiay  be  tinited. 
^  Allow  me,  in  thb  eonneotion,  to  sng^eet  to  jfonr  Board,  the 
propriety  of  making  .some  (permanent  arrangenoni  with  thO' a«* 
thorities  of  our  State  (Jnivorftity  for  the  admission  and  support  of 
such  of  our  male  graduates  as  are  found  to  posse-s  the  ability  and 
incliii:it;()n  to  procure  a  more  extended  course  of  in«truetiou  than 
is  eouipatible  with  the  yi^opo  of  this  lustituticn.  A  Hiujilar  plan 
liaa  been  ibl lowed  to  some  extent  in  other  States,  and  with  very 
gratifying  resnlts*  I  know  of  none  to  whom  this  Ti^oable  privi- 
lege  has  been  extended  who  have  not  fully  sastalned  themimTes 
in  oollege,  and  graduated  with  the  highest  honors.    History  too 

fives  us  many  illustrious  examples  of  perfsons  who,  despite  the 
isability  of  blindnej^s,  have  gained  great  distinction  in  the  walks 
of  scienee,  and  occupied  honorable  positions  tn  the  learned  profes- 
sions. I 

Were  there  amonsr  tho3e  who  enter  our  In^tifntmn^  for  the 
Blind,  a  larger  number  po?«e«oing  the  requi^ote  iildlity  and  am- 
bition to  procure  a  colleire  (  ourse,  it  mi<rht  on  ^ome  :i(  ef^nnts  be 
bettor  to  enlarge  our  own  iacilities  to  meet  this  want,  than  to 
adopt  the  plan  above  .suggested ;  but  as  the  case  stands,  thenoces- 
sary  expense  attending  such  enlargement  would,  in  viow  of  the  fhet 
that  the  same  good  might  be  accomplished  in  the  way  proposed  at 
a  merely  nominal  cost,  be  much  greater  than  the  end  in  view  would 
warrant. 

(  Besidca  the  economic  consideration  here  presented  iu  favor  of 
tUe  rropo  cd  plan  of  enhancfag  the  too  limited  educationai  facili- 
fies  hitherto  offered,  even  in  the  oldest  and  best  of  our  Tn.stitutions, 
to  the  higher  grade  of  pupils,  rather  than  that  of  attempting  to 
provide  a  eollei^e  course  for  them  in  our  alrejidy  too  complex  es- 
tabiishmeutri,  there  is  another  argument  of  great  force  which  will 
be  readily  appreciated  by  the  experienced  educator  of  the  Blind.

c'aM  of  their  pttpil»  equal  advantages  with  thoue  usually  enjoyed 

by  seeinjj;  students  of  the  snmo  errado  ;  and  th.it  (his  assumption  is 
incorrect  no  one  who  is  (•t)nver?iint  with  the  vuhjeet  will.  I  am 
sure,  venture  to  iissort.  NCr  is  it  firac-licable.  or  even  de^iirable, 
fco  have  them  80  ori^unized  for  rouaoiij*  just  hinted  at.  lu  the  edtt^ 
oatioD  of  the  seeing  it  is  found  nacesaary  by  long  experience  to 
divide  the  work  between  the  eamaioD  soliool,  the  aeademy  and  tka 
eollece  or  anivertity.  Can  we  tliea,  in  the  faee  of  ibla  well  esteb- 
lished  rcccBsity.  hope,  in  the  education  of  Ae  blind,  to  suceesa- 
fiilly  combine  these  three  ostabliahaients  into  one,  and  still  farther 
eomplicate  the  difficulty  by  fmporaddinf^  .1  complete  ninsir  al  dc- 

fartment,  toorcthor  with  a  complex  manufacturinc:  establishment? 
f  po.  we  attempt  ti»o  much  with  the  limited  means  placed  at  our 
dispo'-al,  and  must  siLrnaliy  i'ail  in  (»ur  ]audal)lc  ('fi")rt  to  place  the 
blind  on  un  e(juai  I'uutiog  with  the  seeing  in  the  struggle  for  in- 
dependence and  diittnetton.  n  .  . 

That  the  want  of  a  more  efficient  system  of  mana^SMntthaa  haa 
heretofore  been  pursned  in  this  matter,  is  keenly  Mt  by  auny  of 
onr  so^eallad  graduates,  I  know  full  well, — whether  said  want ia or 
is  not  apprcci :it(  1  I  v  those  whose  proyinoe  it  is  to  supply  it. 

I  have  said  that  tlie  plan  of  soiidinpr  some  of  our  graduates  to 
oollejre,  to  make  the  work  of  their  education  more  complete,  was 
practi  ^od  to  some  extent  in  otlier  stat(?s  ;  aixl  I  would  that  it  had 
b«M  n  more  eencrally  followed.  Tlierc  would  then  have  been  among 
UH  fewer  whose  lot  it  is  to  mouru  over  deficient  opportunities  in 
youth  and  eonseqnont  failure  in  after  life  to  realise  a  •fblfillment 
of  their  cheriahod  plans  for  the  attainment  of  nseAil  independeaoa. 

In  the  school 'department  of  our  Institution,  whick  b  organ- 
ized under  three  divisions,  as  explained  in  a  former  report^  the 
following  branches  wore  pursued  during  thb  hmt  session,  \\t  : 

In  the  third  or  primary  division:  OrtlioLTaphy,  lleadiut^,  Writ- 
ing, Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  the  elements  of  Music,  with  vocal 
and  piano  practice,  interspoised  with  occaiiional  lectures  and  read- 
ings on  common  things. 

In  the  second  or  intermediate  division  :  Orthography  with  defi- 
nitions, Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic, Geography,  (descriptiTe  and 
physical),  Qraminar,  Composition,  and  Mnsie  with  yocal  and  inatro* 
mental  practice. 

Tn  the  first  or  highest  division  :  Writing,  Composition,  Kheloriq, 
Ili^^her  Arithmetic,  Geometry  (plain  and  solid,)  Physical  Geogra- 
phy, Kn^:lish  Literature,  History,  Natural  and  Mental  Philosophy, 
Astronomy,  Chemistrj,  Geology,  Botany,  and  M u ^ 
thorou|:h  l)ass,  with  vocal  and  instrumental  practice. 

In  addition  to  the  above  course,  pursued  in  the  regular  study 
hours,  the  ti^ttkh  sehdol  has  been  fhrnished  witB  diiily  readings  by 
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tho  teachers  and  othors  from  newspapers,  magaziaes  and  booke 
upoD  various  useful  ttubjeota,  bciudtts  ^ccubional  lecture)*  upuo^ 
topics  of  iu^ rest.  t  -  -  i  ...re-. 

} .  Oil  tb«  8«b)Mith,  tbe  pupils  hKf9  UsitiHid  to  rtligiom  taailHigy 
moroing  and  ev^niog ,  and  in  tbe  afteraooA  ttttendsd  divine  Mrvk* 
in  tbe  cliapel  of  tbe  Institute,  eoodneted  io  tarn  bj  tbe  reekleal 
clergy  of  our  city,  wbo  have,  beretofeve,  ebei»t'iiUjF  reaUiaredi 
tbeir  valuable  services  without  pecuniary  con!*idcration.  ; 

Tncludi«!4  one  liour  of  choir  practice  by  the  entire  Bchool,  the 
number  ol"  hours  daily  .spent  iji  class  by  each  of  the  several  divi- 
sioiisj,  is  a>.  follows,  viz  :  fn>t  divibion,  t»ix  ;  Rjcond  divifiion,  live  ; 
tliird  division,  four.  The  remaindur  of  the  day  is  devoted  to  in- 
•tri^otioD  Ajid  preojt|ee  upon  tbq  piaAo-forte,  ex^  to  appropiiaio 
baadief*!^  «W^)(>j^°^nta.  ,  ,  tn      •  r 

Ju  int^i^a^a  in  tbe  intredtwtorj  peregrepb^if  tbieeotunMieA*- 
tion,  the  progresa  of  tbe  pupils  in  their  various  Bchool  exereiaei^ 
dujriPK  the  past  year,  baa  been  highly  creditable  to  both  .tbtm^ 
e^es  and  their  teuc  hers, all  having  lalMMTod  witk  naUfing  diiigAMe 
m  their  respective  spheres. 

Gratifying  as  this  f>ro«rresd  ifi,  however,  uiucli  more  C(<uld  have 
hc^-ii  accon)j)lished  in  the  fiaiue  time,  and  that  with  tar  less  labor 
ou  tile  narl  uf  the  instructors,  were  our  pupils,  like  those  of  ordi> 
nary  scbools,  fnrniabed  with  appropriate  textrbooks  for  iudividual 
study,   ^ut  bare  is  a  want  ii^  tbe  edacational  appliances  ibr  ibe; 
blind  jet  in  a  great  neasure  to  be  supplied.   On  «eee«nt.of  tbe^ 
extra  size  of  the  letter  and  superior  quality  of  thn  paper  ueofMsnrj 
to  be  used,  taken  in  connection  with  the  circumstance  tbatonly 
one  side  of  each  leaf  can  be  rendered  available,  books  in  raiaed- 
characters  ior  the  use  of  the  blind  must  always  be  much  more  ex- 
peohive  th^n  those  printed  in  the  ordinary  way  for  the  seeing ; 
but  the  luck  of  inducement  to  private  enterprit^e  and  couipetition,. 
(the  call  for  such  books  being  quite  limited,)  and  the  absence  of 
concert  of  action  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  variona  Inslituiaons  of  oor 
country,  bave  tended  to  make  tbeir  eoat  lar  greater  tban  it  om4» 
be,  if  all  tbe  Institutions  eould  unite  iu  the  selection  of  appv^^ri-^ 
ate  works  to  be  printed,  tbe  adoption  of  a  unifbrn  letter,  and  the< 
support  of  a  single  pre^s,  and  then  each  of  the  several  Inutitutiona- 
order  enough  copies  uf  every  publication  to  enable  it  to  auppij  ittk 
classes  witli  a  huihcient  number  for  individual  study. 

The  iuijiortance  of  this  subject  lias  lor  some  time  enga|_'ed  the 
attention  of  our  most  experienced  educators  of  the  blind;  and 
several  efibrta  bave  already  been  nade  to  arrive  at  a  practical  sola-, 
tion  o^  tbe  difficulty.   Among  tbese  waa  tbe  calling  of  a  conYmii>r( 
tjoiiTof  Uip  Sij^periiitendeDU  and  Teacbers  of  all  tbe  InetitutionT' 
ibrrtpfr  BU^g  iu  the  United  States,  to  take  tbe  matter  under  con- 
sideration and,  if  poaaible,  determine  upon  some  settled  line4if ; 
policy.    This  convention  met  at  the  New  York  Institution  in 
August,  lS5ii,  and  waa  well  attended,  nearjy  all  the  InstitutionH- 
boMtg  xepretiented,.  Various  re^oiutions  iookin||^  to  the  a^vaaee-. 
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mcnt  of  the  object  in  question,  were  discussed  and  adopted,  and 
;a  coniijiitlte  appointed  to  iiiemorialize  Congrem^s  ior  a  grant  oi'  land 
to  aid  io  the  formation  of  »  Mtiooal  printing  fund.  But  for  some 
rtMoti  Oongreas  Iras  ii«v«r  ao  menoriallmd,  and  the  effort  io  tlial 
'diTeotioo  renatna  jtiat  vhare  the  eonTentkm  left  it  at  ita  adjooni- 
ment. 

AMtherfiQovement  in  a  different  direction  iraaaubnaqnently  made, 

however,  nnd  nnlc«s  too  much  retarded  hj  the  present  unfortUD> 
ate  condition  of  our  country,  promises  better  success.  Mr.  D. 
Shcrrod,  a  blind  geutleiniin  of  the  iState  of  Mississippi,  scTcral 
years  fiince,  conceived  a  plan  for  the  establi.-^hment  of  a  National 
Printing  '^iouso  for  the  Blind,  to  bo  endowed  hy  legislative  appro- 
priatidna  and  priTate  eoDtributioaa ;  and  after  eaavasalng  aereral 
of  tbe  Sotttbera  and  Weatern  States  for  tbe  fbrtberaace  of  tbis 
•obfeet,  bA  aneeeeded  in  obtaining  a  charter  from  the  Legiatatore 
of  Kentucky  for  the  proposed  institution,  as  well  as  tbe  Bum  of 
#:dfr|OC>Of  rei|tttred  by  that  charter  before  the  print.ng  hoQBe  should 
coTnroence  operations.  {Several  of  the  States  have  appropriated 
liherully  to  tlu;  WidA.  and  huodreda  of  iudividoaU  have  Bubscribed 
greater  or  lesb  amounta. 

Tbe  printing  house  is  located  in  Louisville,  and  is  under  iLo 
management  of  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  the  Legislaturo 
•of  Kentttoky.  During  the  past  year,  a  preaa  with  tbe  neeeaaary 
^pea  baa,  I  believe,  been  purohaaed,  and  other  atepa  have  been 
tiben  towarda  apratioal  eommeneemeni  of  tbe  enterprtae;  bnt  of 
the  exaet  amount  of  progress,  I  am  not  informed. 

I  have  great  confidence  that  with  proper  encouragement  from 
the  frienJs  of  edneation  tbrnup;hout  tlic  Union,  thin  enterprise 
may  be  made  productive  of  prcut  j^ood  to  the  blind;  and  aa  its 
projector  h;ir»  it  in  eontoniplation  lo  visit  orir  State  in  the  course  of 
the  couiing  winter,  allow  nie  to  atik  ior  liirn  the  cordial  co-opt-ra- 
tion  of  your  Board  in  his  laudable  and  weil-dircctcd  efforts. 

Tbengh  the  Ibrcgoing'  remarks  have  -had  reibrenee  only  to  tbe 
fnmiabiDg  of  appropriate  books  for  tbe  blind  atudentand  graduate^ 
as  Biiicb  might  with  equal  propriety  be  said  in  favor  of  some  intel- 
ligent, concentrated  eflort  towards  the  furniabing  of  approved  geo- 
grflp]»ieal  imd  other  school  Hpparntus  for  our  vnrions  institutions, 
at  .soniethiniz;  like  a  rentonnble  cost.  At  t\]f  |  rt  piit  ^ttx^re  of  onr 
progress,  jiInjot«t  every  institution  hm  its  own  peculiar  appliances 
of  this  ualure,  mostly  of  rude,  defective  construi-tion.  and  all  made 
by  hand,  piece  by  piece,  under  the  greatest  posaible  ditadvantagca, 
Ibe  reeult  i«  that  fbw,  if  any,  of  onr  Bohooia  are  adequately  sup- 
plied with  satiable  apparatna;  nor  ean  they  weH  aibrd  to  be  while 
ila  proeurement  ia  fraught  with  so  mnch  labor  and  expenae.  It  ia 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  some  intelli- 
gbnt  and  enterprising  manufacturer  may  be  found  who  will  receive 
the  combined  patronage  of  all  our  Institution",  nnd  bf»  thereby 
cncouraLcd  to  j-rovide  binibcif  with  Kuch  fjicilliio^  will  enable 
him  to  produce  apparatus  iar  superior  to  that  now  in  use,  at  acorn- 
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paraimlj  iHMl]  eott.  UbioiQeot  dt0»mB,  aad  most  in  time  re* 
oeiTO  the  eeroeet  ooDeidention  of  all  who  are  truly  intereated  m 
tho  ednoatioD  of  tho  blind; 

In  our  indnatrial  department,  no  ohange  worthy  of  note  has 
taken  place  sinco  my  last  report,  exoept'mg  some  increase  in  tho 
varioty  of  fancy  work  by  thn  female  pupils,  and  the  natural  im- 
provemciit  in  skill  by  both  sexes,  coDseqnant  upon  prolon^ad  OIL" 
penence  in  their  respective  nmnual  arts. 

Tlie  want  ui  room  in  our  present  shop  building,  to  which  tbo 
nMeiition  of  your  Board  has  been  called  from  year  to  year,  still 
progenia  the  iotrodnction  of  any  other  than  the  broom^trailo  foe 
the  male  pnpUa.  Aa  heretofore  explained  on  di^era  oooaaiona,  there 
an  several  other  naefhl  handieraft  oeenpatbna  which  may  be  ano* 
cessfullj  pursved  by  our  male  graduaCea  as  a  means  of  subsistence, 
but  these  cannot  be  introduced  into  our  Institution  until  the  l^eg- 
islatiire  shall  sec  lit  to  make  tlie  tiecessary  ap,")ropriation  for  tho 
erection  of  a  u^rc  commodious  structure  lor  the  use  of  thia  de< 
part  m  cut. 

Not  to  reiterato  horo  what  beeu  bo  often  said  before  conctiiu- 
ing  the  prin^  oeeeaeity  of  thia  improvemeat,  I  eamot  but  reeom-. 
mend  that  io  jour  ft>rthco»liig  report  yon  atiU  keep  the  ad^jeel 
before  the  State  anthontiet  anid  cootioQe  to  urge  the  propriety  of 
their  making  early  proviaioo  to  meet  a  want  ao  obvioualy  impem* 
tijie. 

Concornrni'-  tlio  other  much  nectlcd  improvement?,  referred  to  in 
several  I'oruier  report?',  I  would  make  the  same  recommendation,  in 
the  hope  that  the  next  JLegitilature  niuy  be  induced  to  grant  the 
means  which  have  been  withheld  by  it^  predecessors. 

Should  you  succeed  in  obtaining  an  uppropriution  for  the  con- 
atrmotjim  of  the  proposed  ahop^  I  beg  leave  to  auggeei  the  propri- 
elgr.of  lao  planning  the  aamovaa  to  make  proWaion  in  the^lower' 
atory  for  the  introduction  of  appropftntogiM- worka.tbr  lighting ^ 
the  littitute  boiidiog,  and  in  tbe  upper  story^fov  aanitable  gym*'* 
nasium,  for  the  use  of  the  male  pupHs  duritj'^  inclement  weather. 
Thin  would  save  the  cost  of  b'ep;ir.»te  structures  lor  these  impor- 
tanr,  ubjc  •(  ,  Hoih  of  which  must  sooner  or  later  be  carried  out,  i' 
ii  y  ou  would  make  our  Institute  complete  in  ail  of  its  appoint- 
mcDta.  • 

The  desirability  of  liirhting  our  building  with  gaa,  instead  of 
the  present  method,  as  a  matter  of  safety  as  well  as  economy,  has 
been  so  often  pre;!icnted  to  your  notice  that  it  need  only  be  alluded 
to  here white  the  Dece»ity  of  affording  to  our  pupila  every  avaiU  ' 
able  means  for  the  promotioo  of  their  physical  training,  must  be 
too  apparent  to  your  Beard  to  require  of  me  any  more  tlUin  a  aim.*' 
pie  reminder  ^poD  tbe  subject.

Iu  behalf  of  our  household,  and  the  uumerou:»  fricuds  who  have 
met  with  HBfor  Divine  wonhip  on  Sabbath  aftemooos,  I  am  again 
called  upon  to  tender  gratefU  acknowledgnenlto  the  seToral  oler- 
gymea  who  have  so  kindly  and  ably  offioiated  upon  these  ooeasions. 

Our  thanks  are  also  again  due  to  the  proprietors  of  the  varioua 
neTfspapers  which  have  been  sent  gratuitously  to  us  during  the 
year,  and  a  continuii*  e  of  tbeir  valuable  favors  is  solicited.  A  lift 
of  these  will  be  found  appended  hereto. 

Having  previously  decided  to  accept  an  uusolicited  call  to  the 
Superintendency  of  the  Indiana  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the 
Blind — a  post  which  I  formerly  occupied  for  a  term  of  seven  ^cars, 
I  tendered  to  yaur  Board,,  early  in  July  last^  my  re:<i<;nation  as 
daperiatendeat  of  thie  Institution,  to  take  effect  at  the  expiration 
of  the  current  year,  which  closee  with  the  date  of  this  oommuulca- 
tion.

Allow  mo,  however,  before  ta kin 2^  final  leave  of  your  i>o<iid.  to 
assure  you  that  in  retiring  from  the  field  iu  which  I  have  labored 
with  heart  and  hand  for  the  past  five  years,  I  do  so  with  many  sin- 
cere regrets.  The  uniform  courtesy  and  fiattei-iiig  confidence 
which  Imve  ever  marked  your  bearing  towards  me  in  our  official  as 
well  as  private  intercourse,  leave  me  no  room  to  doubt  either  your 
friend^liip  or  your  appreciation  of  my  humble  endeavors  in  behalf 
of  the  blind  youth  of  your  state ;  and  if  by  nny  word  or  deed  of 
mino  I  have  ever  manifested  aught  but  the  iulloht  reciprocation  of 
that  courtesy  and  confidence,  such  has  been  foreign  to  my  inten- 
tion. Of  the  value  of  your  counsels  and  the  disinterestedness  of 
the  motives  which  liuve  actuated  you  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
devolving  upon  you,  as  guardians  of  the  sacred  trust  confided  to 
our  mutual  care,  I  have  entertained  thehigheat  appreciation,  and 
am  free  to  say  that,  in  any  experience  of  »ver  twenty  years  in  the 
work  to  which  I  have  devoted  my  life,  it  has  never  been  my  lot  to 
be  associated  in  a  similar  relationship  iirith  those  to  whom  I  owe  a 
higher  degree  of  respect  and  confidence. 

In  the  gentleman  whom  you  liave  dmio  me  the  honor  to  appoint 
a.s  my  successor,  in  accordance  with  my  recommendation,  I  doubt 
not  you  will  find  a  highly  efficient  officer.  Having  for  some  time 
favorably  kuowu  him  as  a  zealous  co-laborer  in  the  cause  of  the 
blind',  he  will  enter  upon  his  new  field  in  Wisconfiiu  with  my 
heartfelt  wishee  Ibr  hia  suceesa,  and  I  bespeak  for  Mm  a  full  shave 
of  that  confiding  trust  of  which  his  predecessor  has  been  the  honored 
recipient.

3d*  Wbai  are  the  aama  and  ago  of  the  peraoa  for  whom  appU* 
oation  ia  made  ?

TTpon  the  receipt  of  sudi  application  by  the  Superiutcudeut,  the 
applicant  will  be  notified  as  to  whether  or  not  the  person  in  ques- 
tion will  be  admitted,  and  no  one  must  be  sent  to  the  Institute 
until  aueh  notification  shall  have  been  received. 

No  person  of  imbecile  and  nnsound  mind,  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character,  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  Institute ; 
and  in  case  any  person  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  proTe  incompetent 
for  useful  iostruction,  or  disobedient  to  the  wholesome  regulations 
ot  the  fnstitute,  such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharL'cd. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  boarding  and  instruction  of  pupik 
from  the  State  of  Wiseonsiu,  but  all  are  expected  to  come  provi- 
ded with  aii  adequate  fcuyply  of  good,  eomlortable  clothing,  which 
must  be  replenished  ftom  time  to  time,  as  it  becomes  necessary. 

The  stock  of  clothing  should  embrace  suitable  articlea  for  both 
summer  and  winter,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  each  kind  to  admit 
of  the  necessary  changes  for  washing  and  repairing. 

All  the  clothing  must  be  sent  in  good  condition,  not  only  upon 
the  fir.'t  eiitrnnce  of  the  pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return 
from  homo  aiter  the  vaf:iti(»n. 

Each  article  bhould  also  !»e  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's 
name  or  initials,  in  order  to  prevent  eont'u>ioii  or  loss. 

It  is  important  that  new  pupils  should  enter  upon  their  term 
of  instruction  at  the  commencement  of  a  session,  and  it  is  expected 
of  all  others  that  they  shall  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the 
sehool,  and  remain  until  it  closes,  on  the  last  day  of  the  sessioDy 
unless  prevented  from  doing  so  by  sickness  or  other  emergency. 
It  is  also  expected  tbnt  timely  arrangements  will  be  made  for  the 
depnrture  of  every  pu))il  from  the  Institute  within  a  few  days  af- 
ter the  closo  of  each  ses-ioa. 

All  letters  to  the  pupil.i  should  be  addressed  to  the  care  of  the 
Institute,  in  order  to  ensure  their  promp  reception. 

From  ten  to  fourteen  is  the  most  favorable  age  for  entering  the 
Institute,  provided  the  pupUs  have  judicious  oaie  and  training  at 
home,  prior  to  that  age.  But  as  this  is  not  always  the  case,  and 
as  there  ate  many  who  lose  their  sight  after  that  age ;  or,  having 
lost  it  earlier,  do  not  find  an  opportunity  of  going  to  school  at  the 
proper  time,  the  regulations  of  the  Institute  allow  of  the  admis- 
sion of  all  proper  subjects  who  are  not  under  eight  or  above 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  by  the  friends  of  blind 
childicij,  that  though  they  have  the  privilege  of  sending  them  to 
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the  lostitute  at  a  later  period  than  the  one  mentioned  as  the  best, 
yet  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  they  should  be  sent  within 
Haid  period  ;  for,  as  they  grow  older,  their  neglected  powers  lose 
their  suiseeptibility  for  cultivation,  rendering  the  training  more  and 
more  difficnlt,  until  they  become  wholly  incapacitated  for  receiving 
&ucli  an  education  as  will  fit  them  for  a  life  of  usefulness,  indepen- 
denee  md  happineM.  It  Is  not  vnoommon  to  witneai  resuItB  of 
this  kind,  arisine  out  of  the  morbid  tenderness  with  which  a  blind 
child  is  flreqnentr^  regarded  by  his  friends,  rendering  them  unwil- 
ling to  entrust  him  at  the  proper  ago  to  the  care  of  stranf^rs,  lest 
some  harm  should  befall  him.  Indeed  every  year's  experience  but 
serves  to  indicate  more  clearly,  the  lamentable  prevalence  of  this 
unjust  neglect ;  as  there  are  constantly  applying  for  admission  into 
the  several  institutions  of  the  country,  those  whose  molaneholy  lot 
it  is  to  lead  a  life  of  hopeless  ignorance  and  dependence,  but  who 
mi^lu,  with  proper  training,  in  early  youth,  have. become  happy 
and  usefnl  members  of  society,  maintaining  themselves  comiortably 
and  resgpeetabW. 

The  term  of  instruction  is  not  limited  to  any  definite  number  of 
years,  but  ifi  determined  in  each  individual  case,  by  the  acquirements 
of  the  pupil  and  consequent  fitness  for  graduatiug.  The  length 
of  each  one's  term  will  of  course  depend  upon  his  aptness  to  learn, 
and  the  extent  of  the  course  to  be  pursued. 

The  scs;^ion  of  the  Institute  commences  on  the  first  Monday  of 
September  in  each  year,  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June 
foil  lowing  j  leaving  a  vacation  of  more  than  two  months,  daring 
which  time  the  pupils  have  an  opportunity  of  visiting  their  homes 
and  replenishing  their  clothing.

Rules  ot  Admission  of  Pupils,  Cto. : 


1.  AH  111*  JHut  Mid  Vwxkh  of  llie  6te«e,  between  llie  ages  of 
tm  Md  thirty  yetn,  are  entitled  to  en  edneation,  without  ehnm 
for  hoard  or  tnltion,  in  this  Institution,  upon  compliance  with  mt 
nda*.  >  No  eertifloate  of  any  kind  ie  required  for  admisgion. 
Persons,  howerer,  desirons  of  placing  a  pupil  in  the  school,  should 
write  to  the  Superintf^ndent,  informing  him  of  the  name,  a^c,  and 
residence  of  the  mute ;  tho  cause,  if  known,  of  deafness,  &c. 
The  Superintendent  >vill  immediately  answer,  stating  the  time 
when  the  pupil  will  be  received.  This  course  is,  in  all  cases,  re- 
oommendedy  though  none  will  be  refased  who  come  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  aession.  Applications  in  behalf  of  persona 
more  or  less  than  the  required  age,  will  be  considered  by  the  Trus- 
tees, who  reserve  to  thomeelTes  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  sach 
applicants,  as  they  may  deem  jest  and  proper. 

2  Pupils  from  other  States  are  rercivcd  at  a  rate  of  one  hnn- 
died  dollars  per  annuni,  for  board  and  tuition. 

3.  The  length  of  the  eonrse  of  instruction  is  five  years  ;  and 
that  the  sudcnts  may  become  more  proficient  in  their  studies, 
they  are  allowed  and  advised  to  remain  one  year  more.  At  the 
end  of  six  years,  the  Superintendent  may  select  such  pupils  as  he 
may  consider  wonld  be  particttlarly  benefttted  by  continoing  long- 
er at  school ;  and  if  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  they  shall 
be  permitted  to  remain  an  additional  year. 

4.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions  :  1st.  The 
pupil,  well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  be  brought  to  the  Institu- 
tion punctuuli}',  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  for  the  pe- 
riod of  five  years,  unless  detained  at  home  by  hia  or  lit  r  sickne.-s. 
2d.  The  pupil  is  to  remain  in  tho  school  until  the  last  Wodiieiday 
in  Juno  of  each  year.  3d.  No  parent  or  guardian  shall  bo  allow- 
ed to  take  a  pupfl  otit  of  school  without  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Tnistees. 

5.  •  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  render  tlie  Instltutioii 
iclf>8upporting,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pnpil,  on 
leaving  its  walls,  shall  be  so  proficient  in  some  useful  occupation 
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or  trade,  ad  lo  be  able  to  praetire  a  livcliUoud,  without,  reliance  on  / 
the  charities  of  others.  In  necor(la!if*e  ^vith  this  design,  a!l  the 
gcliolars  will  bo  re<iuiro<l  to  labor  a  portion  of  cacli  day  ;  the  jzirU 
perlurniiriL'  tlie  lii;htor  kinds  ft"  liuu«ework,  and  in  various  kinds 
of  needlework,  as  plain  sewing,  uruamciital  uork,  dressraakiug,  or 
millinerjr,  ^q.  ;  una  the  boys  at  various  trades,  the  necejjsary  work 
about  Ik*  AtjImtB,  aid  die  otHiVttim  of  ihis  ftm  and  garden. 

6.  'The  ADniial  r^essions  of  the  school  contiDue  ten  montliB, 
commencing  on  the  first  Wednesday  In  September,  and  closing  on 
tibe  last  Wednesday  of  June,  Every  pupil  is  to  come  promptly  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  is  to  remain  until  the 
laBt  of  the  same.  The  only  oxcepti'**:-  nlltnved  arc  of  sick- 
ness, or  where  leavt'  of  absence  in  writing  has  been  gi  aru-.d,  cither 
by  the  Principal,  or  in  case  of  the  nb.-eiiec  of  the  I'nucipai,  the 
Professor  to  \vhom  he  has  delegated  the  power. 

7.  -No  pupil,  unless  under  cxtraordiuarj  drcumstaQces,  cau  be 
received  at  any  other  tiifle  than  the  oommenoemeni  of  Uie  sea* 
sion.

To  the  Board  of  Trmtccs  : 

Gentlf.^ikn — The  past  year  lias  beeu  one  of  prosperity  aiid 
bleesinj;  to  the  Institute.  Excellent  health  has  prevailed  among 
the  pupils.  Cheerful  counleiuince^,  eyes  and  minds  inteutlj  fixed 
on  the  exercises  and  iii:!itructiuiis  of  the  class  roomys,  the  study,  the 
chapel,  and  uf  the  several  places  of  labor;  the  qaurtcrly  reports  of  ^ 
industry,  applioatioD,  behavior  and  schglarihip,  all  have  given  aa- 
saraoce  of  eteady  and  commendable  improvcmeuL 

Glaahiog  interests  have  not  broken  the  harmony  of  the  various 
departments;  while  nothing  of  a  serious  nature  has  occurred  to 
interrupt  earnest  and  oonstant  attendance  upon  daily  dutie>  Tn 
tbesc  blc«»inf^  we  would  recognise  distinctly  and  gratefully  the 
hand  of  the  Father  of  Mercies. 

The  ollicors  and  instrnetors  arc  the  .^anio  as  at  the  last  report, 
althouf]^h  the  malroii,  in  couacquence  td'  u  (diango  in  her  domestic 
relalioub,  hears  now  the  name  of  ^dis.  L.  Eddy.  She  has  consent- 
od  to  remain  in  the  position  she  has  so  well  filled  for  several  years. 

The  pupils,  catalogued  during  the  year,  number  eighty -tix. 
During  the  session  commenciug  Sopt.  5th,  1860,  and  endiug  June 
26th,  1861,  there  were  sovcnty-fivc  pupils  in  attendance.  Forty* 
six  of  these  were  males  and  twenty-nine  were  females.  Fourteen 
of  the  number  wero  admitted  for  the  &rst  lime  at  the  opening  of 
the  term. 

Four  of  the  pupils  of  the  most  advanced  elan's  coniideted  the 
prcscrib<id  seven  years  course  of  study  last  June,  and  were  honor- 
ably discharged.  Several  others,  who  had  been  with  us  from  five 
to  aiz  years,  have  not  returned.  Two  have  accompanied  their 
arents  to  other  states,  while  others  still  have  been  prevented  by 
omcstic  cireumstaiRcs  from  pursuing  their  education  at  present. 
There  are  sixteen  in  all  whose  return  is  not  looked  for.  The  addi> 
tioQ  of  four  whom  we  still  expect,  will  make  the  number  in  atten- 
dance the  ensuing  term,  seventy-one 

CIiAfSIPTCATION. 

The  pupils  arc  divided  into  five  classes  according  to  their  res- 
|»eotive  standing  in  scholarship.  In  these  there  are  the  pupils  of 
■even  years.  A  complete  classification  would  require  at  leaal 
seven  classes,  and  as  many  instructors,  but  eircumstanoes  have  reft- 
dered  it  impracticable  to  maintain  so  large  a  corps  of  them. 

A  TKACHER  OAN  INSTRUCT  BUT  ONE  CLASS. 

The  reason  why  a  teacher  cannot  attend  to  more  thnn  one  class 
may  need  some  explanation  :  Almost  the  whole  time  in  tlie  class- 
room IB  devoted  to  giinng  imtniction.  Could  several  lepsons  be 
.asaigned  to  the  pupils  to  be  studied  during  the  di^y,  while  the

teacher  vhim  luaiulj  oc-cu]>icd  iu  hearing  rccitutioQi>,  as  is  tlit;  case 
in  common  schools^  be  might  have  charge  of  sevei^l  claaaes.  Bui 
saoh  a  method  would  aeoomplish  very  little  with  the  deaf  and 
dumb.  Unacquainted  as  they  are  with  written  language,  to 
mnltiply  tasks  ior  them  to  study,  would  be  like  requiring  a  stu- 
deut  to  Idarn  lessons  in  a  foreign  tongue  without  the  aid  of  a 
grammar  or  dictionary.  To  the  deaf  mute,  his  toaeher  must  be 
both  grammar  nnd  dictionary;  inn.-t  bo  at  liis  sido  continually; 
must  plan  fvnd  dircrt,  oversee,  corrc  t  and  explain  every  exercise. 
ComraenciiiLT  witli  the'  siiuplest  clcmentj*  of  language,  ami  acquaint- 
ing his  pupils  wiili  those,  not  by  formal  teachings  and  written 
rules,  but  by  numerous  aud  striking  examples,  he  leads  tkem  on 
to  the  apprehension  of  the  first  pnneiples  of  syntax,  and  ftom 
tbese  be  advances  slowly  to  the  more  complex. 

filMPLlCITY  OK  TUE  I'UOl  KSS  OP  HI VI NO  TRE  FlUST  1NSTUCTI0N8. 

The  impression  prevails  (juito  g«ncrally  that  great  difficulty  and 
mystery  involves  the  process  of  commcnciny  the  instruction  of 
the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  that  these  vanish  as  we  proceed.  Pre- 
cisely the  reverse  ia  true.  Ihc  method  of  teaching  the  alphabet, 
and  the  names  of  objects,  qualities  and  actions,  is  8imple.  It  is 
snbstantiatly  the  same  that  is  pnrsned  with  a  child  that  bears  and 
speaks.  Instead  of  requiring  the  pupil  to  utter  a  sound  wbfoh  ia 
the  name  of  a  letter  or  ul'  an  object,  we  require  bim  to  make  a 
certain  motion,  Avhich  is  its  name,  or  representatiTe,  and  also  to 
imitate  on  the  slate  the  letter  or  word  which  is  there  presented  to 
the  eye.  Instead  of  speaking  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  v^fh  ht's 
f^'n^iu*^,  he  spcdks  tlinn  v:'ith  /m>  hnnJ.  Tn^stcad  oi  ju'<ntomrv;j  the 
syllables,  he  form^  with  liis  hand  the  letters  that  constitute  the 
word.  No  great  ditliculty  ia  experienced  in  teaching  him  to  sub- 
stitute the  written  characters  for  the  manual,  nor  the  manual  fbr 
tbe  written.  The  gesture  or  iiffn  that  indicates  a  wof  d,  he  readily 
learns  to  substitne. 

A  teacher  who  understands  the  art  of  awakening  the  interest  of 
a  ebild  and  keeping  its  attention  closely  fixed  on  one  thing  at  a 
time,  and  long  enough  to  iix  it  well  in  the  mind,  will  succeed  in 
teaching  the  alphabet,  both  the  manual  and  the  written,  in  from 
one  to  thrci'  days.  If  this  art  ha  not  understood,  weeks  n^y  be 
spent  in  the  efiort. 

In  the  course  of  a  montli,  the  pupil  cau  be  made  familiar  with- 
quite  a  number  of  words,  and  able  to  express  them  in  ^ree  dif- 
ferent ways ;  tpeakinff  them  tofVit  hfU  handy  writmg  them  oii  f (a 
fliDite,  and  making  the  getture  or  tign  fot 

If  the  pupil  D«  naWally  of  a  iliwgiah  or  feeble  intelleot^  or 
has  received  no  proper  attention  at  nome,  the  advance  must  of 
courf^e,  be  proporlionany  slow,  and  trying  to  the  taci  a»d  paUeoes 
of  his  instructor. 

The  processes  that  have  been  alhidcd  to,  e  intiniwd  as  they  must 
be  from  day  to  day,  are  likely  to  become  mauotonous ;  and  when 
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interest  liaga,  or  attention  wearies,  there  can  be  little  progresii. 
To  prevent  such  results,  not  only  at  the  coranjericement,  but 
throughoat  the  entire  period  of  instruetioD,  will  sevcrci/  try  ikt 
tdaohor'a  skill  in  his  pr^iesaion.

Those.  ililHcultics  may  bo  classified  as  follows  : 

Ibt.  The  uufuTorablc  and  peculiar  condition  of  iho  miodii  oi 
the  deef  end  dumb,  in  ooasequenee  of  their  inshUity  to  hear  and 
speak. 

Sd.   The  radical  diiferenoe  of  stvnetare  between  the  langmge 

ot  gestoTo  find  of  speech. 

3rd.  The  nature  of  written  langunge, — with  its  arbitrary  prin- 
ciplee  of  ortlirMrr;.|,liY.  ctyriiolo'yy  and  .<vntnx  ;  its  different  parte 
of  speech,  with  their  H"_:al;ir  .*<iid  irregular  conjugations,  varia- 
tions, prefixeH  and  tLrwiuation.s  ;  i.Timberlcss  exceptiona  to  ruloi, 
and  dcviationa  from  fundaracntnl  priuciplca;  the  many  hlgnifica- 
ttons  of  woids— «implc,  ilgurativo,  and  in  their  thousand  combina- 
tiena  with  other  words ;  the  peonliar  idioms  of  language ;  4ie 
differenees  in  style,  phraseob^  and  teraaittology  appropriate  to 
iiarrati?e,  disquisition,  eoftveisation,  bneiness,  and  to  variows 
hcaaehes  of  indttstry — these  presaot  numberless  and  ever  reour- 
rinp-  diffieultic?,  cnonijh  to  ])afflc  the  skill  of  teacher  and  dif^ 
hoartcn  tlio  zeal  oi' pupil,  could  he  but  realize  them. 

Did  the  deaf  mute  enter  upon  the  work  of  surmounting  such 
obstBi  k  s  with  a  mind,  whose  memory,  observation,  judp!:mcnt,  and 
e?ery  fucuUy  had  been  quickened  i'rom  infancy  by  daily  contact 
wiA  other  minds  in  Hie  rivalries  and  ezeitementsof  childish  sports ; 
the-Tarying  ocoupatioss  and  enteipriaes  «f  youth;  the  oenafit 
interohftDge  of  thottght  by  tonswe  and  etf ;  lie  weald  teiag  to  the 
wndsrtahing  an  amount  o£  intelleetaal  ftrce  ;  a  temper  and  keeo- 
Mss  of  mental  acumen  that  would  gienUy  facilitate  his  aoqsiii- 
tiona,  not  only  in  languair(^  but  in  every  other  stufiy. 

Very  different,  however,  from  this  i«  the  condition  of  the  deaf 
mute  when  he.  enters  an  institute.  He  may  possess  naturally  a 
superior  order  of  mind,  1  ut  his  closed  ear  has  shut  out  from  him 
^ost  of  the  knowledge  and  incitement  to  mental  effort}  which 
hiring  ehildfdii -  «n  > TosiMng  every  honr.  Ha  Itaim^aa  wonds, 
BO  tai^oaa,  «o  immes  ibr  simple  or  eomplez  ideM^  mAf  of 
settWM,  has  not  the  fidatest  conception  of  therelMieaaad  arraaga 
aMm^oif  wovia  to  express  idsBp%  His  deafneBs  praaeattriiii  hear- 
ings and  imitating  avtiqukte  sonnda  which  othors  malie.  His 
-toa^Baraadximind'  aib  eeaseqaeoily  uaaaqilbyai  in  pasnoanaSoc^ 
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^ords,  in  arraoging  them  properly  iDto  seDtenccs,  and  thus,  by  the 
agre«ftble  aad  iuproTing  ^ori  of  •xpresiiiig  tlMoght,  ftnailiifii- 
-iag  hhiiMlf  fmenka^  with  the  rakt,  idieim,  elgaitwiibas  end 

the  ten  thousand  other  peculiantics  and  eahtiltiet  of  htngunrge— - 
'thii  wonderftil  prodnot  of  mind  aed  iostrument  of  thought  Theee 

dmdvantafres  are  augfnrnted  in  many  xn9tance6  by  the  wcll-mean- 
incr  but  unwise  indulgence  of  part nf at  tendfrncf^'.  which  withholds 
from  such  children  that  domestic  p-overnment  and  training  which 
are  ncedfnl  for  all.  They  are  too  often  exeuped  firom  bearing  a 
proper  part  m  hou»ebold  labors  and  homo  employments — daily 
engagements  which  haye  a  healthfal  and  inTigorating  influeiioe 
on  mind  and  body  ;  fonning  habits  of  induatry,  forethought  tad 
obaerrvtion,  which  ate  a  very  needftd  preparttloo  fot  more  iliroet 
.end  severe  ^>pHcation  ai  aohooL 

Tht  radieal  difference  of  tMiehtre  beiwem  the  tnfn  iam^ge^* 
nr>fJ  ^poJrev  or  vn'fr?!  hf^^nunqc  prrn^nts  anofhrr  rrrif  furioti^  (nVff- 
culty^ — the  most  serious,  perhaps,  of  all.  The  doat  rnutr  reu'lily 
acquires  tho  sign  lanpjuago  sufficiently  to  answer  the  ordinary  pur- 
poses of  thoiipht.  Were  these  "  siprns  "  simple  repregentativcs  of 
words,  and,  in  expressing  idean,  were  they  cumbiued,  in  any  con- 
eiderable  degree,  after  the  order  of  wofde,  the  task  of  sidMiitiitiiig 
the  latter  fbr  the  former  would  be  greatly  lessened.  B«t  *^the 
sign  langnage  "  is  independent  of  words  and  of  their  grammationi 
arrangement.  It  is  a  series  of  theatrical  representations  of  idesa, 
bearin:^  scarcely  more  resemblance  to  the  words  that  would  ex- 
press them  than  n  landscape  d[rawTT),£^  bears  to  the  words  that  • 
writer  would  use  in  do^r  ril  itig  the  bcene. 

A  deaf  mute  might  ]  -^f  s«  an  artistV  eye  and  skill,  and  mi^ht 
bo  able  to  present  a  fine  landscape  or  some  ideal  conception  on 
canvass  which  would  convey  to  every  spectator  exactly  what  was 
in  his  mind,  bnt  require  htm  to  interpret  or  deserihe  his  pmnlin|^ 
fin  appropriate  words,  and  yeais  of  instraetion  and  study  would 
.bo  TCqnisite. 

Let  even  his  own  painting  be  graphioally  described  in  words  by 
«omo  one  else,  and  he  would  need  years  of  instruction  before  he 
would  be  able  to  recognize  the  description  A  partially  educated 
deaf  mule  may  have  distinct  and  vivid  conceptions  in  his  mind, 
and  may  bo  able  to  picture  these  in  gestures  to  a  dcli<;hted  com- 
pany ot  mutes,  and  yet  might  utterly  fail  in  any  e£[urt  lo  present 
the  sane'  ideas  in  written  langnage  or  to  reeogniie  them  in  tho 
.iaognagc  of  another  person — so  enlitoly  difisrantrato  the  two  lea- 
kages in  their  olements  aid  stmetnra. 

Spoken  langMge  is  loaned  Ikom  day  to  day  hy  the  bMing 
ehild,  and  becomes  the  median  thiWigh  whish-ho  ret^tvet  aira 
imparts  ideas.  Tho  ear  to  receive  nnd  the  tongne  to  impart,  to- 
gether form  a  sort  of  galvanic  circle  of  idexs,  to  the  electrical  influ- 
ence of  which  he  is  continually  exposed;  the  very  air  he  breathes 
Jind  which  vibrates  upon  his  ear,  is  ever  pulsating;  with  the  harmo- 
nies of  thought,  and  poaring  iuto  hi^i  mind  tho  nomberless  oon- 
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oopiioQs  that  flaah  out  from  other  minds,  aud  which,  an  ihc)'  onte 
bis  owDi  Btarl  up  new  tlirilk  of  intoltectaal  life. 

AcqiiaiDted  witli  spoken  language,  as  the  hearing  child  is,  to  • 
eonuderable  degree^  in  the  very  conuDeneement  of  liis  edneaiioiNl 
OOtme,  he  has  in  it  a  complete  panoply  for  cfiteetivc  service ;  betides 
being  in  a  ineasare  invigorated,  skilled  and  drilled  by  the  oontteoi 
ose  of  it  in  his  earlier  years. 

The  deaf  mute  has  all  this  to  acquire  nftcr  he  (  liters  un  Insti- 
tution. He  is  to  a  great  extent  educated  when  he  Ims  jtcquired  it. 
In  this  acquisition  bo  is  unaided  hy  the  car.  He  rccciTcs  com- 
paratively  little  assistance  from  the  daily  use  of  language  as  a  me- 
dium of  intercourse  with  other  minds ;  his  language  of  getfun 
must  be  used  for  this  purpose,  and  it  not  only  furnishes  no  direoi 
aid  in  acquiring  written  language,  but  n  places  ohst cycles  in  hki 
way — yet  it  cannot  to  any  great  extent  be  dispensed  with. 

He  is  compelled,  almost  from  the  first,  to  study  language  accord- 
\nz  ^o  its  grammatical  rules  and  abstract  principles,  to  tho  oom- 
prchcnsion  aud  application  of  which  the  youncr  minJ  is  di.^iiiuiincd 
and,  to  a  groat  don;rce,  disqualified.  Tlieorotkal  uraruinar,  it  is 
well  known,  ia  a  vury  dry  and  difficult  study  even  to  hearing  chil- 
dren who  already  understand  it  jpracdcallif.  How  much  more  so 
should  it  be  to  Uie  deaf  mute  under  all  Ihe  disadvantages  thai 
have  been  set  forth  ? 

The  stii  I  i  t  who  sets  ahout  acquiring  a  foreign  language,  haa  a 
serious  task  before  him;  but  not  to  compare  in  arduonsnesss 
with  the  undertaking  of  the  deaf  mute  :  He  is  already  in  posse?- 
sioQ  of  one  language;  has  been  sharpcnin^r.  invigorating]:, 
and  cuUivalin'T  man  v.  if  not  all  of  his  intellectual  facullies, 
and  laying  up  i^tores  of  ininuteand  <reneral  knowledge,  in  the  daily 
use  of  his  mother  tongue.  Yet  how  many  i'ail  of  acquiring  the 
ready  and  correct  use  of  a  foreign  language  ! 

The  attention  of  the  deaf  mute  pupil  must  not  of  course  hs 
confined  to  this  one  important  study.  Geography,  Arithmetic, 
History,  Bible  Truth  aud  a  respectable  share  of  general  informa- 
tion must  be  acquired.  A  trade,  too,  is  to  be  learned  at  tho  same 
time  ;  and  all  is  to  bo  a'V'omplislied  in  seven  terras  of  ten  months 
each  How  many  children,  in  the  possession  of  all  their  bcnsos, 
would  Buccessfully  prosecute  such  a  work? 

Tho  consideration  of  difficulties  so  serious  would  lead  many  per- 
sons to  the  conviction  that  the  task  of  overcoming  them  was  a 
hopeless  one ;  and  did  not  a  most  marked  and  gratifying  degree  of 
success  attend  the  effort  in  so  many  instances,  we  might  not  fbel 
warranted  in  advocating  the  enterprise.  But  the  hdppy  result* 
that  have  followed  the  experiment  of  educating  the  deaf  and  dumb 
are  too  well  kacrwn  to  call  for  special  mention. 

^THX  PROPER  AOS  FOR  THS  ADMI8I0N  OP  PUPILS. 

Where  so  much  is  t  j  be  accomplished,  under  disadvauttiges  se 
great,  aad  in  the  Bhoit  space  of  seven  years,  it  must  be  evident  to 
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every  one  that  the  p'^ricd  in  lifb  most  favorable  for  itnproTement 
fihould  be  selected.  It  is  a  irroat  mistake  to  suppose  that  clt^af 
BEiutea  should  be  sent  tu  an  iudtituto  while  very  yount^.  Experi- 
ence of  this  and  of  older  Institutions  proves  that  few  if  any  should 
ODler  before  the  ag<i  of  iwelve.  Eatering  at  ten  they  may  learn 
well  for  a  while,  but  as  the  initractioii  advances  from  slvple 
words  to  abstract  ideas  and  principles,  they  IWil  to  compreheiid, 
fall  behind  their  older  elsss-naies,  rendering  it  neeessarj  to  put 
them  baek  one  and  even  two  veers.  Oonseqnentlj,  at  the  end  of 
their  seven  years,  thej  are  adTanced  obly  as  far  as  pupils  of  five 
or  six  yenrs. 

They  leHve  the  Institnto  ;it  the  o:\r\y  ;i'je  of  seventeen  or  eigh- 
teen, about  which  o^o  they  ure  really  only  well  prepared  by  the 
previous  years,  instruttioue,  to  make  substantial  attainments,  and 
to  master  the  iucroasing  tiubtiltics  of  language,  and  of  the  otiier 
branches  which  are  taught  in  the  latter  years  of  the  eonrse.  . 

Entering  so  yonng,  thej  are  unfilled  to  eommcncf!  a  trade  f&r 
leveral  years,  and  then  time  sufficient  is  not  left  to  acquire  one 
while  in  the  Institution. 

Were  the  period  of  instruction  extended  to  nine  or  ten  yenr?. 
the  objections  to  ndmittinir  pupils  at  \ho  hl^o  of  fen  tvohM  not  be 
SO  Bcrious,  jSiill,  joune^  children  nf»ed  :i  mother's  euro,  auil  the 
preparatory  traininir  at  home  before  being  in  pro])cr  condition  to 
enter  an  Institution.  The  trnininp;  and  developemeni  of  the  liauua, 
body  and  mind  received  by  the  labors  and  sports  of  children  at 
home  are  important  preparations  for  the  more  serious  application 
of  Boheol.  ^ome  of  the  pupils  brought  to  us  have  been  taught  at 
hone  the  manual  alphabet,  to  form  the  letters  06  a  slate,  to  write 
the  names  of  simple  objects  and  notions,  and  have  had  their  minds 
stimulated  to  activity  in  various  ways.  A  very  marked  difference 
exists!  between  these  and  such  ^nve  been  nejrieeted.  They  make 
much  better  |»ro<rress.  and  beeorae  much  lietter  qualitied  to  main- 
tain a  respectabio  position  in  society  after  leaving  the  Institution, 

TUB  QUALIKinATTONS  REQULSITE  TO  SI  C0E.»«8  IN  TEACHING. 

Keeping  in  mind  then  the  three  classes  of  difficulties  that  meet 
the  pupil  at  the  outset,  and  harrass  him  at  every  step  of  his  pro- 
gress, a  reflecting  mind  may  comprehend  iu  some  me,H«-nre  flic  na- 
ture and  the  magnitude  of  the  teacher's  undertaking,  and  the 
qualiiicatiou^  that  are  demanded  to  secure  a  markt^d  and  decided 
maasnro  of  success. 

A  liberal  edueation  and  a  wall  diaeiplinad  mis4  ave  primary 
qnisitea  in  those  that  would  aonduet  BupUa  sneoasaAiH  j  throqoh 
tne  latter  years  of  the  ooaras.   If  this  be  aot  evidwitiafc  mi  ai^il» 
experience  and  observation  abundantly  prove  it. 

In  teacluAxg  the  rules  and  iflionis  of  language,  nnd  unfolding  the 
principles  of  mathematics  to  miudi^  in  the  diHudvantngeoua  condi- 
Uon  of  the  deai'aud  duiiii).^.in  toachtn^  ikm^  io:t|i^Q^,  smiio  aKSr. 
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«tM  their  own  faoulttei  with  energy  and  success ;  in  awakentiig  and 
hin|WiiB  alive  new  interest  in  the  miada  of  his  pvpib  and  m  his 

cmn  ;  in  being  sjatematic  and  thorough,  without  monotony  ;  IftA 

in  advancin*!;  his  cln«s  with  the  necessary  Bpced  without  being  super- 
ficial,—the  teacher  will  hnd  the  tax  upon  his  own  resources  both 
constant  and  severe.  He  will  find  ample  <  iiijtloyment  for  inctand 
ingenuity,  for  his  powers  oi  invention,  of  analysis,  claB.sihoation, 
oontrast  and  comparison.  He  will  need  both  zeal  and  patience ; 
«&  aifeotionate  and  self-denying  interest  in  hia  pupils  ;  a  eonstanl 
and  senitiniiing  stady  of  their  minds  in  order  to  a  proper  nader- 
•tanding  of  their  oondition  ;  an  appreeiatiYe  sympathy  with  that 
condition ;  years  of  enthnsiastio  and  practical  study  of  the  sign 
languaf^c,  and  years  of  experience  in  the  art  oftcaching  the  deaf 
and  dumb — of  cautious  experiment^ — ot'carcful  observation. 

He  will  need  to  make  this  prof<.  ^iou  his  bpeciality,  and  to  make 
his  reading  and  bis  study  to  hear  ii]i<»n  it  as  directly  as  the  phy- 
sician, the  divine  or  the  lawyer  in  their  respective  dcpartmenta. 

His  is  no  plaee  for  a  self-complacent  idler,  nor  for  one  who 
merely  seeks  a  liTelihoodt  nor  for  one  whose  ambition  is  for  some 
ether  aphere  of  .effort ;  but  for  a.  devoted,  self-denying,  enthnsias- 
patientf  observing,  studious  and  persevering  worker. 

We  have  spoken  mainly  of  intellectual  qualifications  as  bearing 
diTfctly  upon  the  intf^llcctu:i!  o])staflo<  that  have  hcen  indicated, 
it  has  not  been  our  purpose  at  thi:>  tiui*  1  ?  set  forth  the  enterprise 
in  its  other  aspects — social,  industrial,  inural  and  religious.  Were

ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  REPOET. 


ih€  Legidahart: 

Section  15  of  an  act  appirci?ed  Maj,^2th.  1858,  makes  it  incum- 
bent upon  the  Adjutant  u^neral  tCnnually  on  the  first  day  of 
October  to  make  to  the  Oovcrtior  n  T\\t\  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Militia  throughout  tlie  »5tate.  1  have  neglected  t  i  eompljr 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  time  is  fonruraed,  and 
I  shall  not  fullfil  the  requiremeutji  of  the  law  in  many  other  re- 
spects for  the  toUowing  reabon  :  I  have  had  nothing  to  do  with 
t^e  ^tat^e  ^HilUift^  ,  T^ro  hat  bMA  bitt  «iio  tcturn  aiMde  to  this 
office  from  the  State  Militia,  and  tkat  of  HO  lniportaiice«  <>il  ettv 
tering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  found  no  reliable  record  of 
the  condition  of  the  State  Ifilitia,  except  what  iras' contained  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  my  predecessor.  I  have  therefore  confined 
myself  entirely  to  what  is  termed  the  V'dnnteer  Militia,  governed 
by  the  laws  of  the  extrn  session  of  May,  i*^61.  This  report  will 
thercl'ore  be  confined  almost  entirely  to  a  statistical  account  of 
what  has  transpired  in  the  way  of  raising  volunteers  for  the  de- 
fense of  our  Government,  since  the  first  proclamation  of  Gov. 
Bandall,  dated  April  16th,  1861.  Aa  I  have  hefofe  intimated,  I 
have  delayed  this  report  aa  long  aa  powible  for  the  purpose  of 
gathering  up  all  the  fiiots  connected  with  the  regimenta  that  ire 
hare  already  sent  forward,  and  those  fhat  are  now  in  a  atate  of 
preparation.  Althouf^h  the  delay  has  given  me  a  great  many  ad- 
ditional items,  the  same  Jifli'-ulties  meet  me  at  this  time  that  would 
have  embarrassed  me  two  months  siuce.  The  unfinished  stntc  of 
companies  and  rcL'^iments  makes  it  very  difficult  to  decide  nt  what 
particular  point  to  stop.  What  i  .>-ay  of  the  condition  ot  a  regi- 
ment to-day  may  be  materially  changed  to  morrow.  Under  these 
circnmstanoeB  I  shall  not  attempt  to  note  the  changes  that  take 
place  in  our  forces,  but  write  wnat  is  true  of  to-day,  a&d  leave  the 
events  of  to-morrow  for  ftitoie  reporter  It  may  be  expected  of  me 
that  I  should  make  some  suggestions  respecting  the  organiaation 
of  the  Militia  of  this  State.   X  confess  that  I  hive  been  so  araeh 
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occupied  with  the  realitui  of  bringing  jdi^q  into  thtv^ld,  I  hftre 
had  DO  time  tflt/lpooulate     to  the  best  mode  of  amnging  the  Stato^ 

Militia.  I  am  ^ware  that  I  differ  with  men  better  calculated  to 
judge  of  military  matters  than  myself,  but  I  must  be  allowed  to 
Bay  that  I  have  seen  nothiu;^  during  this  struggle  to  change  my 
iniud  respecting  what  is  termed  militia  training,  or  .musters.  I 
consider  them  a  humbug.  Let  the  (icncral  Goveromeut  deposit 
wit>faifi^t%,If|nit8  p(  f^ch  ^tate  ^  su^cient  namber  of  arms  and 
liiif^^ofl^^  ^j)];ttie  ^^oee^j  miuitioni  of  war,  tad  I  yitt 
gaaitmue  imlpt  tonnd  i^en  eooug^  on  very  anoH  notice  tp 
use  \h,^m*j  I  would  reoommiend  that  the  State  (tff,  hx9»ii  OMi' 
irithput  burdening  ijl^o  Q|tii|0|m^f  give  aid  and  ei^onragOMnt  to 
indepeudemt  tompanies.

necessity  of  a  great  number  of  paper  Colonels  and  Generals,  i.

ducted. IjcL  the  puuple  understand  the  necessity,  aii'l  mOVt  them 
the  proper  facilities,  and  I  can  a;i.sure  you  there  will  be  no  need  of 
drafting  in  this  country.  The  volunteer  system  as  cpnducted  in 
ibis  ^Ute  haa  w^orked  admirably.

The  phwlamiiliQik  iniilemi  of  hundi'eds  brought  up't&dmHindff^- 
who  longed  to  rush  upon  the  foe."  Il  wotld  be  impouible  to 
imagine  a  more  defencleas  state  of  things  than  existed  in  the  free 
States  at  the  breakin/^  out  of  this  rebellion.  Now  behold,  in  the 
short  space  of  six  monthn,  an  army  of  six  hundred  thousand  men 
in  a  state  of  discipline  that  renders  them  fit  to  cope  with  the  veter- 
an arnuics  of  any  nation  on  the  Bmo  of  the  earth.  It  might  as 
eaeil^-  iMft.bM  om  miUion  Ae'iix  h— dirf  tftoimnid^  had  gerern*

"  this  is!  certainly  a  inovr  in  the  right  direction,  for,  in  my  opinion, 
th«  government  is  t  -  time  sadly  embara -^o  I  with  what  might 
be  termed  a  Red  Tape  aristocracy.  While  I  am  fully  impressed 
with  the  neeeasity  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  military  taotios,  I  am 
.   miwilling  to  beUeve  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  man 
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should  graduate  at  some  military  school  in  order  to  be  a  fit  person 
to  come  forward  in  the  defence  of  his  country,  any  more  than  I 
believe  that  it  is  necessary  for  a  man  to  have  a  thorough  classical 
education  in  order  to  become  a  practical  business  man.    The  most 
impracticable  men  we  meet  with,  are  often  the  best  educated.  So 
it  is  in  military  matters — some  of  the  most  useless,  impracticable 
creatures  in  ihe  army,  are  graduates  of  West  Point.    This  is  the 
class  of  men  who  would  keep  up  the  distinction  between  the  volun- 
teer and  regular  soldier,  ana  who  would  establish  a  sort  of  military 
inquisition  through  which  they  would  force  our  newly  elected  volun- 
teer oflScers ;  and  if  they  could  not  repeat  all  that  13  written  in  the 
books  they  must  be  disgraced,  and  some  popinjay  placed  in 
their  position,  with  about   as  much  military  strategy  as  an 
owl.    In  my  opinion  it  is  not  their  fault  that  "Washington  ia 
not  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels  to-day — they  having  no  idea  that 
a  volunteer  force  should  be  raised  in  any  other  way  than  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  old  rules,  no  matter  if  the  enemy  were  within  gun 
flhot  of  the  capitol.    It  would  never  do  to  let  men  go  there  and 
drive  them  back  who  were  not  described  in  the  army  regulations. 
A  military  education  is  of  great  value  to  a  person  of  sound  practi- 
cal mind,  but  of  no  great  use  to  a  vain,  conceited  coxcomb.  The 
Rebehs  are  complimented,  even  by  the  loyal  citizens,  for  their 
promptness  and  zeal,  which  has  enabled  them  to  raise  such  an  im- 
mense army  in  so  short  a  time  and  under  such  difficulties  as  they 
have  had  id  contend  with.    It  is  easily  understood.    They  have 
not  confined  their  mustering  ofiicers  to  old   established  rules  gnd 
regulations  ;  they  have  taken  all  who  have  offered  themselves,  cap- 
able of  beariiig  arms.    And  they  might  have  been  met  with  three 
their  number  from  the  North  had  this  plan  been  adopted  by  the  times 
loyal  States.    It  does  not  follow  that  because  a  man  has  a  military 
education  he  is  a  proper  person  to  lead  an  army  ;  neither  does  it 
follow  that  a  man  that  has  never  been  inside  of  a  military  school 
may  not  soon  become  a  very  efficient  commander.    I  think  this 
war  will  bring  out  some  of  the  very  beit  military  talent  of  the  age, 
and  that  too  in  tho  persons  of  men  taken  from  civil  life,  without* 
military  experience.    I  cite  you  to  young  men  from  our  own  Stslvi 
as  an  example.  ^ 
It  has  been  reported  that  a  change  is  about  to  take  place  in  the 
recruiting  of  volunteers  in  the  Northern  States,  to  this  effect:  that}! 
there  is  to  be  a  general  recruiting  station,  superintended  by  one^ 
general  recruiting  officer,  who  will  form  a  camp  of  instruction, 
and  also  organize  the  men  into  companies  and  regiments  aflepi 
coming  into  camp,  under  those  whom  he  may  imagine  to  be  com- 
petent officers.    This  would  no  doubt  work  very  well,ao  far  as  re- 
crutiBg  men,  to  fill  up  regiments  already  in  the  service  is  concerned,*, 
but  when  it  comes  to  raising  any  number  of  regiments  it  would  never 
do.  The  system,  in  my  opinion,  would  only  draw  together  the  idle, 
improvident  and  dissolute  portion  of  community,  while  men  of  real 
worth,  such  as  make  up  our  volunteer  force  at  present,  cooldw 
ujiuj  i  iiiiii  jii.  '        i^IiU'Ioiii^R  ai  it  Ssi  a 
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never  be  induced  to  enlist  under  anj  such  arrangement.    In  order 
to  bring  out  tbe  jbest  portion  of  our  citizens  as  volunteers,  it  is 
necessary  for  some  influential  citizen,  in  whom  the  community  have 
confidence,  to  call  upon  his  neighbors  to  rally  under  his  banner. 
In  that  way  he  will  Boon  raise  p  full  company,  within  a  small  circle, 
-who  will  stand  by  each  other  as  neighbors  and  friends.  Under 
our  system  we  draw  largely  from  all  classes  of  society.  learned 
preceptors  substitute  Scott  and  Hardee  for  Murray  and  Websterj! 
'  the  bowie  knife  and  revolver  for  the  orrery  andjabacus,  the  saber 
'  for  the  birch,  and  leads  forth  his  band  of  youthful  heroes  literally 
teaching  the  young  idea  how  to  shoot."    Ministers  have  for  a 

*  time  laid  aside  their  commissions  to  preach  the  everlasting  gos- 
ipel,"  and  have  taken  a  comission  from  Gov.  Randall,  and  called 
'  upon  the  men  who  feared  God  (but  not  traitors)  to  go  forth  with 
^  them  to  battle  for  the  land  of  religious  light  and  liberty,  knowing 

as  they  do  that  the  gospel,  in  order  to  have  a  free  run  and  be 
glorified,"  must  have  a  free  government,  therefore  they  have  for 

:  the  present  laid  aside  their  spiritual  weapons,  and  laid  hold  on  the 
carnal.    In  this  they  find  an  example  in  their  Lord  and  Master, 

*^  who  found  it  necessary  on  one  occasion  to  take  a  scourge,  and  drive 

*  a  set  of  miserable  devils  from  the  temple,  who  after  all  were  saints 
;  compared  to  the  mildest  type  of  secessionists.    The  ministers  are* 

right.  ,  } 

Thus  I  might  enumerate  every  class  of  society,  lawyers,  doctors," 
judges,  mechanics,  editors,  and  sometimes  politicians,  all  have 
gone  forth  and  formed  an  army  of  intelligence  such  as  was  never 
before  seen  upon  the  earth.    No  matter  how  intricate,  call  upon*^ 
the  ranks  and  you  can  find  men  competent  to  perform  any  act 
known  in  mechanism,  or  art.    Legal,  judicial,  and  clerical  ability 
of  the  first  order,  in  short,  all  of  science  that  is  known  to  civiliza»^ 
tion,  can  be  found  in  our  volunteer  army.    This  comes  from  our 
liberal  system  of  recruiting  vojuntoers.    Establish  in  each  State  ft^ 
sort  of  a  red  tape .  dynast^,  and  there  would  be  a  very  differenfci 
state  of  things.    Our  citizens  all  feel  that  they  are  men,  and  are 
not  bound  to  submit  to  all  tho  humiliating  tests  prescribed  by^ 
some  musty  old  regulation,  and  it  is  not  necessary,  in  case  of  an/ 
invasion,  or  a  Mbelliou,  that  they  should,  though  it  may  do  for* 
the  regular  army  in  time  of  peace.    I  am  inclined  to  think  that  a* 
military  department  established  in  our  State  University,  would  be- 
an excellent  thing  if  rightly  managed^  . 

Every  citizen  in  the  State  lias  just  reason  to  feel  proud  of  tte ! 
manner  in  which  onr  young  State  has  responded  to  the  call  of 
Government,  and  the  class  of  men  we  have  furnished.    \Ve  have^J 
had  no  trouble  to  get  m^n  ;  the  trouble  has  been  to  sustain  them, 
and  fit  them  out  for  the  service.    The  extra  session  of  May  last,^ 
not  comprehending  the  magnitude  of  the  rebellion,  made  an  insuf- 
ficient appropriation.  Although  Government  assumed  the  responsi-  ' 
bility,  to  furnish  the  means  to  carry  on  our  recruiting  business,  we 
are  very  much  embarrassed  foi  means.    Government  is  too  slow  a 
coach  for  Wisconsin  patriots.       •    '  — -  *

^'  It  gives  me  pleasure,  in  this  connection,  to  speak  of  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  our  adopted  citizens  have  come  forward  to  aid  us, 
in  the  maintenance  of  a  government  which  they,  ahove  all  others, 
know  how  to  appreciate.    Although  there  are  a  few  of  them,  bft 
it  said  to  their  everlasting  shame,  who  ^avo  become  so  demoral- 
ized by  their  long  connectioa  and  intercourse  with  low,  tricky 
politicians  that  they  could  not  rise  abqye  the  loum  of  political 
knavery,  consequently  they  liaye  done  everything  in  their  power 
to  prevent  their  countrymen  from  assisting  us  iq  this  great  tri^l  of 
the  strength  of  our  institutions.    They  have  no  doubt  by  this 
time  learned  that  although  they  may  have  been  able  to  deceive 
their  honest  countrymen  as  to  the  effect  of  certain  political  doc- 
trines or  creeds,  they  coulc|  not  deceive  them  as  to  the  effect  of 
this  free  government  upoa  their  interests  ;  thoy  have  tested  that, 
and  come  forth  nobly,  ingpite  of  their  miserable,  despicable  efforts. 
Let  me  say  here  that  the  class  of  men  under  coBsidcration  is  not 
confined  entirely  to  our  adopted  citizens.   Wo  have  a  plenty  of 
them  among  the  native-born.    While  all  have  done  well,  the  Ger- 
mans, the  Irish,  and  the  Norwegians  have  done  nobly.  During 
this  struggle,  thus  far,  patriotism  has  not  been  confined  to  party, 
nor  to  sect.    The  great  mass  of  Democrats  and  Republicans  have 
taken  their  muskets  and  have  wheeled  into  line  together,  and  to- 
day they  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  defense  of  the  government. 
'  I  have  been  pleased  to  notice  that  Governor  Randall  has  been 
able  to  rise  above  all  parly  feelings  in  his  military  appointments, 
and  appointed  those  who  seemed  to  him  to  be  the  best  men.  Where 
all  arc  untried  and  inexperienced  it  is  very  difficult  to  tell  who 
can  best  work.    I  believe  so  far  as  the  several  departments  of  State 
connected  with  this  war  arc  concerned,  they  have  all  tried  to  do 
their  duty  faithfully.    The  duties  of  some  of  the  departments  have 
been  arduous  in  the  extreme.    I  may  well  say  that  of  my  own. 
While  I  lay  nojclaim  to  perfection,  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  that  I 
have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty  faithfully  and  honestly,  and  with 
as  little  expense  to  the  State  as  possible.    In  the  great  number  of 
intricate  questions  and  difficulties  that  have  constantly  been  before 
me  for  decision,  I  believe  I  can  safely  say  that  I  have  never  allowed 
my  personal  feelings  to  share  in  a  single  decision.    In  the  discharge 
of  my  duty,  from  the  commencement,  I  have  received  the  kindest 
indulgence  from  Gov.  Randall  and  those  connected  with  the  execu- 
•  tivo  department  under  him.    For  the  perfect  manner  in  which  my 
books  and  papers  have  been  kept,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  my 
assistant,  Mr.  H.  K.  White,  of  Milwaukee,  and  also  of  Mr.  S.  Nyc 
Gibbs,  of  Waukesha.    For  the  first  four  months  I  employed  but 
one  assistant.    At  that  time  finding  the  business  could  not  be  done 
even  with  15  hours  per  day  labor,  I  employed  a  clerk.    I  soon  as- 
certained that  I  could  not  keep  up  with  business.    I  have  since 
added  another.    Early  in  the  season  I  adopted  a  system  of  issuing 
passes  to  the  soldiers  in  camp  who  were  anxious  to  visit  their 
friends,  (but  had  no  money);  by  which  system  the  tickets  were 
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obavged  ia  thm  and  the  amount  taken  from  their  pay  rolls.  It 
wn3  -no  part  of  mj  duty,  and  has  added  largely  to  the  duties  of  this 
office,  but  sympathy  for  the  soldier  has  prompted  mc  to  continue  it. 
Some  of  the  laws  passed  at  the  extra  session  of  May  la^^t,  will 
need  revising  ;  the  law  providing  for  the  relief  of  the  families  of 
volunteers  is  susceptible  of  a  very  liberal  construction  in  one  direc- 
tion, and  a  very  liouted  one  in  the  other,  while  it  gives,  not  only 
to  the  wife  of  tLo  Tolnntoer  in  in&ntrj,  bat  to  aU  Ub  rektivM, 
tlio  lienefit  of  the  Ato  dollan  per  nonth,  it  ezelndee  all  ihote  who 
enlist  in  oovaliy  ov  artillery  from  the  beneit  of  this  Amd.  This 
it  Boens  to  me  is  wrong;  oU  Tolontoen  from  this  State,  should  be 
placed  npon  the  saue  footing,  no  nuttter  in  what  eapaoi^y  thoj 
may  go. 

Section  7,  chapter  4,  prescribes  an  oath  to  be  administered  to 
the  Yolunteer,  but  has  neglected  to  attach  any  penalty,  for  its 
yiolatioD,  although  it  is  generally  understood  that  our  volunteers 
are  subjeot  to  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  regular  army, 
ihoro  Menu  to  bo  a  link  miwmg  bolireen  onr  laws  and  those  gov- 
eming  the  regular  aerrioe ;  it  needs  something  more  tangible  to 
oonneot  the  one  with  the  other.  I  shall  ofier  no  apology  for  the 
length,  or  style  of  the  foregoing  remarks.  Althongh  they  are  thrown 
together  without  consideration,  they  will  propably  convey  my  ideas 
on  matters  connected  with  the  volunteer  service  of  this  State. 
For  the  more  interesting  portion  of  this  report.  I  refer  you  to 
the  statistical  part  which  foUowB.  ,  i

This  regiment  was  fully  enuiped  by  tlic  State  witli  the  excep- 
tion of  arms.  Col.  Starkweatner  received  marching  orders  on  the 
7th  day  of  June,  struck  his  tents  on  the  morning  of  the  9th,  and 
moved  forward  to  Harriaburg.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  give  a 
detailed  account  of  the  movements  of  this  regiment  as  no  official 
returns  have  ever  been  received  at  this  office.    Th«  regiment  was

Thb  regiment  like  the  First  was  orp;anized  under  the  three 
mouths  call.  Immediately  after  the  organizat:i»ri  of  the  First,  it 
was  discovered  that  thousands  more  hud  enrolled  ihemselves  and 
were  clamoring  to  go  forth  and  wipe  out  the  6t;u  u.h  of  treason  and 
ponish  the  insnlta  to  onr  gloriona  old  flag.  Under  this  state  of 
neling  GKivemor  Randall,  foreseeing  the  neccssiiy,  doteimined  to 
take  the  responsibility  and  pat  another  Begimi  t  into  the  0eld. 
Subsequent  evenia  have  shown  the  wisdom  of  Uis  transaction. 
This  Regiment  was  called  into  camp  at  Madi^ou  ilio  first  week  in 
May,  and  placed  tinder  the  command  of  Col.  S.  I'aik  Coon,  who  gave 
the  camp  the  name  of  Camp  Kandall,  in  hon«:a  "f  the  Governor. 
In  accordance  with  a  proclamation  of  the  Gi.  tral  Government, 
the  organization  of  thin  llcgimeut  wa^^  chapgcd  )  >ui  three  months 
to  "  three  years  or  the  war. 

Aooordingly  on -the  16th  day  of  May  the  K>^>;iment  was  called 
ont  to  mnster  into  the  U.  8.  service  for 'the  perl  nl  of  *^  three  years 
or  the  war."  All  Uie  companie-  ru^pon  led  w"  '1  .ntlmsiasm  ex- 
cepting the  company  called  "The  BeloitYoli  imp  Rifles,'' Cap* 
tain  S.  H.  Slaymaker  Through  some  misnnde' ■'tauding  this  com- 
pany refused  to  muster  for  that  length  of  tinir  r;i  I  was  therefore 
disbanded,  and  the  Wisconsin  Rifles  of  Milwa  is-  .-.  Captain  A.  J. 
Langworthj,  \\a-\  ordered  to  take  its  place.  It  ■  due  to  the  Reloit 
company  to  bay  in  thii  conneetiea  that  nearly  i.  r<<>t  t^uite  all  ihe 
members,  excepting  the  captain,  have  since  enlisted  in  Tarions 
other  eompana  and  gone  into  sertioe.

This  Regiment  waf»  accepted  by  tho  (jreneral  Governmetit,  and 
received  orderB  June  10th,  to  move  forward  to  Uarrisburg.  Was 
imuitCTed  into  the  United  States  serriee^  June  lltb,  by  U.  S.  mils* 
(eringoflleer,  Capt.  Melntyre.  Started  for  Harrisburg,  Jane  20tti, 
avriyed  in  Washington  June  25th,  and  went  into  oamp  vear  the  oity. 
Atter  remaining  in  camp  nonic  time  Colonel  Coon  was  detached  and 
placed  npon  the  Staff  of  Oen  Sherman,  (the  Regiment  being  after- 
wards assigned  to  Oen.  Shermnn's  Briira'h")  and  the  command  of 
the  Regiment  devolved  upon  liieutenant  Colom;!  Peck. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  write  the  history  of  the  "2d  W  1^:41011- 
siu,  "  aa  this  report  is  intended  merely  to  exhibit  the  statiatios  of 
what  has  been  done  in  Wisconsin  in  the  wuy  of  raising  volunteers 
for  the  war;  bnt  it  may  not  be  improper  at  this  time  to  mention  a 
few  hoMi  connected  with  this  regiment.   The  fate  of  the  ''Seoond 
WisooMin"  from  its  yery  inception  down  to  the  pre:^cnt  time,  has 
been  one  of  prtTations  and  hardships.    It  was  called  into  oamp  at 
an  inclomnnt  reason  of  the  year,  amidst  conrstant  storms  and  cold 
windi^,  without  shelter  or  proper  clothin    and  yet  ofiicers  and  men 
alike  hore  their  priv^ition-^  with  a  fortituil'"  that  vroiild  have  done 
credit  to  the  martyrs  of  any  a^e.    The  very  miseries  by  -which  they 
were  surrounded,  created  mirth  for  them.    The  merry  shout  and 
song  were  the  constant  accompaniments  of  the  tempest  as  it  howled 
through  the  creyices  in  their  qnartors,  and  they  have  eyinced  the 
sanie  spirit  of 'oheerfnlness  ever  sinee;  They  go  forth  to  soenes 
*of  danger  and  hardship  as  to  a  merry  making.    This  is  no  fancy 
picture,  but  sober  truth.    They  were  in  the  *'  onward  to  Richmond" 
movement,  participiitod  in  the  t^kinnish  at  Bull  Run,  July  tOth, 
took  active  part  in  the  memorable  battle  of  July  2Lst,  won  a  world 
wide  reputation  for  bravery  and  soMler-like  conduct.    They  took 
an  exposed  position,  faced  the  encuiy  ior  hours,  and  were  araoni: 
the  very  last  to  leave  the  field  at  the  disgraceful  Euish;  showing 
that  the  yet  ttnaeoomnted  for  fwdt^  waa  ib  no-wisd  attribnliahLa  to 
them.    Their  thinned  ranks  at  roll  oall  the  n^zt  day  proyad  the 
part  they  had  acted. 

W  here  all  have  acted  well  I  shall  make  no  invidions  distinctions, 
but  it  may  not  be  improper  under  the  circumstances  to  speak  of 
one  ofioer,  a  eitize9  of  our  State.   X  allude  to  Col.  S.  Park  Coon, 
2Aa 
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who,  on  that  occasion,  acted  as  aid  to  iiouerul  Sherman,  nnd  wou 
the  uuiversal  praise  of  all,  who  participated  lo  that  sad  aCTjiir.  for 
hi&  coolness  aud  bravery.  Those  whu  claiiu  and  are  kaowu  m 
have  remained  on  the  field  to  the  last,  acknowledge  tlial  Col.  Geoii 
m  ih»n  wheii.tbejr  left,  trying  to  rally  the  flying  vmnoB  of  paoif 
Btrioken  soMien. 

I  have  never  yet  been  able  to  get  an  official  report  of  the  Jisai* 
ters  of  the  hiittlc  of  Bull  Run.  As  an  evidence  of  what  the  "Wil* 
tOUBin  Second"  ha.^  T'cen  throu;;ih,  T  will  .<tate  that  the  Ecg'inieiit 
left  the  State,  June-I*irh,  over  one  thousaud  men  .«»trouir,  afid  Octo- 
ber 1st,  reported  tor  duty  .sj>  hundred  and  eighty-ninr. 

The  Regiment  has  been  kept  in  advance  and  on  picket  duty 
almoiit  coutttantly  i<iuce  its  iiirival  ou  the  rotomac.    In  the  estima- 

tion  of  men  in  high  po8UioB8,'i]i«.  "  Sedond  Wiaooiiaa*'  iamottd 
to  na  Regiment  m  the  volunteer  ieorriee  for  deeds  of  vider  and  aol-  • 
dierlike  condvet,  and  its  example  in  the  field. may  be  imita^  by 
irther  reguaento  wit^  profit  and  credit' to  the  service.

The  Third  llogiment  was  tiMStered  into  the  United  State  serriee 
'June  29)  by  moBtering  officer  Oapt.  Hclntjrei  U.  S.  A.,  reeeived 

-marching  orders  July  6th,  started  for  Harrisburg  July  12th.  The 
Begiment  was  fuily  .equipped  by  the  State  with  the  eiception  of 

arms. 

This  regiment  lias  heen  stationed  mo^i  of  llio  time  since  its  arrival 
at  the  seat  of  war  at  Frederiekstfiwn,  Md.  The  "Third  '  has  had 
but  little  u|)portuuity  to  exhibit  its  bravery  upon  the  battle  field, 
jret  ihaL  little  has  been  so  improved  a.s  to  place  the  Uegimeot  high 
m  the  eetimatton  of  the  goYornment,  and  to  awaken  at  home  a  just 
pride  in  the  gallant  Third.  The  three  following  named eompanice 
of  this  regiment,  were  engaged  in  the  fight  at  Boliyar,  early  m  Oc- 
tober tO'Wit :

And  gallantly  did  they  condnet  themaeWea  duriug  the  whole 
engagement,  and  brilliantly  did  they  terminate  it.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  this  engagement  was  fought  by  the  three  com- 
panies above  aamcd,  and  two  companies  of  the  3ia8»achasctts' 
Fourth,  against  more  than  three  times  their  numbers  of  the  encmj. 
in  position  ;  during!;  tlie  early  part  of  the  enL:;:)gement,  a  spcndiJ 
charge  was  made  by  the  Wisconsin  couipaiiief;,  and  a  h'j;t\ y  field 
piece  captured,  which  wun  afterwards  retaken  by  the  eueiuy.  The 
battle  was  terminated  by  another  heroic  charge  made  by  companies 
A,  and  H.  of  the  3d  Wisconsin,  led  on  by  Capt  Bertram  and 
Lient.  O'Brien,  nnder  eommand  of  Major  Gould  of  Mass.  4th,  the 
enemy  routed,  and  forced  from  his  position  and  pat  to  flight, 
and  ^10  same  field  jiiec  e  :.j;ain  captured  from  the  enemy,  and 
broncrht  olT  the  frrouinl  by  ro'/w'  rr.^  of  the  TlrrrJl  1  will  add  in 
this  conneetion  that  ihin  smiie  gun  is  about  being  presented  to  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  ;  but  when  we  refloet  tli  it  evi-rf/  man  kiH  i 
in  tills  eng-igenicnt //'  /"/vyr  r/  fo  tJie  *'  Third  ]V Uco^uin,  '  and  tliai 
not  a  reuusylvania  company  was  engaged  in  the  light,  th€  justice 
of  »uch  a  presentation  may  he  qiiestiooed,  yet,  we  will  avbmit  to 
lose  the  gun,  but  ahall  feel  for  the  gallant  fellows  who  took^  sad 
re-took  it,  an  increased  pride,  if  that  is  possible.  Not  haTing 
reeeived  a  detailed  official  report  of  this  engagement,  I  am  unable 
at  tliis  time  to  lay  before  you  as  full  an  account  as  I  could  wish ;  yet, 
enough  ?H  known  of  it,  Co  make  uk  feel  that  Wisconsin  will  lose  nothing 
through  its    Third."    I  sliali  eadeavor  to  give  yon  the  namea  of 
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lh6  killed  and  wounded  in  tliis  aatioo,  in  n  sttbaequeftl  pari  of  this 
report.

Since  writing  the  foregoing,  information  baa  readied  tbia  Depart- 
ment (althougb  .we  haYO  notmog  ofBiihl  upon  tbe  aubjaet,)  tbat 
tHe  Fourtb,  togetber  with  two  other  Kcgimeut^  of  In&ntiy,  one 
company  of  Artillery  and  one  of  Cavalry,  all  under  tbe  command 
of  Col.  J^aine,  made  a  brilliant  march  through  Accomac  and  Noi;tb- 
hampton  counties  on  the  Eastern  ishore  of  Virginia.  A  large 
force  of  rebels  was  ^^uthcring  within  these  counties,  but  nn  tlio  ap- 
proach of  Colonel  Paine  and  his  galhint  }»ajid  thcj  were  suddenlj 
struck  with  the  idea  that  discretion  is  the  better  part  of  valor." 
They  fled,  leaving  behind  some  guns  and  camp  equipage. 

The  expedition  was  most  cbuducted,  refecting  great 

credit  upon  .Col.  Paine.  At  last  accoonts  the  Fourth  w^  at  I)nim- 
mondtown,  having  accomplished'  all  that  was  required  of  them  in 
that  desolate  land^  and  are  now  awaiting  further  orders.  The  old 
flag  will  be  sure  to  float  over  tbe  trau  of  Colonel  Paine  and  his 
bonny  Fourth.

This  Besittient  was  organited  under  a  general  order  of  this  de- 
paitUneQtj  dated  August  26, 1861,  giving  the.suneryiBion  of  the 
organisation  to  Lieut.  William  Finkier,  of  Milwaukeoi  who  aois  as 
Quartermaster  of  the  Regiment.  The  Ninth  "  was  organied  on 
a  somewhat  different  plan  from  the  other  regiments  of  this  State.

As  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  volunteer,  and  to  the  State  of  his 
residence,  I  have  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  each  of  the 
Stat^.s  named  above,  a  muster  roll  containing  the  names  of  the 
volunteers  from  those  states  respectively,  with  his  residence,  and 
the  letter  of  the  company,  and  the  name  of  the  Colonel  of  the 
Regiment,  and  Captain  of  the  company,  in  which  such  volunteers 
respectively  enlisted ;  and  have  asked  a  similar  return  to  be  made 
to  this  Department.   

The  number  of  Wisconsin  men  who  have  entered  the  service  in 
other  States  is  doubtless  as  large  as  the  aggregate  number  enlisted 
in  Wisconsin  Regiments  from  other  States.  ...^ 

The  estimated  strength  of  the  five  additional  regiments  of  in- 
fantry now  being  raised  in  this  State,  is  5,230.

There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  list  of  those  haying 
families  dependent  upon  them  for  support^  partly  owine  to  the 
fact,  that  in  the  first  regiments, theyoun^  men  rushed  to  tne  field, 

and  partly  to  tbc  very  liberal  construction  put  upon  the  law  by 
the  Secretary  ut"  State;  the  forcgoiiifj;  only  hIiowh  the  number  of 
persona  entitled  to  extra  compensation,  returned  to  this  office.  A 
great  number  of  persona  have  drawn  pay  on  a  j^ort  of  certificate, 
which  I  think  it  will  be  well  for  the  Legislature  to  look  to.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  GETTING  PATIENTS  INTO  THE  STATE  HOS- 
PITAL FOR  THE  INSANE. 


Ist.  li  alioiild  be  particttlariy  borne  in  mind  that  the  Inatitu- 
tion  ia  noideaignAd  as  a  mcre*asy/um,  hut  .aa  a  hospital  for  the 
trcatmeDt  and  cure  of  inaanity  ;  and  consequently  incurable  caaeB 
wiU  not  be  retained  therein  to  the  exduaion  of  tho8«  which  may 

he  regarded, as  curable. 

2(1.  The  applieutiou  for  admishiuu  may  be  made  by  any  person 
Btaii  lini^  in  the  relation  of  friend  or  guardian  for  the  time  being; 
and  .^uch  application  Bhuuld  set  forth  tlie  full  name  of  the  person, 
also  the  age,  color;  civil  relation,  as  lu  married,  single  or  widowed ; 
place  of  birth ;  present  residence  ;  occupation  and  pecuniary  cou- 
ditioQ  \  how  long  inaane ;  whether  the  first  attack  or  otherwise  \ 
iwhether  the  ^ttient  la  mild  md  manageable)  or  excitable  and  vio* 
leni;  bow  at  present  reatrained ;  whether  snhjeet  to  epileptic  fits, 
or  prone  to  anicide  or  homicide  ;  the  probable  cause  of  insanity; 
whether  hereditary ;  and  whether  the  patient  has  been  subjected 
to  hospitttl  treatment,  and  if  so,  where,  and  how  long? 

It  is  important  that  as  many  of  the  abore  liiets  as  possible 
should  b#.  stated  in.  the  appUo^tion  or  oectificates  ^.ecompany- 
ingit./ 

3d.  Such  application  must  he  accompanied  or  followed  by  the 
following  certi&catcs,  b^ore  the  iSuperiuteudcnt  cau  determine 
whether  the  patient  oan  be  admitted : 

I.  Tiro  phyHloiana  of  the  county  in  which  the  patient  resides 
mnst  certify  tlurt'ihew  hnv^  carefnlW  examined  into  the  condition 
of  such  patient,  aad  believe  him  or  her  to  be  actually  insane.  It 
ia  desirable  that  such  certificate  should  be  somewhat  explicit  as  to 
the  present  and  past  condition  of  tho  patient,  setting  forth  the 
opinion  of  the  physicians  making  it  as  to  the  probabilities  of  cure, 
and  s^y  other  impoxtaat  suggestioa  whioh  they  may  deem  proper. 
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II.  The  chairman  of  supervisors  of  the  town,  the  mayor  of  the 
city,  or  the  prciud^ut  pf  thq  incorporated,  \7llage  in  which  such 
person  properly  resides  niusi  oettily  \ii^dcr  oath,  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Hospital,  that  such  medical  examination  has  been 
made  ;  and  such  chairman,  mayor  or  president  must  aecompaDV 
his  certificate  with  the  certificate  of  the  examining  physicians. 

It  must  be  specially  observed  by  'thbsd  tfavjng:  tlie  inianc  in 
charge,  that  the  application  and  the  above  certificates  must  be 
forwarded  to  tlic  Superintendent,  and  his  reply  received  he/ore  pa- 
tients can  be  sent  for  admission. 

It  is  now  positively  known  that  the  present  building  cannot  ac- 
commodate all  the  insane  of  the  State  ;  the  above  precaution,  there- 
fore, becomes  speoially  nece,^.'*ary  to  avoid  disaster  to  those  who 
are  thus  afiiicted.  And  while  it  is  now  apparent  that  all  appli- 
cants cannot  be  admitted,  the  spirit  of  the  organic  act,  as  \rell  as 
that  sound  policy  which  would  make  the  Hospital  subservient  to 
the  cause  of  humanity,  and  promotive  of  the  public  welfare,  gives 
precedence  to  tho?e  cases  deemed  njost  readily  curable,  having  due 
regard  to  the  relative  right,s  of  counties. 

It  must,  indeed,  be  apparent  to  all,  that  if  incurable  ea^es  arc 
permitted  to  exclude  those  which  may  at  present  be  curable,  these 
in  their  turn  may  become  incurable  also ;  and  thus  the  practical 
utility  of  the  institution  may  be  ijuite  destroyed  !  * 

With  respect  to  the  renith-^nre o?  insane  persons,  we  deem  it  proper 
to  suggest  that  if  such  person  shall  have  been,  for  the  time  being, 
removed  to  the  county  jail  or  county  poor-houFC,  the  residence 
should  be  regarded  as  in  the  town,  city  or  village  from  which  he 
had  been  thus  removed  to  such  jail  or  poor-house;  and  the  proper 
officer  of  such  town,  citv  or  villa<i:e  should  make  the  necessary  cer- 
tificate  as  to  the  medical  examination  of  such  person.  But  if  ao 
insane  person  thus  confined  shall  not  have  had  n  residence  in  any 
particular  town,  city  or  village  in  the  -county  in  which  he  may  be 
so  confined,  the  chairman,  mayor  or  president  of  the  town,  city  or 
village  in  which  such  j?iil  or  ]>oor-house  may  be  located,  would 
seem  to  he  the  proper  jicrson  to  certify  to  such  examination.  In 
this  last  class  of  cases  the  law  is  not  clear,  but  such  will  be  adopt- 
ed as  the  rule  until  further  legislation  may  he  had  on  the  subject. 
All  expenses  in  convtnin«r  patients  to  the  Hospital  mvai  be  borne 
by  such  patients,  except  where  persons  in  "  indigent  circumstances" 
apply  for  relief  in  that  respect  to  the  chairman,  mayor  or  presi- 
dent of  the  town,  city  or  village  in  which  they  reside,  in  which 
casu  the  expense  must  be  borne  by  the  county.

In  aeoordance  with  tbe  r^oirementa  of  ]»w,  we  cheerfully  Uy 

before  yon  a  generril  siiininary  of  the  condition  and  progress  of 
the  Wisconsin  8Uitc  iiospital  tor  the  laseiie,  for  the  year  endiag 
September  iJUtli.  liSGl. 

And,  while  we  have  not  been  free  from  [icrplexjlies  and  embar- 
rassnientfl  in  luauaging  the  aJiaird  of  said  Institution,  they  have 
not,  probably,  b<*^u  gr^jater  than  ib  usual  or  luij^Lit  be  looked  ii^r 
in  geting  into  operation  a  aew  instittition  of  such  a  character,  and 
we  are  gratified  in  the  belief  that  the  Hospital  bus  attained  as 
great  a  degree  of  stteeess  as  ooold  liave  bees  reasonably  expected, 
w  its  prsaent  imperfeet  and  diaproportienate  ooaditien :  and  with 
pmdenoe  and  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  those  having  it  in  eharge^ 
and  a  continuation  of  that  liberality  whioh  has  been  hitherto  ex- 
tended towards  it,  we  trust  that  it  will  become  a  lasting  honor  to 
the  State,  and  an  cnduriog  iuouuiueat  to  the  enterprise  and 
humanity  of  lier  people. 

Wc  sUitod  in  our  iatkt  annual  report,-that  th^w  wan  at  that  time 
an  unsettled  balance  of  in(iebtedne«H  ag^ainst  tlie  Hospital,  of 
about  live  thousand  dollars,  over  and  above  the  uiuount  which  had 
been  appropriated  to  pay  snoh  ittdebtedneaB  as  existed  at  the  time 
it  was  plaeed  nnder  the  care  of  the  present  Board ;  and  in  Ttew  of 
that  faei  as  therein  sel  Iwih,  the  legisktare  at  its  last  session  ap* 
propriated  five  thousand  dollars  to  Uquidate  sneh  indebtedness. 
The  amonnt  of  that  appropriation  wsa  drawn  firom  the  State 
Treasury,  on  the  warrant  of  the  execative  oomniittee,  and  plaeed 
in  the  hands  of  Snjioon  Mills,  llosjdtal  treasurer  ;  and  thereupon 
a  warrant  wa:?  drawn  by  gaid  committee  ou  said  Htispital  treasurer, 
in  favor  of  Morris,  Tasccr  &  Co.,  for  four  thousand  nine  hnn<lrHd 
and  fifty  and  Gl-lUO  dollars,  bein^  tlie  amount  then  found  to  be 
due  said  Morris,  Tabcer  Co.  on  u.  eoutraut  madebv  the  lat^  <  om- 
missioners,  for  heating  apparatus  and  attenduut  lixture^;  and  a 
warrant  was  also  drawn  by  said  committee,  on  said  Hospital  treas- 
hrer,  for  fijfty  dollars,  in  favor  of  John  P.  McGregor,  fbr  servioee 
as  one  uf  the  said  commissioners,  making  an  aggregate  drawn  on 
said  appropriation  and  paid'by  said  treasurer,  of  five  thousand  and 
61-100  dollars. 

Thus  the  last  item  of  old  indebtcdnes  against  the  Hospital,  in 
so  far  as  wc  know,  lias  been  disposed  of,  and  we  would  here  take 
occasion  to  say.  that  the  whole  action  of  the  legislature  in  refer- 
ence to  this  mstitution,  has  been  of  that  liberal  character,  which 
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teld«  out  tlie  eDeonnging  hope  that  the  public  sjrapaihke  are  in 
the  right  direction ;  aad  it  inii  continue  to  be  our  aim,  that  no 

act  of  ours  shall  tend  to  weaken  those  svmpathics,  or  to  lepress 
that  beneficent  feeling  whioh  exiate  in  benaif  of  this  humane  end 

benevolent  object. 

An  act  was  passed  witli  bingular  iiiKiniuiity  durin^u  the  last  aea- 
sion  of  (he  legislature,  appropriating  lorty  thousand  dollars  for 
the  etilarircment  of  the  liu.spital.  That  act  authorizes  the  Board 
of  Trustee.H,  or  such  committee  as  mierht  be  designated  by  them,  to 
construct  a  longitudinal  and  transverse  win^,  to  be  located  ou  the 
vest  side  of  the  centre  building,  correapondiug  in  dimentione  wUh 
the  wiugb  on  the  east  side  of  eaid  oentre  building,  In  poTBuance 
of  B  requirement  of  said  act,  the  ezeeutive  committee  adyertiied 
for  sealed  proposals  for  farnishing  materials  and  doing  said  work ; 
and  St  the  time  designated  in  such  advertisement,  the  several  propo- 
sals  were  laid  before  the  Board,  to  be  examined  and  their  reapec- 
tiTC  merits  determined.  After  all  of  siich  proposals  had  been  con- 
sidered in  reference  to  the  price  proposed  and  the  ^reneral  interests 
of  the  Institution,  it  was  unanimously  a'a-ecd  and  ordered  that  the 
mason  work  and  furnishing;  the  materials  therefor,  should  be  let  to 
Joseph  Parkins  of  the  county  of  Dane,  for  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars,  and  that  the  carpenter  work 
and  paintine  and  glazing,  with  material  therefor,  should  be  let  to 
Bradley  and  Norton  of  the  oitj  of  Raeine,  for  the  sum  of  nine 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

In  sooordance  with  the  said  order,  contracts  were  entered  into 
between  the  exeoutiye  committee  and  the  aforementioned  parties 
on  the  6th  day  of  June,  1861  ;  and  the  requisite  bonds  to  secure 
the  completion  of  the  contract  and  the  faithful  pcrformanco  oi'  the 
work,  were  duly  made  and  deposited  by  the  sevt ml  rontractor'-'. 

The  heating  apparatus,  gas  pipes  and  fixtures.  lejiiaters,  window 
guard.s  and  sewerage,  are  not  included  in  either  of  the  above  men- 
tioned contract^,  as  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  that  work  per- 
formed by  the  State,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  by  pnr« 
ehastngthe  materials  and  having  them  fitted  by  persons  in  our  employ 
In  consequenee  of  the  above  arrangement,  we  are  not  yet  able 
to  determine  what  will  be  the  aggregate  cost  of  the  building  when 
ftilly  completed,  and  the  more  especially  so,  as  in  the  final  fitting 
tip  of  an  Institution  of  this  character,  unanticipated  expenditures 
are  likely  to  be  required ;  but  from  the  best  data  we  have  been 
able  to  r-ommand,  we  feel  authorizrd  to  expre.«.H  the  hope  that  the 
building  may  be  entirely  completed,  in  ail  its  parts  and  fixtures, 
without  materially  transcending  the  amount  which  has  been  al- 
ready appropriated ;  and  perhaps  within  the  limit  of  such  appro- 
priation. 

B«t  whatever  shall  be  the  mltimste  cost  of  getting  the  boildine 
in  readiness  for  use,  we  ahaU  eontinue  to  prsetiee  the  meet  li^d 
economy  connstent  wilh  utility  aod  durabihty,  in  the  oonstraetton 
and  fitting  up  of  this  importent  and  mueh  needed  Institution, 
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We  feel  ihat  we  htTe  been  peooliarly  fortunate  in  the  selectiw 
of  ovr  coAtimotorB ;  and  wc  are  gratified  Im  being  able  to  imibvm 
the  anxious  people  of  th^  State  that  the  work  on  each  of  tho  con- 
tracts i'^  progressing  with  such  commendable  '/.eal  and  almo-^t  ^=nr- 
prising  rapidity,  that  it'  the  contractors  contiTnic*  to  push  fur  war! 
aa  they  have  done  thus  far,  we  may  hope  to  bee  the  building  en- 
tirely completed  at  au  early  period  in  the  summer  of  'i  XiV-  ;  when 
more  than  one  hundred  additioa.U  patients  can  be  reeeiv^id,  and 
the  entire  number  pan  be  better  provided  and  cared  for. 

The  roofing'  is  now  in  rapid  process  of  eompletion,  and  before 
the  obiliing  f  roite  of  NoTember  shall  bare  made  tbeir  appearanoe, 
it  is  not  improbable  that  the  building  wiQ  be  completely  closed 
against  the  wintry  elemooia. 

And  when  we  Htate  that  thiH  great  work  was  not  commenced  tiil 
about  the  first  of  June  of  the  present  year,  it  will  •  be  conceded 
that  much  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Parkins  and  Messrs.  Bradley  and 
Norton,  who  have  reared  that  massive  and  beautiful  structure  out 
of  materials  drawn  from  the  quarry  and  the  lumber  yjurd  in  so 

short  a  period  of  time.

We  deem  it  proper  here  to  say,  that  as  tho  Institution  has  been 
necessarily  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity,  withont  the  necessary 
apartments  to  make  the  most  desirable  classification  of  case*,  and 
with  males  and  females  necessarily  kept  in  a  building  properly 
adapted  to  but  one  of  the  sexes,  vre  may  rt  -  trd  ihe  Institution  .is 
havingaccomplishud  as  much  good  as  we  iiad  any  reason  to  anticipate. 

Though  wc  have  said  that  the  building  was  adapted  to  but  one 
of  the  MKca,  tbey  an  of.eenne  kep^in  separate^  apartments ;  but 
the  aggregate  nnmber  cannot  be  as  lar^^  nor  tbe  aceommodntionB 
as  good,  as  if  one  set  of  wings  were  dcToted  to  one  of  tbe  sexea 
ezelnniTcly.  But  however  objectionable  snch  a  oondition  of  afiun 
may  be,  it  is  quite  inevitable,  unless  one  of  the  eeXes  were  enlireT 
ly  excluded  ;  until  a  larger  amount  of  space  and  greatci>  number 
of  apartnionts  shall  have  been  provided  for  the  u.se  of  patients. 
When  tlu'  wirius  nf"W  being  erectcl  nr(^  completed  and  ready  for 
use,  tho  ca.st  wine^s  will  b«  devoted  to  one  sex  and  die  west  win^ 
to  tbe  other  ;  and  as  a  more  extended  and  better  c 1 3.«»8ifi cation  of 
patienLs  will  be  then  afforded,  the  utility  and  succeas  of  the  Insti< 
tution  will  be  materially  enhanced.  i- ♦t-.i  jmw^^^.  . 

Tbe  whole  nnmber  of  patients  reeeiyed  into  the  Hospital  tittoe 
it  was  opened  in*  July,  I860,  is  14^ ;  and  tbe  nnmber  of  ifimnlM 
dnrin^  a  eonsiderabie  portion  of  tbe  year  now  bron^t  to  a  eloee, 
bas  pretty  steadily  ranged  at  more  than  one  bnndr^,  at  any  giv^ 
en  period.  ■        :      i  :  .  jftfiw*  lui. 
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While  a  considerable  number  have  been  discharged  as  cured,  a 
much  ^-Tcater  number  have  been  materially  improved  ;  and  all  have 
been  luade  far  more  coTiifurtable  than  they  could  have  been  in 
other  pUces  than  an  Institution  like  this,  specially  provided  for 
their  reception  and  trcatmcQt.  It  will  be  seen  that  heveral  pauunts 
ha^ve  died  duiiu^  the  yuar,  at  which  no  one  acquainted  with  the 
facts  connected  witli  their  oases  slionld  feel  the  least  degree  of 

For  yrh^u  it  is  borne  io  mind  that  many  are  brought  to  tbo  In- 
atituUon  with  their  physical  aystema  impaired  anduroken  down, 
by  mental  and  phy^jieal  diKeaso^  and  by  long  and  orue!  suncriu<;  in 
ill  provided  places  of  confinement,  where  restraint  by  chains  and 
hmto  force  liad  been  substituted  for  kindness  and  sympathy,  it 
ghoulil  be  no  wonder  that  death  would  eluim  its  vietinis  irom 
amougst  tiie  unliappy  j:roup. 

But  lor  more  lull  particulars  respectin<i;  the  internal  affairs  of 
the  Hospital,  we  refer  you  to  the  appended  report  of  the  medical 
superiatcndont,  wheiein  minutiic  are  more  specifically  stated. 

We  would  say,  however,  in  this  connection,  that  notwithstanding 
tlie .  embaraaameots  which  surround  the  Hospital  in  its  present 
condition,  the  comparative  happiness  and  comfort  which  have  been 
imparted  to  .its  iomates,  is  cause  for  con<:^n-atulation  to  the  people 
of  the  State;  and  could  they  fully  realize  the  amount  of  good 
which  has  already  been  accomplished  by  their  liberal  contributions, 
they  would  not  rest  satisfied  till  every  person  deprived  of  his 
reasoning  faculties  was  provided  with  such  a  retreat  as  this  Insti- 
tution is  desi^neil  to  allVird. 

And  in  that  re.spcet,  we  look  lurwar<l  with  pleasure  to  tlie  not 
fur  distant  fuLure  ;  for  when  the  buildinj^  now  in  progress  shall 
have  been  completed,  we  cutertaiu  the  hope  that  the  present  ne- 
ceflBitiias  of  the  State  will  be  nearly  if  not  fully  provided  for ;  and 
that  every  man  and  woman  who  may  be  alBicted  with  the  terrible 
aeourge  of  insanity,  will  find  a  safe  and  quiet  home  within  its  ca- 
pacious walls. 

We  hope  then  to  be  able  to  give  proper  accommodation  to  more 
than  two  hundred  patients;  and  under  favorable  ^circumstances,  as 
to  their  condition,  when  received,  the  number  may  be  considerably 
increased  beyond  that  above  indicated;  while  owin^^  to  the  increas- 
ed facilities  for  elassifieation,  the  burden  oi'  those  haviog  it  in 
charge  will  not  be  proportionally  greater. 

It  would  scorn  to  be  of  great  ii^portauce  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Institution,  that  tli^e  surrounding  gr^iiunds  should  be  jpi^operly  in- 
clp^  and  improved  at  an  early  period ;  not  only  to  facilitate  the 
mana^ament  of  its  afiairi,  but  to  occupy  the  attention  and  interest 
the  miatda  of  its  unfiirtiinale  inmates.  It  is  a.  fact  notorious  to  all 
conversant  with  the  ^ubject>  thai  insane  persons  often  take  special 
delight  in  things  which  are  amusing  and  beautiful,  and  it  does  not 
require  an  argument  to  convince  such,  that  in  attempting  to  recall 
and  reinstate  the  wandering  intellect,  much  oi'  our  success  may

depend  on  its  fsurroandiDgs  being  agreeable  and  pteesing  or  un- 

Bccmly  and  repulsive. 

ThouL'h  a  cousidcrabic  amout  of  la}»or  Iiuh  bt^  n  nT.fl  "n  il)  he  de- 
rivi 'I  fVuui  patients,  in  cultivatinjr  tlie  land?*  and  making  improve- 
ments ;  a  further  appropriation  will  be  rcHjuired  forbuch  purpo^^es 
before  such  iin|.rov(  inents  can  be  fully  and  properlj  Gompleted,  aa 
they  cannot  be  made  with  8uch  labor  alone. 

Aa  we  have  conaiderable  amouDt  of  land  to  cultivate,  aod  a  great 
abundance  of  pasture,  more  teams  and  a  larger  quantity  of  stock 
sbonld  be  at  once  provided ;  and  more  ftneing  and  additional  eia- 
terns  are  almost  imperatmly  demanded. 

In  our  last  report  we  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  haa> 
dred  dollars  for  the  above  mentioned  purposes,  but  only  one  thou- 
sand dollars  wns  appropriated.  And  thon>rh  the  sum  a.skod  for 
was  roally  Icfs  lli:in  could  have  been  advawta<;eouHly  used;  in  view 
of  tlic  l;iru<'  drai'th  whitdi  were  then  bcinir  inndc  upon  the  treasury, 
WC  do  not  complain  of  the  amount  whieii  w  L!;iven. 

AVe  Uike  this  occasion,  however,  to  again  call  attention  to  the 
subject,  and  trust  that  it  will  receive  that  consideration  which  its 
importance  demande.  Of  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last 
session  for  the  purposes  above  indicated,  f 339,88  have  been  paid 
out  for  fencing  and  cisterns,  aod  the  remainder  o^  said  appropria- 
tion will  be  required  to  meet  balances  of  expenditure^^  alre^y  in 
progress,  and  to  make  necessary  purchase  it  stock,  falling  sUll 
short  of  the  wants  of  the  Institution  in  these  several  directions. 
Wc  therefore  ask  an  appropriation  of  IIOOU  for  these  several  pur* 

pOBC:^. 

The  apparatus  i'or  licatirjo^  and  other  purposes  has  been  ronsona- 
bly  efficient  in  accompli.-hing  the  object  for  which  it  was  cuo.siruet- 
ed,  but  the  large  amount  of  fuel  required  to  keep  it  in  operation 
as  at  present  arrangt^d,  must  be  a  continued  source  of  expenditilrc, 
which  cannot  fail  to  create  considerable  anxiety  as  to  the  Iblore 
interests  of  the  State.  Though  the  machinery  seemed  to  work 
reasonably  well  for  a  time,  for  some  months  past  the  boilers  have 
proven  to  be  a  source  of  great  annoyance  and  vexation  ;  having  eo 
far  failed  in  their  mechanism,  as  to  require  repairs  ameunliag  to 
several  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate !  And  we  would  here 
take  occasion  to  say.  thnt  thouirh  the  style  of  boilers  is  such  as 
wa<  renuircd  to  bo  lunn^licd,  thev  arc  of  a  kind  which  should 
never  have  been  provide*!  tor  the  H  '  spital.  It  is  the  almost  uni- 
versal opinion  of  those  who  seem  tompetent  to  judge,  that  other 
boilers  could  be  substituted  whicli  would  save  from  thirty  to  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  fuel  required  for  the  ones  which  are  now  in  use. 
believine  that  such  an  estimate  will  notvaiy  widely  "irom  the  troth, 
sound  policy  and  good  economy  most  plainly  dictate,  that'tiMy  be 
at  once  removed,  and  that  others  of  a  more  suitable  khad  be  sub- 
stitttted  in  their  stead. 

When  the  building  now  being  erected  is  completed  and  oeoupied 
by  patients,  it  will  require  probably  at  least  one  thousand  conb  of 
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wood  per  annum,  to  run  the  machinery  with  the  pi^ienfc  b^^ilers  ; 
and  as  the  price  of  wood  will  he  quite  cortnin  to  iiTcreasc,  as  time  ■ 
progresses,  it  becomes  an  important  de5i<!cratum  to  economize  fuel  ' 
in  every  appropriate  nnS.  pr.ietieahle  manner.    "  '    ' '      ^  ^  j  -i  ■ 

Tlie  question  then  arises,  whether  we  shall  annually  fave  from 
one  thousand  to  fifteen  Itundred  dollars  in  fuel,  by  the  use  of  more 
eooiiovtical  boilers :  and  if  determined  that  we  shall,  the  means  ' 
for  their  purchase  should  4w  provided  without  anneeemTy  delay. 
Is  it  not  wiser  to  make  a  certain  expenditure  at  once,  than  to  \ 
make  a  nmoh  larger  expenditure  by  constantly  aecming  driblets?  ' 
We  eatiiestly  eofnmcnd  thissubjeotto  the  attention  of  the  legisla-  ' 
tutOy  and  recdttmend  t]i:it  nn  appropriation  be  made  to  effect  the 
chnnj^n  fiboTC  pucr^rnsted.    And  as  the  present  boilers  cannot  be 
dispen^^ed  "vvifh   till  new  ones  are  procured,  the  appropriation 
eliould  be  ><utii(  ient  to  make  the  purchase  andprofide  the  necessa- 
ry fittings,  when  the  old  boilers  could  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  ■ 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  as  a  partial  reimbursement  for  the 
expense  of  the  new  ones.    We  therefore  roconuncud  tlrat  an  ap- 

Sropriation  be  made  of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  to  purchase  and 
t  -op  two  new  ItoUers  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital.  ' 
^fwB  recommended  in  our  last  report,  that  patients  irh^  are  ahle 
Hhould  be  required  to  pay  scrme  portion  of  the  expense  of  their  ' 
being  kept  in  the  Hospital ;  and  tliongh  the  legislature  failed  to  ' 
make  provision  for  such  a  purpose,  we  have  seen  no  reason  to  ' 
chancre  the  views  therein  presented,  and  ajrain  brinL' forward  the  ' 
subject  for  Ict^islative  consideration,    it  isdiflicuU  to  perceive  any 
poo<^l  nn  i  siihstnntial  reason  why  those  who  can  furni>*h  the  means 
wit  hi  ml  diaLie.sc^iniDC  their  families,  should  not  du  soyjething  to- 
wards defraying  the  expcntcs  of  an  Institution  erected  for  their 
especial  benefit  by  the  taxes  of  the  the  whole  people  of  tlie  State. 
While  there  is  no  piiditiiple  of  ben^tolenee  which  demands  tliat 
the  ^oor  (fhall  be  taxed  for  thus  supporting  the  rich,  common  jus- 
tice r^ujrtte  that  the  law  should  be  so  changed 'as  to  operate  with 
more  reason  and  greater  fairness. 

As  the  new  buildtn^  is  expected  to  be  ready  to  be  occupied  by. 
patients  in  the  spring,  or  early  in  the  summer  of  1862;  furniture, 
bod'd'inir.  and  all  the  necessary  perquisites  for  about  one  hundred 
and  titty  persons,  will  h-.wr-  to  be  furnished  by      appropriation  for 
that  purpose,  before  said  building  can  be  nsed  tor  the  purpose  for 
which  it  has  been  erected.    As  considerable  time  must  necessari- 
ly be  consumed  in  providing  the  materials  and  fitting  up  the  l)uild- 
ing,  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  in  opening  said  building  for  the 
admission  of  patients,  it  is  important  that  such  appropriation  be 
made  at  an  early  period  in  the  session  of  the  legislature;  that  the 
Hospital  can  be  brought  into  use  as  soon  as  it  is  otherwise  ready 
for  oeeupanoy.   According  to  sueh  estimates  as  have  been  made, 
the  amount  required  for  sueh  purpose,  will  be  $4,000 :  and  it  will 
he  seen  that  the  appropriation  is  one  which  can  not  be  dispensed 
with,  without  leaving  the  new  building  in  an  entirely  unoccupied 
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coudition  ;   and  thcrerore  demands  prompt  and  early  attentioa. 
As  a  largely  increased  number  of  patieatd  will  be  received  after 
the  completion  of  the  new  build  in-;,  wc  estimate  that  (hirtj-five 
thousand  dollarti  will  be  recjuircd  to  niecL  the  cut x cut  cxj^tiUcki^  ol 
the  InstitntioQ,  for  th^  year  eudiug  March  Slst,  1863.  y 
We  have  beeo  ooupeUed  to  dvaw  quite  largely  upon  the  cnrreiit 
expense  fundi  to  meet  simdry,  inoidental  expenditures  wd  repairs 
diirieg  the  present  year,  which  were  not  properly    current  ex- 
penses,", and  yet  were  inevitftble :  and  whore  no  special  fund  has 
been  provided  to  meet  such  unexpected  emergencies  as  arc  liable 
to  arise,  that  fund  must  be  drawn  upon,  or  the  Institution  closed 
and  the  patients  dispersed;  an  event  not  to  be  thontrht  of  without 
a  thrill  of  horror.    We  have  already  been  phu  ed  in  that  condition 
by  the  breaking  down  oi"  our  boilers,  but  vvc  rlio^;e  the  lesser  evil, 
and  look  the  responsibility  to  repair  tliem  from  that  fund,  appro- 
priated for  other  purposes ;  and  us  similar  misfortunes  arc  liable 
to  oconr  at  any  period,,  the  fund  for  current  expenses  should  he 
made  ample  to  meet  all  contingencies,  unless  otherwise  provided 

by  law.  .     -  -•..rtWt

To  the  Tnustees  of  the  Wiiconsin  ^tale  Hospital  /or  the  Insane. 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  to  you  my  second  annual  Report^ 
it  will  be  my  object  to  allude  to  ^ueh  matters,  and  such  only,  as  I 
dorm  to  be  oi'  interest  to  you  as  the  iruardians  ot  the  Institution,, 
and  to  the  people  of  the  8tate,  as  it8  williu";  and  liberal  supporters. 

Since  the  openinsr  of  the  Institution,  th^ro  have  been  adnntted 
one  hundred  and  lorty-five  patients  ;  seventy-two  males  and  tieveii- 
ty-threaftmales.  There  have  been  discharged  forty  two — twenty- 
one  malee  and  twenty^one  females.  There  are  now  remaiDing  one 
hundred  and  three;  fifty-one  males  and  fifty-two  females.  Of 
those  discharLTod  sixteen  were  reeovered,  seven  improved,  eight 
nnimproYed,  and  eleven  died. 

Those  that  recovered  were  recent  cases;  ail,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  having  been  insane  less  than  one  year.  Those  im- 
proved were  mostly  cases  of  Ioniser  standin*:,  in  which  thf-rt'  wag 
no  jj^ood  i^round  to  hope  for  complete  recovery,  irnspitai  disci- 
pline, however,  fcenis  to  have  juade  an  impression  upon  tbeni  and 
to  have  aroused  a  power  of  self-control  which,  combined  with  a 
natural  desire  to  rcmaiu  aL  home,  renders  theiu  manageable  and 
often  qnite  serviceahle  al  home.  Of  the  deaths,  three  wera  men- 
tioned in  my  lest  annual  report,  and  eight  oecurred  during  the 
year  now  closing.   The  causes  were  at  follows

The  case  of  dysentery  was  an  isolated  one.  There  has  been  no 
prevailing  sickness  in  bur  household.  The  general  health  of  onr 
patinata  oould  not  have  h^en  hotter.  Onr  tocttion  is  apfMtirently 
very  hBslltty,  onr  ventiiation  m  as  perfeet  as  has  ever  heen  attained, 
wa  bsive-  furnished  an  ahnndance  of  nourishing  food,  and  have- 
given  constant  and  uiiliriiig  attention  to  the  cleanliness,  ezereise  and 
diverBion  of  those  under  our  chai^<i  Wo  have  therefore  expected, 
and  should  have  been  sadly  dLsappointed  not  to  realize  such  results. 

Fire  patients  now  roTtniin  in  the  Institution  who  have  lully 
recovered  ;  two  of  these  will  return  to  bheir  friends  within  a  week.. 
The  other  three  represent  a  class  of  the  insane  that  calls  for  our 
deepest  sympathy.  They  either  have  no  homes  to  return  to,  or 
one  thai  does  not  det^rvO'  the  name,  and  to  return  to  which  would 
ailmosri  Inevitably  cause  a  relapse  into  insanity. 
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Not  unfrequcntlj  is  the  MtufsAtiQn  that  y^e  feel  apon  ihe 
recovery  or  oui^pmeiits  ^diy*mtkfidt\/f  tli6  ktio^l^dge'taat  they 
mnsi  retarn,  when  they  leave  us,  to  some  irresistible  temptation, 
some  desolate  conditioDy  or  some  domestic  troable  that  may  again 

epornto  to  <lethroiic  reason. 

Ill  several  other  ,rasf«  now  iin*^rr  our  oaro  iniprovciuont  is 
marked,  and  reeov»^ry  will,  in  due  time,  undoubtedly  take  place. 
Still  there  remaiii  a  large  iiuiuber  of  utterly  incurable  cases.  In 
many  of  these  caaes,  however,  there  i.s  a  kind  of  improvement  dif- 
ferent from  that  prerioxisly  mentioned,  but  very  interCHting  and 
eratifying  in  ite  vay.  A  conaiderable  nttmber,  onee  filthy  to  a 
disgnitiBg  extreme,  have  become  habitiuilly  neat  Several  who 
were  cimsldered  so  dangerone  at  their  Ibrmer  places  of  ceofiBement 
as  to  cause  them  to  be  subjected  to  the  most  rigid  and  unremitting 
restraint,  mingle  here  freely  and  harmlessly  with  the  others.  The 
uncouth  and  profane  have,  in  some  instances,  become  so  far  refined 
and  eorri  ct  in  manner  and  language  as  seldom  to  offend  the  most 
delicato. 

We  someiiuies  hear  it  said  that  the  Institution  is  not  designed 
for  the  incurable,  and  that  they  should  be  removed  as  soon  a.s  thay 
are  known  to  be  so.  Hut  it  should  be  remembered  that  there  are 
net  oasts  enough  in  the  State  that  can  reaionably  be  eooeidered 
curable,  to  oeovpy  the  room  already  provided,  and  it  would  eeem 
hiavd  to  refhse  the  remaining  room  to  those  whose  eondition,  as  we 
have  above  shown,  may  be  so  much  amolierated. 

It  ia  true  that  mere  oases  of  a  reeent  and  hopeful  oharmeter 
may  occasionally  apply  from  a  single  county,  than  we  eaa  admit 
unoer  a  literal  construction  of  the  law  ;  but  in  the  few  instanrf*? 
of  the  kind  that  h:i\o  t]ni>^  f:ir  ocrnrrod,  wo  have  felt  jTistified  in 
departing  slightly  trom  the  atnct  legal  limits,  and  never  yet  has  a 
patient  been  rejected  whose  case  offered  the  least  hope  of  recovery 
under  our  oaro. 

In  the  treatment  ut'  our  patients  we  have  labored  uoder  the 
same  difficulties  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  and  must  eonttnue 
to  do  ao  until  the  new  wing  is  completed.  It  gives  us  great 
pleasure  to  be  abls  to  say  thai  the  work  has  been  r«|»idly  and  weU  ear- 
ried  on  bytbe  contractors, and  will  doubtless  beeoai|dete  1  and  ready 
for  patients  long  before  the  time  fixed  by  the  contract.  The  relief 
that  this  will  afford,  both  in  the  management  of  the  Instittttioft 
nnd  to  the  suffering  throughout  the  State,  cannot  easily  be  im?ii]^- 
ioed.  ( V)n}iidf»ri!>g  the  unfavorable  r  irrumstances  under  which  we 
have  lahoK'd.  our  freedom  from  accidents,  and  our  good  dcgrc«  of 
suecofis  in  improving  and  rej^toring  the  insane,  are  mattets  of 
astonii^hment  to  ourse-lves,  and  although  conscious  of  having  ex- 
erted uursuIvcM  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  W9  feel  oonstraiued  ia 
attribu  te  our  success  to  the  aid  and  proteeftmiief »  kiwlFkoviBdeiise. 

Our  patioBte  have  enjoyed  a  Temarkahle  ameunl*  ef  oui-dm 
exeirelse  during  the  past  muntr.  Many  have  willingly  Mtd  ift 
clearing  up  the  grounds,  working  the  £amB,  the  vegitable  aad 
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flower  garden^,  nnd  performing  any  de&ired  labor.  Others  haTc 
enjoyed  fishing  upon  tiie  lake,  thua  obtaining  not  only  a  very  • 
pleaKant  and  healthy  kind  of  exercise,  but  also  an  agreeuUle  vari- 
ety of  i'ood  for  their  table«.  We  have  also  a  large  and  very  safe 
sail-boat,  which  ha8  proved  to  be  ona  of  the  most  ubeiui  things 
eoaneoted  with  the  Institutioo,  aflEbrding  a  rare  and  very  pleasing 
Turiefy  of  exercise  and  eDtertatnmevit.  It  will  never  be  need  hy 
the  pattento,  except  nn4«r  eironmeUBces  that  Insure  poattive  safety. 
We  have  a  lower  gardiaii*in  iront  of  the  bnilding,  that  seems 
almost  the  result  of  a  miracle,  considering  the  ehert  time  in 
vrhich  it  has  been  produced.  Boquets  from  this  are  constantly  on 
the  tables  throughout  the  house,  and  the  more  quiet  female  pa- 
tients are  frequently  allowed  to  walk  in  it  and  piok  flowers  lor 
themselves. 

During  the  past  winter  we  had  frequent  dancing  entertainments 
and  social  gatherings.  Religious  services  are  held  in  the  chapel 
during  the  Sabbath,  which  are  gladly  attended  by  about  one-half 
of  the  pntients,  who  conduot  themselves  In  an  orderly  and  quiet 
manner.  We  have  a  hired  billiard  tahle,  .whiok  is  in  almost  con- 
stant use  during  the  cold  season.  We  very  much  need  a  library. 
These  means  of  entertainment  and  exercise  are  not  mere  luxuries, 
but  actual  necessities,  of  which  the  State  cannot  afford  to  allow 
the  Institution  to  be  destitute. 

Our  medicnl  treatment  is  intended  to  be  discriniHiMtinir  and 
based  on  pcieniitic  jtrinciples.  It  liappenn  that  alarm'  miiiiher  of 
the  patients  take  the  same  regular  medicine.  This  is  bueause 
they  need  the  same  treatment,  which  is  tonic;  this  is  interspersed 
witli  sedatives,  altcraUvcii,  »to.,  according  to  their  requiremeutij. 

Dr.  John  W.  Sawyer  has  performed  the  duties  of  Assistant 
Physician  since  the  firfct  of  June.  Dr.  Sawyer  was  nearly  two 
years  with  Dr.  Ray,  in  the  Butler  Hospital,  at  Providence,  R.  I.,, 
and  came  to  this  iBstitution  most  satisfactorily  recommended  by 
him.  I  am  well  satisfied  that  Dr.  S.  wiJ  prove  a  valuable  acqui- 
sition to  the  Institution  and  to  the  State,  and  hope  he  will  be 
continued  in  the  position  he  now  fills. 

The  Matron  continues  to  devote  herself  with  energy  and  fidelity 
to  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

The  asBidtants  geaerally  continue  to  uicrit  approbation  for  their 
pro{)er  deportment  and  the  faithful  dit>chargo  of  their  duties. 

The  amount  of  orders  dtawn  on  the  treasury  for  the  payment  of 
the  cuttent  expenses  for  the  year  now  ending,  considerably  exceeds 
twenty  thousand  dollars;  but  we  have  sufficteot  wood  on  hand 
and  paid  ibr,  to  last  half  through  the  coming  wintsr*  The  oui^  • 
rent  expenses  lor  the  last  six  months  are  a  little  less  than  nine 
thousand  dollars.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  disbuiselocnts  -fyt- 
the  past  year  is  herewith  submitted.

To  HU  Excelimeyt  A.  W.  BanBALL, 

Govtmor  of  the  State  of  Wue<m9m  : 

The  Managers  of  the  State  Kcl'orm  iScLoul  in  bubmitting  this 
their  Second  Annoal  Report,  must  say  that  their  confident  expec- 
tatiouB  have  not  been  realiced  in  the  number  of  inmates  reeeired 
in  the  institution  since  our  last  report^  and  we  confess  to  disap- 
pointment in  tlio  exliibit  herem  made  shoving  the  seme  number  of 
ptpils  as  on  the  first  January  last,  to  wit :  40.  The  law  of  last 
winter  should  be  amended  so  that  the  institution  is  supported  by 
the  State,  or  it  should  hv  abandoned  alto'zftlier.  Boys  twt'lve 
years  of  aire  liave  boen  sent  to  jail  for  stealinp:,  to  herd  with  liar- 
denod  crinjiiials  and  be  oducaled  in  crime,  becau»o  it  would  bo  lesn 
cxpen>o  t  il  ilic  county  >  i>  keep  them  tJirrr  a  short  time  than  tot^cnd 
them  to  tlio  Reform  iSchooI  and  pay  lor  their  support  during  min- 
ority ;  and  othera  have  been  saved  from  the  State  Prison  only  bj 
our  earnest  solicitation  and  promise  that  we  would  urg^  upon  the 
Legislature  the  repeal  of  tno  law  making  the  counties  pay  for 
their  support.  We  hesitate  not  to  say  that  unless  that  Uw  is 
flhinged  the  institution  must  prove  a  failure,  and  the  expense  of 
carrying  it  on  should  be  saved  to  the  State  by  abandoning  it  alto- 
gether. On  the  other  hand,  the  repeal  of  sections  2,  3,  4  and  5, 
of  chapter  -'50  law?i  of  isr>|,  would  leave  the  institution  in  a  posi- 
sition  to  fully  meet  the  expectations  of  its  mojit  sanguine  frirnds. 

We  earnestly  call  attention  to  the  report  of  our  Superint'  !;•)<  nr, 
and  particularly  to  t)ie  part  relating  to  that  suhjcct.  No  man  in 
the  State  has  more  at  heart  the  welfare  of  the  persuns  committed 
to  his  charge  than  Dr.  Barrett,  and  all  his  suggestions  are  worthy 
of  careful  consideration. 

We  might  add  much  loddre  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of  these  see- 
tionSy  and  request  you  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
Uiis  subject  particularlyj  in  connection  with  the  institution.

The  report  of  our  Superintendent  is  so  full  in  relation  to  the 
buildin^^'s  and  improvements,  that  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  en- 
ter into  further  details  here. 

The  cost  of  supporting  the  institution  since  the  date  of  last 
report  is  large  for  the  number  of  scholars  therein.  The  pay  of 
omoers  and  employees  is  nearly  as  great  with  40  as  it  would  be 
witli  100  scholars,  and  consequently  the  proportional  expense  of 
40  is  much  greater  than  double  the  number  would  be.  The  extra 
expense  incident  to  building  helps  to  swell  the  amount  for  sala- 
ries, and  wo  paid  larger  salaries  in  expectation  of  an  increase  of 
scholars.  We  did  at  our  last  meeting  make  such  arrangements  as 
will  reduce  our  expenses  in  the  item  of  salaries  seven  liundred 
dollars  the  ensuing  year.  With  the  completion  of  the  shops  and 
barn  we  shall  be  able  to  cut  off  other  items  of  expense,  and  we 
think,  with  proper  eeonomy,  an  appropriation  of  six  thousand 
dollars  will  be  sufficient  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  exchange  of  land  authorised  by  chapter  237,  laws  of  1861, 
has  been  agreed  upon ;  but  owing  to  a  mistake  In  making  out  the 
papers  the  deeds  haye  no^  yet  been  executed.  It  is  expected  to 
DO  completed  finanally  in  a  short  time. 

The  Managers  take  pleasure  in  bearing  tcEtimony  to  the  zeal 
and  earnestness  of  Dr.  Barrett,  and  his  whole  family,  in  the  wel- 
fare and  management  of  the  school ;  and  our  entice  satisiaction 
•  wi;^  Mr,  pafti^er^ 4^tant  ^jip/erintendent.

Of  the  six  that  have  been  rcfummitted,  only  three  \Yere  guilty 
of  nny  offence.  Three  were  originally  committed  for  only  six 
iuoQth«.  and  rcturnin<^  to  their  fornjer  assoeiates  without  any  em- 
ployment, they  were  soon  led  into  crime.  One  of  the  others  wa^ 
an  orphan,  wa^  committed  for  only  six.  months,  aod  on  the  expira- 
iion  of  his  sentence,  was  sent  baok  to  the  school  in  preference  to 
the  other  alternative,  the  county  poor  house.  The  other  two  were 
better  boys,  whose  parents  were  utterly  incompetent  to  provide 
for  them,  and  consequently  were  recommitted  until  a  Huitable 
kome  could  be  found.  A  few  days  afterward:^,  the  oldest  boy  was 
placed  in  a  good  fiimtiy ;  the  other  remains  in  the  school.

The  above  table  gives  the  employment  of  the  boys  only.  The 
girls  do  all  of  the  washing  and  ironing,  the  work  in  the  family 
rooms  and  kitchen,  and  part  of  the  work  in  the  domitories. 

It  was  made  my  duty  by  the  act  past  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  to  charge  to  each  of  the  several  counties  from  whom 
inmates  were  received,  one  dollar  per  week  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  each  one  reniaining  in  the  school ;  and  to  make  out 
and  transmit  quarterly  an  account  of  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Board  or  iSupervisors  of  such  counties.  In  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  I  made  out  the  several  accounts  due  for  the 
quarter  ending  July  31st,  18G1,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
struct :

Hie  aofc  above  referred  to,  also  provided  that  each  eoontj  shall 
pay  the  expenses  of  commitment,  and  all  costs  incurred  for  the 
reeoyery  of  those  who  may  escape  from  the  school.  No  charge 
has  been  made  to  any  county  under  the  last  specification. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  law.  April  1^.  1?61.  only  ninetfcn  in- 
mates have  hocn  f'ommitt4:»d  to  the  school:  of  tliis  number  only  $7.rfet  u 
now  remain  in  tlieschool  .  three  having  been  discharged  on  ticket 
of  leave"  and  placed  in  ;j:(>(Ml  families.

1  it  will  be  seen  that  only  Ibrty  remain  iu  school  at  dale  of  this 
report.

HowcTer  plausible  these  provisions  of  the  act  may  have  appeared 
to  those  by  whose  agency  they  were  introduced,  it  is  evident  they 
have  operated  to  the  injury  of  the  Institution.    To  this  cause 
vainly  must  be  referred  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  commit- 
ments, thu."^  closing  the  doors  of  the  most  important  public  charity 
of  the  State  against  a  cla.«;s  of  homeless  and  friondless  wanderers 
who  arc  daily  pcrishinL''  ff^r  ndmfFsion.  and  for  whose  bt-iicfit  iau->t 
ample  accommodations  have  Iten  provided.    The  whole  law  i.s  ren- 
dered inopcrntive  by  tho<c  sections  taxing  the  cuuntie.-;.  Vagrautc> 
go  uu-cared  lor  and  the  incorrigible  an<l  Ticioiisfail  to  be  arrested 
in  their  downward  course.    Courts  and  magistrates  refuse  to  com- 
mit to  the  school  because  of  the  expense  incurred  to  the  county^ 
and  children  who  are  drawn  into  the  pathway  of  crime  by  cormpt 
associates,  arc  immured  in  the  jail  wiw  hardened  and  mature  crim- 
inals  to  complete  the  work  of  demoralization. 

Kefbrm  Schools  should  most  certainly  he  public  institutions. 
They  are  designed  for  a  class  of  persons  who  have  no  local  habi- 
tation," nnd  scarcely  a  name.  The  delinquent  wanders  from  place 
to  place,  homeless,  friendless  ;  pilfering  as  he  goe5  ofteutinies  from 
necessity,  and  if  he  find?  his  way  into  the  citie?  and  large  towns, 
it  i.-!.  beeause  there  i.s  mure  to  j^atiisfy  the  criivinL'H  <>t'  his  prurient 
imagination,  and  because  he  finds  there  a  wider  liekl  for  the  exer- 
cise of  his  overgrown  and  uncojitrolable  propensities.  It  Is  man- 
ifesily  unjust  to  subject  any  county  or  town  to  a  specific  tax  for 
hi»  support  merely  becanse  he  happens  to  be  found  a  vagrant  ia  the 
Blrcets>   Nor  should  advantage  be  taken  of  the  faei,  so  general 

*T\vo  boys,  lasft  convicted,  ran  nwny  from  their  homcp.'onr  from  Colum- 
bus ftnd  the  oilier  from  Mayville,  found  their  way  \<y  Milwaukee,  were  ar- 
rested aa  vagmnlB  and  sent  to  die  sebool  by  the  Hoaicipal  Goart.

THE  PAfi3I. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  table  No.  0,  that  eighteen  bo^h  have 
been  employed  on  the  farm.  This  number  includes  all  who  havti 
been  thtis  employed  during  the  year;  the  average  number  being 
onjj  about  ei^nt. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  labor  pcftformed  the  pres- 
ent season :

In  addition  to  this  we  have  done  a  large  amount  of  general  work 
on  the  farm^  remoYing  underbrush  from  woods  and  hedges,  and 
makinir;  improvements  in  the  grounds.  Six  or  eight  of  tho  boja 
work  :d  in  the  harvest  field  for  Mr.  Walton,  thus  paying  for  the 
use  uf  his  reaper  in  cutting  the  oats,  bin  own  service?'  and  team  in- 
eluded.  The  crops  have  been  more  than  an  average  f'»r  this  sec- 
tion :  c?pceially<thc  products  of  the  garden,  upon  which  the  ma- 
nure waB  applied.  All  of  the  tables  have  been  furnished  liberal- 
ly with  y;gc tables,  the  latter  part  of  the  season.  It  is  very  ic- 
sirable  that  a  large  amount  of  land  should  be  placed  undei  culti- 
vation. Should  the  inmates  increase  a  much  larger  number  could 
bo  employed  on  the  farm,  and  the  produce  made  to  contribute 
largely  to  the  suj^port  of  the  institution.  I  would  employ  in  the 
shops  only  a  sofficient  number  to  meet  the  want.s  of  the  inmates, 
while  the  large  proportion  should  be  placed  in  suitable  companies  in 
the  field,  ari«i  tauirlit  the  practical  principles  of  agriculture.  The 
mental  and  moral,  ay  well  as  the  physical,  advantages  here  obtained 
over  every  other  pursuit,  arc  apparent  even  to  the  most  careless 
observer.  Besides,  suitable  liomes  can  be  much  more  readily  ob- 
tained for  boys  on  the  farm  than  for  those  in  the  shops.  The  plan 
of  building  small  farm  houses  with  accomodations  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  boys,  is  fast  ahtalning  favor  with  the  friends  of  reform, 
and  ^omises  to  mark  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  these  institu- 
tions. Certain  it  is,  that  classificatipn  renders  the  means  of  re- 
form more  efHcicnt,  by  bringing  tlie  inmates  more  directly  into  the 
family  velat'on,  and  under  wholesome  parental  contral,  the  irant 
of  which  l»  by  far  the  most  frc.O[uent  cause  of  juvenile  delinquency. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

Four  boys  have  worked  with  the  carpenter  most  of  the  time 
pinee  the  first  of  April.  During  the  first  two  months  they  were 
employed  in  making  repairs  and  shelving,  making  a  large  book- 
case for  the  office,  and  putting  up  a  temporary  building,  14x24, 
for  a  shoe  shop.  The  new  building  for  woodshed  and  three  shops, 
64x20,  with  20  i'cet  posts,  was  commenced  about  the  middle  of 
June.  All  of  the  work,  including  the  foundation,  ha.s  been  per- 
formed by  the  boy:*,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Morri.s  Williams, 
the  carpenter.  The  building  is  nearly  completed,  and  will  be 
ready  for  use  as  soon  as  the  ma.sonwork  can  be  done. 

We  have  commenced  the  work  upon  the  barn.  The  cellar,  26x 
30,  has  been  dug  5^  feet  deet,  and  all  of  the  timber  hauled  to  the 
ground.  A  well  has  also  been  dug  by  two  boys,  alone,  to  the 
depth  of  water,  nine  feet.  Thoi?c  who  are  acijuainted  with  our 
soil,  a  stiff  clayey  loam  with  a  substratum  of  hard  gravel  and 
Btones,  will  readily  understand  the  amount  of  labor  required,  not 
only  in  these  excavations,  but  in  the  fencing  built.  All  of  the 
lumber  used  has  been  hauled  fnun  the  depot,  two  or  three  boys 
often  Koi"!?  duwn  with  the  team   ...

As  soon  as  the  spring  opened  a  temporary  building  was  erected 
for  a  shoe-shop.  During  the  summer  an  average  of  six  boys  have 
been  employed.

It  must  be  remembered  that  those  employed  in  the  shop  were 
boys  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  work  and  utterly  destitute  of 
any  habits  of  industry ;  consequently,  much  of  the  time  of  the  over- 
seer was  spent  in  the  supervision  of  the  work  and  in  giving  in- 
struction. Besides  several  of  the  boys  were  committed  for  only 
six  months,  and  were  discharged  before  any  great  proficiency  was 
made  in  the  trade.  I  have  no  doubt  but  another  year,  witli  more 
permanent  inmates,  the  shop  will  nearly  support  itself,  if  not  in- 
deed jDecome  a  t:uurce  of  income  to  the  H^chool.

Tli»  same  dii&tallj  haa  been  expemnood  in  thb  ae  iD-  the  Blioe-- 
ahapj  namely,  the  short  period  of  time  wluohftBy  boy  eould  be  em- 
ployed. Sume  of  them,  howeTOr,-  haye  made  ver^  commeiidable 
proficiency,  doinu:  the  Tork  in  a  noat  and  substantial  manner.  All 

of  the  clothing  for  the  inmntes  nnd  family  has  been  niiido  in  the 
shop,  beeideri  a  considerable  amount  ot  outsido  work.  A  very 
larire  amount  of  mending  has  been  done  of  which  it  is  impo-^sibic 
to  make  any  oorrect  estimate.  It  is  proposed  during  the  winter,  ^ 
to  take  in  a  larger  amount  of  outside  work,  which  will  materially 
diminish  the  expenses  as  well  as  furnish  greater  faeilities  for  ac- 
quiring the  trade. 

UOVERNMENT  AND  MANAOEMKNT. 

The  same  general  system  of  managenuint  has  been  followed  dur 
ing  the  past  nine  months,  which  was  inaugurated  at  tlrsi.  The- 
inmates  liave  continued  steadily  to  improve  in  deportment  as  well 
us  iu  habits  of  study  and  industry.    TIio  hours  of  lubor  are  the 
same  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  being  live  hours  in  the  summer, 
and  iuur  and  one-half  in  the  winter.    Four  hours  are  devoted  to 
school  purposes  every  day,  two  iu  the  morning  and  tw(3  in  the- 
afternoon.   Some  of  the  boys  have  improved  rapidly  in  their 
ttadiea,  and  it  ia  belieyed  the  vhole  school  will  compare  favorably 
with  abaost  any  other,  in  the  attainments  made  both  in  scholar- 
ship  and  deportment.    I  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of' 
my  aaaiatanl  in  charge  of  the  school  which  is  tall  and  explicit. 

Our  system  of  grades  is  carefully  revised  every  month,  and 
more  distinctions  are  made,  and  consequently  more  inducement,^ 
offered  ibr  the  attainment  of  the  liii^her  classes.  We  have  used 
the  lower  corridor  hall  for  a  dining  room  for  the  boys  in  the  first 
grade,  which  allows  of  more  distiiu  tion  at  the  table,  and  the  fre-

in  the  Grade  of  Honor,  eat  with  the  family. 

BEORSATlONa,  AMaSXMENTS  AND  TRUSTS. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  furnish  snch  amusement*;  and  to  allow 
such  recreations  as  would  best  promote  the  healthy  development 
of  the  mind  as  well  as  the  body.  A  portion  of  the  time  each  day 
is  given  fir  play,  and  the  whole  afternoon  of  each  Saturday.  The 
school  room  is  also  opened  from  tliree  o'clock  until  five  every 
Saturday  afternoon,  and  paper  furnished  to  all  those  who  wish  to 
write  to  tlieir  tirietids.  Boys  that  are  unable  to  write,  avail  them- 
selves of  the  services  of  those  who  can,  and  many  letters  are  writ- 
ten, not  only  to  th^r  homes,  but  to  the  dififerent  members  of  the 
family.  This  correspondence  is  encouraged;  as  it  affords  a  good 
opportunity  for  commnnionting  more  instrnction,  and  often  opens  * 
an  avenue  to  hearts  that  might  not  otherwise  be  reached. 

Boys  in  the  first  grade  arc  allowed  to  go  anywhere  on  the 
grounds  belonging  to  the  institution.   Thirty-six  boys  have  been 
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thus  promoted,  and  in  only  one  instfrnre  have  any  bctrayci  tte 
trust  rcpOBod  in  them.     Hov^.  ia  this  'jrnde.  go  to  the  village  on 
errands,  bring  the  mail.  ;iud  are  oftea  «siitru»t€il  witii  luoner  t*^ 
inako  pun  huses  for  the  liouse — not  a  ningle  case  of  luit'aithfiilnc*.^ 
has  occurred.    Jji^iitoca  boya  have  been  permitted  to  go  home 
and  visit  their  friondu,  most  of  them  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee, 
naoally  spending  one  nig^,  but  to  mxj  iiwteBoe  thaj  hmre  m- 
turned  promptly  to  their  eugagem«nt 
On  the  Fourth  of  July  ih%  whole  8chiM4  with  a  fsw  ioTtted 
*  guests  held  a  most  delightful    pio  nic  '  in  the  grove,  with  exereis- 
as  appropriate  for  the  day.    This  mode  of  eaiebratioii,  although 
new  to  most  of  the  inmates,  was  highly  enjoyed,  and  all  returned 
with  many  expressions  of  preference  over  the  old  CliatOlll  of  fire- 
cracker.- and  L'linpowdor  demonstration. 

During  the  winter,  die  eveninir  of  cneh  week  ia  devoted  to  amui$> 
ments.  3lusic  is  often  introduceil  and  it,s  softeninsr  and  elevatiac: 
influence  is  apparent  upon  every  inniiito.  One  evening  ih  alt^o  oc- 
onpied  with  Ikmiliar  leeturBs  upon  common  things,  in  which  the 
elementary  principlaa  of  phibsophy  and  ehemiatrj  are  fWsquently 
illastrated :  as  well  as  the  prineiplea  of  physiology  and  the  laws  of 
hygeine  explained  and  onfbreed. 

HAND  OF  IIOl»E. 

K.trfy  in  the  winter  we  formed  a  Temperance  or 'Sanitation  known 
as  the  Hand  ol  Hope.  All  of  the  inmate-<  have  beeome  member?* 
of  the  hueieiy.  JJurinL**  the  winter  we  liold  our  met^tings  every 
Thursday  evcninp  and  the  exercises  are  usually  sustained  with 
much  interest.  The  meetings  arc  conducted  hy  the  inmatc:§  them- 
selves, the  officers  being  of  thdr  own  number^  ehoeen  emry  two 
weeks,  and  they  liave  prored  of  great  ralne,  not  only  in  learning 
the  mode  of  condncting  public  meetings)  bat  in  Airnishinga  moral 
force  which  we  could  obuiin  in  no  other  way,  againat  one  of  the 
most  inveterate  hah  its  of  these  yonth.  that  of  ftofan*  nctarxn^. 
Every  violation  of  the  pledge  Is  required  to  be  reported  at  each, 
meeting',  and  tlie  degree  of  eonseieiitiousnes?  manifc-.-ted  in  these 
report^  is  sometimes  surprising.  We  de}>end  mainly  upon  vi>Um- 
tary  coufcHHions,  and  a  renewal  of  the  ])hd!ie  i<  permitted  at  each 
mcetini:.  A  medal  is  eiven  to  those  \vlio  keep  the  whole  pledge 
three  munths*.  Tweniy  three  of  the  inmate**  have  been  ihuB  re- 
warded, i^ome  euooeiid  only  after  repeated  trials,  and  those  whose 
mouths  were  ones  fnll  of  cnrsing  and  bittemeaa/'  now  spealf 
forth  the  words  of  kindness  and  lore.  Last  eipriner  over  thirty  oF 
the  members  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Band  of  Hope  of  Wauke- 
gha.  and  fjoon  after  their  visit  was  rctnmed  by  nearly  two  hundred 
children  of  the  village.  This  iaterohange  of  sympathies  and  good 
'  wishes  had  a  most  happy  iniaenea  on  tM  whole  school. 

SABBATH  XXERCISES. 

Our  exeruises  on  the  8abbath  have  been  the  same  through  the 
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year  aa  stated  in  the  last  report.    After  the  devotional  exor;  i-c>^ 
papers  are  di8tn bu tod  which  occupies  tlie  time  until  the  niorniuL:'- 
service  which  c*wiinif  nce.s  at  halt  past  tau.  lu  the  afternoon  ti)c  Sab 
bath  School  is  held  as  usual.    An  increasing  degrtje  of  interest  and^ 
attention  has  bocn  manifested  in  tbese  exercises,  and  no  where  is  tho 
]iB]NPOt«aieat  ai  the  inmatM  mor«  nurked  tliaa  in  tbeir  deportmt  ut ; 
dmng  tb«  irhole  of  Ilia  Sabbath.   Saveral  have  committed  a  )aicc:f 
nttmber  of  votm  in  tbe  testament.    On  tbe  first  of  April  a  bible  t 
tiaa  offered  to  tbe  one  in  each  cUm  who  would  commit  tbe  greateat.! 
number  of  veiflea  during  tbe  following  tbree  months.  Fourteen, 
bibles  were  given  and  the  number  of  verses  committed  wore  as  fol- 
lows :  1.727,  2.500,  0(^0.  J^50,  1,182,  608,  216,  221,  <^'c.  Several^ 
of  the^^e  boys  could  not  read  when  they  entered  the  school. 

Our  thankn  are  due  to  several  IVieuds  in  Waukc.«ha  who  have  as- 
'-ijjtt  d  us  in  these  exercises,  particularly  to  Mrs.  O.  Z.  Oliii  and 
Miss  Uouglass,  who  have  Feldom  failed  to  be  present  in  our  Sub- 
bath  School.  Mrs.  G,  E.  Sickles  Ims  alao  frequently  rendered  us 
iaiportaat  aid  in  oar  morning  eenrice.   We  abo  acknowledge  with 

Slaaaure  a  donation  of  about  eighty  testaments  ftom  the  Waukesha 
ouoty  Bible  Society.  We  have  had  during  tbe  year  fifteen  copies 
of  th»'Sun(hn/  Selutol  Banner  and  ten  eopi&«  of  tbe  Well  Spring^ 
This  Bfumber  is  none  too  p:reat,  and  [  would  earnestly  recommend 
a  continuance  of  tho  same.  No  better  8abbath  reading  can  bo 
ibund  for  these  children 

RESULTS. 

Forty-one  inmates  have  loft  the  .<chuul — thirty-two  boy.<  and 
nine  giiU.  This  number  includes  all  of  those  who  were  commit- 
ted m  a  ptviod  less  than  one  year.  Tbe  fallowing  table  presents 
8«eb  Ibots  as  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  of  those  who  haye  been 
diaehaf^d :

Of  the  ten  who  Wmained  in  tbe  school  one  year,  five  have  homes 
provided  and  are  doing  well ;  two  have  recently  left  of  whom  diere 

is  some  doubt;  one  of  these  was  doing  well ;  one  is  reported  had; 
one  escaped,  and  two  have  not  been  heard  from.  The  remaining 
four  were  under  1 4  years  of  age.  They  are  placed  in  good  families 
and  are  all  doinf^'  well. 

The  above  table  shows  iuo»t  clearly  the  importance  of  provid- 
ing suitable  hoines  for  the  inmates,  before  they  are  permitted  to 
leave  the  school.  I  am  coulident  that  at  least  three  of  those  who 
went  back  to  their  old  associations,  might  have  been  saved  if  I 
could  have  fbund  a  good  place  for  them  in  tbe  country.  The  dis- 
charged inmate,  however  great  his  reformation,  should  never  be* 
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^pcrmittcd  to  mingle  with  the  sceueti  of  his  former  delinquency. 
His  only  safety  lies  in  cscapiu):;  entirely  from  the  corrupting  influ- 

•  cnco  of  vicious  companions. 

,  We  have  been  favored  with  a  remarkable  degree  of  health  erer 
since  the  opening  of  the  school.  With  the  exception  of  one  case  of 
.fever,  which  wa8  of  Hhort  duration,  there  has  been  no  sickne^ 
beyond  a  mere  temporary  indisposition,  which  required  very  little 
,if  any  medication.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  enforce  the  observance 
.  of  correct  hygiene  rulc.^,  and  perhaps  the  physicial  improvement 
•of  the  inmates  has  been  more  marked  than  the  mental  or  moral. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
idnmates,  renders  it  necessary  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  my 

•  assistant,  Mr.  E.  V.  H.  Danner.  He  has  been  employed  since 
the  first  of  April,  and  I  cheerfully  record  my  testimony  of  his 
fidelity  and  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  school.  Wo  part  with 
him  with  the  hope  that  a  more  prosperous  condition  of  the  school 
may  demand  and  secure  his  services.     .  i 

We  acknowledge,  with  pleasure,  the  reception  of  a  large  bundle 

•  of  pamphlets,  tracts  and  papers  from  Mr.  W.  P.  Lynde,  of  Mil- 
waukee. The  inmates  have  access  to  the  files  of  uU  of  the  papers 
and  magazines  taken  by  the  family.  The  daily  papers  are  road 
by  a  large  number,  and  much  valuable  information  is  thus  ob- 
tained, as  well  as  habits  of  general  reading  formed. 

In  concluding  this  report,  permit  me  to  express  my  obligations 
to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  for  the  interest  you  have  mani- 
fested in  the  progress  of  the  school  ;  and  especially  to  the  execu- 
tive committee,  who  by  their  frequent  visits  have  done  much  to 
encourage  us  in  our  difficult  and  responsible  work.  What  the  fu- 
ture will  reveal  as  the  results  of  our  labor,  it  is  impossible  to 
determine.    In  some  cases,  great  expectations  have  been  raised 

"  only  to  be  disappointed  ;  while  in  others,  apparently  hopeleM 
ones,  have  steadily  advanced  to  a  high  grade  of  moral  deportment. 
We  have  gone  forth  sowing  precious  seed ;  when  the  full  sheaves 
will  be  gathered,  is  known  only  to  Him,  whose  blessing  is  essen-

Spelling  and  defining  liave  been  made  eonstantuid  regular  exer- 
cises in  the  school,  and  the  iin{)rovement  of  the  scholan  in  etohof 
these  particulars  has  been  marked  and  comTncndablc. 

One  evening  of  eacli  week  has  been  devoted  to  various  rhetorieal 
exercises,  and  their  bcneti '  ial  effects  are  observable  both  in  the 
great  ease  and  gracefulness  of  the  pupils'  movements,  and  in  a  great- 
ly increased  degree  of  confidence  and  self-reliance, — wbicli  latter 
trait  of  character  is  to  be  mosfe  assiduously  cultivated, — as  well  as 
in  the  more  general  culture  of  the  mental  Acuities. 

Fieqaent  reviews,  with  ooeasional  examinations,  have  been  rigid- 
ly earned  ont^  whieh  have  served  as  an  ineentive  to  dioroaghneas 
and  faithfulness  in  tie  preparation  of  lessons.  In  all  the  training 
and  instmetion  given  in  the  school,  such  a  coarse  has  been  adopt* 
ed  as  would  condace  to  the  most  rapid,  systematio  and  thorough 
development  of  all  the  powers  of  the  mind. 
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For  the  purpose  of  enliancing  interest,  a  variety  of  ezercisee 

has  been  introduced,  yet  not  so  great  as  to  be  incompatible  with 
the  correct  understanding  of  all  subjects  taken  up.  A  class  in 
calisthenics,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Helen  A.  Barrett,  hu 
added  materially  to  the  vivacity  of  the  school,  served  to  quicken 
flagging  energy,  and  give  a  brief  and  pleasant  respite  to  the 
fatagued  powers  of  the  mind. 

Every  exercise  is  made  to  tend  toward  the  moral  as  well  a«  in- 
tellectual improvement  of  the  pupil.  And  if  there  is  one  who  ia 
inclined  to  be  skeptical  as  to  the  possibility  of  quickening  mental 
perception  and  awakening  moral  sensibility  in  those  who  have 
heretofore  been  entire  strangers  to  such  training,  we  have  but  to 
refer  him  to  some  of  those  scholars  who  have  been  discharged  who 
came  here  ignorant,  almost  of  their  letters,  and  depraved,  but  who 
%re  now  earnest  seekers  after  truth,  and  will  compare  favorably 
with  the  scholars  in  any  of  our  public  schools.

Thf  Frnplr  nf  the  State  of  Wiicon9i\i^  represented  in  Senate  and  Jk.$' 

Section  1.  The  state  reform  school  at  Waukesha,  in  the  county 
of  Waiike^lia.  shall  bie  the  place  of  confinement  and  instriiclioTi  of 
all  m:tlc  chil'licn  under  the  asio  of  fLt'UJCU  ycur^.  and  of  all  teinnle 
obildrcn  under  tbo  age.  of  fourteen  yoArs*  who  shall  be  leprally  cum- 
miited  to  the  ttlat*^  rtjform  school  as  vagrants,  or  on  conviction  for 
any  criminal  offense,  by  any  court  having  competent  authorkj  to 
make  such  oonmitment. 

Section  2.  From  and  aft«r  the  first  day  of  M  :  v,  o no  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  Bizty^one,  the  BUperintendetit  of  the  state  re- 
form school  shall  charge  to  each  of  the  several  counties  in  thia 
state,  in  a  book  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  per  week  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  each  person  re- 
maining; in  said  state  reform  school,  or  who  may  thereafter  be  re- 
ceived into  said  state  reform  school,  I'rom  each  of  sucli  counties 
respectively  ;  and  each  of  such  counties  shall  be  required  to  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  t>chool  such  aggregate  amount  as  ^hall  be 
charged  to  such^county  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided  :  provided^  that  the 
costs  of  original  commitment  of  such  person  to  said  state  reform 
school  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  county  from  whieh  the  nerson 
committed  to  said  school  is  sent;  and  provided^  further^  inat  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  said  state  reform  school 
to  procure  the  -c  rest  and  return  of  any  person  escaping  therefrom; 
and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  any  justice  of  the  pence,  mar-h-!) 
or  constable,  upon  information  of  such  escape,  to  arrest  and  rei:ir:i 
any  such  fugitive  as  above  mentioned  ;  the  cost*?  beinir  chargeable 
to  the  county  from  whence  such  escaping  person  was  originallj 
sent. 

Section  3.  The  superintendent  of  said  state  reform  school  shall 
quarterly  make  out  and  transmit  to  the  olerk  of  the  board  of  su- 
perrisors  of  eaoh  of  the  several  counties,  an  account,  setting  forth 
the  amount  which  may  then  be  due  from  such  county  for  the  quar- 

ter  immediately  preceding  ;  which  account  shall  set  forth  the  name 
of  each  person  for  whom  such  account  is  rendered,  the  number  of 

weeks  such  person  has  been  in  such  school  during  said  quarter,  and 
the  amount  charged  for  each  of  such  persons  respectively  ;  and  such 
acco.tnt  shall  be  certified  by  the  .said  superinrendent  to  be  correct 
a.s  therein  staled.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
RuperviBors  of  each  of  the  .Kcveral  counties  in  thin  state,  immediate- 
ly upua  the  receipt  of  such  aecouuL  trom  said  superintendent,  to 
draw  and  deliver  to  said  superintendent  an  order  on  the  county 
treasurv  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  said  school,  for  the  amount  so 
charged  against  such  county  by  said  superintendent 
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Section  4.  It  shall  be  tlio  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  Bai«l  ^tnv^ 
reform  school  to  collect  aJl  auah  amounts  as  may  be  charged  to  ih& 
SOTtnl  eounties,  and  report  as  aforesaid  j  and  the  said  treasnrer 
abtll  enter  to  the  mdit  of  the  mid  rtlioTiD  school,  the  amount  thus 
collected  and  Teoeired  ftom  the  coimtSet^  and  raoh  ftmds  shall  be- 
used  in  defraying  the  enmnt  expenses  for  tike  support  of  tlie  said 
relSom  echool.  The  said  treaBurcr  shall  set  f<»th,  in  detail,  all 
sums  received  by  him  from  oaoh  of  the  several  counties,  in  his  an- 
nual report  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  die  said  school ;  and  such 
report  shsll  be  appended  by  the  snid  hoard  to  their  annual  report. 

STrTTON  5.  it  <ht\\\  he  the  duty  of  the  treasnrer  of  the  stato 
reform  school,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-tw  o,  and  annually  thereafter,  to  report  to 
the  secretary  of  state,  fur  the  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act,  in  all 
cases  where  counties  have  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  the  same, 
as  hy  this  act  required ;  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  add  tho 
amount  dne  from  any  such  eonnl^  to  the  state  tax  apportioned  to 
flneh  connty ;  and  snch  money  shall  be  oolleoted  and  paid  into  the 
state  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  said  state  reform  school.  In  all 
cases  when  any  such  amonnt  dne  from  any  county  has  been  put 
into  the  state  tax  assessed  against  snch  connl^y,  the  clerk  of  tho 
l)oard  of  supervisors  shall  levy  tlie  Fame  on  the  property  of  the 
county,  in  conjnnntion  with  the  st  it'-"  tax  a|>portioned  to  such  coun- 
ty, to  be  collected  in  like  manner  and  with  the  other  state  taxes. 
And  whenever  sucli  tax  shall  liave  been  levied  and  collected,  the 
superintendent  of  the  ?aid  state  refc)rra  school  shall,  in  each  such 
case,  baiunce  the  aceuunl  on  which  the  same  was  based. 

Section  6.  The  state  reform  school  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  tho  hoard  of  managers  heretofore  appoint- 
ed hy  the  governor,  and  who  may  hexeafter  be  appointed  by  the' 
goremor  to  fill  any  Tac^cies  that  may  occur  in  said  board.  The 
terms  of  office  of  the  persons  hereafter  appointed,  except  when- 
the  appointment  is  for  an  unexpired  term,  shall  commence  on  tho 
first  Tuesday  of  March,  and  shall  continue  for  three  years.  Tho 
board  shall  f>e  deviflod  irito  three  claj^ses,  so.  that  the  term  of  of*-;" 
fice  of  one  class  shail  expire  in  each  year. 

Ft:<  TiON  7.  Such  managers  phallhave  power  to  make  rules,  reir- 
ulations,  ordinanees  and  by-laws  for  the  i^^overnmeut,  discipliuo 
and  umn  a  Lament  of  tho  state  reform  school,  and  the  inmates  thereof 
as  to  them  may  seem  just  and  proper  :  provided^  that  such  rules  and 
by-laws  shall  be  iici  accordance  idth  we  constitntion  of  this  stale 
and  the  conStitotibh  of  the  United  States ;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  place  the  children  committed  to  their  care,  during  the 
minority  of  said  oliildren,  at  such  employments,  and  caose  them  to 
be  instructed  in  such  branches  of  nsefVil  knowledge,  as  shall  be 
snited  to  their  yeiars  and  capacities;  and  they  shall  have  power  in 
thm'r  discretion  to  bind  out  the  ?aid  children,  witli  their  consent 
or  the  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  if  they  hav^  my. 
as  apprentices  or  servants  during  their  minority,  to  sueh  persons 
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and  at  such  places,  to  learn  such  proper  trades  and  employ ment*'. 
as  in  their  judgments  will  be  most  for  their  reformation  and 
amendmout,  and  thcluture  beuelit  oi  such  chil'^lren  :  provided,  that 
the  charge  and  power  of  naid  managers  upon  and  over  the  said 
children  shall  nut  extend,  in  the  eaiie  of  females,  beyond  the  a«^e 
of  eighteen  years  :  and  provided,  aUo,  that  the  religions  opioioxia 
of  the  inmtteB  shall  not  be  intorfemd  with. 

B10XI9N  8.  The  said  nuttagefs  shall  apfMunt  a  saperintendeat 
of  said  state  reform  school  aad  such  olioers  as  they  may  deem 
nooessaij  for  the  interest  of  the  institution,  with  a  view  to  the  ac- 
oomplisnment  of  the  ohject  of  its  estabiishment  and  economy  of 
its  manap:emcnt ;  and  the  said  managers  shall  make  out  a  detailed 
report  to  the  governor  of  the  performance  of  their  duty,  on  or  before 
the  Uiiith  day  of  October  in  pfich  year,  which  report  ^hall  contain 
a  statement  of  the  number  oi  persons  in  the  s  hool  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year,  the  number  received  during  the  year,  and 
what  di8])Osition  was  made  of  them  or  of  any  that  may  have  beeu 
ift  the  instttation  at  the  eonuuencement  of  the  year,  together  with 
all  snoh  faats  and  statements  as  they  may  deem  necessaryte  oom- 
mmifMite ;  wbieh,  report  shall  be  laid  Move  the  legislatue  by  the 
govmor* 

Section  9.  All  and  singular  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
chapter  of  the  revised  statutes  entitled  Of  masters  and  appren- 
tices," shall  apply  to  the  apprentices  and  servants,  and  the  per- 
sons to  whom  they  .-hall  be  bounel  uuder  and  by  virtue  of  this  act ; 
and  every  minor  so  bound  and  the  officers  binding  him  and  his 
master,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  said  chapter. 

Section  10.  The  courts  and  several  magi^^lraicii  in  any  county 
in  the  state  may,  in  their  discretion,  sentence  to  the  state  reform 
aohool  any  sneh  male  or  female  who  may  be  oonvicted  befoxe  them 
as  a  Tagiant,  or  of  any  petit  laeeney  or  misdemeanor ;  and  the  sev- 
eral eonrts  may  also,  in  their  disoretion,  send  to  said  state  reform 
aohool  aiiy  inoh  male  or  female  who  may  bo  oonvieted  before  theod 
of  any  offence  which,  under  the  existing  laws,  wonld  be  punisha- 
ble by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison ;  provided,  in  all  cases,  the 
term  of  commitment  shall  not  he  less,  in  the  case  of  males,  than 
to  the  ti^c  of  twenty -one  \«  ars,  and  in  the  case  of  females^  than 
to  the  age  of  eighteen  yearn. 

Section  11.  The  manafrors  of  the  ^tate  relbrm  .school  [i-hall 
have  power,  in  their  discretion,  to  restore  any  person  duly  commit- 
ted to  said  schoolj'^to  the  care  of  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  their  minority,  if  in  their  judgment  it  would 
he  most  for  the  ftitore  benefit  and  adTantage  of  sneh  person. 

SsonoM  12.  The  eonrts  and  several  magistrates  in  any  oonntj 
in  the  state  shall  ^also  have  power  to  commit  to  the  state  reform 
school  any  male  or  female  child,  under  the  i^es  specified  in  section 
one  of  this  act,  upon  complaint  and  due  proof  made  to  said  court 
or  magiptratc  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  child,  that  by  rea- 
son of  incorrigible  or  vicious  conduct,  snch  child  is  beyond  theeon- 
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trol  and  power  of  Buoh  paieui  or  guurdiau,  and  that  a  due  regard 
for  the  morals  and  ftitnre  wel&reof  suoh  ohUd  numifestl^  require 
that  He  or  she  should  be  oommitted  to  lihe  guardianship  of  the 
managera  of  said  state  reform  school. 

SlOTiON  13.  The  gOYOrnor  shall  yisit  the  state  reform  sohool 
onoe  at  least  in  each  year,  and  make  such  suggestions  in  regard  to 
the  management,  govprnmcnt  and  discipline  of  the  institation  [as 
lie  may  deem  for  the  interest  of  tho  same. 

Section  14.  Chapter  189  of  the  revised  statutes,  entitled  "Of 
tbc  house  of  refuge/'  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  iuoonsis- 
tent  with  the  proyisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Of  TBI 

Board  of  Jiegente  of  Normal  i:^cLook. 

In  presenting  the  Fourth  Annual  Report,  the  Keirents  arc  cna- 
blctl  to  give  a  t'uH  and  complete  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Institutions  reporting ;  the  revision  of  the  law  iu  18G0.  and  the 
full  instructions  issued  by  the  Board,  haviDg  been  in  most  ca»eo 
fuUv' uadertitood  and  complied  with,  :  .rp       ,.  - 

The  decrease  of  the  fand  placed  at  the  dispoaal  at  the  Board, 
has  made  it  necessarr  for  the  Board  to  eoononuse  in  all  the  wajs 
possible,  yet  it  is  belleTed  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Teachers*  In- 
gtlt  i  tes  have  been  fully  equal  to  that  of  former  years.  The  nam- 
ber  held,  embraced  in  the  report  of  1860,  was  47;  in  tiie  report 
of  1801,  28.  These  last  were  held  mainly  in  counties  where  they 
were  not  holdeu  during  the  preyious  year,  and  the  Agent  was 
instructed,  ?o  fiir  as  possible,  to  employ  the  talent  for  his  assist- 
ance in  the  counties  where  the  Institutes  were  held.  This  was 
effected  in  nearly  every  case,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  course 
has  rendered  the  Institutes  no  less  eflScient  nor  intereiting  than 
those  of  the  previous  years ;  and  while  the  number  of  Institutes 
heldf  and  the  numhar  of  persODS  attending  has  been  hut  little 
more  than  half  those  of  1860,  the  number  of  days  instmotion, 
giyen  has  not  diminished  two-sevenths,  while  the  expense  for  the, 
same  has  been  diminished  about  three-fourths.  For  a  more  com- 
plete statement  of  the  labors  of  the  Agent,  you  are  respectfully 
referred  to  the  report  of  the  Agent,  appendix  ^^A." 

The  visitation  of  -  the  Institutions  reporting,  and  the  examina- 
tion of  the  classes,  has  been  continued  under  the  same  system  as 
embodied  in  the  report  of  ISOO  For  acomplet*  account  of  those 
visitations,  together  with  the  <|uestions  employed  in  examination 
of  the  Normal  classes,  see  report  of  the  agent,  appendix  "  B.'* 

During  the  past  year,  Hon.  Henry  Barnard,  acting  as  the  agent 
of  this  Board  and  Chancellor  of  the  University,  was  compelled  to 
spend  much  of  his  time  away  from  the  state  on  account  of  his 
failing  health,  and  as  his  resignation  as  Chancellor  of  the  Uniyer- 
sity  had  been  tendered  and  aceepted,  it  was  deemed  advisable  that 
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his  connectiou  with  this  Board  should  slso  be  rsevered.  It  was 
with  great  relactaneo  that  the  Board  was  compelled  to  take  tluB 
step,  as  it  was  hoped  that  Br.  Bamrrd  would  beeome  a  pemuuieat 
eitiaen  of  Wisconsin,  and  identify  himself  with  our  educational 
interests.  But  the  resonrees  of  this  Board  were  not  such  as  to 
warrant  its  holding  ont  any  inducements  to  him  to  remain,  and 
his  refig-nation  a?  the  ai^ent  of  tliin  Board  wa*;  accepted. 

Prof.  Chas.  H.  Allen,  who  had  been  at  first  employed  by  Dr. 
Barnard,  and  during  Ins  abrJcnce  had  performed  tli.  'iuties  of 
agent,  was  elected  in  his  place.  It  in  believed  thai  die  agency 
has  been  well  filled  and  the  duties  fully  and  satisDictorily  per- 
formed.

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Wi'^hin*;  to  lourii  the  estiuiate  placcl  upon  the  Institutes  by  the 
teachers  atlcndiiig  thcni,  I  have  eudtiuvoieti,  smoe  Jannnry,  1861, 
to  ascertain  the  actual  cash  expongei*  inciirrcMl  in  their  attendance, 
for  travel  auJ  board,  where  buard  has  been  paid. 

I  did  Dai  raeoeed  in  getting  all  of  tlie  expenditures,  bat  tlioee 
obtained  sbow  that  the  wor£  is  appreciated.  The  expenses,  of 
eonrse,  vary  with  the  number  in  attendance,  the  means  of 
eouTeyance  and  the  duration  of  the  aeeaion. 

In  the  report  made  to  you  last  yenr,  it  was  suggested  that  a 
corps  of  instructor?  would  be  required  large  enough  to  admit  of 
grading  tlu;  institute,  but  the  fund  j)l:u  ed  :it  my  disposal.  wii<  too 
email  to  ]uake  it  possible  to  secure  nny  permanent  n^^T^ttmco,  and 
T  h.'ivo  preferred,  as  a  rule,  to  make  appointments  in  the  more  re- 
mote  places,  in  order  to  reach  a  new  class  of  teachers  ;  under  the 
belief  ihat  by  so  doing  more  good  might  be  accomplished,  a.s  in 
such  localities  teachers  do  not  have  the  advantages  of  High 
Schools,  Academies  or  Normal  Classes.  This,  together  with  the 
fact  that  more  than  500  teachers  are  in  the  army,  has  made  the 
average  attendance  smaller  than  last  year. 

In  answer  to  the  demand  for  longer  sessions,  four  Institutes 
have  been  held  of  two  weeks  each,  and  conducted,  as  nearly  as 
circumstances  would  porniit,  uj)on  the  plan  of  a  Normal  school. 
These  have  been  eminently  su'^'^f^sful.  and  hnvc,  when  held,  excited 
much  interest  in  the  establishment  of*  a  Normal  school. 

All  that  was  said  last  year,  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Institu- 
tes were  received,  ma^  be  repeated.  The  interest  is  undiminished, 
and  the  good  result,^  obvious  to  all  observers.  Tlie  hospitalities 
of  the  citizens  hare  been  unlimited,  and  public  interest  awakned  to 
a  new  sense  of  the  importance  of  public  schools. 

The  demand  has  been  greater  than  the  ability  to  meet  it,  and 
there  arc  at  least  a  half  score  of  applications  yet  unfilled. 

The  future  work  of  this  department  will  of  necessity  be  some- 
what changed.  The  law,  going  into  effect  January  next,  makes  it 
the  duty  of  County  Superintendents  to  call  and  hold  Teachers'  In- 
.stitiitc  -.  which  will,  in  a  measure,  absorb  this  part  of  the  work.  It 
will,  however.  T  think,  be  adrisnhle  to  substitute,  in  place  of  the 
short  sessions,  Institutes  of  Ironi  i'our  to  ten  weeks,  in  localities 
remote  from  Normal  classes,  and  where  guarantees  may  be  given 
of  .«?ufhcient  attendance.  These  will,  for  the  present,  take  the  place 
of,  and  prepare  the  way  for,  a  Normal  school.  lastitntes  of  thia 
kind,  under  eompetenl  instrnotors,  appointed  at  such  times  as  will 
accommodate  the  mass  of  teachers,  will  prove  a  cheap  yet  effectire 
asency  in  the  work  of  improving  the  teachers  and  thereby  the 
schools  of  the  State. 

This  agency  is  under  renewed  obligations  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  rnstructioM  for  tlie  hearty  co-operation  and  efficient  la- 
bors of  that  department,  which  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
buccess  of  the  work.
